any other Particulars^ than in Circumcifion^ 
and Abftaining from their Women at certain 
Times; which were common to /bmeEzdcvxi 
f^attons long before the Jews had it ; cr, in- 
deed^ where there is no Reafon to imagine^ 
that the Name of the Jews was once fo much 
as heard of

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"There are good Crounds, on the other Uand^ 
to coijjeHure^ that the Jews derived feveral of 
their Religious Ceremonies from them. For 
that ibfiir Religion is much more ancient is^ 
plain from feveral Reafons : ift, From their 
great Regard to Dreams, and Divining bi 
them 5 wbich^ hy the Mofaic L^w, the If- 
taclitcs were exprejly Jorhidden. 2dly, From 
their jhaving off their Hair in Mourning for 
their Dead: Whereas among the Jews the 
Growth of it is ftriStly commanded^ and as fu^ 
ferfiitioujlf obferv'd to this Day. 3dly, From 
their Sacrifices ; As Mofes commanded none 
but Males to be facrifced ; fo on the contrary^ 
Cows are the greateft Part of the M'jidag2i(c^r 
Sacrifices, and are thought by thefe People to be 
the mojl acceptable Oblations to their Supreme 
Deity. Jhey have no Burnt Offerings but near 
their Sepulchres ^ when occafionalty opened ; 
^hichy with the Gums burnt with them, ferve 
for a Dejence againfl all ill Scents. 4thl}% 
But the moji notable Reafon of all, is, that the 
Owlcy, which thefe Madagafcar People make 
ufe of for their Divinations, and procure their 
unufual, or extraordinary Dreams with;^ is 
manifefilj the Ephod and Teraphim, made ufe 
o/^ by the Ltvitc, who lodged /^Micah'i Hoi/fe-, 
as we read Judges 17. and from which the 
Ifraclites cowld never be wholly brought off, tljo' 
direSlly repugnant to the Law ^/' Mofes : Con-^ * 
cerning which, there feems to be no Occafion 
for Enlarging further in this Place. 
» - 
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, That the People of Madagafcar did ndt de^ 
rive their Religion from any learned^ or po- 
lite Nation is evident by their retaining no Idea, 
or Remembrance of Letters 5 nor their having 
c Horfc, orfonecefary a Machine as a Wheel 
of any Kina^ either for, 'Carriage^ or U/e ; 
which could never have been forgotten^ had they 
ever had them. That thefe Madagafcar People 
came firjlfrom Africa, feems moji, probable^ by 
thiir Colour ; and perhaps^ from the Abyflincs, 
x)r evenfrpm Egypt. Ihe Virzimbers, indeed^ 
by their ^woolly Heads y nm/i come from the more 
Southern Part of Africa. Deaan Toke^ofFa 
fold Capt. Mackett^ ^hey had a tradition of 
their Corffing on the Jjlafid many Tears ago in 
large Canoes. But from whencefoever they 
Kame^ it is manifejl^ that 4h6r Religion is tht! 
mojl ancient in the World^ and not far Jrom 
pure natural Religion. 

We may reflcSl with Pleafure on the Devo^ 

tion of thefe People y who addrefs the Supreme 

Being on every Occafion for his Md and Af-- 

fifiancCi when in Neccffityy or Diftrefs ^ and 

with true Piety y and Hearts full 0} Gratitude^ 

return him their humble , and unf eigne dThanks 

for thofe BleJJings and Benefits he conjers upon 

' them ', yet have they no temples ^ . nd 7dberna^ 

cles, or Groves for the public k Petjormmce of 

their Divine tVorJhip-y neither If ave they jo^ 

lemn Fajlsy or Fe/iivalsy or Set-DaySy or 

■Times ; nor Priejis to do it for thcm^ But we 

may hereobferve^ ^hat as Melchizec^ was 4 

Kingy and /li led the Priejlofth'e moffHigh God 
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(a PhrafefirtBh correfpondent to tkHtof^Dtzzri 
Unghorray, the Higheji God) fo it is the Prac^^ 
tice of the Madagafcar Kings, or Lotds, to bt 
them [elves the Performers of all Religious Offs^ 
ces : TheirUmofftes, or Prophets, indeed, di-* 
reel the making their O whys of particular 
Roots, or fFoods, having ( as they tell them ) 
Magical Properties agreeing to the Spirits ; as 
alfo that they muft be made at proper Times^ 

There are two Things in tpis Hiflory highly 
worthy of Obfervation: One is, that there is a 
Law amdng them againji Curling a Man's Pa- 
rents. What a Reproach is this to Countries 
calNChv\i^\zn, inhere there is no Law, or Pu^ 
nijhment againji even thofe, who have the Im^ 
fudence, andlmpiety not only ^Curfing OtherSj 
but their own Parents, uhe Other is, That 
fuch is their Regard, and Reverence to themnfl 
High God, that They fwear not profanely : 
But fucb is the Profanenefs of even our ChriftiJtt 
Nation, that A Man can hardly pafs the Streets 
(as Archbp'Y^^oKioviobjerves) without hav- 
ing his Ears grated, and pierced with horrid, 
and blafpheiiious Oaths, and Curfes, as are 
enough, if we were guihy of no other Sin, 
to fink a Nation. Thefe give Reputation h 
the General Charabter of thefe People, That 
where the Europeans, or Mahometans have 
not corrupted them, they are very Innocent, 
Moral, a7id Courteous \ and more fo, with 
Shame be it fpoken, than moft Nations, who 
have all the Advantages of a Liberal, and 
Chriftian Education. 

a There 
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7})ere / <• yet one Obfervation more^ wLicb, we 
hope, wi-lnot be tLOught improper here :^ ivhicb 
is^ That our Author's many Deliverances are 
glorious^ and wonderful Difplays of the Gcod-^ 
nefs^ and Power of Divine Providence , and 
gave bim^ no Drubt^ an awakening Scnje of 
his obftinate Difobedience to the IViU^ and jn- 
treaties of his tender Parents, and Friends ; 
who fo much, and often pre fs'd him to lay afde 
thoje wilful Rrfblutions of hisjirjl Voyage to the 
Eaft If>dies ; whenin we may fee the Marks 
both of Divine Difpleafure, and Goodnejs, the 
jirjl in his Shipwreck, and Slavery ; the other 
in his. Delivery^ or Releafe from thence. All 
which may ferve as a Lejfon to the Touth of 
future Generations to beware, lefi by their Dif- 
obedience, and objiinate Forcing them felves from 
the Care of their Parents, or Friends, they 
bring upon themfelves thofe Miferies, and Mis- 
fortunes, which occafiona too late Repentance. 

Much more migSt have been faid on this Oc^ 
cafion, but as we have not Room, we refer our 
Readers to the Perufal of the Book itfelf-, in 
which, we prefume, they will not only find an 
entertaining, but profitable An:ufement.

and furprizing Adventures. And, *^ 



tlERE, I hope, it will be no ways itnpf opeir 
to inform my Readers, that I was not four- 
teen Years of Age when thefe heavv Misfor- 
tunes firft befel me ; fo that my Youth, as well 
as Want of Knowledge in the Madagajcar 
Language, render'd me incapable of making 
fiich curious Obfervations, as One of a riper 
Age, better Judgment, and freed from Sla- 
very, might have done to much greater Ad- 
vantage. For, 

I, ROBERT DRURT, was born oil 
the 24th oijuly^ in the Year 1687, in Crutcled 
Friersy London^ where my Father then liv'd ^ 
but foon after he remov'd to the Old Juryy 
near Cheapjidey where he kept for feveral Years 
afterwards that noted Houfe, call'd The King' 5 
Jleadj or "otherwifc diftinguifh'd by the Name 
of the Beef-Stake- Houfe ; and to which there 
was, all his Time, a great Refort of Mer- 
chants, and other Gentlemen of the bell 
Rank,. and Charaftfer. 

Notwithstanding the Education my 
Father beftow'd on me, I could not be pre- 
vailed on to think of any Bufmefs, but Going 
to Sea ; to which Courfe of Life my Genius 
wholly inclined me. And I well remember, 
that fromEleven Years of Age, my Mind was 
fo intent on the Frofeffion of a Sailor, that it 
grew up with me, and at length became fuch 
an obftinate Refolution, that not all the En- 
rteaties of my dear, and indulgent Mother, 
( thb' {he once begg'd me on her Knees ) nor 

the 
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the Perfuafions of my Fathefj or any othcf 
Friends, could make the leaft Impreffion up- 
on me. 

When they found their Endeavours were 
ineffecftual, they then formed a new Scheme, 
and by a fecming Compliance with my Incli- 
nation proposed to procure a fhort Voyage for 
me , hoping that the many Dangers, and Hard- 
ihips, to which I fhould naturally be exposed, 
and fhould fee Others undergo, would deter 
me from perfevering in that Courfe of Life. 

But, As wilful Perfons never want Woe ; 
fuch was my Obftinacy, that nothing would 
content me, but what contributed to my Ruin; 
and Providence juftly fruftrated all my Hopes, 
by indulging me in the Choice I had fo fool- 
ilhly, and ungratefully made, in diredt Oppo- 
lition to my Duty, and the repeated Solicita- 
tions of my moft affedtionate Friends : Thus 
did this Perverfenefs of mine bring with it its 
own Punifliment, Nothing but an Eaji India 
I Voyage wou'd pleafe me ; for no other Reafon 
1 that I can think of, but becaufe I had a Coufin 
\ at Bengal^ whofe Name was "John Steely in 
\ the New Eajl India Company's Service ; the 
I Companies at that Time not being united. 
I My Father fhew'd a due Care and Concern 
I: for my Welfare, by the Manner in which he 
fitted me out j and by plentifully fupplying 
me with Provifions, Cloaths, and other Ne- 
ccflaries for the Voyage ; befides which, I had 
a Cargo to the Value of an hundred Pounds, 
which was a lai^e Truft for a Boy of my A^e. 
B 2 \ 
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I went as a Paflengcr, well recommended to 
Capt. William lounge, with whom my Paf- 
fagc, and the Freight of my Cargo were agreed 
for, and we foon after embark'd. 

The Ship Captain Tbunge commanded in 
this unfortunate Voyage was the DEGRJFEy 
of 7po Tuns Burden with 52 Guns. 1 fhall 
not here enter into a long Detail of any of the 
eommon Occurrences of the Voyage, or take 
Notice of any other Accidents, than what are 
abfolutely neceflary to my prefent Purpofe ; 
which is a true, and impartial Narrative of 
our hard Fate at Madagafcar in our Return 
home- ward; together with my own Miferies, j 
and the various Turns of Fortune, during my ' 
Refidence for near fifteen Years, inthatfcarce \ 
known, tho' extenfive Country. 

We pafs'd thorow the Downs on Feb. 19. 
170 1. when Admiral Bembo ( whofe Son, ! 
Mr. jfohn Bembo, was fourth Mate of our j 
Ship ; ) lay there with the Squadron of Ships , 
under his Command, bound to the Weji In^ 
dies , and we arriv'd at Fort St. George in the . 
Eqft Indies, in three Months and twenty Days 1 
from the Downs, ( having ftopp'd in our Paf- V 
fage one Week at the Canaries) and came to ^. 
an Anchor in the Evening. t 

We had on board Monfieur Iie7//V, a Jewel- \ 
ler, and his Son, who fet out with Defign to \^ 
fettle there ; and One wou*d have thought, } 
being fo near the End of his Voyage, he hadjj 
great Reafon to hope, or rather to be morally ^ 
aiTur'd, that he had obtained his Defire 5 thc.^ 

. Ship. 
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Ship being fafe at Anchor within half a dozcu 
Miles, and in Sight of the Place. But how 
foon does Providence difappoint us, and inter- ^ 
rupt ourDeiigns ! What an adverfe Fate di- 
reifted, and accompany 'd this unhappy Ship, 
and all who were concerned in it, tho' fo near 
the Accomplifhment of their Wiflies ! 

The Barge was hoifted out the next Morn- 
ing, in Order to put thefe unfortunate Perfons 
on Shoar ; the Ship riding about two Leagues 
Diftance. They put off, and we did not ex- 
pert their Return till the next Day j but about ' 
eight a Clock at Night we heard Somebody 
hail the Ship 5 it furpris'd our People, but 
fome of them foon knew it to be the Voice of 
yofeph Chamberlain, one of the Barge's Crew, 
They thereupon hoifted out the Pinnace, and 
rowing towards the Voice, found him fwim- 
ming on an Oar ; he told us, that as foon as 
they came to the Bar, a great Sea ftruck theni 
on the Lar-board Gunnel, and over-fet them \ 
he knew not what became of the reft of the 
Company, and therefore fuppos'd they were 
all drowned, for the Current fet to Sea- ward ; 
but he being an exp».rienc'd Swimmer, and 
with the help of one of the Boat's Oars, which 
he providentially found, he made (hif t to reach 
within Call of the Ship : We immediately 
hung a Light on the Top-Maft Head to guid? 
Others, if happily any had been like him alive 
fwimmingj but not one of them was ever 
feen, or heard of more. Mr, John Lapie, hi§ 
•Son*, and their Cook, the Coxfwain, and nine 
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ftf the Boat's Crew, all perifli'd thro* this fad 
Difafter. They had alfo with them very con- 
fiderable EfFefts in Goods, Silver, &c. to the 
Valuer of fome Thoufands of Pounds. 

Two Days after we weighed Anchor, and 
faird to Majlapatan^ where we ftay'd a Month, 
and from thence proceeded to Bengal. My 
Coufin hearing of my Arrival came on Board 
tp ice me, and take me and my EfFefts on 
Shoar with him; but my Father had a more 
prudent Regard for my Welfare, thanlcou'd 
be capable of at thofe tender Years ; my Cou- 
fin being only a Pilot, my Father defir'd Capt. 
Tounge privately to enquire iiito his Circum- 
ftances, and the Charadler he bore, and in 
Cafe he found him not of fufficient Ability, 
orHonefty, to be entrufted with me, and my 
Effeds, not to let me go on Shoar to him. 

The Captain performed the Truft my Fa- 
ther repos'd in him with Honour and Inte- 
grity, and would not permit me to go with 
my Kinfman ; but took my Cargo, difpos'd 
of it himfelf, and bought me a juft Return in 
the Commodities of the Country; and would 
have carried me back again according to his 
Contradl with my Father, had Providence fo 
thought fit. My Coufin foon after our Arri- 
val dy'd, and we had a great Mortality among 
our Ship's Crew; for in nine Month's Time, 
we bury'd above forty of our People : The 
Chief Mate was the firft of Note, and about 
a Month after him Qz'^t.Tounge himfelf dy'd 
pf a Fever J happy at leaft in this, that he 
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dy'd in Peace, and liv'd not to beiar his Share 
in the Miferies which his Son, and we after- 
wards underwent ; for this Son being fecond 
Mate, and the Chief Mate being already dead, 
as alfo the Captain his Father, he became Cap- 
tain of Courfe 5 fo that there was ftill a Cap- 
tain Tounge. 

The only Art I attained at Bengali^ and 
which prov'd of any confiderable Service to 
me afterwards, was, that I here karnt to fwim; 
which has two, or three Times fince fav'd my 
Life and Liberty': I attained to fo great a Pro- 
ficiency in that Art, by the Afliftance of my 
Companions, that it was a common Practice 
for half a dozen of us to tye a Rupee apiece 
( which is about the Value 01 Two Shillings and 
Six Pence Englifti ) in an Handkerchief round 
our Middles, and fwim four or five Miles up ; 
or down the River for our Diverfion ; and 
when we came on Shoar, the Gentees, or Moors 
wou'd lend us Cloaths to put on while we 
ftay'd ; thus we us'd to fit, and regale our- 
felves for a few Hours with Arrack Punch, 
and a Dinner, and then fwim back again. 

Our Bufinefs being at length finifli'd at 
Bengali^ we fail'd from thence, and had at 
that Time about 120 Hands on Board, befides 
two Women and myfelf, and a few other Paf- 
lengers : As we were going down the River, 
our Ship ran aground and ftuck faft; but there 
being a very fl:rong Tide it turn'd her round, 
and we got off the next High-water without 
any Damage, as we imagined -, but when we 
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fcamc out to Sea fti« prov'd fo very leaky, that 
we were oblig'd to keep two Chain-pumps 
continually at Work: We were two Months 
in this fad Condition, at length we reach'd 
Mauritius^ which is an Ifland in the Lati- 
tude of i6 7 South, and to the Eaftward of 
Madagafcar^ inhabited by the Dutcb^ who 
treated us with Abundance of Humanity, and 
affifted us with whatever was in their Power ; 
We made a Tent on Shoar, in which wc 
ftow?d great Part of our Cargo to fearch for 
the L^k; but to no Purpofe. 

Ca?t. BooHj a Pyrate, had been here about 
two Months before, having juft then plun- 
dered a very rich Moorijh Ship, and taken out 
of her fifty Lafcars. ( For diat is the Name 
by which our Englijh Seamen diftinguifh thefe 
Moorijh People. ) Boon loft his own Ship on 
this Ifland, and the Pyrates were glad to make 
a fmall Sloop of their Long-bo^t, to get off 
the Ifland with ; and were therefore glad to 
leave the Lafcars behind them. Thefe People 
we took with us, thinking they would be of 
Service, and fave our Hands from returning 
fo often to the Pump ; thpy having for two 
Months before but little Reft. 

We found here Plenty of good Ftjh^ T^urtle^ 
and Goats^ with fome Beef-^ we ftay'd about 
a Month, and then ftiap'd our Courfe dircftly 
for the Cape of Good Hope. 

Our Leak gain'd upon us more and more, 
and it was with great Diflficulty we kept her 
above Water: Our Men were all fpent with 

con- 
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continual Labour, pumpmg, and balling 
Night and Day ; when according to our Rec- 
koning we were loo Leagues to the South- 
ward of Madagafcar: We hcav'd over-board 
feveral of our Guns, and heavy Goods to 
lighten her. The Captain was for continuing 
his Courfe to the Cape, but the Ship's Com- 
pany in general opposed it ; being of Opinion, 
that they could not keep her above Water long 
enough, imagining they were at that Time 
about 600 Leagues from it; and but 100 
from Madagafcar ^ which was the neareft 
Land. 

At length they prevailed on the Captain, 
tho* with much Difficulty, to put back to 
Madagafcar. The Wind favouring us, the 
third Day in the Morning they fent me, and 
the Captain's Boy up to the Maft-head to look 
out for Land; fince no Body elfe could fo well 
be fpar'd. In fuch apparent Danger my be- 
ing a Paflenger was no Excufe ; and accord- 
ingly I went up, and fat there two Hours and 
an half before I cou'd difcern any Thmg like 
Land ; and when I firfl: faw it I told my Com- 
rade, but not being certain I w^ou'd not call 
out ; for the Cafe was of fuch Importance, 
that they were not to be trifled with, or flat- 

^ ter'd into vain Hopes. However, at length, 
I plainly difcover'd a white CliiF, and a Smoak 
at a Diftance from it 5 whereupon I boldly 
cry'd out Landy Land. 

Several immediately ran up the Shroud?, 

and even the Captain himfelf to make his Obr 

fervations : 
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fervations: One among them knew the Land, 
and faid it was Port Dauphine ; and that the 
King of that Part of the Ifland was an Ene- 
my to all White Men^ and treated all the Eu^ 
ropeans in a moft barbarous Manner : The 
Reafon whereof, and a fuccina Hiftory of 
King Samuel ( for that was his Name ) I fliall 
have Occafion to mention hereafter. This In- 
formation put us into the utmoft Confufion 
and Defpaiir, and prov'd indeed our utter Ruin. 
The Man who made this Report, fpoke his 
real Sentiments; for they were, indeed, Ene- 
mies to the French^ and had murdered all they 
cou'd find on the Ifland, in Revenge for an Af- 
front fome of that Country had formerly giv'n 
to King Samuel)hut to no othtv White Men: So 
that had we put in there, we had at leaft fav*d 
our Lives, and fome of our Cargo ,• but our 
Fate was fix'd, and we were deftin'd to be de- 
flroy'd in the moft tragical Manner, and all 
our Endeavours to fave our Lives ferv'd only 
to prolong our Mifery. 

We durft not put into Port Dauphine^ for 
Fear of falling immediately into the Hands of 
thefe revengeful, and bloody Murderers, as 
we then concluded them to be. We could 
not get to the Northward, the Wind being 
North- Eaft ; neither was there any Harbour, 
or Port to the Weft-ward, but what was a 
Week's fail at leaft to it! Befides the Weftern 
Shoar is very fteep. 

Hereupon the Captain refolv'd to fteer a- 
long the Weftern Coaft, and fee if he could 

find. 
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find a proper Place to run her into, or put a- 
fhoar with Safety of our Lives. At length wc 
drew near the Shoar, but no Place could be 
found i and our Hold being now half full of 
Water, the Men went to the Captain, and 
ask'd him what he proposed to do, for the 
Ship could fwim no longer. He went^into 
the Round-houfe for a few Minutes, and when 
he came out he ask'd them, if they approved of 
his running the Ship on Shoar at all Adven* 
tures ; to which they all unanimoafly agreed^ 
and cry'd out jiny Thing to fave our Lives. 
Now here was a Sand which ran along for two 
Leagues ; we came within a quarter of a Mile 
of the Shoar, and let go an Anchor firft with- 
out the Breakers, and then qut down our Mails 
and Rigging, and threw our Guns and heaviefl 
Goods over -board, and try'd all Means 
to keep her up till we could get on Shoar : 
Having loft our Long-boat and Pinnace at 
Bengm^ we had but one fmall Boat left ; for 
which Reafon we made a Raft with fomc 
Planks, and Yards. 

At that Time fome of the Natives were fifh- 
ing, who feeing us in Diftrefs, madeaSmoak 
to guide, and invite us to Shoar; but we had 
entertained fuch a bad Idea of them, that we 
could not tell prefently how to determine; 
tho' we were informed thefe were another 
Prince's Dominions. 

We finifli'd the Raft that Night, and in 
the Morning fent Mr. Frat^ our Chief Mate» 
and four Men in the Boat with a long Rope 

for 



for a Warp, to faften en the Land. A great 
Sea conftant runs here upon the Rocks, and 
before they got to Land their Boat was ftav'd 
in Pieces ; however being pretty near it, by 
the Help of feme of the Natives, who were 
Negroes, they fav'd that Part of the Boat to 
which the Rope was faften'd : We had two 
Englijh Women on Board, One of them would 
not venture on the Raft, nor would the Cap- 
tain ; but the other Woman, and about forty, 
or fifty of us did : I ftript off all my Cloaths, 
but took two Purfes of Money, and a filver 
Cup, and ty'd them faft round my Middle ; 
we haul'd by the Rope towards the Shoar, 
but were no fooner among the Breakers, than 
the firft Sea turn'd the Raft topfy turvy, and 
wafti'd us oiF; fome fwam to the Raft again, 
but were foon walh'd off ; and tho' the Wo- 
man was drowning juil by me, yet I could not 
fave her.v^ I funk under every Wave, and 
with great Difficulty got on Shoar, as did 
Every one 4^ that were on the Raft, but the 
Woman, ^.^ere was fuch a SurfF run, and 
the Sea brolqjl L* high, that we durft not ven- 
ture out with^e Raft again ; which the Cap- 
tain perceiving, ordered ^he Cable to be cut, 
and let the Sl»p drive nearer the Land, where 
fhe foon beat to pieces: The Captain got on 
Shoar with his Father's Heart in his Hand, 
which, according to his Requeft, when dying, 
was put ifttoa Bottle in Order to be brought 
to England^ and bury'd at Dover. 
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At length they all got on Shoar on Pieces 
of the Ship, Planks, (Sc. two Men only ex- 
cepted who were drowned, and the Woman 
before-mention'd : The other Woman ef- 
cap'd, tho* (he was fo full of Water as well 
as fome Others, that we were obliged to roll, 
and rub them well, to make them difgorge 
the Water j we laid them alfo before a great 
Fire made for that Purpofe, and in a little 
Time they revived : We were in all above one 
hundred and fixty, including the La/cars. 

The Country began now to be alarm'd, and 
we had already two, or three hundred Ne- 
groes flocking round us, picking up feveral 
Pieces of Silk, and fine Callicoes : "^ "* ^"<lin 
they had little, or no Regard ^" 
were driven aftioar in ^'' 
with Salt-petre and Oi . v--. 

kon'd there might be -lii. »' q 

left, after all that was » v. 

fundry Times before. 

One of the Negroes br :' . 
and intimated by Signs tl. ./c fhould kill 
him; but we made Signs to them again to 
flioot him for us, we having no Ammunition ; 
when One of them perceiv'd this, he lent us 
his Gun ready charg'd, and with it one of our 
Men {hot the Bullock dead on the Spot. 

It was extreamly {hocking to fee the Ne- 
groes cut the Bea{l, Skin, and Fle{h together, 
and fometimes the Guts too ; then tofi'ihcm 
into the Fire, or A{hes, as it happen'd, and 
eat them half roa{led : I {hudder'd for Fear 

they 
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tHcy fhould devour us in like manner ; for 
they feetn'd to me to be a Kind of Canibahy 
of whom I had heard very dreadful Stories : 
Every Thing, in fliort^ appear'd horrible to 
Nature, and excited in us the mofl difmal 
Apprehenfions. 

If I here difcover'd fome greater QDUcern 
than became a Man, I hope my tender Years, 
my little Knowledge, and Icfs Experience will 
plead in my Behalf. This tragical Scene 
made fuch a deep Imprefllon on me, that as 
often as it occurs to my Mind, I ftart, and 
am fhock'd with the frightful Remembrance : 
If my Obfervations are not fo many, or fo 
jliil. and judicious as they fhould be, they 
"^-'•'d as the Reflexions of an 
\n ; for as I grew in 

. V t encreas'd in Know- 

as capable of making 
Iv ■ . and alfo of engaging 

jardous Adventures. 

Whius u*^ ^ ics were bufy in opening 
our Bails, and taking what they lik'd befl; I 
obferv'd feveral of them regarded the Iron 
they found, much more than all thofe Goods 
we look upon as valuable ; and took a great 
Deal of Pains to break all fuch Pieces of Tim- 
ber as had Iron in them. 1 broke open my 
Chefl, and took out only one Suit of Cloaths, 
leaving the reft to thofe who had mofl Mind 
to them. 

. We remained thus two Days and Nights 
without coming to any final Refolution ; not 

know- 
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knowing what to do : We were told Tort 
Dauphine was but fixty Miles from us, bat 
the Idea we had entertained of their being fuch 
a barbarous People prevented our going thi- 
ther ; but this Debate was foon put an End 
to by the Dean ( or as our EngUJh Sailors 
call him ) King of that Part of the Country. 

For the next Evening about Nine of the 
Clocks we heard a Man call out Ho-^lOy at a 
great Diftance, like an EngliJIj-man ( as he 
proved to be ) who, being immediately an- 
fwer'd, came nearer, and ask'd Who we were. 
We told him the Crew of an Englijh Eajl^ 
India Ship, which proved fo leaky, that we 
were oblig'd to run her in here, as the firft 
Land wc could make for the Prefervation of 
our Lives. Hereupon he came to us, and 
at our Requeft fat down with us by our Fire; 
and told the Captain that the King had fent 
him to inform us, We had no Reafon to be 
^ under any fearful Apprehenfions , tho- we 
>L, were in a ftrange Country 5 and that he would 
come down himfelf the next Day to pay us a 
Vifit. The Captain defir'd him to give us 
what Account he could of the Country, and 
the Natives 3 and alfo to inform us how he 
came there. We all crowded about him, not 
fo much out of a Spirit of Curiofity, as to 
be able, by his Relation, to form a better 
Judgment of our happy, or unhappy Situa- 
ticm. The Circumftances of his Story were 
fo very remarkable, and of fo great Impor- 
tance to us, that I dare fay, I can repeat 

almofl 



them almoft in his own Words ; which were 
as follow* 

I am an Engli(h-man, born in the County 
of Middlcfex ; my Parents^ and every Body 
who Jhould have taken Care of me being dead^ 
I went to Sea very youngs My Jirjt Voyage 
was to the Weft Indies, but as I found little^ 
or no Encouragement there ^ I rejbhfd to take 
a Trip to the Eaft Indies, and tn my Tajfage 
thither y our Ship was taken by a Pyrate about 
an hundred Leagues to the Eaft-^ward of this 
JJland: T^ey plundered her of all her Riggings 
Ammunition^ and Provifons 5 they took me^ 
and nine more out of her ; and then left the 
Ship. During the Time I was with them fhey 
tookfeveral rtch Prizes ; and fnce therf, 'was 
no Pojpbility of avoiding ity Ifeemi}, \ ap^ 
proved of all they did, and made One among/i 
them. Whenever we wanted Refrejhments^ we 
re/orted to this Ifland\ where we feldom faif d 
of a Supply. However I foon grew weary of 
tbefe pyratical Proceedings, and being at An^ 
chor in Mattatan Road, where the Canoes came 
off as ufual to fell us Rice, Plantins, Milk, 
tf«^ Honey, ^c, for our Boat could not go ^- 
(hoar, fucb a great Sea breaking upon the 
Strand I I took this favour dbk Opportunity to 
feign myfelj very fck, and weak, and accord- 
ingly fent Word to the Captain (whofe Name I 
muji not divulge, being jworn to the contrary ^ ) 
of my instate of Health 5 and thereupon 1 en^ 
treated him to let me go on Shoar, in Hopes 

the 
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the Land Air might refrejh me ; to which 2?^- 
^ueji be readily confented. I drefs'd myfelf, and 
took with me as much Gold, and other valuable 
things, as I could pojjibly put into my Pockets ; 
hut entrufied no One with my fecretRefolution,^ 
Jince there was not a Man on Boards whojloewd 
the leaji Inclination to Jeave their dangerous^ 
and vtllainous Engagements. I jlepfd into the 
Clanoe with all the SatisfaSiion imaginable^ 
thinking tnyjelj much more happy in this Coun^ 
tr^, barbarous and favage as it is^ thah with 
my former wicked Companions^ 7he Captain^ 
fhJeed, Jent a Canoe for me, but as Ifent word 
ihatl was not capable of going to Sea any more^ 
be never Jent again. 

After I had been here dbout three Months^ 
Capt. Drummond, a Scotchman, came in a 
Merch^V Ship, to trade abaut the IJland\ but 
in lefs than three hdys ajter his Arrival ^ a 
Pyrdte took him as he rode at Anchor : How^ 
eyer^ he ga^e Capt. Drumtnohd his own Long^ 
Boat^ arid d few Necejfaries. One Captain 
Steward being with CapL Drummond j the 
Pyrate permitted him^ and three ^ or four more 
Hands to go dfkoar ; and as the Sea^ at that 
T^imCy was very calm^ they all landed very Jafe., 
Here was at the fame Time another Engiifli-i 
man, and his Wtfe^ who came from Sandra! 
Maria, who w.ere Companions for me, lVhen\ 
we f aw the Long-Boat dome on Shoar, and the] 
Shipjiil away^ we guefs'dhow the Caf'. llood^\ 
and went to meet tbem^ and gave them a friend^j 
ly Ihvjiation t6 our Cottages, which were A\ 
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Mile from the Sea-Jide. My Companion^ and his 
I fife tie re ^ I own, better provided to entertain 
them I ban niyjelf: However, as we could all 
Jpeak enough of the Country Language to deal 
with the Natives for what we wanted , we were 
very ferviceable to our new Comers. 

Captain Drummond being very much de^ 
jeBcd at the Lofs of his Ship, and his melan-^ 
choly Situation, refolv'd, if poffble, to get to 
St. Auguftine'j Bay, which is a Place where 
Skips frequently come to get Water, and frefh 
Provifons. •* He ask'd us if we were willing to 
go with him^ to which Proportion we readily 
ajjented. In a Week's T^ime we had got Pro-- 
vifions enough, fuch as Beef, Rice, Water, 
and Fewel ; and got our Long-boat in good 
Repair. We were nine in all with my Com^ 
panions Wife, and a Negroe. 

For T^kree, or Four Days we failed alo?tg 

the Skoar, and got to the Southward of Port 

Dauphine, but at laji the Wind fnfted, and 

blowdfo hard we could Sail no longer-, fo that 

in Jhort, we drove on Shore within three, or 

four Leagues of the Place where we are at pre- 

K fent. We fav'd all our Lives, with our Money, 

\ Gufis, Powder, Shot, &c. but the Long-boat 

\ was ftav'd in pieces. 
• \ The Natives, who liv'd near the Sea, per^ 

. ceiving our dijireffed Condition, came down to 

- fuccour us, and carrfd us up to their Town ; 

^tor they found we had a Smattering of their 

Language-, and as we had a Negroe with us 

\y were no way afraid^ tho^ they never faw 
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any nvhite Men before: Nay^ they werefo civil, 
that we wanted for nothing with which they 
could ajjift us. However y they foon fent up into 
the Country to inform their Dean, or King^ of 
our Arrivahy who fent his Son^ and a Com^ 
Maiding Officer with fifty Men to bring us up 
before him. T'ho* they were all arm'd with 
Guns and Lances ^ yet we refused ^^ Z^ ^^'^ 
them^ and were as refolute as we durft be in 
cppofmg them \ hut they foon made themfelves 
Mafters of our Ammunition. 

Capt. Drummond was for defending ourf elves 
to the laft Extremity y and not to deliver up our 
Arms ; but being fully perfwadedy that it was 
impoffible to get of from them by Force y on Ac* 
count of their Number y I advis'd him to com^ 
ply I and Jee if we could not obtain our Defires 
by fofter Meajures. We told them we defr'd to 
go to Port Dauphine, (St. Auguftine'^ Bay 
being too far for us to travel by Land ) but in 
Jloorty we could not prevaihy for they obliged us 
to go with them. 

We made it three Days Journey to the Place 
of their King's Re f dene e: When we came there ^ 
and were carrfd before him, he was drinking 
Toake ( which is made of Honey and Water 
like Mead ) his SonSy and Generals were with 
bimy and all perfeSlIy merry. He afkdCapt. 
Drummond to drinks but the Captain preten-- 
ding to be ficky refused it. 1 was their Inter^ 
prefer 'y the King bid me tell himy He fhould 
want for nothing the Country afforded. TCbe 
Captain defir'd I would return for Anfwer^ 
C 2 ' Tlbat 
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7hat As he waBted to be in his own Cduntryg 
he begg'd he might be permitted to go where 
we might get Shippings 

On this the King, with a Jiern AJpeEly re^ 
flfd^ Let the Captain be informed, if he does 
not know when he is well us'd, I do ; there 
are fevcral Kings on this Ifland, who have 
white Men among them, and why fhall not 
' I ? Since our Gods have been fo good as to 
fend you here 5 you fhall never go with my 
Confent, as long as I govern here. 

Upon this^ Capt, Drummond's Colour rofcy 
and looking fternly at the King^ Let him know 
{/aid he to me ) that had I fufpefted this be- 
fore-hand, he mould never have feen my Face 
alive ; I would have fent fome of their black 
Souls to Hell. It is not their Gods, but For- 
tune that has put me into his Power, and the 
fame Fortune may again deliver me out of it. 
Hereupon be got up without taking his Ledve^ 
and went to our Cottage. 1 Jlafd long enough 
to tell the King what he had f aid ^ and without 
waiting for an Anfwer^ got up^ and followed 
the Captain. 

^he King feeing Capt. Drummond go away 
in a PaJJion^ in Order to appeafe him^ fent one 
of his Generals with an Oxjor us to ki/l; and 
defir'd the Captain to make himfelf eafy, 
fince both he, and his Friends (hould be well 
provided for ; if we could eat an Ox every 
Day we fliould be welcome to it. ^he Cap-- 
tain fent my Companion's Wije^ whofe Name 
was Dcudc, with a Compliment to the King, 
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mnd to return him Thanh for the Care he took 
to provide fo plentifully for our Support y but 
withal to tell him, Wc did not think Life 
-worth prcferving without the Freedom of en- 
Joying it ; and if we were not permitted to 
go Home to our Native Country, no Indul- 
gence whatfoever could make us eafy. 

In this State we continued about a Fortnight^ 
before we made any Attempt to efcape ; but at 
laft^ confdering we were about five Days Jour-: 
ney from Port Dauphine, we agreed to go thir» 
ther-y tofieal away by Night, and get what 
Provifon we thought proper : As to Ammuni^ 
tion^ or Arms we had none, nor could f^e get 
any ; except that my Companion had two Pocket 
Pijiols, whifh the Natives had not difcover'^d 
when they plundered usy and the Country being, 
woody, we thought we [hould be able to conceal 
ourfelves well enough. 

Accordi^ to this Refolution, on a Moon^light 
Night, we got out of the T^own undifcover'di 
ananperefoon among the tickets. By Day- 
light, however, they mifs'd us; and the News 
being carrfd to the King, he ordered us to be 
ferfu*d. T'hey foon track d us^ for our Shoes 
diftinguijh'd our Footing, and came up with us 
before Night; but as they knew we had nothing 
to defend ourfelves, they did not offer any Vio^ 
lence to us; but only told us we muji go back\ 
with them to their King. Capt. Drummond- 
peremptorily declared, that we would not ^oJ 
hack. When they faw our Refolution, and that 
fmir Words were ineffeBual, they then took bM 
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tfu^. My Companion^ not having bis Hands 
fecurdy took out his Pijlols^ and ^wounded one 
of them. T'hey feenid enrag'd at this ASlion^ 
however they did nothing more than bind us^ 
till they had made a ftriB Search' for more 
Pijiols ; but finding no more they march' d back 
with us to their King. As foon as he Jaw us^ 
he looked upon us with a frowning^ and mena-- 
cing AfpeSiy and having but one Eye^ and thin 
yaws J his Countenance feem' d flill more terrible. 
He bad me tell the Captain^ and all of them^ 
that if ever we offered to run away again^ he 
would make us dearly repent it. As to the Man 
who was woundedy tbo' we were apprehenji<ve 
of being call'd to Account for it ; neither he^ 
nor any One elfe faid any Thing about the 
Matter. 

This was about two Months ago-^ fince that 
Time nothing remarkable has happen' dy till 
Xejlerday Newi came of your being cajl away ; 
and the King immediately ordered me down 
with the Mejjdge I have delivered to you from 
him. My Friends are guarded for Fear they 
fhould make their Efcape^ and come to you ; as 
for my own Party I endeavour to footh him^ 
and tell him I will remain with him as long as 
I live ; and be puts fome Confidence in me. 
This, Sir, is a Jhorty but true Narrative of 
the MijerieSy. and Misfortunes we are under ; 
and which y J am afraidy will be more now our 
'^umbers are encreas'd. 

Sam 
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Sam having made an End of his Story, to 
vrhich every Body liften'd with the utmoft 
Attention, we parted, and went with heavy 
Hearts to our refpeftive Quarters, which were 
under the Bufhes. It was very late, and we 
endeavoured to repofe ourfelves as well as we 
could ; the Pieces of Muflin ferv'd us to fpread 
on the Ground for Beds ; but as for my own 
Part, I could not clofe my Eyes to Reft. I 
now began to refledt on my former Obftina- 
cy , and Perverfenefs ; the Thought of my ten- 
der Mother's begging me on her Knees not 
to go to Sea, gave me the moft diftradling 
Torture. I Could now fee my Error, and 
repent; but who could I blame but myfelf ? 
Here were many poor Men, who ha4 no 
other Way to live ; but 1 was reduced to no 
fuch Neceflity : I ran headlong into Mifery, 
and feverely felt the EfFeds of it. Tears I 
fhed in Plenty 5 but could not, with any Ju-7 
fti^e, complain of Fate, or Providence ; for 
my Punilhment was but the natural Refult: of 
npy own ill Conduft. 

^ We were all up by Day-light, and moft 
Off my Fellpw-f ufFerers got as little Reft as I ; 
for the Maij's Relation had made us give 
over all Hopes of Relief, and nothing but 
Sorrow, Diftrefs, and Defpair appear'd in all 
its difmal Forms in Each Man' Face, ac- 
cording to his different Conftitution. We 
could fave neither Arms nor Ammunition,. 
the Want of which compleated our Ruin j. 
for nedr one hundred and feventy of us would 

C 4 \\2iN^ 
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have made our Way thorow that Part of the 
Country we wanted to travel, had we but 
wherewithal to defend ourfelves ; but Fate 
. ad ordaifi'd it other wife, which was in all 
Ivefpedls, as bad as bad could be. So that 
we had only our Lives left us, for no other 
Purpofe but to be confcious of Pain, Mifery^ 
and perpetual Slavery ; which was no ipore 
than we could reafonably expeA. 

About one of the Clock in the Afternoon,, 
the King came down with about two hundred 
Negroes. They brought no Fire- Arms with 
them, left we fhould fcize them by Force ; 
but they were arm'd with Lances. As foon 
as we faw them approaching us, we all flood 
together in a Body, with our Captain at the 
Head of us. When they drew near, he call'd 
SaMy which was the Man's Name he fent to 
us, and ask*d him, ff^bo was our Captain ? 
As foon as he was informed, he came up ta 
him, and took him by the Hand, and faid ia 
a familiar Manner, Salamonger^ Captain ; 
which is a Term of Salutation, much like 
our faying Tour Servant^ Sir. The Captain 
returned the Compliment; Sam having in- 
formed him before in what Manner he fhoulcj 
behave himfelf to the King. His Majefty 
brought with him four large Bullocks, fijq 
Callabafhes of Toak, ten Baskets of Pota- 
toes, and two Pots of Honey ; all which he 
prefented to our Captain, and gave us more- 
over two, or three earthen Pots to drefs our 
Victuals in : We immediately roafted the 
:\ Pota^ 
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Potatoes He ftay'd two Hours with us, be-- 
forc he withdrew to the Cottage where he 
proposed to lodge that Night ; and ask'd fc- 
vera] Queftions about our Ship, aud the Man- 
ner of her being loft. He told the Captain, 
He was heartily forry Jor bis Misfortunes ; 
tho* in my Opinion that was nothing but a 
Conjpliment : For, as I found afterwards, he 
was more brutifh, and diihoneft, than moft 
of the other Kings on the liland ; and his 
whole Nation were cloath'd for many Years 
out of the Effc&s they fav'd from our Wreck, 
At this Time he took no Notice to our Cap-* 
tain of carrying us up to his own Refidence. 

The next Morning he paid us another Vi^ 
fit, and then he told us, that He expeSied we 
Jhould prepare to go along with htm to his 
^own 5 and there we Jhould want Jor nothing 
the Country could a ford us. Capt. Tounge or- 
dered the Interpreter to acquaint the King, 
that He returned bim a thoufand Thanks for 
the Civilities he had already received y and 
that ^e was not onfy unable to make him Sa^ 
tisJaStion^ but very unwilling to put him to 
further Trouble^ and Charge^ oj maintaining 
fo great a Number of People. The King re- 
ply'd, That if we were as many more^ he 
Jhould not think us either a Burden^ or a 
Charge j fince he Jhould look upon it as an Ho^ 
nour to have fo many white Men in his Dof 
minions. 

The Captain, by this laft artful Speech, 
■ 4)erce!v'd his whole Intention; which fhock'd 
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him to that Degree, that he could fcarce tell 
what to fay to him ; but after a little Reflec-r -i^, 
tiou, and looking wiihfuUy on Sam, he di- 
refted him to fay, - That we have Wives^ 
Children^ and Relations, who are impatient to -^ 
fee usj and we are as defirous cf feeing them z — ^ 

That it was impojjible for us to live her^ al-^ 

ways ; and for that Reafon, we beggd h^^^ 
would permit us to, go to Jome Port where m^^^' 

might meet with SBlpSy and return toour.Na- 

tive Country. The King paus'd.a While be^^ — ^ 
fore Jie made any Reply ; but: at length h^^^ 
order 'd Sam to tell us, That we Jhould Jia^mt^ 
in bis Country tillfome Ships JJjould come ther^^^ 
to trade ^y and that then we (hpuld.go Homr^^ 
The Captain knowing there was no Port iir^^^ 
his Dominions, nor any Harbour for a Ship=*^ 
to put into, took it to be Artifice all, and 2b^ — ^ 
meer Compliment ; for we might ftay for 
ever before a Ship came there with the Vie\ 
he proposed. He therefore defir'd Satn tG^^ 
tell him he would think of it, and return 2sm^ 
Anfwcr the next Day ; upon this the King^ 
departed, and gave us no further Trouble a^ 
that Time. 

As foon as he was gone the Captain calPdL 
us all together, and in a very pathetic Speech^ 
addrefs'd himfelf to us in the following Man— 
ner : / am now on an Equality with the 
meanejl Man here prefenty my Fortune is as ^ 
lowy and my Life is as little to be regarded : 
I do not pretend, therefore, to command ; but ^ 
to, confult n9ith you, what is moji expedient to be 

dontf^ 
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dwe in the prefent unhappy Situation of cur 
Affairs. However^ faid he, larn happy in tbis^ 
that tho^ my own Life and Liberty are loft as 
nvell as yours ; yet this Misfortune is not any 
%zays chargeable on me ; for I would rather have 
kept m my Courfe to the Cape of Good Hope, 
and relfd on Providence in a leaky Ship, than 
put in berCy but you (irenuoufly opposed it j for. 
Deaths in my Opinion^ is to be prefer d to our 
prefent Slavery y and the Confequences that will 
naturally attend it. In Death our Sorrows 
will have an End, but now ! who can tell the 
Troubles, and Torments, we Jhall yet undergo? 
( At this the Tears flood in his Eyes, ) Con-- 
fiier Gentlemen, faid he, we have neither 
Arms, nor Ammunition wherewith to defend cur 
fehes; and I have endea^vour' d to prevail on the 
King, to give us a Pajfage thorow his Country 
to a Sea^port, but in vain ; Think of it there- 
fore, fays he, a?id confult your own Safety as 
wll as you can ; be but of one Mind, and I 
im ready to comply with any Thing you would 
lm)e me : As for my own Life, I fit no Value 
upon it ; it would not now be worth prefcrving, 
out for the Hopes I -have of being ferviceahle 
to my Friends. Reme^nber, I muft return an 
Anfwer to Morrow Morning, and I will ad- 
vife nothing, nor do any Thing without your 
Concurrence. 

We went together and confulted, as the 
Captain advis'd, and came foon to an Agree- 
ment ; for the Matter in Deb^ite lay within 
ft fmall Compafs : The King had refus'd to 

give 
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give us Leave to go to a Sea-port, and wo 
had no Arms to fight, and force our Way, 
if we could have found it : We, therefore, 
deter min'd to go quietly up the Country with 
the King, to the Place of his Refidcnce ; 
where we were-in Hopes of feeing, and con- 
verfing with Captain Drummond, Captain 
Steward^ and the other People, who ( be- 
ing gallant arid couragious Men, and by this 
Time fomewhat acquainted with the Na- 
tives, ) might probably be capable of giving 
us more proper, and fcafonable Advice. 

We then acquainted the Captain with our 
Refolution , and he feem'd to be very well 
contented with it ; for, indeed, he was not 
ever folicitous what became of himfelf, fincc 
he had, in fo unhappy a Manner, loft his 
Ship and Fortune j and defpair'd of ever 
getting off the Ifland. 

Next Morning the King paid the Cap- 
tain a Vifit : They faluted each other in their 
ufual Manner, and fat down together upon 
the Sand, whilft we all flood round them : 
Soon after the King ordered Sam to ask the 
Captain, If he was ready to go ; for it would 
be beji to walk in the Cool oj the Mornings 
and reft at Noon. The Captain oblerv'd that 
he did not afk. Whether he was inclined to 
^0, or not ? as might realonably be cxpe^cd^ 
nnce he pretended to give hixn Time to con- 
fiderofit; but peremptorily afk'd, If he was 
ready to go ? 

As 
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As the Captaia faw there vt^s n6 avoiding 
t , and having oiir Confent, it fignify'd nothing 
ICD difpate it ; fo he told him, JFe were ready 
r« wait on bim^ when be pleas' d. At this the King 
[eeai'd fully fatisfy'd, and ofder'd Sa77i to tell 
jL^ht would bi'eakfaft fifft, and adyis'd us to 
do fo too ; that we might be the better ena- 
bled to perform our Journey. 

We had little Satisfaftion, however, in 

eating, and drinking; efpecially fince the 

Hour was^cbmc, in which we were oblig'd 

to leave the Sea-fide ; and it gall'd us feverely 

to think how we were forced up the Country, 

like a Flcfck of Sheep, at the Pleafure of a 

Parcel of barbarous Negroes, without any 

Power to make Terms for ourfelves like 

Men. Some curs'd, and Others bewail'd their 

hard Fortune, nor were Refledtions wanting; 

for my own Part, tho' I could not, at that 

Time, fee any Reafon for Complaint j yet I 

have fince thought that our Captain was 

young, and had not fo much Experience as 

his Father ; who would not have put to Sea 

from Mauritius in a leaky Veflel, but have 

took out the Company's Cargo, and left it 

there, till another Ship had been fent for it, 

and fav'd all our Lives i however Providence 

ordain'd it otherwife. 

The King fcnt, and the Word was giveft 

% march. I was ready in an Inflant, for I 

carry'd nothing with me but what I brought 

afliore; but many of our People took Pieces 

•f Si8c, and fine Callico. We alTcmbled to* 

. ' getber^ 
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n^ethcr, and went to the Place where the 
King's Tent was pitched. We were no fooner 
conic, but he was for Marching. We left the 
Sea with heavy Hearts, looking very wifh- 
fully back as long as we could difcern its and 
£.3 oft as we did, we obferv'd the Negroes 
hard at work, breaking up our Bails, and in- 
riching themfelves with the Plunder of our 
Goods: In fliort, they were fobufy, that but 
few went back with the King. ^ - - 

Our People were but ill-difpos*d for travel- 
ling ; fince Every-body was tyr'd with work- 
ing, and want of Reft : Many were lam*d 
with Hurts received in getting on Shoar : 
Some were alfo without Shoes, and moft of 
us had but bad ones : Then again the Coun- 
try near the Sea-fide, and fome few Miles 
further is full of (hort Under-wood, and 
thorny Shrubs, which tore our Clcaths to 
Rags; for the Path was very narrow, and 
before this Accident but little frequented ; 
the Ground alio was fandy : So that when 
the Sun was advanced pretty high, it fcorch'd 
our Feet to that Degree, that we were fcarce 
able to walk. '^ 

About Noon we came to one of their 
fmall mean Villages, confifting of about eight, 
or (en HouTc^, or rather Huts; for they were 
njr .!v>ve fix, or feven Feet high, and about 
eii: iinc Feet in Length ; and their D^ors 

n :.: : three, or four Feet high: Our 
\< .'t HI o thefe Hovels to reft, and to 

Itw \ . :^ . y couid meet with to refrefh them- 
felves. 



felves. Some found Honey, Others Milk, 
and Others Beef ; for the King had given us 
free Permiflion to take what Eatables foever 
carae to Hand. The Inhabitants were all ab- 
ient, the Men at the Sea-fide making Advan- 
tage of our Wreck, and the Women and Chil- 
dren fled into the Woods at our Approach, 
We pafs'd feveral of thefe poor Villages, but 
faw few of the People. Here we repos'd our- 
felves till the Heat was abated, when we made 
ourfelves but a poor Compenfation by robbing 
them of their Trifles; while they were enrich- 
ing thcmfelves with our mofl: valuable Com- 
modities : However, I obferv'd fome of our 
People found a fecret Pleafure in gratifying 
their Refentment. 

^ In the Cool of the Evening we march'd 
again, and in a little time came to a more 
open, and better Road. As we were now 
fome Miles from the Sea, the King left us, 
and went before to his Seat, leaving us to 
march at our Leifure ; having before taken 
Care that we fhould not want Provifions, and - 
left his Chief Officer (who I fliall call his Ge- 
neral ) flrift Orders to fupply us with what- 
ever we wanted, and what the Country would 
aflford. 

At Night we came to another of thefe little 
Villages, where we killed a Bullock, and got 
a few earthen Pots to cook our Meat in ; the 
Witter was very thick, and nafl:y ; they having 
none, but what they fetch'd at a great Di- 
ilance out of Holes, and Pits in the Woods, , 
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and kept in Callabalhcs, or long Tubs, which 
hold about four, or five Gallons each; how- 
ever it ferv'd out PUrpofe, for at that Time 
We were not very curious. We reposed Our- 
felves on the GrOund in the beft manner wd 
co^ld, and rofe the next Morrtirtg by Day- 
light. We had Beef for our Brtakfift with- 
out any Bread, or Roots in the Rooni Of it, 
and our Meat was full of Sand ; however. 
Eating, and Drinking was the leiaft Of our 
Concern at that Time. We pafs'd this Day 
much after the fame manner as the Day be- 
fore, with this Difference only, that thofe 
who wanted Shoes were fadly harrafs'd ini 
the Woods. 

On the third Day of our March we came 
to our Journey's End : We were obliged ta 
walk much fafter than either of the two for- 
mer, having more Ground to traveffe, and 
iefs Time to do it in ; for we were ordered tcf 
be at the King's Town before Sun-fet. I 
mifs*d one of my Purfes in this Day's Jour- 
ney, Ijut the Lofs of it was not of any great 
Importance to me at that Time ; for it would 
have bedft of little Service to me had I kept 
it : But the Lofs of a Medal afterwards, which 
my Dear Mother had prefented me with, as a 
Tcftimony of her Love, and a Token to re- 
member her, was no fmall Addition fO my 
other 'Misfortunes. 

The Refidence of this King is about fifty 
Miles from the Sea-fide ; for I fcckon, we 
might travel fixtcen, or fcvemecn Miles a Day- 
It 
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It ftands In a Wood, fecur*d with Trees all 
round itj which fecm to have been planted 
there when very young ; they grow yerv re- 
gular, and tall, and fo clofe together, tnat a 
fmall Dog can't pafs between them. They 
are likewife arm'd with large ftrong Thorns, 
fo that there's no breaking thorow, or climb- 
ing over themw There are ^ut two Paflages, 
or Gates, which are fo narrow that two only 
can go a-breaft : One of thefe is to the North- 
ward, and the other to the Southward ; the 
whole is about a Mile in Circumference* 

When we came near our Journey's End 

we halted, whilft Sam went to inform the 

King of our Arrival. We were order'd :o 

'wait till he was ready for our Reception ; our 

Captain too put us into the beft Form he 

<ould, ordering all our Baggage, and fuch 

Things as our People brought wi^h them, to 

te lodg'd under a Tamarind Tree ; and three, 

or font La/cars to look after them. He foon 

fcnt for us, and we march'd in Order by fours. 

The King was fitting on a Mat, crofs-legg'd 

in the open Air, juft before the Door of his 

Palace, with a Gun leaning on his Shoulder, 

and a Brace of Piftols lying by his Side ; his 

Sons, and Kinfmen fat in the fame manner 

on the Ground on each Hand of him, arm'd 

with Guns and Lances ; the Natives join'd 

them on both Sides, and form'd together a 

Semi-circle ; moft of thefe were likewife fur- 

nifh'd with Guns and Lances. There were 

Mats fprcad from qne End of the People to 

D \ii'^ 
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xho other fotuBto id* on ; fo that when we 
' had joined them, the AflfemWy was almoft^a 
Circular Form. We wejre fomewhat con- 
cerned to fee them all thus in Arms, till Sam 
inform'd us, that they never go from phc 
. Houjfe to another without them. 

As foon as we were feated, the King ( by 
Sam ) affur'd the Captain htf 'was Welcome^ 
and fent for ten Callaba(hes^^of Toake ; fix fie 
gave to our People, three to his own, afld^ 
one he referv'd for our Captain, and himfelf/ 
He alfo fent for Captain Drummond^ Cap- 
tain Steward, and the reft of their Company, 
Capt. Tounge arofc to falute them, and after 
the ufual Compliments were pafs*d, the Cap- 
tains fat down together,- The King ordered 
a Servant to pour out foinc l^oaki into a cledn 
earthen Cup, which he kept for his own Ufe, 
and drank it up withoutdrinfciiig to any Body; 
but ordered fome more to be poured out for 
* our Captain in another Cup, but as it w:as 
dirty, he refused it. The King ask'd Sam the 
Reafon of it, who told him the Truth ; fo 
the King fent a Man immediately to wafh it. 
The Captain, indeed, expected to be ferv'd 
out of the King*s Cup, but Sam inform'd 
him, that neither Blacky nor White^ nor even 
his Wives, or Children ever drank out of his 
Cup 5 and this is the general Cuftom of the 
Country. 

When I faw the Servant returning with 
the Cup our Captain had refused, I took out 
my filver One^ and prefented it to him s after 

wc 
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^e h?.d all drank out of it, the King defir^A 
to fee it ; and was fo wonderfully plcas'd 
with it, that he defir'd to keep it. But the 
Captain inform d hirft, that it was none of 
h\8 •, but belong d to a Lad that was behind 
him. I caird to Sam^ and defir'd him to ac- 
quaint the King, that Since fo many People 
had drank out of it^ I humbly conceived it could 
not be Jit for his Vfe. At this he, and the 
People round him laugh'd heartily. He or- 
dered me to ftand up that he might fee me ; 
however I fav'd my Cup this Time. Night 
drawing on he withdrew, ordering us a Bul- 
lock for our Supper. Notwithftanding his 
courteous Reception of us, he would not truft 
us all to lye within the Gates of the Town : 
Our Captain, Mr. Frat^ our Chief Mate^ 
Mr. Bembo^ our fecond Mate, and myfelf, 
were the only Perfons that were fo far in- 
dulged. We had a Hutch order'd us next to 
Capt. Drummondy and his Companions, but 
the reft of the People lay without the Gates 
under the Trees. 

In this Manner we liv'd for fome fevr 
Days : What particular Amufements fome of 
our People found out to pafs away their te- 
dious Hours I know not ; but there occurred 
to rae an Affair of a moft agreeable, and fur- 
prizing Nature ; which fome would have im- 
proved, and made ufe of 'to Advantage : 

This King had a Daughter about thirteen^ 
9rJourteen Tears of Age ^ who would talk to me 
'times an Hour, or two together^ tho- I 
D a V- 4i4 
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ild not comprehend one Word Jhe faid. Tho' 
Jhefeem'd to be very dejirous Ijhould know her 
Meanings yet fhe was very modejiy and us'd nc 
indecent Gejlures to intimate any vicious Incli" 
nations^ neither did I entertain any Idea of an 
Jntriegue ; fo that our Converfation on my Sidt 
aim*d at nothing : ThisJIoe at length perceived, 
andfent Sam to me one Day ^ to defire I woulc 
come to her Nurfe*s Houfe^ where fhe was edu- 
catedy and partake oj a fmall Entertainment 
I went along with him, and as foon as we en 
ter'dy I found a Matfpread on one Side of th 
Houfcy on which flje defir'd us to feat our 
felves \ and ordered one of her Attendants t 
boil fome Guinea Corn and Milk, and roaj 
fome Beef She fate down over agaijjfi me 
and thd I had no Notion of Love, yet I couL 
not help obferving a particular Softnefs in th 
^one of her Voice ; and when fhe enquired o^ 
Sam about our Misfortunes, fhe Jloew'd Abun 
dance of Concern for us ; and look'd at me wit^ 
a more than common Fleafure, as People ^ 
^ajie do at PiSlures which pleafe them ; and 
in fhorty Jiar'd me almoji out of Countenance 
1 imagined Jhe was refolv'd to know me again^ 
by her narrow Obfervance of every Motion* 
She' was extremely courteous and obliging, ana 
often figh'd with Pity at the ^enfe p:>e feem'dt^ 
have oJ our deplorable Conditio. I look'd upon 
her as a good-na^r'd Creature, and that Cu" 
rifioty more than^hpve had made her fond oj 
converfwg with a White Man j which is 4 
Kovelty in their yQountry. * v 

\."4 Wk 
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We were jujl entrin^ into the bejl Fart of 
. the Converfatioriy an4 our Interpreter bad be-- 
pin at her Requejl^ to acquaint me with the 
Reafon of bef extraordinary Complaifance^ and 
Obfervance of me ; when her Mother came to 
tbe Door J and dejir'd her to take a Walk with 
her witbout^he Gates to fee tbe white Men. I 
was a little nettled at this Interruption^ and 
jhe feem*d much more concerned at it herfelfi 
however J it fivould have been an AB of the high- 
efi Difobedience in her to have refused herMo^ 
ther's Requefl j fp fhe complfd with afeeming 
Readinefs^ and we returned. 

Sam told me^ he had private Orders from 

\er to inform me^ that fhe was in Love with 

file ; but laid her Commands upon him to fay 

nothing of it to any Perfon whomfoever, either 

wbite^ or black. I was flrangely fiartled at 

this open Declaration, and that this was the 

private Motive that induced her to be fond of 

Vij Company^ and Converfation. Since I came 

to be a Man, I have flood aflonifh^d at my own 

Stupidity y in putting a modeji, young Lady of 

hr Birth y and Char aSler, to the Mortification 

% acquainting me with her Love, andexpofing 

hrfelfto the Cenfures of another Man. I have 

' tkabing to plead in my Excufe, but that being 

Lad fcarce fxleen Tears of Age, the Difco^ 

very of fo important a Secret created in me 

more Fear ihati^AffeBion \ left the Confequences 

tfjb dangerous an Jiff air might prove fatal to 

me. She fent again for me that very Night, 

\ ^ I attended her accordingly j and behavd 
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myfelj niotth all the Decency and good Manners^ 
as common Prudence^ ana Gratitude J or h.r 
Chilities obli^d me to, I knew jJ.e na-as the 
King's Darlings and therefore dreaded to dis- 
oblige hery left pje might tell her Father what 
Story floe thought proper ^ and dejlroy me in a 
Moment. At length I perceiv' d Jhe was equally 
afraid of her Father's Knowledge oj her Paf-- 
fion ; fo that I looked upon myjelf in Danger o« 
both Sides : For which Reafon^ when Sam //?- 
formed me J that fhe defir'd my Company again 
the next Night, I pretended to be 'very Jick, and 
unable to go Abroad 3 fo that this Affair, wh^ch 
might have prov'd highly agreeable to feme 
warmer Perfons, provd to me, in the Circum^ 
fiances 1 was then, a Matter of Vexation and 
Fatigue ; but two Days ajter, our Amour ^ if 
I may call it fo^ was totally difconcerted. 

Every Morning we went, as was expedled, 
in a Body to viiit the King j but one Mornmg 
he order'd Sam to inform us, that he had aa 
inveterate Enemy to the Weft ward, who had 
hitherto proved too powerful for him ^ but 
fince his Gods had been fo indulgent as to 
fend fome white Men into his DominionSj, 
he would embrace fo favourable an Opportu- 
nity once more to try his Strength with our 
Afiiftance ; but in the mean time he fhould 
be oblig'd to diftribute us among his Sons, 
who liv'd at diftant Towns, apt only for the 
Convenience of providing for fuch a Number 
of us ( there not being Room enough in this 
Town ) but to cafe himfelf of a Charge, 

whicj^ 
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which was too great, and barthenfome fof 

him to fupport alone. He alfo fent to mc 

this Night to beg the Silver Cup before-men^ 

tion'd, with which Requeft ( knowing it ^as 

in his Power to take it by Force if he thought 

^) I readily comply 'd. This uuexpe<fted 

Separation was a terrible Blow, to us, and wc 

returned tp our Cottages with heavy Hearts, 

'well knowing, if we could not find out fome 

Way to prevent it, there were no Hopes of 

over getting off the Ifland: 

Hereupon the three Captains, viz. Drum^i 
rnond^ Steward^ and Tounge^ with fome of the 
Chief of our People, enter'd immediately in- 
ta a Confultation about what was proper to 
be done in this Emergency 5 and to make 
fome bold Attempt for our Lives, and Li-- 
berty. Capt2im Drummond, as I heard after- 
wards, was the Man, who proposed to take 
the King Prifoner i and by that Means to 
make their own Terms with the Natives. 
Now Captain Drummond, and fome Others 
were Men of Experience, and undaunted Re- 
fojution : Our Captain, indeed, had Courage 
enough, but he was too young. However, 
the Propofition was univerfally approved of, 
and the Time, and Manner of the Execution 
was fix'd. I was too young to be admitted 
as One of the Council ; therefore, I jQball not 
pretend to relate what Reafons were produc'd 
either for, or againft the Propofal ; tho' I , 
Was told afterwards : That Night, however^, ;• 
I was wholly ignorant. I obferv'd Captain - 

D 4 Tounge\^ 
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Tounge^ and Mr. Bembo to talk with great 
Earncftnefs, but in Whifpers, and with the 
utmoft Precaution, As I was then a Stranger 
to that Defign I flept found ; till I was rous'd 
in the Morning by a great, and fudden Noifc 
in the Town ; occafion'd by the Plot being 
put in Execution. Our People went, as ufual, 
betimes in the Morning to pay their Compli- 
ments to the King ; and whilft feme of them 
were at the Prince's Houfe, the Signal was 
giv*n by one of Capt. Drummond^s Mens fi-r 
ring a Pfftol ; at which the King was feis'd^ 
and his Son at the fame Time. 

This inftantly alarm'd the whole Town : 
I ftarted up without my Shoes, being frighted 
at the fudden Outcry. Not knowing what 
was the Matter, and feeing the Negroes flock- 
ing out of the Town, I ran with them, till I 
was taken Notice of by one of our Men, who 
caird me back ; and I was as much amas^d 
as the Natives, to fee the King, his Confort, 
and one of his Sons, with their Hands ty'd 
behind them, under the Guard of our People, 
They prefently rifled the King's Manfion- 
Houfe, and every other Place, where they 
could find any agreeable Plunder. We hap- 
pen'd to find about thirty fmall Arms, a fmall 
Quantity of Powder and Shot, and a few 
Lances. The Natives ( as I obferv'd before) 
ran out of the Town, but they did it with no 
other View than to procure Afliftance ; for 
they foon alarm'd the Country, and returned 
with great Numbers from all the adjacent 

Towns 5 
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Towns ; and immediately befieg'd us. They 
fir*d in upon us, and wounded one of our 
Men in the Groin ; on which Capt. Tounge 
ordered Sam to tell the King if they fir'd any 
more, they would kill him that very Mo- 
ment. The King hearing their Refolution, 
called to his Men, and defir'd them to defift, 
if they had a Mind to fave his Life. 

This Attempt, indeed, was bold, and 
hazardous, and fome, perhaps, may cenfure 
it as criminal ; I ftiall not fay much in its 
Defence : but fince I have arrived to Years of 
Maturity, I cannot forbear reflefting that if 
Nature^ ev'n in a Chriftian Country, will 
rebel againfl Principle^ what will It not do 
for Life, and Liberty, under the Tyranny, 
and Oppreffion of a barbarous, and favagc 
Nation ! 

However, at length we put ourfelves in 
aPofture of Defence, and marched out of the 
Town: Six Men under Arms marched in 
the Front, and in the Body where the King 
was, fix went arm*d before him, and fix 
behind 5 three before his Son, and three be- 
hind him ; and fix brought up the Rear, in 
which were the La fears. Capt. Tounge out of 
Compaflion, would have released the Queen, 
and let her go where-cver fhe pleas'd; but 
fhe would not abandon her Husband. 

We had not got above four Miles on our 
March, before our wounded Companion faint- 
ed ; and not being able to carry him off, we 
were ibrc'.d to leave him by the Side of a 
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Pond of Water j where; as I was afterwards 
inform'd, they foon put him out of his P^in ; 
by ftriking their Lances into feveral Parts of 
his Body. Having march'd about two, or, 
three Miles further, we got out of the Woods^ 
and found ourfelves in a fpacious, open Plain, 
where we could fee all around us j and foon 
found that our Enemies were not only near, 
but numerous, and threatened immediately 
to attack us. We fac'd towards them, our 
Armed Men being in the Front, with the 
King bound before them, &am was ordcr'd 
at the fame Time to tell him, that our De- 
figri was not to hurt either him, or his Son,, 
nor to carry them into their Enemies Coun- 
try ; but only to detain them as Hoftages for 
our Safe-guard, while we pafs'd thorow his . 
Dominions ; and that as foon as we came to 
the Borders of Port-^Daupbine^ we would let 
them go again, and give them back the Arms 
and Ammunition we had taken from them ; 
but if the leaft Violence was offered to us, 
we would facrifice them both ; and this w;e 
defir'd him to tell his People. 

Hereupon he call'd one of his Generals to 
him, alTuring him, that he fhould receive no 
Harm. Accordingly, he left his Gun, and 
Lance behind . him, and came to us, where * 
he was inform'd both by us, and the King, 
of our Refolution ; upon which he told us 
there fhould not be a Gun fir'd whilft we 
preferv'd the King alive, and gave him civil 
Treatment. .

This Parley being over, we continued our 
March thorow the Plain till near Evening ; 
many of us without Shoes as well as myfelf, 
and ibme fick; which obligd us to take up 
our Quarters fooner than we would otherwife 
hav^ done; fo that every one was almoft 
faint, and glad of Reft, The King order'd 
Sam to tell us, that an Ox fhould be fent to 
us forthwith. We made a Trench, like a 
Ring, in the Midft whereof we planted the 
black King and his Son j our Captain, and 
fome few others were appointed as a Guard 
over them: Our armed Men were divided 
into four Parties, in order to fecure us in the 
befl: manner they could. We had juft finifti'd 
our Camp, when the Officer who had been 
with us before, and three other Men brought 
us a Bullock. He brought likewife fjme 
roafted Meat in his Hand, and a Horn of 
Water for the King ; fo we loos'd our Royal 
Prifoners Hands, that they might feed them- 
felves. They eat fome fmall matter, and 
gave the Remainders to Capt. Tounge. 

Whilst we were employed in killing the 
Ox, we defir^d the King to fend fome of his 
People into the Woods for fome Fuel, to 
drefs it i which he readily did, and they foon 
brought us fufficient for our purpofe. But all 
this time we wanted Water, and complain'd 
thereof to the King ; who affur'd us, that there 
was none to be got near that Place by feveral 
Miles ; and that what fmall Quantity was 
ivcn him in the Horjx was brought from 
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that very Pond, where we left the wounded 
Man ; which could not be lefs than about tea 
Miles Diftance. This very much (Jiflicarten^d 
us ; for we were parch'd with Thirft, which 
was the more cncreas'd by the Fatigue of our 
long March, and the Heat of the Country. 
However, there was no Help for us, and 
Patience was the only Remedy. When the 
King, arid hrs Son had fupp'd, we bound 
their Hands before them, that they might 
fleep as eafy as they could ; fo after we had 
cut up our Bullock, and divided it amongft 
us, broil'd, and eat it, tho' with but little 
Satisfadion for Want of Water ; and when 
we had made as good a Supper as our un- 
happy Circumftances would well admit of ; 
we alfo us'd our beft Endeavours to repofe 
ourfelves. The three Captains, however, a- 
greed to watch alternately, and divided our 
People into three Parties for that Purpofc. 
The King entreated his Wife to go Home, and 
to comfort his Children ; but more particu- 
larly recommended his beloved Daughter to 
her Care. She went at his Requeft, but fhed 
Tears at her Departure j as did alfo the King, 
and his Son. Such of us as were not on the 
Watch lay down, but we had a wretched 
Night ; for the Ground was ftoriy, and there 
was but little Grafs ; and what was flill a 
greater Affliftion, we were exceflive dry, and 
had nothing to quench our Thirft. 

At Dawn of Day we arofe, which was the 
fecond Day of our Travel, and the better to 

fup; 
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fupport ourfelves under the Fatigue of it, vfB 
eat Part o£.the Remains of our Beef ; but it 
was a miferable Repaft, as we had nothing to 
drink. However, we put ourfelves in the 
fame Order as we had done the Day before, 
and went forwards ; the Natives perceiving us 
in Motion, mov'd too ; but kept at a greater 
Diftance, and went into our Camp after we 
had quitted it to fee what they could find, 
and their Labour was not altogether loft ; for 
many of our People thought proper to leave 
half thofe India Goods they had brought out 
of the Town behind them, that they might 
travel with lefs Fatigue. We walk'd with 
more Eafe half this Day than we did the Day 
before, it proving cloudy Weather, and cool. 
About Noon the General, who had been with 
us before, came with fome roaft Meat, and 
an Horn of Water for the King, and his Son : 
As we did not loofe their Hands, we were 
forc'd to feed them. The General ordered 
Sam to ask the Captains, if they would re- 
leafe the King for fix Guns. I perceiv'd there 
was a Debate between them, and Mr. Bembo. 
Some thinking the fix Guns would be of great 
Service tons, efpecially as we fhould ftill have 
the King'^ Son : Others were of Opinion, 
that it would be more for our Safety to keep 
the King ; however, it was agreed at laft that 
he fhould be difmifs'd. We inform'd the Ge- 
neral, that if they would give us fix very good 
Guns, and promife on their Honour not to 
follow us, but return with their King^ we 



t46} 

v^ould let him go j and that as foon as wA 
came to the River Manderra^ which divided 
his Dominions from thofc of Port Daupbine^ 
we would releafe the King's Son, and leave 
all their Arms behind us. 

The General was flartled at this uncx* 
peded Condefcention of our People, and di- 
fpatch'd away one of his Attendants to the 
King's other Sons, who were not far off with 
their Army, to acquaint them with our Pro- 
pofal s and in half an Hour's Time returned 
to us with fix of the beft Guns. They made 
the more Hafte left our Minds fhould alter : 
We kept them no longer in Sufpence, than 
while we took the Guns to pieces, to fee 
whether they were in good Condition or not; 
and finding them better than we could rea- 
fonably have expeded in fuch a Country, we 
released their King, and fent him away with 
the General. He took his Leave of the 
Prince, and went diredly to his Army. We 
were fo near as to fee the Ceremony of his 
Sons meeting him, who fell down, and em- 
brac'd his Knees, and with all the Earneftnefs 
imaginable, (bedding -Tears for Joy : After 
they had kifs'd, and lick'd his Knees, and 
Legs, for about five, or fix Minutes, they 
arofe to give his Head Officers an Opportu- 
nity of paying the like Homage ; and after 
them, fome others of an inferior Station ; who, 
in general, exprefs'd a moft fincere, and paflio- 
nate AfFedlion to his Perfon, and 'fhow'd all 
the Demonftrations of Joy imaginable on Ac- 
^ ' count' 
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count of his Return. THis Ceremonial ovei*J 
they all hoUa'd, and fired their Guns, as a 
publick Teftimony of their general Joy, and 
Satisfadion. 

We could not help halting to obferve this 
Scene, but before it was perfedtly concluded, 
we march'd forwards as well as we could ; 
tho* with no fmall Difficulty : For notwith- 
flranding it continued cloudy, yet the After- 
' noon was fultry hot, and our Thirft increa* 
ling, we began to grow fcnfibly weaker and 
weaker ; our Captains, however, walked flow- 
■ ly on, which made our Journey fomething 
eafier. We ask*d the Prince if there was no 
Water near at hand, he informed us, that 
there was none to be got till we came to 
Manderra River, which we fhould not be able 
to reach that Night. Tho' it was not eafy 
for us to mifs our Way, yet we made him 
our Guide : The Natives had told us before, 
that the Plain we were in was long, and of no 
great Breadth in Proportion to the Length ; 
but extended itfelf near Eaji and JVeft to the 
River. As foon as we came to a fandy Place, 
we halted, and formed our Camp j it being 
then near Sun-fet : This was fomewhat fofter 
for us to lye on than our Situation the Night 
before. The Natives perceiving that we be- 
gan to incamp, they foUow'd our Example. 
They divided themfelves accordingly into fix 
Parties, and fo ordered their Matters that they 
almoft furrounded us; which did not a little 
i|brpri!zc us. However, we appointed our 
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.Watch as before ; but here to our Misfor- 
' tune, we could find neither Vi<a:uals,or Water; 
and were almoft parch'd with Thirft : la 
fhort, we were reduc'd to fo great an Extre- 
mity, that we crawi'd on the Ground to lick 
the Dew ; and this was all the Refrefhment 
we could then meet with. 

On the third Day of our March we rofc 
early, and put forward as well as we could : 
The Negroes, who ftridly obferv'd our Mo- 
tions, were as ready as we; but we placed our 
Armed Men in the Front, determining to 
make a bold Pufli for it, if they attempted to 
obftrudt our Paflage. They divided, and let 
us proceed without Moleflation ; and tho* we 
travell'd all the Morning yet we met with 
nothing remarkable ; till we arriv'd at p. little 
round Hill, whereon there flood a prodigious 
large Tub, about fix Foot high, which held 
near an hundred Gallons, and was full of 
T^oake. Our People were going immediately 
to drain it dry, but Sam threw it down, and 
fpilt all the Liquor; afking us with fome 
Warmth, if we were fo blind as not to fee 
the Plot, that was laid for our Deftrudlion : 
For it was planted there to tempt us to drink, 
with no other Intention than to poifon us all; 
or at leaft, to intoxicate us to that Degree, that 
they might refcuc their Prince without Oppo- 
fition, and murder us at their Pleafure. 

While we were reflcding on this extra- 
ordinary Adion, the General, and two, or 
three more came up to us s and afk*d hanif^ 
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what Reafon he could offer for {(filing tli 
%ake. To which he made no regular Reply 
but bid' him be gone about his Bufinefs. The 
.General defir'd to fpeak with the Young 
Prince, and after a little Difcourfe with him, 
directed Sam to acquaint Capt. Tounge^ that 
if he (houid think fit to releafe the Prince, 
they would give him three of the Head-men 
of the Country in Exchange. The Captain 
told himj if he would confent to be one of 
them, they would agree to it. He excus'd 
himfelf on Account of his Family, who, as 
he pretended, would be inconfolable fhould 
he leave them ; however, he would engage, 
that his own Brother, who had no Children, 
fhould be one of the Hoflages. 

Capt. Tounge^ who imagined that they 
-followed us on Account of their Prince only.; 
.and that if we fhould releafe him, they would 
. return back, comply^d vvith the GeneraPs Pro- 
pofition. Upon this, he pofled away to the 
Army, and acquainted the other Princes with 
the Agreement he had made ; for the King 
went direftly Home as foon as he left us. 
We march'd on, determining to lofe no Time, 
and the General return'd in lefs than an Hour 
with three Men; and informed us, that he had 
brought his Brother, and two more of the 
Chief of their People in Exchange for the 
Prince j and as to the Arms then in our Pof- 
feffion, which belong'd to their King, we 
might, when we had no further Occafion for 
them, leave them according to our Promife 
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With'thefe three Men, who would take Care 
to fend them home. 

We took the three Men, and having ty *d 
their Hands behind them, delivered up the 
Prince. He' fhook Hands with our Captains, 
and went to the Army ; as foon as his Bre^ 
thren faw him at a Diftance they ran to meet 
hitriy as did alfo many others; who feem'd 
^to be more tranfported with Joy for his De- 
hverance, than they were before for his Fa- 
ther's, 

We proceeded on our Journey as well as 

Men could without Provifions, and were too 

•foon convinced of Capt. Tounge's Miftake; 

^fbr the Negroes, inftead of retiring, approached 

nearer to us, and fome march'd before, us ; 

ib that we expciSrd every Minute when they 

• \eould attack us. We had a young Lad in our 
Company who loft his Leg at Bmgah Nob- 

■^withftanding he was well recovered, and fup- 
'plied with a wooden One well fitted, yet it 
■ tanpot be imagined that he fhoukf be able to 

• keep up with us; for being now fiirpris'd by 
•their furrounding us, we doubled our Pace; 
*and in-fhort, were obliged to leave this poor 

Lad behind us. We faw the Barbarians come 
up with him, take off his wooden Leg, and 
firft infiilt him ; then they thruft their Lances 
into his Body, and left him wallowing in his 
Blood. Being Eye-witneffes of this Ad: of 
Inhumanity, and apprehenfive of the like 
Treatment, we hurry 'd on as faft as our feeble 
Limbs could carry us till Sun-fetj whea wc 
* • came 



came tb a large 7amarind Tree, the Leaves 
whereof, as diey were four, we chcw'd to 
moiften oiir Mouths. The Fruit itfelf wis 
not then in Seafon. 

The three Negroes whom we had taken 
as Hoftages, obferving what had pafs'd, and 
thinking their Lives in Danger, call'd to Sam^ 
and the Captains, and told them they had a 
Scheme to propofe, which would be for the 
Safety of us all, which was this. T^bat as 
foon as it was dark^ we Jhould keep marching 
on as filentfy as pojjtble all the Night. The 
Captains approved of this Propofal, and or- 
dered none of us to fleep, but to be ready 
as foon as the Watch- word was giv'n. Thii 
was very grievous confidcring how tit'd we 
were the Day Before; but we fubniiued 
cheerfully to any thing that gave us Hopes 
of cfcapmg from the violent Hands of thofe 
blood-thirft'y Barbarians. As foon as it was 
dark enough to conceal our Flight, we aflefh- 
bl*d together, and took a considerable Quan- 
tity of Mtrflins and Callicoes, and hung thcdt 
upon the Bufties, that the Spies, Who vft 
knew wktch'd us, might not afty ways mif* 
truft our fudden Removal. 

We walk'd off accordingly rnidifcover'd 
by them. Capt. Dnwmmdy however, being 
taken fo illy that he could not walk at alT, 
none of us being ftrong enough ta carry him j 
we refblv'd to make the three Negroes per ^ 
form that Office by Turns. After we had 
'<hu* travcird moft part of the Night, we 
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Came to a Thicket among fomc Cotton'Trct^ j 
where the Man, who had the Charge of 
Capt. Drummond, pretending to eafe himfelf, 
threw the Captain upon the Ground, ran 
away into the Wood, and we never faw him 
more. Upon this, we had a more watchful 
Eye over the other two, and led him, whofe 
Turn it was to carry the Captain, with a 
Rope about his Neck. 

Weak as we were, we travell'd a great 
many Miles that Night, and were glad wheix 
the Day broke in upon us ; for the Negroes 
had told us before, that if we walk'd hard 
all Night, we fliould be at Manderra River 
betimes in the Morning. And their Infor- 
mation was juft 5 for as fc^on as we came to 
a little Hill, the Sun then juft riling, we had 
a Profpc(ft of the River> tho* at a confiderable 
Diftance; however, the Hopes we had of 
coming to it in a fhort time, and of getting 
Water to quench our Thirft, gave us no fmall 
Pleafore, and our Spirits began to revive at 
the very Sight of it. 'Twas fome Comfort 
to us likewife, to think that the King's Domi- 
nions extended no further; notwithftanding 
there were no Inhabitants to proteft us with- 
in feveral Miles on the other Side. Some of 
our People, who were more tir'd than the 
reft, took Liberty to fit down to refrefli 
themfelves ; as taking it for granted, that the 
Negroe Army would never come in Sight of 
us again. 

But 
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But this vain Notion of being fafc and 
fccure too quickly vanifti'd ; for as foon at 
they mifs'd us in the Morning, they purfued 
us like fo, many Grey-hounds ; and before 
wc got within a Mile of Manderra River 
overtook us. Thereupon they began to but- 
cher our Men, then refting under the Trees, 
ftriking their Lances into their Sides, and 
Throats. Tho' I was one of thofe who could 
not travel well, yet there were twenty be- 
hind me; the Woman, whofe Life was pre- 
ierv'd in our Ship, was next to me, I, feeing 
them kill our People in this barbarous Man- 
ner, threw off my Coat, and Waftcoat, and 
trailed to my Heels , for the foremoft of our 
People having pafs'd the River, and I not 
being far off, took Courage ; but hearing the 
Report of a Gun, I look'd back, and faw 
the poor Woman fall, and the Negroes (lick- 
ing their Lances in her Sides. My Turn was 
next, for the fame Negroes purfued me, and 
before I was got to the Brink of the River 
they fired a Gun at me ; but I jumpM in^ 
Our Men, who had got fafe over, made a 
Stand, in Order to defend thofe who were 
behind ; and notwithftanding the Negroes 
followed me fo clofe, I could not refrain from 
drinking two, or three Times out of my Hat,, 
let the Confequencc prove what it would, 
• However, I got over fafe, and whitfl wq 
were on the Bank, and fac'd them, they ne- 
ver attempted to follow us. Our Captains 
ask'd me,- if. I thought there were any of our 
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Companions ftill behind us? \ anfwerM, 1 be- 
lieved that there nvere none alive. We waited 
a While, and then march'd forwards. We 
had a Wood to pafs thorow, and the Ne- 
groes, as foon as they faw us quit the Banks, 
immediately purfu*d us. They got into the 
Woods, and firing behind the Trees every 
now and then, they kili'd three, or four of 
our Men. We had not travell'd above two 
Miles in this Wood, before we came to a 
large fandy Plain, to which we could fee no 
End, and here they determined to flop our 
Progrefs; fince if we went mudi further, we 
fliould be within hearing of King Samuel's 
Subjefts, who were their mortal Enemies^ 
and would readily aflift us. They divided 
themfelves, therefore, into feveral Bodies, in 
Order to break in upon us on all Sid^s; and 
we, being apprized of their Defigns, were re- 
folved to fell our Lives and Liberties as dear 
as poitible. Hereupon our Captains put us in 
as good a Pofture of Defence as they could, 
and divided our Men who bore Arms into 
four Clafles : One under the Command of 
each of our three Captains, and the other un- 
der Mr. John Bembo 3 fuch as had no Arms, 
or were difabled, were cover'd in a little Val-? 
ley; and with them were the twp Negroe 
Hoftages. , 

We had not above fix and thirty Fire- 
Arms amongft us all, and not many more 
Perfons fit to fight ; io that we were a poor 
Handful to withfland an Army of two, or 

three 
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three Thoufand. When they found wc 
made a Stand they did fo too ; and according 
to their wonted Manner ( where it could be 
done ) three, or four of them in a Place 
threw up the Sand before them, and bein^ 
alfo beneath us, we could fee only their 
Heads*: Their Shot flew very faft over us, 
and we kept them in Play from Noon till fix 
in the Evening 5 by which Time all our Anv- 
munition was fpent. Thofe of us who bftd 
Money made Slugs of it; their next Shift 
was to take the middle Screws out of their 
Guns, and charge their Pieces with theni. 
When they had us*d all thefe Means, they 
knew not what to do further : Now we be- 
<gan to refleft on thofe who advis'd us to de- 
liver up firft the King, and afterwards his 
Son > fince the keeping of them would have 
been our principal Safe-guard. The two Ner 
grocs in our Cuftody expedted, no Doub(, 
every Minuteto be kill'd, as very juftly they 
might ; but aft their Death would be of no 
Service to us, we did them no Injury. 

At length it was unanimoufly agreed, that 
JDudeyj and her Husband fhculd be fent to 
them with a Flag of Truce, not only to pro- 
Jong the Time, but to know what they fur- 
ther wanted : So we ty'd a Piece of red Silk 
to a Lance, and difpatch'd them away. They 
kept firing at us all this Time, not knowing 
what we. meant by not returning it. They 
. fhot at thofe vdio carry 'd the Flag, but per- 
- ceiving that they were not arm'd, the Prince 
:,. . E 4 or-

ordered them to ceafc. Dudey was Interpre- 
ter, and told them that our Captain was in- 
clined to make Peace with them, and to de- 
liver up the two Hoftages, with the Guns and 
Ammunition wc took with us, as foon as we 
were advanced a little further into the Coun- 
try. They faid they would fufFer us to go in 
the Morning, in Cafe we would deliver up 
our Arms ?nd the Men ; but not that Eve- 
ning bccaufc it was dark. Their true Rea- 
fon was this. They knew if we got away 
that Night, we fhould fend fome of King 
'Samuers People, who were their utter Ene- 
tnies, to be reveng'd on them for the ill 
'Treatment we had met with. 

We were at a Lofs what Determination to 
come to ; wc were willing, indeed, to let 
the two Men (whom they call'd Generals) 
'go; but loth to part with our Arms: Moft 
of us, as well as our Captain were of Opinion, 
that they foUow'd us for nothing elfe, and 
were for delivering them up; but Captain 
Drummond, Capt. Steward^ and their People, 
■- with Mr. Bem5o, and fome of our Men opposed 
it. Capt. Drummond^ in particular, exprefs'd a 
great Concern to fee us fo eafy to be imposed 
upon ; and told us, that it was too vifible 
their Words were not to be relied on : Moft 
Voices, however, carry 'd it, and Capt. Tounge 
being of the Opinion, it was beft to refign 
them, it was agreed ; and in (hort, foon actu- 
al ly performed : For Dudey having Orders to 
to acquaint them with fuchHefolutioo^ they 
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fent proper Meflengers immediately to receive 
them. 

Oavt. Drummond^ however, and his Com- 
panions claimed theirs as their own Right, 
and Property, and, therefore, would not deli- 
ver them ; nor would Dudey's Husband part 
with his. The Negroes well knew we had 
but few left, and went away to all outward 
Appearance well contented for that Night. 
Dudey returned, and affur'd us, that they 
would let us go in the Morning ; and as 
Night was coming on, we laid down upon 
the Sand, to repofe ourfelves as well as our 
diftreflcd Circumftances would admit of; for 
befides the Hunger, and Fatigue we had al- 
ready fuffer'd, we refledted a thoufand Times 
on the Barbarities we had fccn committed the 
Day before ; and that it was now in their 
Power to treat us as they pleas'd. 

The next Morning, as foon as we could 
fee, we mifs'd Captain Drumtnond^ Captain 
Stewards Mr. Bemh, Dudey^ and her Hus- 
band, and four, or five morp, who dcferted 
us in the Night, without communicating their 
Intentions to us. Now we plainly faw De- 
ftnidtion before us, and the End of this mi- 
fcrable Journey ; which, after fo bold an At- 
tempt, we undertook for the Prefervation of 
our Lives and Liberty ; and aTRAGiCAL 
N E it was. For, 

No fooner was it Broad-day Light, but 
Ac Negroes came up to us, and the Prince 
had a (hort Conference with Sam. Captain 

Tounge 
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Tounge afk'd him the Purport of their Dit 
courfe. He anfwer'd, T^hey wanted to know 
what was bedome of Captdin Drummond, and 
the rejl. The Words were no fooner out of 
his Mouth, but one of the Princes took hold 
of me, and delivered me to one of his At- 
tendants; there were three, or four Lads like 
myfelf, and much about my Age, who were 
feized at the fame Time, and deliver'd to their 
People in the fame manner ; who bound our 
Hands with Cords. 

The fame Prince, who ordered my Hands 
to be thus ty'd, fluck his Lance into Captain 
Tounge's Throat, and afterwards into his 
Sides. Having kill'd him, he went on to- 
another ; and the reft of his barbarous Trakt 
immediately following his Example, thcjr 
foon murder'd every Man belonging to our 
Company ; they then ftripp'd off their Cloaths^ 
and, like inhuman Butchers, ript open feveraL 
pf their Bellies. As for my part, I expcdleJ 
Death every Moment, but in what $bap<: B 
could not tell ; for one of the Generals lifted 
up his Lance, with an Intention to pierce; mc 
thorow, but was prevented by the Man whc 
)iad me in Cuftody, for fome Reafons 1 
could not then rightly underftand 5 but as 1 
heard afterwards, he inform'd him, I was rc- 
ferv'd to wait on the King's Grandfon. Tho* 
this fav'd my Life, yet it would. not hinder 
the Officer from rifling me of what I had va- 
luable about me ; for he, feeling my Purfe 
in my Breeches-Pockety and not readily find- 
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ing it, in a Fury with his Lance, cut away • 
my Breeches, and narrowly mifs'd my Flefli. : 
When they had concluded this bloody 
Scene, and cloath'd themfelves with the Spoils 
of the Slain^ they march'd away in very great . 
Haftc, for Fear of the Natives of Port Dau- 
pbine ; whom they imagin'd Capt. Drummond^ 
and the reft had by that Time alarm'd, and -- 
prevailed on them to fend fome Forces down 
to our Refcue. Now whether the Negroes 
might not think, we had fent them away on 
Purpofe to get fuch Affiftance, and thereby 
provok'd them to murder us, I can't fay ; 
but certain it is, we were the moft unfortu- 
nate Wretches in the Univerfe : For I was 
afterwards informed , before our murdered 
People were we lUpt d, two thoufand of King 
SamuePs Men d|Pe down to refcue us out of 
their mercilefs Hands. .$ 

Perhaps the Reader will fay, JVhy did 
v>e not fend two^ or three of our People as foon 
as 'we Bad pafs d the River ? To which I cai^ 
only anfwer, / think we were all infatuated^ 
for with Eafe it might have been done^, efpe-^^ 
daily fince we had the Woman Dudey to go, 
with them as an Interpreter ; and we might 
have kept Sana with us. But none of thefc 
Reafons at that Time occurred to me s for I 
was but a raw, uncxperienc'd Youth, And 
wjiat Motives could induce Capt. Tounge to 
releafe both the King, and his Son, is what 
I ea'nt pretend to account for. The Plot was, 
dpubtlef^ well concerted^ and as duely exe- 
cuted 
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cuted at firft, but moft (hamefully conduded 
afterwards ; and, indeed, 'tis fcarce credible, 
that fuch a Number of us could be fo ftupid 
as we then were ; and fmce I have attained to 
a mature Age, and been capable of any Re- 
fle<ftion, 'tis what I have been furprized at. 

The Only Reafon that can be ofFer'd, I 
now think, is, Tkat as All of us had a great 
Affedlionfor our Captain's Father^ fo it caused 
us to be too partial^ and to entertain too good 
an Opinion of the Son. But I fince found to 
my great Concern, that our Captain wanted 
not only Judgment, but Experience in the 
World ; for Capt, Drummond^ as I very well 
remember, frequently opposed him ; but by 
whatfoever ill Conduit, or Folly, we might 
contribute towards our Ruin, fo it was ; and 
L am relating a real Fadt, and ndt inventing 
a Fidion, or telling the Reader what might,. 
or ought to have been done in the unhappy 
Situation of our AflFairs at that Time ; how- 
ever, thro* his Imprudence were my Friends 
maflacred, and myfclf, with three more made 
perpetual Slaves : The Eldeft of us was n6t 
above fixteen Years of Age, and we were im- 
mediately parted, for they march'd direftly 
off the Spot. As for Sam^ \ don't reckon 
him as one of us^ becaufe he went off with 
the Negroes. I never law him afterwards, 
but waS'^inform'd, that he liv'd a Freeman 
under Dean Crindo ; and whether he was fo 
faithful to US, as in Juftice, and Gratitude, he 
ought to have been/ls fomewhat dubious. 

An 
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^ '■ All the Way we went I had the (hocking 
. Profpeft of our Mens mangled Bodies, as wc 
paffed thorow the Woods to the River, I 
was not fo thirfty now, as when I pafs'd it 
firft ; but fo faint for Want of Viduals, that 
I could fcarce ftand upon my Legs ; having 
•had no Suftcnance for three Days together. 
Tho' my Mafter exprefs'd fome little Con- 
cern for me, yet he would not bait till he 
Was pafs'd the River ; however, he order'd 
liis People to flop at the firft commodious 
Place, and make a Fire ; and now I was 
in Hopes of fome agreeable Refrefliment : 
• For fome of his Servants had carry'd Beef oil 
their Backs for that Purpofe. Tho' they cut 
it into long Pieces, (like Ropes) with the 
liide ; and drefs'd, and cat it half-roafted ac- • 
cording* to their Cuftom, and gave it me in 
*hc fame Manner ; yet I thought this con- 
temptible Food, and what, a Beggar in £«^- 
/^na would not have touch'd, the moft deli- 
ooos Entertainment I ever met with. We 
x'efted here about an Hour, when he, to 
'Whofc Care Iwas intrufted, made Signs to 
Isinbw if I could walk ; and as I was a little 
refrcfli'd, I got up, and travell'd the Remain- 
der of the Day with more Eafe than I ex- 
peded; fince they walk'd but flowly, as I 
perceived, on Purpofe to indulge me. 

At Night we came to a Wood, the Place 
appointed for our Lodging ; and there we 
nrct with three, or four Men, whom my 
Mafter had fent out a Foraging, and they 
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brought In with them two Bullocks ; one of 
which my Mafter fcnt to his Brother, for the 
Ufe of him and his People, and the other 
w^s kiird for us ; for the Army was now 
difbandcd,and each Party was marching home 
with their refpedtive Chiefs to their own Ha- 
bitations. Here my Mafter came to me, and 
gave me a Lance, intimating that I mighf 
cut out as much as I thought proper. I oil 
about a Pound without any Part of the Hide; 
which he perceiving, imputed it to my Igno- 
rance, and fo cut a Slice with the Hide, add 
drefs'd it for mc ; which I eat with feemia^ 
Thankfulnefs; not daring to refufe it. & 
foon as Supper was over, each Man pull'd op 
as much Grafs as was fuiSicient for himfclf to 
lye on ; my Guardian, however, provided 
enough for himfelf and me ; I then repos'd 
rayfelf accordingly, and he laid by mc ; but 
his black Skin fpicll'd fo rank, that I was 
forced to turn my Back on him all Night 
long. I had very lictle Reft, for theghaftly 
Spectacle of my maflacrcd Friends wais ever 
before mc, and made me ftart from Sleep ars 
foon as I clos'd my Eyes. 

At Break of Day we arofe, and after t 
fhort Repaft march'd on till Noon, when" wc 
baited among (bmefhady Trees near a Pond 
of Water ; which very Pond we had pa&'d 
by three Days before, or at leaft within two 
hundred Yards of it, when we wcr« dying 
with Thirft, and the Negroes told us there 
*was no Water near us. -^ 

Whils* 
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Whilst fomc employed thcmfclveg ill 
Icindling a Fire, Others were bufy in dig- 
ging up and down amongft the Grafs. I 
could not conceive what they were doing at 
^rft J but I foon obferv*d one of them pulling 
out of the Ground a long white Root, which 
J found was a Tamy having feen many of them 
at Bengal; they foon furnifti'd themfelves with 
St fufficient Quantity, I perceived they grew 
-^/vild without any Cultivation : Some of them 
^¥cre a Yard long at leaft, and about fix, or 
ieven Inches in Circumference ; they oblig'd 
me with fome of them, which I roafted, and 
cat with a great Deal of Plcafiire, inftead of 
Cread with my Beef : They are very agree- 
able to the Tafte, as well as wholfom Food. 

We arrived that Evening at a fmall Town, • 

'vrhich we no fooner enter'd, but the Women 

and Children Hock'd round about me, pinch'd 

mc, ftruck me on the Back with their Fifts, 

and (hew'd feveral other Tokens of their 

Derifion and Contempt; at which I could 

not forbear weeping, as it was not in my 

Power to cxprefs my Refentment any other 

Way; but when my Guardian obferv'd it, 

he came to my Affiftance, and freed mc 

from my Perfecutors. All the Houfes that 

were empty were taken up by my Mafter, 

his Brother, and other Head-men; fo that 

my Guardian, and I, lay expos'd to the open 

Air. The ill Treatment I met with from 

•AeJWomen and Children, put. a thoufand 

^^rading Thoughts into my Head; fome- 
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times I imagined. Hat I might be prefero^J^ 
alive for no other Purpofe^ but to be carry' /^^ 
to the Kirjg^ and his Son ; who would, in al^^ 

Probability^ be fird with Refentment at our 

late pizing of them ^ and making them Prifo 

ners ; then again, I thought j that to gratij^^^ 

their Pleafure and Revenge, they would order " 

me to be put to Death before their Faces ^p— ' 
Jlow Degrees, and the moft exquifite Torments^^.^ 
Such melancholy Refleftions as thefc fo dif— — 
crder'd mc that when once thro' Wearincfs-— -» 
I fell into a Slumber, I had a Dream, whici^^ 
fo tcrrify'd me, that I flartcd upright, an (MB 
trembl'd every Joint of me ; in ftiort, I could^B 
not get one Wink of Sleep all the Night long — 
When it was broad Day-light, w^ff 
march'd homeward (for now 1 muft calliC^ 
fo ) and in three, or four Hours Time we ar- — 
riv'd at a confiderable Town, with three, oC 
four tamarind Trees before it. One of th^ 
Negroes carry'd a large Shell, which, when, 
he blow'd, founded like a Poft-boy's Horn* 
This brought the Women to a fpacious 
Houfe in the Middle of the Tpwn, about 
twelve Feet high ; which, I foon prcceiv'd, 
was my Mafter's. No fooner had he feated 
himfelf at the Door, but his Wife came out 
crawling on her Hands and Knees till ihc 
came to him, and theii lick'd his Feet ; and 
when (he had thus teftify'd her Du|y and 
Refpefts, his Mother paid him the lii^c Com- 
pliment; and all the Women in the Town 
faluted their Hufbands in the fame Manner: 
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banner : Then each Man went to his refpcc> 
tivc Habitation, my Matter's Brother only 
excepted ; who, tho' he had a Houfe, had 
no Wife to receive him, and fo he ftay'd 
E>ehind. 

My Miftrefs intimated by her Motions, that 
the would have me go in, and fit down. A 
great deal of ferious Difcourfe pafs'd between 
my. Mailer and her ; and tho' I knew no- 
thing of what they faid, yet by her looking 
To earneftly at me, whilft he was talking, I 
»nje<fl]ur'd he was relating to her our tragi- 
al Tale ; and I perceiv'd, that the Tears fre- 
pently ftood in her Eyes. This Conference 
>ver, fhe ordered fome Carravances to be 
3oil'd for our Dinner; a Kind of Pulfe much 
like our^fr^ Peafei fhe gave me fome, but 
ft$ they had been boil'd in dirty Water, I 
could not eat them. She perceiving I did 
not like them, ftrain'd them off the Water, 
and put fome Milk to them ; and after that 
I made a tolerable Meal of them. She gave 
me not only a Mat to lye down upon, but a 
Piece of Cstllico likewife about two Yards in 
Length to cover me. She intimated, that 
She wanted to know my Name; which I 
told her was Robin. Having received fo 
much Civility from my Miftrefs, I began to 
be much better fatisfy'd than I was at tirft ; 
and then laid me down, and flept without 
any Fear, or Concern about four Hours, as 
near ias I could guefs, by the Sun. When I 
wak*d my Miftrefs call'd me by my Name, 
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and gave mc fome Milk to drink. She talk'd 
fpr fome confiderablc Time to me, but I 
could not undcrftand one Word /he faid. 
My Matter was all this Time with his Bro- 
ther at the Door, regaling themfelves with 
7oake. 

When Night came on, I perceived that 
I was to lye with them j for there was no 
othet^Room. My Mafter and Miftrefs lay 
iri tne Middl.e, and the whole Houfe was 
not above fourteen Feet in Length, and 
twelve in Breadths fo that I laid crofs-wiHb 
clofe to his Feet. In this odd Manner we 
lay three, or four Nights i^ucceflively. At 
laft he caird me by my Name feveralTimcs^^ 
to know, I prefujrne, whether I was awai^e, 
or not 3 \)\ii as I anfwer'd him whenever h(5 
caird, I imagin'd he would have been better^ 
pleas'd if I had flepj found, and had not heaxd 
him at all -, for the next Evening he carry 'd 
mc to his Aunt's Houfe, where he told :fl|e, 
I muft lye for the future: There I remaiii'd 
both Day iand Night : and did little but walk 
out with her, and her daughter to vifit the 
Plantations, which had been lately fow.'d 
with Guinea Corn, and Potatoes. In the 
Evening I us'd to vifit my Mafter and Mir 
ftrefs ; and for Supper I generally had Milk, 
which was fometimes frefti, and fometimcs 
fbiir. They were not over fond of putting 
me to Work, as I could do them but little 
Service, being altogether a Stranger to virhat . 
was faid to mej and more efpccially as he 

had 



liad above two hundred Slaves always ready 
to anfwer his Occafions. 

My Mafter, whofe Name was Deaan Me^ 
^drrOy was Grandfon to Deaan Crindo^ who 
was abfolute Lord of this Country ; and his 
Wife was the. Daughter of a TSIortbern King, 
whom they had conquer'd in Battle; and 
flic was one of my Mafter's Captives. For 
this Reafon, I premme, it was, that fhe took 
fo much Compaffion upon me s confideting 
herfelf a Slave in a ftrange Country, and on- • 
ly preferred to my Matter's Bed by Courtefy. 

In a (hort Time, I began to reconcile my- 
felf to their inanner of Eating, fince no bet* 
ter Provifion, 1 found, was to be had ; only 
I would flrip oif fome of the Hair from the 
Hide of the Beef; whenever I could do it 
mthout being obferv'd, I us*d often to re- 
Heft on my Brother, and Sifter's mere agree- 
able Manner of living at my Father's Table ; 
being confcious, that even fome Beggars 'in 
'Bf^land far'd much better than I did here. 
However, as, I found No-body liv'd better, 
1 made myfclf as eafy as I could : I was now 
upder no Apprehenfions of being kill'd, till 
ah Accident happen'd foon after ; which put 
me into a violent Panick for about an Hour* 
My Mafter, attended by feveral of his Slaves, 
took me with him one Evening into the 
Woods ; I obferv'd great Preparations made 
for killing, and dreffing a Bullock, or fome 
iiich Thing ; but there being none to kill, 
and it being then dark, I percciv'd that they 
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Walk'd about with great Circumfpcdlion^ 
talk'd foftly, and teftify'd all the Symptoms 
of fome fecret Defign : Upon this die Tcaii 
flood in my Eyes, imagining that they in- 
tended to cut me up, and make a Meal of 
' me ; but my Fright was foon over, when I 
faw two Slaves hauling along k Bullock by a 
Rope faften'd to his Horns, and my Matter 
flicking his Lance into his Throat, in Order 
to difpatch him. They immediately cut up 
his Carcafs, and drefs'd the Intrails after their 
own manner. The Booty was equally di- 
vided, and I obferv'd that each Man took 
Care to hide his Portion in fom? private Place, 
from whence he might convey it away by 
Kight As foon as our Bufinefs was over, 
we parted fome one Way, and fome another ^ 
for Fear of being taken Notice of. I novf 
plainly perceiv'd, that we were all this Time 
plundering of our Neighbours, I often won-' 
der'd, indeed, that the Auiit, with whom I 
liv'd, drefs'd Meat fo often in the Night-tifiic; 
but this unraveird the Myflefy. This was 
not the only Time I was for c'd to aflifl in this 
clandefline Pradlice. 

In about four Months Time, I began to 
have fome tolerable Notion of their Lan- 
guage : I knew the Names of mofl commoii 
Things, and could exprefs myfelf fo as to be 
underflood. My Mafler, and Miflrefs took 
toe one Day into the Plantations, where the 
Slaves were hoeing the Weeds from the Car- 
ta vances, that were jufl fliopting up. They 
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> gave me a Hoe, but I ha4 no Inclination to 
work ; I pretended to be very ignorant, and 
hoed up Plants and Weeds together j at which 
they laugh'd heartily, and took away my Hoe 
to prevent more Mifchief. 

This Artifice, however, proved of but little 
Service to me, for my Mafler perceiving that 
I, either could not, or would not work in 
the Plantations, was determined to employ 
me fome other Way ; and about fuch Bufi- 
nefs, as I could not well do amifs. Accord- 
ingly the next Day, he fhew'd me his Cattle, 
^nd told me, I muft take Care of them, drive 
.them to Water, and fee that they did not 
break either into his own, or any other Neigh- 
lodr's Plantations. This Bufinefs I lik'd 
much better than the other, becaufe there 
were three, or four Lads more of this Town 
about my Age, who had Cattle to attend as 
'Well as myfclf: What I diiliked moft was, 
that we had a very confiderable Way to 
drive them to Water, and at Night to drive 
them back again 3 befides I was oblig'd to 
drag Home a long Tub, which held about 
three Gallons ; for all the Water we us'd in 
the Houfe was fetch'd from this watering 
Place. However, we had no juft Caufe of 
Complaint ; for we join'd our Herds toge- 
ther, and in the Heat of the Day, when the 
Cattle would lye down in the Shade, we had 
three, or four Hours Time to ramble thorow. 
the Woods, and gather Yams. I had been 
^s long in the Country, yet I never knew

how they ftruck Fire 5 till wanting to roafl=- 
fome, of my Yams, I ask'd my Comrades, 
where their Fire was ? They fliew'd me their-^ 

Hands, and laughing faid, Here it is ; but 

one of them foon informed me how to do it. 
He took one fliort round Stick about half the 

Length of a Gun-Rammer, and another con- 

fiderably thicker, but both of one Sort of 
Wood, and rubb'd the former upon the lat- 
ter, till there came a Duft from it fifft, then 
a Smoak, and foon after Fire. 

We fometimes traversed the Woods, and 
ftole Peoples Honey, and eat it juft as we 
found it. When we could fpare time, we 
us'd to look for a Creature, which I call a 
Ground-Hog ; and which in their Language 
is caird "Tondruck. It is about the fize of a 
Cat ; Snout, Eyes and Ears are like an -E/^- 
Itjh Hog's ; it has Briftles on its Back, but 
no Tail ; the Feet of it are like a Rabbit's. 
It's principal Food is Beetles and young Snails, 
which they grub up with their Snouts : They 
are very prolific^ and have above twenty- _ 
young Ones at a Litter, to alj which tljey 
give fuck. In the cold feafon of the Year ^ 
( for tho' there is no Time which can proper-- 
ly be caird Winter^ yet one Part of the Year 
is fenfibly much colder then the other ) theife 
Creiatures hide themfelves in the Ground in a ^ 
moft furprifing manner. They firfl: dig a 
Hole about two Foot deep diredly in the 
Earth, and after that they work obliquely 
two, or three Foot one Way, and as much . 

■ ano- " 
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thcr, maldng Angles ; tho* they throw the 
^tth up with their Fore -feet, yet they 
make it as firm with their Hind- feet, as if 
no Paflage had been ever made ; when they 
have work'd in this Manner for fome Time, 
they then work a-flant upwards, till they 
get within half a Foot of the Surface 5 there 
they make a kind of Lodgment, juft big c- 
nough for them to turn themfelves round in ;. 
"where they lye for four, or five Months fuc- 
ccflively without any Suflenance whatfoever : 
And what is ftill more -ftrange, they are as; 
fat at the Expiration of that Term, as when 
they firft went in. It is no fmall Difficulty. 
to catch them^ for when we have difcover'd 
fome Marks of the Place, where we ima- 
gine they began to burrow, we are often dif- , 
appoihteid in digging after them ; they work 
fo artfully, that we know not which Way 
to find out their fecret Recedes ; but we fpare 
no Pains to take them, for they are excel- 
lent Food; and their Skin, when drefs'd, is 
as brown, and crifp as a Pig-s. Their Hedge-i 
hgs too are agreeable enough, but nothing 
near fo delicious as their Tmdrucis : Thefe 
conceal themfelves all the cold Winter in 
'Holes of Trees ; where they remain for fome 
Months without any vifible Support. 

This Employment of attending the Cattle 
Was agreeable to me, except in exceffive hot 
Weather ; when it was a great Fatigue to 
drive them fevcral Miles to Water; at leaft, 
every other Day : But in the colder Seafbn 
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we had no Occalion to obfervfe that Prafticc ; 
for the Dew falls fo plentifully in the Night, 
that we find it fufficient to drive them into 
the Grafs about Break of Day ; and even the 
Inhabitants of this Part of the Country of 
jinterndroea^ who have no Water near them^ 
go into the Fields in a Morning, with two 
wooden Platters and a Tub, and in lefs than an 
Hour will coUedt about eight, or ten Gallons 
of Dew- Water; which is very good while 
frefli, but will turn four in a Day, or two, 
and difagrecable to the Tafte. 

I Had not followed this Employment above 
a Year, when my Mailer went to War, or 
rather ( as I underftood afterwards ) to plun- 
der a People to the Wejlward^ whom they 
purfu*d with the moft implacable Hatred ; 
they having furpriz'd Deaan Crindo's Father 
in his own Town by Night, and murder'd 
him in a. moft barbarous manner. 

MvMafter informed me, that Imuft look 
after the Cattle no more } for he was going 
to War, and had other Bufinefs for me of 
much greater Importance. I ofFer'd my Ser- 
vice to wait on him, but he anfwer'd, fFe 
Jhall travel Night and Day : It is a long^ and 
tedious Journey y and you carCty I believe^ be 
able to undergo the Fatigue ; but your princi'^ 
fal Bufinefs muft be to look after my Wife ^ and 
a£i as her Guardian. He gave me a ftrid: 
Charge to lye in the fame Houfe with her, 
and never to let her ftir out without me. 
After he had given her Inftrudtions to , thcj 

famq^

lame EfFcd, he took his Leave, and accom- 
panv'd by moft of his People, went on his 
intended Expedition. 

I now hv'd at perfeft Eafe, and my Mi- 
ftrefs was very kind, and induigent to mc 
I went Abroad wherever (he went; par toe >. 
of every Thing fhe had for herfelf, and 1 y 
in the fame Houfe with her ; both of us 
ilridtly obferving our Mafter's Orders : Nei- 
ther could I perceive that her Compliance 
tberewith was any Ways repugnant to her 
Inclinations. I was not, 'tis true, fo abfo- 
lu-tely eafy myfelf ; for the Thoughts of my 
Friends, and native Country, and the Impro- 
bability of ever feeing them again, made mc 
very melancholy; and dejecSted me to that 
IDcgree, that fometimes I could not forbear 
indulging my Grief in private, and burfting 
out into a Flood of Tears. 

My Miftrefs would frequently ask me, 
"Whether I was indifpofed, or wanted any 
Thing ? I could not prevail on myfelf to re- 
veal the real Caufe of my Anxiety ; however, 
cnc Day I took the Liberty to tell her, I 
ftould be very glad of an Opportunity to fee 
the other three Lads, whofe Lives were pre- 
fcrv'd, and who were taken Prifoners when 
I was. She defir'd me not to afflidt myfelf 
on that Account ;' for (he would go with 
me, and fhould be highly delighted to hear 
OS convcrfe together in our own Language. 
Accordingly fhe made Inquiry amongft her 
Neighbours where they were, who informed

US that they were at fome Diftance from one 
another j but that the neareft was to be met 
with about four, or five Miles off: So the 
next Morning we fet out, and enquired for 
the White Boy. We were told, that he was 
gone to carry his Fellow-fervants fome Pro- 
vifions to the Plantation ; but as foon as a 
Meflengcr was fent to him, he returned im- 
mediately, being as defirous of feeing me in - 
particular as I was of him ; we embraced 
each other in a very paffionate Manner, and 
exprefs*d ourfelves at firft rather in Tears than 
Words. We had been very intimate on Ship- 
board, and I us'd to treat him frequently with 
Punch, being delighted with his Company 
as he had a Tafte for Mufick, and could play 
extremely well on the Violin, We condol'd 
with each other, and obferv'd how wretch- 
edly we look'd, all naked, except a fmall 
Clout about our Middles, and our Skins fpot- 
ted like a Leopard's j for neither of us being 
ever before fo exposed to the Sun, we were 
fcorch'd, and flead as it were, and our Skins 
often rofe up in Blifters. After our mutua} 
Condolance we came to an Agreement, that 
if either of us got fafe to England^ we would 
give the other's Friends a particular Account 
of all our Misfortunes. We enquired of each 
other after our other Comrades, but were 
equally Strangers to their particular Places of 
Abode. My Miftrefs feem'd very attentive 
to our Difcourfe, and (hew'd a compaffio- 
nate Regard for our Afflidions j but with 
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great Reludlance, and many a Tear, wc uncre 
obliged at laft to part. 

We had not been at Home above two 
Hours, before an Exprefs arriv'd from my 
Mailer with News of his Succefs ; and that 
lie would be at Home in a Formight. My 
M^iftrcfs, and all the Women who had Hus- 
bands Abroad, exprefs'd their general Joy in 
large Bowls of Toake. In the mean Time I 
-was very much indifpos^d, but tolerably well 
ji^ccover'd before my Mafter's Return. 

He made his publick Entry in a very tri- 
umphant Manner: The Tmmpet-Shells 
blowing, and Crouds of People dancing be- 
fore him all the Way with their Guns in 
their Hands. On his firft Approach, the fore- • 
moft Men fir'd their Guns towards the 
Ground; which with them is the Signal of 
a vidorious Return. Deaan Mevarrow, and 
his BrAther Deaan Sambo^ came af:er them 
vrith their Attendants; next fpllow'd the 
Catde, which he had taken from the Enemy, 
and the Prifoners of War brought up the 
Rear. After they were feated in Form be- 
fore my Matter, Deaan Mevarrow's Houfe, 
not only his Confprt, attended by the other 
Women of the Town, came as ufual, and 
lick'd his Feet; but the Men too, whom he 
left behind him, when he went to War. 

I flood all this Time as a Spectator, till 
he feeing me at a Diflance, call'd me to him. 
I approached him in the ufual Form of the 
Country on fuch a publick Occafion ; that 
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k, with my Hands lifted up, and in a pray- 
ing Pofture, When I came near him, I paid 
him the Compliment of Salamonger Umba ; 
but did not kneel down as all the others did, 
having a kind of confcientious Reluftancc to 
fuch an Ad, as thinking it an Adoration 
that I ought to pay to no One, but the Su- 
pream Being : But he fecm'd to refent my 
being fo over- religious; for he ask'd me. If 
I thought it beneath me^ to pay him the fame 
'ReffeBy that his own Wife^ (who was a 
King's Daughter J and his own Mother too^fo 
readily condefcertded to? However, I peremp- 
torily refus'd, and told him, 1 would obey all 
bis lawful Commands^ and do whatever Work 
be thought proper to employ me in-, but this 
jiB of divine Homage 1 could never comply 
with. 

On this he fell into a violent Paffion, up- 
braided me with being ungrateful, and in- 
fenfible of his faving me from being kill'd 
among my Country-men; and urg'd, more- 
over, that I was his Slave, Gfr. but notwith- 
flanding all this, I ftill continued refolute, 
and firm to my Purpofe. Whereupon he a- 
rofe from his Seat, and with his Lance made 
a Stroke at me with all his Might; but his 
Brother, by a fudden Pufh on one Side, pre- 
vented the Mifchief he intended. He was 
going to repeat his Blow, but his Brother 
interposed, and intreated him to excufe me ; 
but he abfolutely, and in the warmeft Terms, 
refus'd to forgive me unlefs I would Uck his 
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-Feet. His Brother begg'd he would givS 
liim a little Time to talk with me in private, 
which he did 5 and after he had told me the 
Danger of not doing it, and that in fubmitting 
to it, I did no more than what many great 
Princes were oblig'd to do, when taken Pri- 
foners s I found, at length, it was Prudence 
to comply ; fo I went in, ask'd Pardon, and 
performed the Ceremony a$ others had done 
Before me. He told me. He readily forgave 
me , but would make mefenfible 1 was a Slave. 
1 did not much regard his Menaces, for as I 
had no Profpedtof ever returning to England^ 
J fct but little Value on my Life. The next 
Day I incurred his Difpleafure again, and 
never expedted to efcape from feeling the 
Weight of his Refentment. 

My Mailer then performed the Ceremony 
of Thankfgiving to God, for his happy I5c-. . 
liverance from all the Hazards of War,'^a35«l- 
for the Succcfs of his Arms ; which is per- 
formed after the following manner : ne In^ 
habitants have in all their Houfes a fmall por-^ 
table Uten/ily which is devoted to religious tffes^ 
end is a Kind of Houjhold Altar y which they 
call the Owley* It is made of a peculiar 
Wood^ in (mail Pieces neatly join' d^ and making 
almoff the Form of an Half-moon with the 
Horns downwards^ between which are placed 
/w^ Alligator'j T^eeth j this is adorn d with va^ 
rious Kinds of Beads, andfuch a Safh fajien'd 
to it behind^ as a Man ties about his Wafie when 
be goes to War. \ I (hall not here pretend 
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to give an exaft Account of their Religious 
Worship ; for I had not been long enough 
in ^he Country, to be a perfedt Mafter of 
the true Meaning of what they cither did, 
or faid. ] Howe'ver^ , I obferv'd, that they 
brought two Forks from the Woods ^ and fix' d 
them in the Ground ; on which was laid a 
Beamy fiender at each End, and about fix Foot 
longy with two^ cr three Pegs in it ; and up-^ 
on this they hung the Owley. Behind it was 
a long Foley to which a Bullock was faftened 
'with a Cord. They had a Pan jull of linjc 
Coaky on which they threw an Aromatic Gum^ 
and planted it u?2aer the Ov/lej. Then they 
took a f mall ^lantity of Hair from the Tai\ 
Chin, and Eye-brows of the Ox, and put them 
on the Owley. Then Deaan Mevarrow, my 
Mafiery vs'd fome particular Geftures with a 
hrg€ Knife in his Handy and made a formal 
Prayer ; in which the People join'd. In the 
next Place they threw the Ox on the Ground 
with his Legs tfdfafi together y andtheDczsm 
cut his Throat ; for as there are no Priefis a^ 
inongji themy the Chief Many whether of ih^ 
Country y Towny or Family y performs all di^ 
'vine Offices himfelf As foon as the People 
were all feat ed on Mats in a circular Form^ 
my Maficr ordered me to fit down toOy and faf 
as the People faid y which 1 abfolutely refus d. 
However y he purfu^d his Devotiony and when' 
the Service was every took the Owley /;; one' 
Handy and his Lance in the other y and came 
direStly to me^ asking me with a Frown^ Which 
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r rather diofc, either to affift in their folemn, 

ind publick Thankfgiving, or to fall a Sa* 

i^rifice to his juft Refentmcnt ? jit firjilwas 

Warded ^ but as I thought this Sort of Worjhip 

^o be down-right Idolatry ; and that they paid 

heir Adorations to the Owley ; / rejolutelj 

old binty that I would fooner dye than pay 

iivine Homage to any falfe Deity whatfo- 

5ver. Upon this, as foon as he had put the 

Dwiey in its Place^ he came to me again ; 

znd taking me by the Handj was determined 

'o lead me out of the Town^ and kill me ; but 

bis Brother^ and all the People round about 

him pleaded for me^ and us'd their utmo/l En-^ 

deavours, to perfuade him againji fo rafh an 

ji£iiony but to no Purpofi \ till his Brother^ at 

lafly very warmly told him ; He would that 

Minute depart, and fee his Face no more, 

if he offered to be guilty of fuch an Ad: of 

Inhumanity > and rofe up to be gone accordingly. 

When my Majierfaw bis Brother was going in 

gmiEarneJl^ he calY d him back^ and promised 

tofpare my Lifey but affur'd him be would 

funijb me very fei^erely for my Contempt of his 

Orders. Dcaan Sambo told him^ He fhould 

fiibmit that to his own Difcretion j all he 

be^g'd of him >yas not to kill me, tJpon 

tbis^ by a fecret Sign^ he advis'd me to kneel 

i^n^ and lick his Feet ; which 1 readily com^ 

plfd witby and ask'd his Pardon. When I 

got upy Ikneetd down to Deaan Sambo of my 

my (mn Accord^ and lick'd his Feet as a Tef- 

timony of my Gratitude ^ andRefpe£iy for thus 

faving my Life a fecond Hime. h^ 



'As foon as this Storm was blown over, T 
was remanded to my former Poft of Cow^ 
keeper. I had a great deal of Trouble fomc- 
times with thefe Cattle, for they are very un- 
ruly; and notwithftanding they are larger 
Beafts than any I ever faw elfewhere of the 
Kind, they are fo nimble, that they will leap 
over high Fences like a Grey- hound. -They^ 
have an Excrelcence between their Shoulders, 
fomewhat like that of Camels, all Fat an<L 
Flefh ; fome of which will weigh about three, 
or fourfcore Pounds -, they are alfo beauti- 
fully coloured ; fome are ftreak*d like a Ty— 
ger ; others, like a Leopard, are marked with 
various Spots. They do not give fo muck 
Milk as our Cows in England^ nor will they 
ever fufFer themfelves to be milk'd till their 
Calves have firft fuck'd ; fo that they keep one 
Calf for every Cow all the Year, or till the 
Cow is pregnant again 5 and they feldom mife 
a Seafon, Here are alfo fome Sheep with 
large heavy Tails, like ^urky Sheep ; they 
are not wooly as ours, but more like a Goat's^ 
Here are alfo a fmall Number of Goats^ like 
thcfe in other Countries. They bring up no 
HogSy tho' there are enough in the Country; 
for they are fo mifchievous to the Plantations, 
that we are forced to fet Traps to catch them; 
but in this Country of Anterndroea No- body 
cats them, except the very Refufe of the 
People. 

Whilst I was peaceably tending my 
Cattle, and all Things feem'd perfeftly quic^ 

and 
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and eafy, the Scene of our Affairs was changed 
*t once by fbme fudden News 5 and my Ma- 
^er was fummon'd to War in good EarnefL 
. It is a common Pradice for Parties to 
J^roll out, and turprize their Epemies by 
I^ighti when leaft tHey exped: them : On 
ttxcfc Expeditions, 'tis cuftpmary for every 
IVl^n to. carry a Piece of Meat iji his Hand, 
a. rid when they have enter'd a Town in the 
II>ead of Night, they throw the Meat to the 
Oogs, in Order to prevent their Barking. 
When they are all got in. One fires a Muf- 
q^uet, but makes no othei; Noifc ; the Inha- 
bitants thereupon being alarm'd, and haftily 
creeping out of the Doors of their low Huts 
in a {looping Pofture, are ftabb'd with Lan- 
ces: As to t^e Women audi Children they 
t2\kc them captive, and drive away with them 
all the Cattle they can find, fet the Town on 
Fire, and return Home by private, unprac- 
tised Ways. In this manner did my Mafter, 
Ms Brother, and fome Others belonging to 
Deaah Crindo^ enter fevenJ of the King of 
MefaughlAS remote, and defencclefs Towns ; 
whereupon, in Order to retaliate the Indig- 
nity dfter'd him, the.injur'd King mufter'd 
up an Army of three thoufand Men, and en- 
tered Anterndroea^ ..with a firm Refolution ei- 
ther to fight the Deaan in the Field, or at- 
tack him in hrs ov?n Town, call'd Fewio- 
areyd', and by Fire to lay it level with the 
Ground : Accordingly he fent a Meflengcr 
to Deaan Crindo, to tell him that he mould 
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ibon feel the Weight of his juft Refentm 
To which he anfwer*d, He would mtjiir 
of the 7own^ but wait fon him there 5 
deffd him to put his Purpofe in Executiof 

Deaan Crindo, therefore, fummon'd all 
People to his Affiftance, and to be read; 
Hand in Fenno-arevo^ or the adjacent Vi 
gcs. He had four Sons who were Chief 
Towns, befides Nephews, and Grandf 
His Sons were Deaan Mundumher^ De 
Frukey^ Deaan Trodaugbe^ and Deaan t 
hciry ; but Deaan Chahary was unfortuna 
gone with five hundred able Men to traf 
into Feraignber } which is Auguliine--. 
Country. 

'Tis a conftant Cuftom amongft then 
Time of War to conceal their Wives, C 
dren, and Cattle in remote,* and fecret J 
ces in the Woods, that the Enemy, w 
they plunder the Country, mayn't be abl< 
find them ; but the Women and Chile 
are never with the Cattle, left their bellov\ 
fhould difcover them. The Women, 
the moft part, fecure themfelves, by trai: 
a Bough after them as they go to their '. 
cefs ; which prevents their Traft from b< 
followed. Thus did my Mafter, and 
People fecure their Wives, Children, 
Cattle : I was left with the latter ; for^ 
Reafon am incapable of giving an exaft. 
count of this War, knowing no more c 
than what was told me at their Return 3 wl 
in general was to the following EfFcft. 
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. Ubat Dcaii Wobzington, ./iS^ -K/;;^, a7ii 
Us Son Chcmermaundy, with Ryopheck, hh 
'^epbeWj a gallant Many who commanded the 
Army of Mcrfaughla, entered .the Country 
without the leaft Oppofition-yfor Dcaah Crindd 
having received, his menacing MeJJdgey took 
Cttre in the firji place to fecure the Families^ 
and Cattle belonging to his People^ and then 
4k^w up. all his armed Men in the ^own, re-- 
Joking to mait for his Coming \ h^t t)eaari 
Il^undumbef,. Frukcy, and the younger Chiejs^ 
^ad not Patience to hear of his pajjing. without 
J^e0ance {.Jo th(y prevail d on the Kin^^ iho* 
dgjain/l his iVilly to let theni go out with two 
tbouJandMeny and obJtruSi his March\ Deaan 
Crindo^ h&wevefy was refolute^ and would not 
Jiir out of the Town. This Jr my was comr 
matided in Cbiif by 'Dtzzrx Munduiiibef ^;;J 
Frukey ; who beha*ifd them/elves with great 
Course and CoriduSiy firji fending Word tQ 
Dcaan WQ.ojington ; That they were come 
by their Father *s Command to give him a 
fuitablc Reception into their GDufitryj and 
hoped he. would not fail to meet thern^ 2]p 
'mhich he hnfwer'd, He would .ih£){l.afru^^ 
pay theni at Viiit, and make himfelf welcome ; 
and was, as good as his 0'^ordj They joind 
Battle^ and Mundunaber was obliged to re^ 
tire \ ; which he did in good Order ajter a four p^ 
and qbjiinate Fight j in which Deaan VVoo- 
eingtWi &on was dangeroujly wounded. Deaan 
Mundumber return' a tti his Father with eight 
hundred Men^ and us^d his utmof Endeavours 
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to prevail on him to go out with. hi s^ Forces^ 
and f[ive Deaan Woozington Battle i but the 
old. King perfifted in his firfi Rejblution. So 
Mundumber continued at Home with him^ uttd 
fortiffd the. ^own as well as the ftime ivould 
admit. 

After this\ Deaan Frukey ^*i Tf odatighe 
made themf elves Maflers of a Pdfs between Jwo 
Hills ^ and cut down fever al large. 'Trees to di-- 
fend them ; by which Means ^they entirely liopfd 
Dc3.an Woozington' J Pr^^r^, notwiihjiand- 
ing he attacked them in the mofi vigorous Mdtf- 
ner^ and was as gallantly repulsd : At lafi^ 
Ry-Opheck, by the DireSiion of a Man^ who 
was well acquainted with the Country^ got be^ 
hind them \ and Deaan Woozington, at the 
fame Time Wif/&Ry-Opheck, charged them d^ 
'.gain. Frukey, however ^ and his Brethren 
were obliged to retire ; ,which they did with 
great Refolution 5 even thorow Ry-OpheckV 
Party. In thisASlion^ Ry-Opheck, who was - 
always in the hot teji Place ^ with much Diffi-^ 
culty efcafd. 

Tho^ Deaan Wodzington at la ft arrived at 
Fenno-arevo, and dttaclCd it in a vigorous 
Manner ; yet he nvas as bravely repuls'd : 
Deaan Crindo, and his "Sons, refifiing till they 
were ovcr-power' d -, and when their Enemies 
were got within the Town^ they even difputed 
every Inch of Ground 5 till .Deaan Crindo 
himfelf was obliged ta cut- down fevcral Trees^ 
which are their Wdlh^ to make n. Way for 
their Efc'apc. '^ Hejb Much depended on his own 
■ '■'" ' ^ • •','.:, Cd^tt- 
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Courage J and ConduSt^ that he kept his Wifey 
and Daughter in his Gfwn Houfe ; noiwith-^' 
Jtanding all the other Women and Children were 
fent a^ivay {ong. before ; thcfe uiihappily fell in- , 
to the Hands of Deaan Woozington, and' 
were made his Captiz-es. Tlie Town was re- 
duced to AJloes^ asfoon as they had^ plundered it 
of fuck Trifles as their Treafures confifl in^. 
the principal of which' are ^QtzdiS ; thefe Ihey 
cften conceal in Holes : So that there is nothing . 
to he got hut Iron Shovels;' Hoes, Earthen, ' 
tf«rf Wooden Difllcs, Sppofis, &c. fome Cattle^ 
indeed^ they Jound, which were brought -info 
the Town for their neceffary Subfiflance during . 
the Siege-, /indinjuch Cafes thefe Cattle live' 
well enough upon we Thatches of their Hotfes. 
They had alfo flirJagreafmanj Tubs wit If 
Water. \ 

^ Deaan Crihdo. was inccnjotdb^k'fir the Jjofs^ 
cfhis Wife and Daughter, and like a diftrac^ , 
ted Man;, when, his Sons told him, if he would 
Tiow join them, as he jhoutd have done at firfl^ 
they were yet able to deal with Deaan Woo- 
zington^ And accordingly they mufter'd all 
their Forces into one Army, aim made a Num- 
her equal to their Enemies. Deaan Woozing- • 
ton haloing no Intelligefice of this, was de^ 
taching a tbcufand Men to plwidcr the Coun^ 
try, and bring in all the Women, Children^ ' 
and^ Cattle they could find-, which is their con- 
ftant PraSiice after a compleat ViSlory. Jujt 
at this JunSiure Deaan Crindo appeared with . 
his potent. Army, and fnt MeJJengers to ac- 
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quaint bim^ that be fpuji either deliver up the. 
^e£n and Princefs^ wttb the otber People and 
Cattle be was poffejs'd ofy or immediately de* 
camp^ and give them Battle. Deaab WOiOr 
zington, in Anfwer tbereto^^ ajfur^d him^ ihat 
he had no thoughts of detaining Ms Wife ^d 
Daughter-, neither did he come for Slaves, or 
Cattky he having Plenty of both \ but fince. 
Dciaji Cvindo had fent him a Challenge^ hoafi^^ 
ing .(f his fuperior &ireng/h, and biading Jpe^, 
fiance to all the Kings on the Jj/landy on JLc^ 
count of the Number ofwhiicmei^^ that wtre^ 
bis Friends y he came to fee^ ihevi v but as- fyr 
could find none^ he hoped that the proud Deaa^ 
Crindp was fuffitiently mflrtifv'ay fo be Wi^s 
ready to fend -him his Wife and Dqughter again.:. 
But as to the few SJave^ and Cattle, which ^1^^ 
had taken^ his People Jho'uld detain theni^ to , 
make the mf elves feme Compenfation jor tki Rplh^ 
beries^ which Mg.varrow, andjhn^ others bsd^^. 
committed in his Country. • . ".•. 

u4t lafi a Peage was concluded^ and fworu 
to by the Generals on both Sides y with the ufuAl\ 
Formality of killing an Ox, and eating a Piece ; 
of the Liver from, off the Point of a Lanes } . 
Each General wijhhg at the fame time^ that-. 
Whoever firft fir'd a Gun might dye upq(^>^ 
the Spot. T'he Ceremony being over, publick ^ 
Rejoicings were made on both Sides ; Dpaan 
Woozington returned into his own Country^ 
aiidDczsLti Crindo t$ rebuild his fbatterd Town^ 
which w/is finijh'd with the utmojl Expedition^ 
and all his Chiefs with their People repaired to 
their rcfpcSiive Homes. As 
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As foon as we were well fettled again, 
hrce Boys, who belonged to fome principal 
^cn of our Town, and myfelf, were fent 
bme Miles off with about two hundred Head 
>f Cattle, to look after them, and provide 
or ourfelves. There were not above five, 
>r fix of them, however, which gave Milk j 
b that we were at fhort Allowance: If we 
ixpedled any other Diet, we muft fcarch for 
t in the Woods, and get it where, and when 
7e could find it, . My Miftrefs furnifh'd me 
srith an earthen Pot to warm my Milk iti, a 
i^allabafli to drink out of, and a Mat to lye 
:pon. My Mafter gave me an Hatchet to 
riake. Fences with^^ and a Lance to fight 
irith, if any Body came to fleal my Cattle ; 
'le alfo gave me a new Clout, to wear after 
heir Coxmtry-Fafhion, my old One being 
vorn out ;' the common People feldom wear 
me broader than a Napkin : They call it^a. 
Lamber^ and fo {hall I for the future ; tlie 
^mc of A-fe-Clout ( by which our Englijj^ 
Seamfen diftinguifti it by way. of Derifioa ) 
jeing* too vulgar an Expreflion, ' . 

W^ drove our Cattle to the proposed Place^ 
md the firft Thing we employed ourfelvei5 
about was the Eredion of an Houfe, which 
We' compleated in about a Day, and an half. 
We fini{h*d our Cow-pen next, and made a 
fmall one for the Calves, to keep them frpTA 
Tucking vvhjfe we milk'd the Cows. Our 
Houfe, however, was but a poor little Hut, 
ind but Badly thatch'd; and it being the 
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r^iny Seafqn , ( which is their Wintpr, ^nA 
fometiipes very cold ; ) we had but a very in?- 
different Lodging. We kept, indeed, a Fixe^ 
and happy was he whp could lye neareft it ^ 
for we had no other Covering than our' 
Lambers, which we puird off to lay over.ns^ 
Now I began to feel the Weight of my Sla- 
very, being almofl famifli'd ; . for all the Foo(L 
we could get wag a fmall FpwJ now and then^ 
which creeps upon the Ground -, and which- 
\ve catchM in Traps. ' . 

' We liv*d in this melancholy Situation al-^ 
pioft three Months, but at laft. we formed*;*. 
iProjedt for killing one of our Mafter^s Beafts, 
^nd drelTing it in private. A great many 
Schemes were offered, till at length I pro- 
pos'd one, whicfi was uqanimoufly agreed 
to J namely, to kill a Cow by ftabbing her in 
the Side wirh a fharp pointed Stick, an^ 
make the Horn of another Cow, which \>Cr 
iorig'd to the -fame Map, all-over bloody ; 
that he might imagine the Misfortune, came 
by goring. But then a Debate arofe, whoft 
Beaft fhould be kill'd; for e^^ry One wa$ 
unwilling that his Maftex ftiould oe thp Suf- 
ferer. However, I foon determin'c^ th^ 
Point,' by drawing Lotg v^ith four Sticks fhgtct;^ 
ter then pach others and I fp ^contriyUit, 
that I kept the Ipngeft in my Hand, and l)y 
that Meanes fecur'd my Mafter's. ... ,, 

When the Job was done, away run tlic 
5oy to inform his Mailer, that one Helfcf 
Jiad kill'd another 3 he and his Family, came 

imme-^ 
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mmcdkitdy upon the - News, and finding a 
;^ow with a bloody Horn, they all concluded 
t was done by her. Tho' the Mailer was 
adly i^ettled at tlije Difafter, yet he foon cut 
ip the dea4 Bt^ik^ and gave us a good-large 
^iccc of it, befidcs the Legs, and the In- 
rails 5 and then went Home again. ' Thus 
^ar our Scheme fucceedcd to our Wifli, but 
?ur pripcipal Aim was, under Colour pf ha- 
ving Meat given us by our Mafters, to dif- 
3atch another Heifer privately ; and if any 
Perfon happen'd to fee os ( as we were not 
far from Strangers, tho' we were from our 
own Homes; ) and ask how we caine by 
pur Beef, we could fay Our Majiers g/ive it 
us. But Succefs made uf too bold, for one 
Day having kill'd a Beaft that had ftray'd 
from fome other People amongft ours ; -our 
Mafters c^me to fei? their Cattle, which they 
fouod in; the Cow-pens, but finding none of 
us near tlje;iiv they began to fufpedt.us: 
Whereupon they divided themfelves,. and 
made a more narrow Enquiry ; One of them 
heard a Noife in the WOod, like the Felling 
of Trees, where we were yery bufy ; and fol- 
lowing the Sound, they foon fmelt Roaft- 
rocat : In (hort, our Mafters furpriz'd us, 
jnd;came at once amongfl us with their 
Guns cock'd, crying out^- f^mne terach com 
ioar; which, in EngU/Ii is. Mill the So^is oi 
Biicbes.. • , 

The Reader may imagine we were fright- 
ped to the laft Degree, and expedted nothing 
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but immediate Death ; and, indeed, it provM 
almoft fatal to the other three. They ask'd 
us, Wbo/e Beaji it was ? We anfwer'd, A 
Strange One. They told us, however, that 
the Crime was the fame ; for if we had prac- 
tised the Art of killing Cattle privately, they 
were fenfible that theirs fnuft fome Time; 
or other, be our Prey, when no others of- 
fered ; and for that Reafon were refolv'd to 
punifh us with the tittnoft Severity. Here- 
upon each of my Comrades Mafter^ took hS 
Slave, and in an Inftant caArated him.- I^ 
not relifliing that Sort of Puriiflbnlent, feH 
down at my Matter's Feet, and cndeavbur'd 
all I could to convince him that I had been 
peouiiarly careful of his Cattle ; and told 
him moreover, that I would ftand the Chance 
of beiqg kill'd, by fubmitting myfe'f to be 
Ihot at, provided he^ ftood at any -reafonabfc 
Diftance -, or run any oth^r Hazard he fliould 
think fit, rather than be depriy'd of my Man- 
hood. ^ My Propofition was accepted, 'and 
accordingly he took me out of thi?^ Wood, 
and ty'd my Arms behind me round a Tree, 
and plac'd.hinJifelf ^t about f^urfcore Yards j 
then leeming to take good Aim at me, fir'd, 
but riiifs'd me : 'Whether he did it on Pur- 
pbfe I can't fay,- -but I prefunie he did; ima- 
giuing the Terror w^ fufiicient, having Teen 
how feverely the others were punifti'd"; They 
went away, and told us, if ever they found 
usat fuch Pranks again, nothing (hould favc 
us from immediate. Deatji. ^ 

They 
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They were no fooner gone from us, but 
[ began to reflet on the Injuftice of our 
Mailers, who, tho' they had Cattle of their 
own, would frequently oblige us to go with 
them on their thievifh Expeditions ; and yet 
fo fcverely punifli us for one poor Crime, to 
iktisfy our craving Appetites. However, af- 
ter all, I was forc'd to be Dodlor to my poor 
Comrades in Diftrcfs, for the'r Mafters took 
no Circ of them); fo I warm'd fome Water, 
and wa&'d off the Blood, and drefs'd their 
Wounds: I was alfo forc'd, while we re- 
main'd there, to look after all the Cattle, and 
milk them too; for th^y. were not pprfeftly 
rcgovcr'dy when Orders were brought iis to 
return with our Cattle.- As my poor Com- 
rade* could fcarce walk, I made the Meflen- 
ger, who came to us^ aifiil me in driving 
the Cattle htfnieir 

When I came home, I was foon informed 
liat Deaan. Huley^Noro^ King of Antenofa^ 
lad giy'n my IViafter all this Trouble, by 
narching his People into Anterndroea^ and 
Icmanding Satisfaction of Deaan Crindoy for 
he Murder of the white Men. Now, tho' 
his was two Years and an half before ( for 
b long I had been in the Country ) yet I 
[zon heard that Capt. ' Drummond^ Gapt. 
Ste^isard, Mr, Bembo and the reft, who ef- 
cap*d the Night before the Maflacre, were 
with him ; and that there had not been, du- 
ring all that Time, a Ship at Port-Dauphincy 
for them to return in 5 but .that notwithftand- 

ing 
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iiig they liv'd free, and intircly at their own 
Difpof^l. This Deaan T^uley-Noro was King 
Samuel, whom I mention'd before, and 
whofe Dominions were on the other Side of 
the- River Manderra. - - 

As foon as I got home, I was taken from 
the Cattle, and twO. Men were order'd ta 
guard me, and fee that I did not run. a way 
to King Samuel. The next 'Day, "we hearf 
the Antcmfa People were within ten Miles of 
our Town, which put them all into a great 
Hurry, and Confufion.. The Cattle were fcnt 
one Way, and the -Women and Children a- 
notherj ^oox Robing their white -Slave, was 
along with them bijt hjid his Hands, ty'd be- 
hindhim, .1 had r^pt been long there,ibc£brea 
Meflengercame to my.Miftrcfsirigreathiifte,' 
with Ordgr, To fef>4'me-,to my Mafier'in the'. 
Cafjip, for the white Men were to pur chafe nt^\ 
and proposed to give t'WQ Buccanerg Guns as a 
valuable Confideration. My Miftrefe was lotb 
to part with me ;. \ diflembrd as much asi 
could, and (hew'd a ftcming Relui3ance at- 
parting, fince I had been fo long amongft' 
them ; tho' at the fame Time I flrugglcd 
hard to conceal my Joy. I kneerd down, 
and licl^'d her Feet, thanking her for all her 
Favours, and away I went with the Meflcn- 
ger, in great Hopes now, of feeing fome of 
my Country-men again, and getting a Paf- 
fage to England. But fee how Fortune taur 
taliz'd me ! It was twenty Miles, or there- 
abouts to the Camp, where my Matter was \ 

and 
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It might be fomcwhat after Midnight 
ti we arriv'd there : My Mafter fet a 
:di over me the remaining Part of the 
ht, and made me fwear I would never dif- 
r the. Hiding-places of their Wives, and 
le ; whifh I readily comply'd with. 
*HE next Morning King Samuel fent to 
w if 1 y/as come, and defir'd they would 
nit an hundred Men tp be fent down 
1 me between the two Camps ; and he 
Id fend the like Number to meet them 
I the two Buccanere Guns. This being 
jcd to, Deaan Crindo order'd my Mafter 
;o with the Party 3 and King Samuel fee- 
them approach, gave Directions for his 
1 to meet them s among whom were Cap- 
Drummondy and the reft of the White 
t. When we came near one another, 
t. Driif^mond, being glad to fee me, callM 
by my. N^me ; and abk'd me How I did? 
Mafter, thereupon, clapp'd his Hand up- 
my Mouth, and vow'd if I offered to 
ik he would -kill me ; fo that 1 durft not' 
irn afiy Anfwen Capt. Drummond find- 

I made no Reply, imagined, as I fuppofe,. 

I I could not hear 5 whereupon he, and 
white Men came nearer. My Mafter, on 
ir Approach, thought they came to take 

by Force, and cheat them of the two 

as ; upon this, he order'd his Men to 

at them : So that inftead of a Parley, 

an Exchange of me for the two Guns, a 

rraifh enfu'd ,• and both Armies advanc'd 

to 
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to fupport each other's Party. 1 watS JflS* 
mediately fent away under a ftrong Guard t(f 
the Woods, where I parted with thy Miftrefi 
the Night before : So that this plfeafing Pro- 
fpeft of Deliverance was nothing more thart 
a fhort, tranfitory Dream of Liberty, which 
immediately vaniih'd i and rnade me only 
feel the Weight of Slavery much mere fcn- 
fibly than before. Which Way I returned 
ba^ck 1. cannot tell; but fure I am, I wasiii 
fuch a Diforder of Mind as a condemned Cri- 
minal is, when going to Execution : In a 
few Hours, however, I found my felf in my 
former Station ; my Legs in Parra-Pin^i 
( a Faftening almoft like Fetters ) Tor Fcit 
I fhould run away: My old Companions 
flood round about me, and my Miftrefs, and 
the Women were glad to fee me again; bat 
I was in too melancholy a Mood to tetorn 
them any Compliments ; nor could they cx- 
tra<a from me any Thing but Tears, and 
Exclamations at my hard Fortune- I vrWi 
for Death, and was very near being gratify'(J 
in my Defire two Days after. j 

The next Day News came, that Deaofi 
Tuley Noro was returning back to his owo 
Country ; he being ( as they faid ) obliged ta \ 
retire by Deaan Crindo^ tho' the Antcnofd j 
Army was twice their Number. We wcfc 
alfo ordered to return Home, and I was re- 
leas'd from Parf^a-PingOy and fet at Liberty j 
my Guard being alfo difcharg'd. 
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The Day following came Deaan Mevar^. 
'ow^ Deaan Sambo^ and their little Army, 
:ntring the Town with great Pomp andGran- 
Icur, as if they had gained fome extraordi- 
lary Vidlory ; tho* I heard of nothing but a 
ittle Bufh-fightin^, and Ambufcadcs. The 
Deaan, however, fat himfelf down with his 
Brother^ the other Chiefs, and the reft, in the 
ifual Form before his Houfe : My Miftrcfs, 
iccording to Cuftom, crept out to lick her 
Icro's Feet 3 when flie had done, the reft of 
he Women performed the fame Ceremony; 
.nd after fhem the Slaves, among, whom I 
yas One. As I was getting up to. depart, 
ijB order'd me to ft^y 5 I ftood fome Time 
hear him tell his Wife, how like a Coward 
Oeaan Tuiey-Noro bcphav'd himCelf, tho* he 
lad twice tneir Number of Mqn. After he 
lad toid his Tale, he turn'd his Head, and 
vith ah angry Countenance ask*d me, fFbaf 
be white Men faid when they call'd me? Sir, 
aid I, 7hey only ask*d me bow I did? And 
totting eljey faid he. I reply 'd Na Sir. At 
his he rofe up in a Rage, cock'd his Gun, 
ind put the Muzzlc.to my Breaft^ faying. 
If I did not tell bini the Truth he 'would fhoot 
w that Moment. I was not much daunted, 
IS I had little, or no Regard for my Life in 
[Ry then melancholy Humour ; fo with little 
Concern I repeated what I faid. At this he 
puird the Trigger, but Providence being 
pleas'd to prefer ve me for fome other Purpofc, 
the Cock fnapp'd, and mifs'd Fire. Whe- 
ther 
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tW the Prime ivas /vC^ct in the Pan, or by 
tvhat other Miracle it was I efcap'd his FuryV 
I cannot fay -, but that not fucceeding to his 
Wifli, he took his Lafice to ffat) me ; wfecn 
his Brother, and the reft: of his Chief Meii 
ran in between us j, "and told him, tf was 
crliel^ and inhumdri ; and thai he had better 
have kiird md at ftrji^ ihafi fav'dme only to 
terrify me with Death oh ivery flight Occa^ 
jion ; thei;'^ bfing no Rciifon at allforfiichfe'^ 
^ere T'reatmert. With rnucK Perfuafioh he 
returned to his Seat, and tpld thcfri^ There, 
were J fifi Grounds tofufpedi^ the white Men had 
fof'nid a Defgn to commit fome treacherous 
ASiion j fnce they carhe nearer than they oughi 
tb have done. And, indeed, their Fears pro- 
ceeded from a natural Dread they have of 
whit* Men, ten of whom will drive fifty 
black Men befcJre them. Bcfides, Captain 
Dnimmond^ and the reft bein^ compleatly 
arm'd \yith Piftols in their Girdles, was aii 
additional Terror to them. What was the 
true Reafon of King Samuets retiring I 
know not ; but when this Broil was over, 
my Curiofity led me to underftand the whole 
Affair 5 which was thus related to me. 

K/;2g*Samueri Inte?2tton was to kaxe marched 
directly to Fenno-arevo, and fall upon Deaan 
Crindo before he could be provided for him : 
His Way lay over a large Plain^ call'd Am- 
bovo, leadifig to a great Woody thorow which 
they mufi alio pa fs. Deaan Crindo having more 
timely Notice than they expc£ledy laid an Arri-i 

bujcadt 
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hJcaJf in the Woodi King Samuel being lame 

^ the Gout^ was carry' don Mens Shoulders i 

theyfuffer'dhimy and great Part of his Army 

to enter the Wood^ ana then gave the Signal : 

Jf^bereuponDcsLzn Crlndo's Men arofe^ and at-- 

tdcVd tbemfo vigor oujlyj and witbfo mucbjid" 

Vantage^ ( knowing the Wood^ which the others 

did not {) that Ktng Samuel himfelfwas in 

t^anger of being taken ; but was gallantly de^- 

fended by the white Men^ and others of his bra^ 

iy^ People, l^hey were oblig'd^ however^ to 

r^etire into the Plain^ where they encamfd ; 

«j didDezzn Crmdo's People clofe by the Wood^ 

fide^ and even in it ; by that Means fecuring 

themfelves jrom thefuterior Number oj the An- 

tenofa Army^ which, as they were informed, 

confifled of fix thoufandMen. Here they came 

to a Parley : King Samuel fent one of his Chiefs 

to acquaint Deaan Crindo, T^at be had no In^ 

tentton to deprive him either of his Cattle, or 

Ins Slaves*, but that as he had been brought up 

mong white Men, all fuch were his Friends ; 

and be looVd on himfelf obliged in Duty and 

Honour, to demand JomeSatisfa£lion of De^zn 

Crindo, for the white Men he had fo inhu^ 

manly facrific*d to his Refentment ; and ij there 

leere any yet alive, he atfir'dto have them \ in 

Order to fend them to their native Country. 

Deaan Crindo gave good Attention to the 
Me£enger, and then returned an Anfwer to 
this l^eSl: That He wonder' d Deaan Tulcy- 
Hoiofbould concern himfelf with other People's 
Affairs j That as to the white Men who were 
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P^ip'.uTecJi d on his Coaji^ he look'd upon if ^ 
That the Great God had fent them therefor 
his Jjfiflance ; and that^ as he had a potent 
Enemy ^ and was conjcious of the white Mem 
Courage^ as well as /iiperior Skill in JVar^ hi 
P^ould not flight the Help his Gods had fent him. 
Accordingly be treated them with the utmoji 
Civility as Friends^ and maintained them in 
as handfome a Manner as kis Country would 
cjford^ they wanting for nothing he could pro-- 
cure them: And after ally thd" they hadj tnfb 
violent a Manner^ feiz'd him^ and Prince 
Murnanzack, aud made them . Prifoners 5 be 
would condefcend fo far to Tuley-Noro to irZ" 
form him ( tho* under no Obligations to gi've 
him an Account of his ASiions, or frame any 
Excufes ; ) That neither he^ nor Prince Mur- 
nanzack were pre fent ^ or any Ways aiding^ or 
abetting in their Deaths ; but that A6lion was 
done by fome of his Sons^ and Nephews ^ t$ 
revenge the Indignity offered to himfelf and 
Prince Murnanzack. And to convince hint^ 
he did not tell him this as a Pica, thro' a mean^ 
fpirited Fear \ fince his Sons thought fit to do 
i'ty he would jujiify, and dejend them in it ; ani 
thought they did the white Men Juftice. That 
he knows but of one that was living out of four 
Boys, who werefav'd at that Tiine ; whom^ by 
Inquiry, hefnds to be in Deaan Mevarrow'j 
Hands ; as to the other three, one dfdby Sick^ 
nefs ; the fecond was killed by his Mafter for 
hts Objlinacy, and Pervcrfenefs • and the third 
ran away^ orwaslofi-, forlSo-body khtw'what 

was 
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was hecome of htm : And as to him who was 
livings he Jkould not have him, without paying 
fuch a Ranfom as his Mafter required. 

Now, by feveral Circumftances, I am apt 
to imagine, that this Anfwer might feem 
highly reafonable tb King Samuel-^ and That, 
in my Opinion, prevaird more on him to 
return to Antenofa^ than all the Force my 
Mafter boafted of; or than all that Crindo"^ 
Army was capable of performing. 

They told me, however, that King Sa-- 
muely in his Anfwer hereto, excus'd the Vio- 
lence the white Men ofFer'd to Deaan Crindo^ 
by aflerting, T^hat they did it only to feiure 
their Liberty ; T^hat they did noty nor ever in^ 
tended to hurt, or injure him : Ho%vever^ as 
there was no raijing the dead to Lifey if he 
'lomldfendjix hundred Head of Cattle ^ it floould 
ie deem'd afufficient Compenfation : Asjor me^ 
he was ready y and willing to pur chafe me\ and 
dejir'd to know what they demanded for my Re^ 
mption. Deaan Crindo fent Wordy That 
jwith refpeSi to mey they infijied on two Bucca-^ 
neer Guns ; but as to his Demand of fix hun- 
dred Head of Cattle y he was not to have Laws^ 
cr any arbitrary Commands imposed on him by 
anj King whomfoever ; That if they wanted 
Prmfiony he was ready to fufply him \ for it 
Jlmld not be faidy that Deaan Tuley-Noro 
came to fee him, and he would not give him a 
Dinner j and for that Reafon he had ordered 
his People to prefent him with fix Oxeny and 
a Butt, 

H 2 ykx^K^ 
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King Samuel^ as fome would have it, rc- 
fented this as an Affront, and would have at- 
tacked the Anterndroeans immediately upon 
it ; but was difluadcd by Capt. Drummbnd^ 
and the reft, there being no Likelyhood of 
any Engagement but Bufh-fighting j which - 
muft be to the Advantage of the Antern" 
droeans in their own Country, who were in 
Pofleflion of the Wood : So finding that no 
other Terms would be agreeable, they ac- 
cepted of Deaan Crindo's Prefent, which his 
Men wanted, indeed, and went on in their 
Parley about me ; the Succefs whereof you 
have already feen. However, 

I muft not pafs over a Piece of Superfti- 
lion pradis'd here: There are a Sort of Peo- 
ple in this Country, who pretend to a pro- 
found knowledge in the magical Virtue of 
Roots, Trees, Plants, and other Produfts of 
the like Nature ; and of their Power to per- 
form wondrous Things by Charms compos'd. 
of them. One of thefe Conjurers, or tfrnof" 
fees ( as the Natives call them ) prcvail'd on 
Deaan Crindo to take a certain Powder which 
he gave him, and to ftrip off* a Piece of the 
Skin of the Tail of a white Bull, becaufc 
Deaan ^uley-^Noro was a whitifh Man, and 
to clap this Powder upon the Wound ; as alfo 
to mix fome of it with Water, and give it to 
the Bull to drink thereof, before it was given 
to the Antenoja Men. Now this was not done 
in Order to make the Creature unwholefomc, 
and by that Means to procure Deaths, ijr Dif- « 

eafcs 
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etafes among their Enemies in the common 
Way 5 but with a View to work fomc Witch- 
craft, or fuper-natural Operation upon them. 
Now it happened, that in two Months after 
this King Samuel died : At that Time he was 
very infirm, and had been fo long before j 
wmch, with the Fatigue of this Journey^ 
might haften his End. There was not want- 
ing, however, People fuperftitious enough^ 
to think his Death was the EfFeft of this In- 
cantation I tho' 'tis reafonable to fuppofe he 
cat none of the Bull, there being Oxen at the 
fame Time s for thefe Negroes would make 
Oxen no more than we white Men, were 
they not fenfible, that the Flefli of them is, 
in all re£pe6ls, more grateful to the lafte 
than thafof Bulls. 

And fiflte I have had an Opportunity of 
faying thus much of King Samuel^ I fuppofe, 
my Reader will be fo curious as to enquire, 
who this King with a Chriftian Name was ? 
and what Reafon fhould induce him to afliA: 
us, and revenge our Wrongs ? His living near 
the Sea, and the immenfe Treafure, he, and 
his People amafs'd together by trading with 
the Englijh^ may ferve as a fufficient Motive 
for the Friendfhip this King (hew'd to our 
People : And, indeed, they are Friends to 
the Englijh all over the Ifland, except in fame 
few Places far diftant from the Sea. King 
SamuePs Hiftory, however, being very parti- 
cular, I fhall here relate it as I had it at difr 
fcrcnt Times from, the Natives themfelves. 

H 3 Whe- 
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Whether any of the French Authors of 
ages have wrote any Memoirs concei 
him I cannot pofitively affirm ; nor hi 
had the Opportunity of feeing their Hift 
oi Madagafcar^ to compare them with 
own ; I {hall not, therefore, vary frorr 
Account I had of it, whether it be agree 
to what Others have faid, or not, 

This Part of the Country^ to which 
French have^ given the Name of Port I 
phine, is call' d^ in //^^Madagafcar Langt 
Antenofa. There came hither about n 
Tears ago two French Ships^ on what Aa 
1 cannot learn ; however they came to an 
chor clofe under the Land in a very good 1 
hour. The Captain obferving that there • 
Plenty of Cattle^ and all Provifons^ as a 
very good Soil^ determined that one of ; 
Jhould flay here^ and efiablijh a Settlem 
Hereupon they cafi Lots who jhould cont 
,^^' ^^ ^^^ JJland^ and the Perfon on whom 
Lot fell was Captain Mefmerrico. [ I x 
here defire my Reader to obfervc, that 
is the Name, by which the Natives dii 
guifli him ; tho' in all Probability, as the) 
unlearned, they may pronounce it very 
corredly : But befides, as it is fome cc 
derable Time fince, and they have no \ 
tings, or Records ; fo confequently, they 
have no other Hiftory than that of Tr 
lion, fro.n Father to Son, and fo on to 
ceeding Generations, ] This Captain ]\ 
merrico landed with two hundred white il 
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w^// arm'dy and provided with Store of Am- 
munition^ and other Necejfaries for the butlding 
of a Fort^ which they immediately be^an. No 
Jboner had the Natives cbfervd their Intention^ 
but they usd their utmoft Art and Indujiry to 
prevent them : This created a War^ in which 
the French were the ViSlors^ who took at fe- 
'veral Times a great Number of Prijbners : In 
this War^ the King oj Antenofa, and bis Bro- 
tber were kilPd; and amongji many other Chit" 
dren that were made Captives^ the King's Son 
was one. When the French had fupprefs'd the 
Natives y and compleated their Fort^ the Ships 
Jet Sail for France, and carry' d this young 
Prince y and feveral Others of DiJlinSlion with ' 
them. 

In about a Year after this Expedition^ the 
Natives began to be better reconciled to the- 
French ; notwithfianding they were fecretly 
difgufied at the Indignity offered to their young 
Prince^ and could by no means relifh the Go^ 
vernmenty and Direction of Foreigners: Hbw^ 
every the French, by their artful^ and cun- 
ning Deportment and InJinuationSy gaind fo 
much Friendjlnp amongji them^ that they 
marry' dy and liv'd up and down in feveral 
Towns y at fome Dijiance from each otler i 
and not above fivey or fix in a Place. They 
eccafionally affifled the Natives in their Wars 
againjl a King, that refides to the North-wardy 
"whom they defeatedy took a great Number of 
Slaves y and many Cattle. In this manner 
they liv' d for fomc Tears with great Tranquil 
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//fv, negleSUng their Forty and extending tbem^ 

fehes all over the whole Country ^ Antenofa : 

But at laft^ as their Families grew numerous, 

the Natinies grew jealous ; and recolle£iing ho^ 

inhumanly they had treated their Prince^ and 

perceiving them thus fcatter* d^ and dijpers^d^ 

they thought this a favourable Opportunity to 

free themfelves from d Foreign Toke. Here^ 

upon they formed a Conjpiracy to cut off all the 

white Men in one Day ; and the Wcdncfday 

following it was put in Execution, not leaving 

a white Man alive in Antenofa. 

Soon after a French Ship came there as 
vfual: l%e Maurominters^ or Slaves, who re^ 
tain'd a ReJjbeB Jor the French, got a Canoe, 
and went off to them-, and informed them, that 
their Country-men were all maffacred. ^he 
Captain wasjlartled, and deeply concern* d at 
this melancholy News, but could not revengd 
their Caufe j being ^lad to Jleer another Courfe^ 
without making the leajl Attempt to go oh 
Shoar. 

Having now No^body to interrupt them, they 
put their Government into its Original Form, 
and made Choice of One for their King, whQ 
was the nearejl related to the former ^ there 
being no other Son but him whom the French 
took captive. Under this new King^ s DireSiion 
they liv'd peaceably , and quietly for feveral 
Tears, no French Ship ever prejuming to come 
near them ; but now and then an Englifti Ship 
paid them a Vifit j and they traded in a very 
fair^ and honeft manner with the Officers on 
Board. Some 



:Some Tears afterwards a French Ship^ 
omeward'bound from India, happen' d to be in 
reat Diftrejs for Want of Water an4 Provi^ 
lonSy and could not compafs the Cape. Port- 
>iuphin lay very commodious for the Captain^ 
ut he knew that the Natives were their im-- 
dacable Enemies ^ neither was he ignorant of 
he real Occafion s and therefore refohfd to 
nake ufe of the following Stratagem. Under 
r Pretence of being fent Ambaffador from the 
^'rench King^ he went on Shoar in great Pomp^^ 
md with proper Attendants. The Ship lay at 
dncbor as near the Shoar aspofjible^ in Order 
be within Reach of their Guns^ in Cafe any 
4Bs of Hofility Jhould be Jhewn them. T^he ' 
Natives y who came down to theth^ ask'd if they 
vere Englifh, or French : They replfd^ The 
^atter 5 but they were fent by exprefs Orders 
rom Ac French King with fome valuable 
^refents, and were inclined to make a Treaty 
if Peace. The King they had lafi chofen^ 
vbom I mentioned before^ died about a Month 
nfore their Arrival^ and no new One was then 
ne&ed in his Steady but the old ^een ( Mo^ 
^berof the Prince, whom they had fo clandef-- 
Hnely convey* d away fome Tears before ; ) be- 
jsrjf then alive, gave DireSlions that the Am- 
^^ador Jhould be conduSled to her Houfe. His 
men carry* d a great vtany Things of no great 
Value amongfi them \ but fuch, however ^ as 
they knew would be highly agreeable in this 
Country. Thefe were formally pre fent ed in the 

Name of the French King, and the ^een tejli^ 
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fy'i her SatisfaBion in the Reception of them \ 
by entertaining the Captain in the moji elegant 
Manner Jke could devife. This Day pajs*d in 
CompIimentSy mutual Prefents^ and fuch other 
Ceremonies^ as "were conjtjient with their Ideas 
of publick Grandeur ; the next Day Jhe fent 
for the Captain^ and informed him^ that Jhe 
expeSted his Mtn^ as well as himfelf^ Jhouli 
take the Oaths according to the Cujlom of her 
Country. 

The Captain having readily agreed to her 
Propoftion^ the Ceremony was performed after 
the following Manner : The holy Owldy, oj 
which we have already given fome Account^ 
was brought out^ and hung upon a Piece ^ 
Wood laid crofs-wife on two Forks^ all which 
were cut down on this folemn Occafion\ as wets 
alfo a long Pole^' to which a Bullock was f aft" 
ned^ ^Ihis was provided by the ^/een^ and 
when kilNy they took Part of the Tally aitd 
Jome of the Hair of the Nofe and Eye-browS-^ 
and put them on fome live Coals that were iM^ 
dcr the Owley ,; they then took fame of tb^ 
Bloody which they fprinkled upon it, and upof^ 
the Beam whereon it hung ; the Liver alfo wa^ 
rocifedy and a Piece plac'd on it ; two othef 
Pii'ccs were put on two Lances^ which wer'^ 
fuck in the Ground betwixt the Slueen and th^ 
Amkiffador ; the ^cen fwore firjl to tbis^ of 
the like EJia. 

T Swear by the Great God Above, by th^ 
-^ Four Gods of the Four Quarters of th^ 

World, 
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/V'orld, by the Spirits of my Forc-fithcrs, 
nd before this holy Owky ; that neither I, 
icr any of my Off-fpring, nor any of my 
^eople, who affift at this Solemnity, or their 
flue, &all, or will wittingly, or willingly, 
i\\\ any French^man^ unlefs he proves the 
irft Aggreffor : And if We, or any of Us, 
laean any other than the plain, and honeft 
Trutii by This Proteftation, may this Liver, 
vhich 1 now eat, be converted into Poifon, 
nd dcftroy me on the Spot, 

Having repeated this Form of fFbrJs^ JJje 
Tok the Piece of Liver cff the Lance^ and eat 
t ; and wbenjhe bad done^ the Sham-Ambaf- 
ador did the fame.. 

The Captain, or Quondam Am5a//ador, 
^afdon Shear about three , or four Days after 
his folemn ContraSi^ and fent on Board ivhat 
^rOviJion bis People wanted. A fir7n Friend- 
hip being now eftabliflfd between them^ they 
\rave who Jhould outvie the other in the Arts 
f Courtefy, and Complaifance. The Captain 
nvited the ^leen to go on Board, his VepI, 
\nd Jhe very readily went with feveral of the 
Zbief of her People ; who were treated by the 
"Captain with great Magnificence, and to her 
ntire SiitisfaBion, She returned on Shoar in 
he Ship's Boat, ami flood looking about Ler for 
ante Time after Jhe icas landed. The French- 
men, not regarding the Pre f nee of the Black 
^een^ Jlripp'dy andfwamuboitttowalh^ and 
tool themjelves', the ^iccn^ cbf Irving the pyiite-'^ 



nefs of their SkinSy indulged her Curtt^ty in 
looking on tbtm : jit lajiy perceiving one Man^ 
ivhofe Skin ivas much darker than the reji rf 
his Companions^ as he came toward the Shoar, 
and was going to put on his Cloatbs^ (he e/pyd 
a partictdar Mole under his left Breafi s fit 
went to him immediately^ and looking mor$ 
wififully on it^ would not permit him to put 
on his Shirt ; but claimed him as her Som^ 
who had been carried away^ when a Cbild^ 
many Tears bejore ; and had not Patience to 
contain herfelfy but ran to him (crying for Joy 
that fie had found' her Son) threw her Arms 
about kis Neck^ and almoft fiifed him with 
Kijes. lUsfurpriz'd all the People^ as w^ 
Blacks as Whites^ till having recovered herfelf . 
a little^ fie turrid to them^ and told tbem^ 
This was her Son ; andfiew'd them the pri^ 
vate Mark, ^hey who had known the young 
PrincCy drew near^ viewed the Mole^ and ac^ 
quiefc'd with ber^ that it mufl be he^ and no 
ether. The French- men could not tell what 
to make of this odd Difcovery^ nor what might 
be the fatal Confequences that might poffibly 
attend it. 

The Captain^ therefore^ taking the Man 
aftde^ advis'd him to give as artful Aniwers 
as he could to what ^efiions they fioufd ajk 
him for their Safety's fake: Now there werf 
feveral Blacks who (poke French, and by their 
Means the French-men asfoon underftood the 
^een as they did. She defired they would ajk 
^bim^ if he knew the Country he was born in?

Me anjwer^d^ He could remember nothing 
of it, for he was carrry'd from his Native 
Place when a Child. She ajkd hitn^ If he 
knew her? He/aid^ He could not pretend to 
lay abfolutely that he did; but he thought 
(he bore a great Refemblance to fomebody 
he was much us'd to when young. 

7&J confirmed them more and more in their 
Opinim: As to bis being wbite^skin^dy they 
thought that might eafily be from his wearing 
Chathsy during the I'ime he was abfentfrom 
home ; his Hair was as black as theirs, fo that 
it was concluded it mufi be their Prince. 7he 
Old ^een was tranjported with Joy at finding 
her Son, and the Natives were fir chujing him 
their King direSily ; he being the next Heir, 
^ey ajkawhat was his Name. He told them^ 
He never remembered that he was calFd by 
any other Name, than that of Samuel : But 
Jbej^ gave him what, they thought, was his Or/- 
^nalName, compounded with Tuley ; which 
Jenoted HisRct^rn, ^r Arrival: SotheycaWd 
bim l^eaan Tuley-Noro, [ Dcaan, it may 
he obfenfd, is an universal Title of Honour, 
4indfigmfies Lord s ] and he was alfo further 
^aluted immediately with the Title ^Panzac- 
kcr ( that is. King ) e?/ Antenofa. 

Ibe Captain, and other French-men were 
Jurpriz*d to find the Man play his Part fo dex- 
teroujlyi not perceiving atjirfi that he was in 
Earnejl, ana was asjond of being their King^ 
as tbey were of EleSling him -, thd it was in 
fo beatbenijh a Place. He had here twelve 

.. ' "* tbou^ 
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thoufand fighting Men immediately under his 
Command \ and a fine^ Jpacious^ and plentiful 
Country to live in at bis Pleafure. The Sbip*s 
Crew failed away, and left him behind them ; 
but as often as the French bad Occafionfor* 
what this Ifiand afforded, they made it a con^ 
Jlant FraBice to fut into Port- Dauphine, and 
traffick with him. 

About three, or four Years before we were 
caji away^ a French ^hip happening to be 
there ^ fome of the Men got drunk on Shoar; 
and in a parrel with fome of the Natives, 
told them, that King Samuel was not their 
lawful Prince ; but that be was ftill refident 
in France. This might have prov'd of very 
JatalConfequence to him, but he took fuch Care 
to prevent it as no One could jujlly blame bim 
for : He fent for the Man who made this pub'- 
lick Declaration, and ordered him to bejhot^to 
Death i he commatided likewife his Compa^ 
nions to depart forthwith^ and ajjurd them^ 
That if ever they, or any pf their Country^ 
men prefum^d to corns "ditttbin bis Territories 
again, they Jloould Jeel the Weight of birjie^ 
fentment. " And (Jijir Man, 'Vho advis*d^9 
from putting into PoW^auphine, being' in- 
fcrm'd of this laft Adventure, made hkli fay, 
Jle was barbarous to all white People : But 
he had heard the Story imperfedly , and 
from thence arofe the Miflake which proved 
fo fatal to us. 

By this Conferenotpbctwcn D}[aan Crind$ 
and King Samuel^ I. came to the iCfiowledge 

si 
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5f what happen'd to the white Boys, who 
svere my Fellow- Captives; at leaft, fo far 
IS the Natives knew themfelves : As alfo, that 
the Prince, whom we feiz'd, and made Pri- 
foner with Deaan Crindo, their King, vvas 
ftot, properly fpeaking, his Son; but Deaan 
Murnanzacky his Nephew; whofe^ Right 
Deaan Crindo had ufurp'd, as we find in the 
Sequel of this Story : But a Word in their 
Language fignifying Of-fpring^ and compre- 
hending as well Grandfons and Nephews as 
Sons^ was the caufe of our Miftake. But. 

To return to my own Hiflory : The Con- 

tcft between my Mafter and me being pretty 

yvell over, thro' the Interceflion of Deaan 

Satnbo^ and the other Chiefs, he ordcr'd me 

:o go, and work in the Plantations; and 

:old me with a- ftern Countenance, that If I 

'^oed the Carravances and Weeds together ^ as I 

Hd%forey hewouldhoemySt'72esout. I went 

Lway very well fatisfy'd, not caring where I 

'vas fcnt, fo it was but out of his Sight ; for 

xc now became mor^;<IUy Averfion than ever. 

OuftfPl&tatioOi was netfr five Miles from 

rlomipf^ and he fel^m caoic above once in a 

Moruk tovifit us." -^ t^j^my Maintenance, 

>r that^ of the refl ot his Slaves, we muft 

provide iot ouifclves, or ftarve ; for he never 

concerned himfelf about us. However, each 

^an had as much Land as he thought pro- 

ptr to cultivate for his own Ufe ; and one 

t)ay in a Wedc without jControul. When I 

firft.camc therc,^ I 'thought I muft have 

■- ■ \ ftarv'd; 
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ftarv*d ; I was obliged on Moon-light Nights, 
after I had done my Tafk, to go into the 
Woods, and hunt out for wild Yams for my 
Suftcnance, and too often I found no more 
than was fufficicnt for one Meal; which,- 
hov/cver, I was forced to husband to the beft 
Advantage. 

My Fellow-Slaves were, indeed, as cour- 
teous to me as I could well-expe^ ; and as 
they had Plantationsof their own, they gave 
me Carravances, and fuch other Vi(Stuals as 
they had ; cfpecially on dark Nights, and at 
fuch Times as I could not (hift for myfclf, I 
work'd fometimes two Nights in a Week, in 
cleaning, and burning down the Weeds, and 
other Things oflf the Spot of Ground I had 
allotted for my own Plantation; the beft 
Root, however, that I could plant to product .. 
myfelf Food in a fhort Time, was Potetotili^^. 
I liv'd this miferable Plight for near ttiRii|^ 
Months fucceffively, and it was a Year'he!l|llC' 
I was well fettrd, and could fay I had Plenty. 

Honey is one of the moft profitable, as 
well as moft ufeful Things this Country pro- 
duces; and they may have it in Plenty, if 
they will but take proper Care. Them's 
little Trouble in the Management of Bees, 
which are here very numerous; they will 
readily come to their Hives, or Tobokes, as 
the Natives call them ; and I took a particu- 
lar Delight in making them : They are Part 
of the Body of a Tree, calPd Fontuoletcbi 
which is firft cut off about a Yard long, and - 

then 
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theft fplit fight down: After Wc have dug 
out the Middle with our Hatchets ( in which 
Operation we are not over nice ) we bind the 
two. Parts together in their natural Pofition, 
fo that the Hive is a hollow Cylinder; we 
leavfc a Hole at the Bottom^ for the Bees to, 
enter: And this is^ all the Care that need be 
taken. 

I Had a larga Stock of thefc Hives ; but 

my Neighbours too often plunder'd them : 

Once however I catch'd a young Fellow; 

and ^bout three,. or four Days after, I went 

to his Father, to demand Satisfadtion for the 

Honey he ftole^ and the Deftrudtion of my 

Hives. The old Man made very few Words 

with me, but gave me two IJatchets, a Hoe, 

and ten Strings of Beads. I was very well 

iatisfy'd with this Compenfatjon, and look'd 

tl{V)^;tpyfelf as no inconfiderable Perfon. But 

j^irft a%r, I found out a fure Method to 

I^H^^XVe my Honey ; the Relation whereof 

^m jgivc the. Reader an adequate Idea of al- . 

moft the only Superftition, to which thefc 

People are addided. 

I Have made mention before of the Umof- 

^eesy who pretend to be Magicians , Sorcerers y 

^nd Fortune-tellers. One of tbefe was on his 

Travels from Antenofa into our Country, 

^nd took up his Lodgings at niy Maftcr's 

Town 5 my Mafler had been that Day in 

the. Wood? to vifit his Bec:hives, and per- 

Cttv'd feveral of them robb'di of their Store : 

He return'd before Night in a very great 

1 Paf- 
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JPafiion, and threatened to fhoot the Perfon 
that was found ftealing his Honey ; let him 
be who he would. This TJmoJfee coming to 
pay his Refpe<fts to him juft at that Time, 
and hearing his Complaint, told him, he 
could give him a Secret, or Charm, that 
would efFedtually prevent his Honey from 
being ftolen j but he was afraid to communi- 
cate it, becaufe it would infallibly kill the 
Perfon, who fhould but tafte of it. Deaan 
Mevarrow reply 'd, be did not care if thef 
were all kind. Hereupon, it was agreed, 
that the Umojfee fhould have two Cows, and 
two Calves^ in Cafe his Projeft prov'd effec- 
tual, and fhould flay to fee the defir'd Suecefe. 
Accordingly the next Morning he w^nt 
into the Woods, and finglcd out a Tree, 
which the Natives call Roe^bouche ; we have 
none like it in England^ nor is it very mate** 
rial; for any Tree would have done bis 
Bufinefs, I prefume, as well. He went tfki 
the Eajlward of this Tree, and dug up- a*^ 
Piece of its Root, and then turn'd to the 
Weftward, and dug up another Piece i after 
this, he took the Eajiern Root, and ordered 
Deaan Mevarrow to rub it on a Stone with 
a little Water, and fprinkle the Water among 
the Bees, and the Honey-combs in the Hives; 
and If any one ( faid he )JhallJlealthe Honeys 
and eat the leaji Morfel of it^ in a garter of 
n Day (for they reckon not by Hours as we do^y 
they willjwelly and break out in Spots, Hie a 
Leopard from Head to Foot j and in thrn 

Dayt 



Days they will dye. Deaan Mevarrow vr^B 
highly pleas'd at this Difcovery, and faid, 
Howjhall I doy 'when I want to make ufe of 
my Honey for my f elf and Family. The JJmof 
fee rcply'd, ^he Remedy is here in my Hand^ 
which is no other than a Root of the fame T'ree^ 
but dug to the Weft ward ; and when you take 
your Honey ^ rub a little of this upon anptber 
Stone with Water ^ and fprinkle the Hives: 
7%is being done^ yoiir Eaftern Root will have 
no Power. jSut if any One hds ftole your 
Honey y and feels the bad EffeSis ofit^ and you 
Are inclined to be merciful^ andjave his Life^ 
give him a fmall Si^antiiy of this Wcftcrri 
Root ; which he calPd Vauhavaluray, or Root 
of Life 5 and it will take down all the Swelling % 
the Spots will all vdnifh^ and the Perfon be re* 
^ofd td bis former State of Health. 

Air this was mighty well, but the prin* 
<iipal Point was to try the Virtues of it; znd 
ice if it would anfwer all thefe line Purpofes 
^( the Umfffee, which Deaan Mevarrow was 
ibmcwhat doubtful of, tbo' very eager to 
Jtnowj aiid therefore, having fpriakled his 
JHives with tte Eajiern Root according to 
X)ireiaions, he proposed it to fcveral to make 
^e Experiment, and he would give theni 
^ui Ox a^ a Reward ; but No-body would 
Venture : Whereupon he order 'd it to be pub- 
tifti'd about the Country, and by this Means 
I came to hear of it. Now I nad obferv'd 
ticlorc tlie Simplicity of the People on thefe 
Occafions; and plainly perceivU, that tlicfe 
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artful Umojfees took the Advantage of their 
Ignorance, to cheat, and iiiipofe upon them : 
I was very fenfible, there was nothing more 
in all this ; and that it had already met with 
the EfFeft dcfir'd, by flriking Terror into the 
People ; and having a confiderable Quantity 
of Honey myfelf, I imagin'd, if I gave out, 
that I had the Secret, it would alfo prefervc 
mine. I fent Word, therefore, to my Matter, 
that I would oblige him, if he would com- 
municate the Secret to me, in Cafe I furviv'd 
the Experiment. He not only fcnt for rac 
immediately, and agreed to my Propofal; 
but made me a Promife of a confiderable 
Reward befides. 

I went accordingly with my Mafler, and 
feveral others to the Hive, which was fprin* 
kled, as they call, it, with the Poifbn ; and 
fwallow'd the Honey down by Handfuls be- 
fore them, afking them at the fame Time, 
If they would eatfome with me ? They would 
not touch it, they fald, for ten thoufana Cattle \ 
making feveral Grimaces in the mean Time, 
and cxpedting every Moment fome difmal 
Calamity would befall me for my Prefump- 
tion^ WhenlhadfiU'dmy Belly, my Maf- 
ter would have me Home with him, in Order 
to have the Cure at Hand, but 1 chofc rather 
to flay with my Comrades \ by which Means 
I had Time to contrive fome Way to deceive 
them. As Fortune ' would have it, being in-- 
the Fields, I faw at fome Diflance, a Calfi 
fucking a Cow s and No-,body being in Sightr, 



1 ty'd up the Calf with my Lambcr, and 

milk'd the Cow into my Mouth as long as 

ever I could : This, and the Honey together, 

had the defir'd Effefl: ; for it began to fwell 

me immediately, and rumbled in my Belly 

fo loud, that it might be heard. Away went 

I to my Comrades, who perceiving^my Belly 

fwell'd, and hearing the unufual Noifc, ad- 

vis'd mc to fun Home ; and cry'd out, 1 was 

ftnfon'd. I pretended to ftep' behind a Hedge 

on feme private Occafion, but it was only to 

whip myfelf with fome Nettles ; the Pimples 

aod Rednefs rais'd from this Stratagem, ter- 

rify'd them ftill more, and more ; for there 

appeared on me all the Synriptoms of Poifon, 

Which the Umo[fee had before defcrib'd j and 

to crown the Deceit, you may be fbrje, I did 

npt fail to complain, and cry out moll hear- 

^ily 5 thereupon fome ran before pie, and 

Others hclp'd me Home. 

My Mafter, before I came, had prepar'd 
tlie Water with the Fauhovalumy^ or Roo^ 
Of Life; the People, terrify 'd at the Danger 
X was ip, flock'd round the Houfej fome' 
Jl^itied mc, snd flood aftonifhed at the pro- 
iFound Learning of the UmojJee\ who did not 
liimfelf perceive the Cheat. Well, I drank 
' the Medicine, and after repofing myfelf for 
TThree, or four Hours, all the Tokens of Dan- 
ger difappear'd, and I was well: The Vau- 
^valu/py v^as look'd upon as a fpvercign 
IVlcdicine, ^nd the Umoffee as a very great, and 
^Wife Man: who did not a little value him- 
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felf upon the Succcfsof his Secret; repenting 
that he had parted with it at fo cheap a Rgtc s 
faying, He would have twenty Cows for it of 
the next that 'wanted it. Deaan Mevarrcw^ 
as a Gratification, bid him chufe any twp 
Cows, and two Calves out of all his Cs^ttlc 
in the Cow-pen, which he did accordingly, 
and departed. My Mafter, on my Promifp 
of Secrecy, difcoycr'd both the Ropt5 to me; 
and ihew'd me not only how tp find then^^ 
but how to ufe them to the bcfl: Advantage i 
for the Pain, he imagined, I had fuffer'4s 
*nd the Hazard I underwent, he prefc8te4 
irte with a Cow, and a Calf; I then thought 
I had fpent my Tipie to a very gopd Purppfc# 

When 1 returned tp my Plantation, my 
Neighbours, and Fellow-Slaves having oh?- 
ferv'd the fudden, and terrible EfFedspf thi? 
Poifon, bcgg*d of me to put a Mark upon 
all my Hives ; that when they went o^t f, 
Honey-:Stealing, they might not be kill'd, by 
eating any of niine. This was the very iTHing 
1 aim'd at, and accordingly I put a white 
• Stick before every Hive ; and never loft my 
Honey afterwards. No-body would go qear 
fny Hives, for Fear my Bees fhfluld fljing 
them, and the Wounds (hould prove of more 
dangerous Confequence than thofe of others. , 

Having npw a Cow, and a Calf, I had 
Milk of my own, and was as rich as pay 
Fellow-Slaves J befides the Advantage I made 
of my Honey, by felling forty, pr fifty G*lr 
Ions a Year lot^ Hatchets^ Beads ^ &c. to thofp 

who 
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who make TMke with it; more cfpecially 
ugainft their Circufncijhn^ and other folcmn 
Feftivals^ 

I liv'd in this manner about three Years, 
which, with the two Years, and an half, I 
}aad fpent before^ made up almoft an Appren- 
ticeihip in this Country : One Day my Maf- 
tcr came to furvey our Work, and taking 
peculiar Notice of the Method I obferv'd, he 
told me I mufl go Home with him, and 
Jfieep his Cattle, which were near the Town. 
This Employment was not near fo laborious 
as digging, and cultivating his Plantation; 
however, I was pretty well improved; but 
fts he provided for me now> and my Honey 
w*8 lafe, I was not much concerned at my 
Removal : So away I went, driving my own 
Cattle, which were confiderably encreas'd, 
having two Heifers, befides my Cow and 
Calf« My Houfhold-Furniture too was not 
ib camberfome, but I was able to carry it 
all away at once ; yet I was as rich, and had 
as much as other People in my mean Station ; 
sipd much more than many of them. 

In lefs than two Days I built me an Houfe, 
and a Cow- pen for my Cattle* Now was I 
in my former Situation, and looking after 
my Mafter's Cattle ; the hardeft of my La^ 
bour was ( as I obfcrv'd before ) the bring- 
ing Home every other Night, either a Tub, 
cr a Callabafh four, or five Miles full of 
Water; but confidering I was a Slave, I 
liv'd in as much Eafe^s I could reafonably 
expeia* 1 4 V ^ 
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I had not continued long in this laft Sta-^ 
lion, before a general Calamity reduced us 
to the moft deplorable Circumftances : The 
Epidemical Evil of this Ifland is, Their Fre^ 
quent AnimoJitieSj and Open parrels with 
one another 'y which is the principal" Reafon, 
why fuch Numbers of them are fold to the 
Europeans for Slaves. This is a dangerous, 
and deftrudive Misfortune to a People; 
otherwifc good-natured, and well-difpos'd j 
who have wholefomc Laws for the Dctcp- 
minatibn of all Difputes, and the Punifhmeht 
of al) Crimes ; of which I fhall give an Ac- 
count in a more proper Place : But what I 
have to obferve here is. That the fovereign 
Prince of any Country * has feldom Force 
fufficient to oblige the Icfler Chiefs in his 
Dominions to anfwer, in a judicial Way, 
to the Wrongs they do each Other yox the 
Miftakes, and Errors, which they cafually 
commit 5 but they fight it out, making Slaves 
of, impoverifhing, and deftroying one an- 
other, after the Manner I am now going to 
relate, in which I myfclf was a fevere Suf- 
httv. 

All Things appeared in a State of Peace 
and Tranquility : No Foreign Enemy for a 
long Time molefted us. But what I took 
particular Notice of when firft a Slave, was 
my Mafter*s, and others clandeftinely driving 
away their Neighbour's Cattle, and their 
Neighbours equally guilty of the fame Prac- 
tice: So that it was a very difficult Point to 

■^ ' deter- 
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dcltrminc, who was the Aggreflbr in the 

prcfcnt Quarrel. Bat one l3ay, as I, and 

fomc others went about five, or fix Miles to 

water our Cattle, having two Men arrn'd 

with Guns to guard us according to Cuftom ; it 

happcn'd in our Return Home, that notwirh- 

ftanding the greater Number of them went 

on flowljr, grazing ^s they pafs'd along, fome 

of the Milch-Cows wanting to be fuck'd by 

their Calves, ran homewards before the reft. 

The Man, knowing me to be very idive, 

and nimble, defir'd me to run forwards, and 

ftop them, in Order to keep them in a Body ; 

but they being got at a great Diftance, it was 

fomc Time before I could turn them. When 

I whcel'd about, I was furpriz'd to fee one 

of our Men (hooting amongft a Body of Men, 

who were driving the Cattle another Way ; 

and runnmg from them towards me 5 they - 

foon cfpy'd us, and our Cattle, and ran after 

us. Hereupon I quitted my Port, and fled 

as fall as I could Home to my Mafter, and 

was the firft Meflenger to relate our Difafter. 

IpuflPd, and blow'd, being frightened, and 

out of Breath, and in imperfeit Exclamations 

I told him, that an Army had feiz'd our 

Cattle; and that one of our Men, named 

Roynfowray had fir'd, and kill'd Some-body ; 

but I could not inform him who the Enemy 

were, nor on what Account they thus atack'd 

us. While Ttiy Mafter, and fome others were 

difcourfing with me, in came two, or three 

mbrc I who ipforra*d thejn, that Deaan Cba- 
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hary^ and his Brother Deaan Friikey^ two 
of Deaan Crindds 8ons, were the Parties coib. 
ccrn'd : Our Matter, it feems, had been found 
guilty of ftcaling three of Deaan Frukefs 
Cattle ; and this they did by Way of Reta^ 
]iation. All was in an Uproar, and Confufioh 
at once : Each Man tQok up his Arms in iei 
Hurry : Deaa^ Mevarrow ordered them to 
follow him, which they were as much in- 
clin'd to do, as he was to lead them ; for the 
Lofs was general, All the Milch Cows, and 
Home-kept Cattle were gone, and now away 
went all the Men in Purfuit of them 5 except 
fuch as were old, and infirm. Amongft 
others, I was demolifti'd, having loft my 
Cow, and my two Heifers ; my Calf indeed, 
was left at Home, lowing for its Dam, as 
did every Body's elfe; bet>*een which Voci- 
ferations, and the Outcries of the Womea 
and Children, there was a mofl coQfttfed» 
and hideous Uproar. 

Deaan Frukey^ who then was ( or at Icaft, 
pretended to be ) the injured Perfon, liv'd 
within two, or three Miles of our Watering- 
place ; but they drove our Cattle nK)re to t& 
Nortbwardyto Deaan Chabarfs Town; whicH 
was better fortify'd, and much more capable 
of fuftaining the Affault; which, they juftljf 
imagin'd, we fhould make againft it, Tho' 
our People were highly provok'd, and very 
expeditious, yet they followed them with all 
the Circumfpedtion immaginable; having. 
Spies who ran foftly before, by whom thcf 

found 
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found their Enemies were entcr'd the Towft 
-with their Booty. Our People, not being 
provided with Strength fufficient, and having 
jno Time to call in their Neighbours to cheir 
AffiiUnce, did not attempt to ailault Deazn 
Cbahdrfs Town; but turn'd off without 
i^eing . fufpefted, and went about five Miles 
furthjpr; where they kept their breeding Cat- 
tle. As it was now late in the Night, they 
toojk them all without any Oppolition, the 
few Keepers they had being at a Diftance, 
and fail afleep; fo that they drove away the 
IPleafts without any Noife, and made their 
Way homewards as faft as pofEble. We 
lopk'4 put all the Morning, expeding every 
Minute they would return; and at length 
we cfpy*d them with a vaft Drove of Cattle, 
containing as many at lead, if not more than 
oar own ; being above five hundred. All of 
i» jmagin'd, they had recovered their own ; 
and for my own part, I was thinking, how I 
&oul4 kifs my Cow for Joy of feeing her a- 
gun; but top fqon we perceived they were 
StraqgerSj and as I was not with them, I had 
)"|| 110 S^re of tl^e Booty. 

MvMafler, and feveral Others, after they 
M divided them, kill'd fome of the Oxen ; 
ajbvial Feaft was niade immediately, and our 
twplc fent me part of the Banquet. The 
Day following my Maftcr difpatch'd me to 
look after the Cattle as before; whilft he 
aLv\j4 ^^' to repair fome Breaches in his Town- 
^'J^. t»7 putting in feveral Jfoles, which 
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were cut down for that Purpofc, and made 
Preparations for a War. He had not Pa- 
tience, however, to flay at Home, and fee 
whether his Enemies would come to create^ 
him any new Difturbance ; tho' Ije might bc= 
very well fatisfy'd with the Reprizals hc= 
had made on them, fincc he had taken away- 
more than he had loft : However, in two^ 
or three Days Time after, he was rcfolutel^ 
bent to furprize his Enemies Town by Nighty 
tho-. he left his own unguarded ; ^nd mcH 
with fuch Succefs, as fo precipitate a CondudM 
juftly deferv'd : For the very next Mbrning 
after their Expedition, as I, and Other? \vcrie 
watering our Cattle, and looking carefully 
after them, left they fhould run to their ow«r 
Home, which was confiderably nearer to tlkC 
Watering-place than our Town ; about twen- 
ty Men rufli'd out of a Thicket of Buflics, 
and leap'd upon us like fo many Tigers on 
their Prey. However, I, and three, qr four 
more Boys had Time to ftart out of their 
Clutches, and fly for it ; but they foon over- 
took the reft, carrying them back, and all 
the Cattle, and the other Slaves that were 
with them ; while fome followed me, hol- 
lowing out, and menacing to kill me if I did 
notftop, and furrender my felf their Captive: 
Thereupon I turn'd about, and perceiving I 
had gain'd Ground of them, I ran dircftly 
forwards for a Mile and half at leaft, before 
I came to any proper Shelter. At lengthi Ij 
came to ^ Wood^ with which I was wdl] 
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aintcd, where I foon loft them : They 
rn'd back to their Companions, and went 
with their Prifoners and Cattle* Per- 
ing them gone I haften'd home ; when 
itcr'd the Town, the Women immedi- 
j flock*d round about me ; for they faw 
tiy Countenance, and the Confufion I was 
that fomc Misfortune had attended our 
y. I foon acquainted them with the Lofs 
bad fuftain'd, and they as foon refledted 
heir Hufbands ill Condud: ; who, to gra- 

the Didates of a blind Paffion, and to 
igc themfelves on their Enemies, would 
e all that was valuable to themfelves un- 
rded to become their Prey ; for they 
ht be very well aflur'd, that they had 
IS out to give Notice of every Opportu- 
, .which might tend to their Advantage, 
')€aan Mevarrow returned about Evening, 
in, for his Welcome-home, the News of 
Morning's Expedition was related to him.; 
fo underftood the Projedt they went upon 
prov'd fruitlcfs, and ineffedhial ; for tho* 
r arrived at their Enemies Town an Hour 
)re Day-light, yet fo cautious, and vigi- 

were they, in fending out their Spies all 
ys both Night and Day, that they difco* 
d our People, and alarm'd the Towns- 
is ; who came out, and met them. And 
that was done, as I could hear, was only 
'ongue- battle, and Vollies of opprobrious 
tguage. Deaan Mevarrow, indeed, fir'd 
bcm at a Diftance, which they returned y 

but 



hut ho Execution was done on eith^ 8i<fe* 
A Kinfman coming foon after Day-light to 
Deaan Fr^i^'s Affiftance, Deaan Mevurr^w 
thought it moft advifable to withdraw 5 bat 
not without telling them. If his Kinjinani 
and his People had not come in io his Affiftaticii 
he wou!d ha*ve had all his Cattle again in d 
few Hours. To this they reply'd, I'hat tbey 
would not only keep the Cattle they had Sfhrs^ 
but that their own^ which had been lately cAr^ 
rfd away by Surprize^ were by this Time tH 
their own Hands again^ as he would find at bis 
Return : And what they aflertcd ihdeiid, 
prov'd too true : At this he was heartily iifit- 
tled. We had kill'd, however, a confidet*^ 
ble Number of them firft, and Aock'd ouf-^ 
felves with Provifions. He vow'd to I* re- 
veng'd on his Uncles, and accordingly made 
Preparations for another Entefprize^ which 
was entered upon ib three Days after. Hrf 
afk'd me, If I was willing to make drte dftbi 
Party ? I very readily embraced his Oflfer, 
for there was Safety no where now j and be- 
ing at Home was as dangerous as being with 
them : So he furniflfd mie with a Gun, Caf- 
touch- box, and Powder-horn, Gfr. arid thuJ 
accouter'd I commenced Soldier. 

We fallied out of our Town as foon as it 
was dark ; for we had a great Way to go : 
Deaan Frukey^ with all his People, having 
abandoned his Own Town, not thinking it 
fufficiently fortify'd, and mov*d to bis Ktn ^ 
ther's, which was many Miles further (0 thiS ' 

Nortb-^ 
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Northward ; we marched very bri/kly, but 
as (ilently as poilible ; never fpeaking to each 
othtr, but in Whifpers. As my Skin ap- 
peared white, they imagined it muft be dif- 
cem'd at a Diftance in the dark, and expofe 
us by that Means to our Enemies Spies ; they, 
therefore, made me befmear myfelf all over 
mth Mud. 

We came near the Town about two Hours 
■ before Day-light, and fent two Men, who 
' were perfcdtly acquainted with every Part of 
it, in Order to fearch for Breaches > or at leaft, 
feme weak Places in the Fortifications : They 
fttccceded as they could wifli, and returned, 
having difcover'd not only two Breaches, but 
the private Way too, which is always pre- 
pared for the Women and Children,, to make 
their Efcape into the Woods by, in Cafe of 
a Surprize. Near this Place we laid an Am- 
bofcaoeof thirty Men, who were order'd not 
to fire, or make the leail Noife, and to feize 
the Women only in their Flight. Our Army 
was divided into three Parts : Deaan Mevar^ 
rowy with his People, attacked the moft dif- 
ficult Breach of the two ; a Chief Man of 
his the other ; and Deaan Sambo the Gate, 
in whofe Party I was ; for my Matter would 
not take me with him, thinking I could not 
well bear to tread upon the Thorns in the 
Fortification. 

There were three Gates, one within ano- 
tiier : The Signal for our Attack was the fi- 
ring; the firft Gun 5 which was not to be till 

Deaan 



DedaTp Mevdrrow, and the other Chief ha 
fecur'd the Out-fide of the Breaches ^ and 
was a Quarter of an Hour before we had ai 
cortiplifh'd it : The Townfmen were b 
that Time all in Arms, and. alrnqft as wc 
prepared as we ; Cor th^y fecur'd the ii 
ner Gate, at the fame Time w? enter'd tl: 
outer one; and came furioufly towards i 
with Warmth and Refolution : Howcvc: 
we drove them back. They maintained tl 
other, indeed, a long Time > till Deaan Mi 
narrow had, with much Difficuky, gain*d 
Paflage thorow the Breach; one of his prlr 
cipal Men was fhot in the Belly juft bcfoi 
him, which fo provok'd him that he leap' 
down, and the feft folio w'd» 

About the fame Time we pufli*d vigc 
foufly towards, and enter'd the Town. Ini 
.mediately we heard the Outcry of the Wo 
men, who were furpriz'd by our Ambufcadc 
and almoft all of theni tak^n. The Men gc 
off by a Breach, which they made themfelvc 
into the Woods, and left us the Tdwn t 
phinaer, and reduce to Afhes ; which W2 
done accordingly, I got for my Share 
fmall Quantity of Cotton, and a few woodc 
Platters, and fome Spoons. We found her 
feveral of our Cattle, and among the reft 
efpy'd my Cow, and did not queilion thci 
but I (hould fooa have her again : But ft 
the fatal Effeds of an ill-grounded Security 
We had now a great Booty of Slaves ao 
Cattle ; the latter we drove out of the ToW 

U 
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before us, without any Guard before ihciii, 
thinking we had gain'd an intire Vidory, 
and difpers'd all our Enemies 5 when in Faft, 
the Number of them was greatly encreas'd, 
They kept in a Body in the Woods, obferv'd 
our Motions^ and only waited for a favour- 
able Opportunity to {hew their Refentments 
They foon perceiv'd, that the Cattle were 
left defencelefs, and that they had little more 
to do, than to drive them into the Woods 5 
where we loft them all almoft as foon as we 
had got them. For on our March, in Order 
to recover them, the Enemy appeared in a 
formidable Body, firing at us, and even giving 
us Battle. In this Adtion, One of our Men 
was-kiird. Several of our People were mif- 
fing before, even whilft wc were in the 
Town; and upon a ftridl Enquiry, we found 
three wounded, and four of our principal, 
and brayeft Men cut off, Deaan Mevarrow^ 
^nd all the reft feem'd very much concern'd 
at this unexpedled Misfortune ; and were not 
near fo adtivc, or fanguine as they were be- 
fore ; fo that now they thought of nothing, 
but making a Retreat with the Slaves they 
I had taken, and getting out of the Reach of 
the Enemy as foon as poflible. Accordingly, 
I they left the plain, open Road by which we 
I came, and went thorow the Woods; a moft 
\ uncomfortalDle Way for ten Miles, or more, 
\ over-run with Thorns and Briers, and in 
perpetual Fear of Ambufcades. We ftopp'd, 
Wevcr, to make a Bier, to carry away our 

K Men,.

Men, who were wounded ; and then march*d 
on with the utmoft Circumfpeftion, thinking 
every Bird that ftirr*d an Enemy in Ambuih. 
Notwithftanding we got thorow this long 
Wood very fafc, we ftill went by unbeaten 
Ways ; fo that it was almoft dark before wc 
got Home. It is a conftant Cuftom, be the 
Succefs of their Engagements good or bad, 
for the Chief to fet down with his People be- 
fore his own Door ; the Women foon nock'd 
round him to hear the News ; and tho' wc 
brought with us a confiderable Number of 
Slaves, yet there was no Room for Rejoicifig ; 
for the Wives, Relations, and Friends of 
thofe who were kill'd, made a moil: hideous^s i 
Outcry. However, a few Calves were kiird, ^ , 
and we rcfrefli'd ourfelves as well as wc could,..: ^i 
after our long Fatigue; every Man retir*^ 
to his own Appartment, and being v/tzty^ 
laid down to Reft ; but before Day-light 
were alarm'd by the Firing of a Gun. 
Enemy, by our Condufl: the Day bcforC|^-^j 
perceived we were difpirited, and determin'dK=i 

to give us no Time to recruit; fo they pur ^- 

fu*d us, and attacked our Town, as wc ha^::^ 
before done theirs; but I can't fay, thcii 
Judgment, or Conduft was equal to ours: Foi 
the iirft Thing we did upon the Alarm, 
to have a Party ready to fecure the Wivcs=^ j 
Children, and other valuable Slaves ; in whicfcra 
we fucceeded to our Wifh, and conveyed thenrra 
fafe out of the Town to their proper Recefle^ 5 
Tho* we defended ourfelves as long as w^^^ 
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could, yet wc did not fhc w fo much Courage, 
and Refolution, as we (hould have done at 
another Time ; however, we retreated with 
but a trivial Lofs, and left them the Town 
to plunder. There was nothing of Value for 

- them, fincc the Women had carry'd off what 

their Hade would admit of; and as for Cattle, 

there, was none but a few Calves, whofe Dams 

they had feiz'd at firft ; and fuch was their 

Precipitation, that they could not drive even 

- them away -, fo they kill'd them, and carry'd 
as much of their Carcafes away for Provifion^ 
as they conveniently could. They never once 
ofier'd to go in Search for the Women, but 
caird to us, and vowM, ff^e Jhould have no 
^efi^ till they recovered their Wives and ChtU 
^ren. Wc told them on the other Hand, 
That we leouldhave our Cattle again, andfiot 
Tejiore them their fFives neither. They feem*d 
jlcas'd with thus (hewing their Refentment ; 

in was no fmall Satisfadion to our People, 
•tho' defeated this Time, to find that not- 
>^ith(tanding all the Difadvantages they then 
lay under, they were ftill able to cope with 
them. 

But Deaan Crindo, our King, by this 
TTime, was apprized of all that had happened, 
^ho immediately undertook to reconcile all 
Differences between us ; and accordingly 
fcnt Mefiengers to both Parties, to know 
the Grounds of our Quarrel, and the De- 
nands on both Sides. Deaan Mevarrow 
fcnt Word he was ready to oblige the King, 

K 2 and 
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and would live in Peace with his Uncles, in 
Cafe they would fend him all his Cattle a* 
gain ; and as Deaan Frukey^ and Ckakary 
wanted their Wives again, they faid, ^biy 
were ready ^ and willing to return what Cattle 
were left alive of ours \ but having kilfd a 
third Part^ they would never be accountable 
on that Score : So that the King could not 
pcrfuade Deaan Frukey to make up the Num- 
ber of our Cattle ; nor on the other Hand^ 
could he prevail on us to fend them thciir 
Wives unlefs they made Reftitution. Ouac 
Matter boldly fent the King Word, Th«^ 
All the Force he had, united with that ofh^ 
Sons, (hould not oblige him to rejlore the^^ J 
Wives and Children on any other Terms. 

Deaan Crindo refented this infolcnt Ar-ra* 
fwer, and was determined, at all Adventure ^j 
to reduce them to a Compliance ; and in 0^- 
dcr thereto, mufter'd up an Army of a thoi-3- 
fand Men, and was refolutely bent to coir»e 
to Deaan Mevarrow firft. Now Dea^^^^ 
Crindo could not, on thefe Occafions, ral/^i 
any confiderable Army;, becaufe there was ^ 
Difpute always fubfifting between him ar^^ 
' his Nephew Murnanzack, whofe Father ^^ 
Deaan Crindo'^ elder Brother; who dyirJ^ 
when his Son was an Infant, and his Coui*' 
try invaded, this Uncle took upon him it^ 
Charge of the Government ; and when pc>*'' 
fefs'd of it would never refign it. Dea^^ 
Murnanzack was not only an intrepid Wa-*'" 
rior, but a Prince as well accompli(h*d ^ 
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ever appeared In this illiterate Country. He 

was jiift, honourable, generous, and of a 

courteous Difpofition ; he had three Bro- 

thtrs, who were Lords, Judges, and Chiefs 

:0f Towns, who together could raife an Ar- 

''my not much inferior to their Uncle's j bc- 

fidcs he was univerfally bclov'd. Now in 

Cafe of a foreign War, all were ready to oppofc 

the common Enemy, as we have f;:en them 

withftand the Kings of Merfaughia and Jfi- 

tmfa^ Sut they were ever jealous, and watch- 

f8lof each other : For which Realon Deaan 

Crindo could bring no greater an Army a- 

gainft us, than was confiftent with the Safety 

of his own Town, and thofe belonging to 

his Sons. 

Deaa72 Mevarrow had Notice of this De- 
fign againft him, by a particular Friend of 
his in Fenno-arevo^ who ran from thence to 
our Town by Night, and returned before 
Day-light undifcover'd. My Mafter had a 
^Coufin, with whom he had contraded an 
intimate Friendfhip, and whofe Father was 
^ powerful a Lord as any in Dcaaji Crindo^s 
Dominions ; to this Uncle, whofe Name 
was Mephontcy^ he fled with his People for 
Protection. We foon pack'd up our ( little ) 
ALL, which we had left. My whole Stock 
OfProvifion, and Houfhold-Furniture con- 
fiftcd of no more than about a Gallon of 
Carravances, a Mat to lye upon, a Hatchet, 
tad a little Spade to dig up wild Yams. We 
^ranted no Hoes now ; for that Work wa i 
. K 3 
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put an End to in this Country. All our Plan* 
tations, and moft of the Produce, which was 
laid up in little Store-houfcs, were now left 
to the Enemies Difpofal. In half a Day wc 
arriv'd at Deaan Mepbontey's Town, who 
treated my Mafler with all due Refpcd, atid 
aflur^d him, that he would defend both him, 
and his People to the utmoft of his Power. 
► The Chiefs had Houfes given them, but wc 
common People were oblig'd to build Huts 
for ourfelvcs in any Part of the Town, whegB 
we could find Room : As for my own part, 
I ereftcd but a fmall One, not knowing now 
foon it might be burnt. 

Deaan CrindOy in three Days Time, ^n* 
camp'd before the Town : He fcnt to Deaan 
Mephontey^ dcfiringhim. To deliver up t^esL^m 
Mevarrow, and all his People ; and bid bim., 
detain tbem at his Peril. To this Deaan Me- - 
phontey fent a refolute Anfwer, That he would^ 
proteB any Strangers^ 'who were in his Opinions^ 
hone ft People J and fled to him for Succour in^ 
Difirejs ; and much more fhould he he fatiguing ^ 
for the Intereft of his Friendt and Relations 
and if Deaan Crindo would have them^ fc:^ 
muft take them away by Force 5 for he woul^i 
defend them to the lafi Extremity. 

Deaan Crindo prepared to attack the Tovs?''^] 
the next Morning, and we to defend it : XT n 
Order thereto, the Women and Childr^^D 
were that Night fcnt away into the Woocl ^sj 
not all into one Place, but at proper Diftanc^^i 
and in fmall Companies. I was ordered witH^ ^ 



Guard to take Care of my Miftrefs, and fome 
ether Women, and Slaves, who were with 
her^ which accordingly I did : After I had 
marked the Place, in Order to find it again 
with Eaie, I return'd to the Town ; where 
wc liv'd as well as we could wifh that Nighty 
dre6ing, and eating Beef in Plenty, &c. for 
we had fome Cattle of own, fuch as I was fent 
to keep at firft ; which were at a great Di- 
flaace, when Deaan Frukey feiz'd the Milch 
Cows 5 but we wanted Water, which was a 
^at Misfortune to us, fince our Enemies 
were fo near, that we could fetch none all 
the Day before. 

The next Morning we were all up by. 

Break of Day, and every Man at his Station, 

according to Appointment the Day before z. 

I was pofted behind my Mafter, who had 

twro Guns ; one of which I was to load, 

while he fir'd with the other. It was broad 

13ay before the Enemy began the Attack ; 

tHey fir'd fo brifkly upon us, that for near 

a Quarter of an Hour together we could not 

fee them for Smoak ; but as foon as their 

Fire abated, we return'd it as hotly upon 

tlicm. On the fecond Onfet they drew 

i^carer, and the Lances flew brifkly at one 

Mother ; one of which went thorow my 

Lamher, and fcratch'd me : I was a little 

furpriz'd at firft, but foon recovering my Spi- 

''^ts, I return'd them the Lance over the For* 

tificktion, in the fame Manner qs it came to 

^c. The Cattle were very troublefome to 

. . ,^ K 4 u%\ 



US; for fctrcral of them being wounded, they" 
ran up and down, and put the reft into Con- 
fufion. We fought thus for ibur Hours fuo 
ceflively, with great Warmth on both Sides j 
till Deaan Crindo pereeiving he could not 
enter the Town, recalled his "Forces, and 
withdrew to his Camp. Deaan Meplj(mt^\ 
and Deaan Mevarrow were for fallying out ; 
but Deaan Mepbontefs Son, Batoengha^ with 
much Difficulty, perfuaded them to defift v 
, fufpeding an Ambufcade. Several were kill*^* 
on both Sides ; and fome wounded, whom 
we convey 'd out of the Town, when the En- 
gagement was over, to their Wives. We bu- 
ry 'd our dead under the Fortification, and 
fcnt out Spies ro obferve the Motions of the 

• Enemy ; who brought us Intelligence that 
they were very quiet ; and that their whole 
Time was fpent in killing Cattle, and fetch* 
ing Wood to drefs Provifions. When this 
News was confirm'd,and we were well affur'd, 
that they would give us no more Trouble for 
that Day, our People kill'd, and drcfs'd Beef 
likewife ; but we were patch'd up with 
Thirft : You might here have fcen Men with 

^ their Tongues lolling out of their Mouths; 
thro' exceffive Heat. This Want of Water 
is the moft intolerable of $11 Calamities, and 
a Mifery too great for Wbrds to exprefs. I 
have before obferv'd, that when I firft came 
into this Country, I felt the Anguiih 6f it 
for almoft four Days; and found by woful 
Experience, th^t there was no Comparifon 

be. 
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between Hunger ancl Thirft : 1 had Relief, 

however, fooner-thaii my Neighbours ; for 

I my Mafter fent me, and two Slaves with 

Provifions for our Miftrefs, and thofe who 

acxompany'd her ; where, by the Way, wc 

found a little Water. 

f I had fome Difficulty, notwithftanding all 

I niy Precaution, to find the Place, where I 

I left her the Night before ; however, I got 

f Acre at laft : She feem*d in great Concern 

r for our Welfare, and drowned in Tears ; 

for hearing the Guns firing, and, at length, 

ceafing all at once, (he imagin'd the Town 

^ taken, and her Husband kill'd j but the 

%ht of mc difpeird all thofe melancholy 

Clouds. I GUt down feveral Boughs with 

^^i"ge Leaves upon them, which ferv'd very 

^dl for Diflies and Plates ; and cutting the 

''^aft Meat I brought with me into Pieces, 

^ Xcrv*d it up to my Miftrefs: And tho' fhe 

"^d not, as fome may probably remark, fo 

^lach Delicacy, as feme of our fine Ladies 

^^ her Birth, and Diflindtion in Europe ^ yet 

"^e enjoy'd as grateful a Repaft, and I may 

^'^nture to fay, was as well fatisfy'd, as they 

^^ould have been in her then Circumftances. :^ 

'^V'Jien (he was ferv'd, I divided the Remain-r 

o^r amongft my Fellow- Servants, her Wo- 

*^^n, who were her Attendants. My Orders 

^ing^to ftay with her, I fent the two Men 

^^ay, who had brought a very confidcrablc 

Q^ntity of raw Meat ; -and in the Night I 

^*^e a Fire to drcfs it, which could not be 

dif- 
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difcern'd thorow fo thick a Wood 5 wljcrcas 
in the Day-time the Smoak might have difr 
covered us. I went at fome Diftance, and 
dug up fcveral wild Yams ; thefe were very 
agreeable on Accpuot of their Moifture, this 
Place being deftitute of Water ; but none of 
them, how much focver they might long 
for them, would venture to dig for them- 
selves till I came, left the Noife might be- 
tray them to the Enemy. 

At Night we fat very fociably round the 
Fire,, whilft I entertained them with the Story 
of the Engagement, and the Dangers I had 
efcap'd. I alfo roafted my Meat» and hung 
part of it up in one Tree, and part in another^ 
out of the Reach of the wild Dogs and Foxes, 
with which this Country abounds. When 
it grew late, I told them I had no Bed to lye 
on; having forgot my Mat in the Hurry. 
They laugh'd at this, and my Miftreis faid, 
Sure^ Robing Tou ion't think^ but we mil 
make Room for one Man amongfl us ; and then 
bid me make Choice of my Place, Now I 
could be free, and jocofe enough jvith th( 
young Women-Slaves, tho' not with her 
felf ; yet I laid myfelf down clofe by them^En 
all Night, and I can affure my Reader we ^ 
were very innocent. 

I muft here confefs, I could not but won 

der at firft, why my Mafter trufted me fcru:^ 
readily with his Wife, contrary to his Car^s 
of her in Regard to other Men, and to th^^ 
Cuftom of the County j but when I begai — 
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to rcfleft, how dangerous it was for any Wo-^ 
than, who was liable to be call'd to an Account 
for all her Aftions, to carry on an Amonr 
Mjith a white Man, the Wonder cea^'d ; for 
Ihbuid a Woman prove with Child, thcCo-# 
lour of the OfF-fpring would betray its Mo- 
ther, if not point out the Father. But I 
muft not let this pafs with any Thing which 
may be mifconftrued to this Lady's Preju- 
dice ; for I folemnly declare, I never once 
difcover'd in her the Icaft criminal Inclina- 
tions ; notwithftanding what may be faid 
here, or elfcwhere, of fome fuch Freedoms 
as would appear too condefccnding, and be 
cenfur'd as too forward in our European 
W'omen. 

We arofe by Day-break, and liften'd very 

attentively to hear, if we could, the Noife of 

^uns, but none were difcharg'd 5 andafhort 

^imc the two Men came again to us,- and 

"bought us more Provifions. They inform'd 

"^, that Deaan Crindo had fent a menacing 

^cflage to Deaan Mephontey^ to let him 

J^^ow, ^l^at unlefs he obliged Deaan Mevar- 

^Q\v to come to bifrty and fubmit to his Deter-^ 

^ination of the parrel between h'm^ and 

^eaan Frukey, that he would humble their 

^ride^ and remain there with his Army till he 

P<irvdthem\ and moreover^ he would guard 

^Watering-place jb ftrongly^ that they jhould 

*rf dare to approach it. Deaan Mephontey^ 

on the other Hand, returned as refolute an 

Anfwcr 5 That be was under no Aj>prebenJions 

of 
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tf Starving^ having Proviftms enough of ah 
Kinds ; a great Number of Cattle^ and othei 
Conveniences for them to live on for thret 
Months ,• but befides^ he had Strength fujicieni 
tQ force his Way out of the Town whenever hi 
thought proper ; and advis'd Deaan CrindOj 
for that Reafon^ not to put it to the Hazara 
of a Trial ; but to move off^ and reft contented 
with the Repulfe he had already met with. 

After the Men had told their Tale, they 
returned Home,Hnd we all went to digging 
of Yams ; even my Miftrefs condcfccndcd to 
make one amongft us : So I fharpen'd Sticks 
for them, and they puU'd off their Lannibcrs 
to keep them clean ; not\yithftanding fomc 
of them were fuch worthlefs Things, that a 
Rag- Woman in England would fcarce have 
pick'd them up. My Miltrefs's, indeed, was 
a fine Silk One of various Colours, and very 
large, hanging almoft down to her Feet, 
with a handfom Fringe at the Bottom. They 
made more free with me than they would 
with feme others j faying with a Smile, that 
They did not look upon me as a Man^ fince 1 
difcovcrd no warm^ or amorous Inclinations. 
My Reader, perhaps, will* fcarce believe me r 
when I afliire him, there were amongft then" 
fuch Beauties, as were not much inferiour tc 
our European Ladies, except their Colour 
but my Behaviour, and Rcfolution were a(= 
tually fuch at that Time, and long after 
that I told them, / refoiv'd ?icver to enter^ 
tain any Thoughts of Woman^ till 1 rcturf^^ 

i 



to England my loathe Country. They re- 
ply'd. They were Jure I Jloould be mijiakefj. 
However, I liv'd very idly, indeed, but nier- 
rily enough, during the few Days I conti- 
ifiu'd here ; there being about a dozen Wo- 
men befidcs my Miftrcfs. And for my part, 
I did not care how long the War lafted ; for ^ 
my Provifiou was given me all the Time, 
and I had no Work to do. As to the Dan- 
gers that attended War, I did not concern 
royfclf about them ; I had nothing to lofe 
but my Life, which, confiderlng the Cir- 
cumftanccs I was in, and the fmall Hopes I 
"had pf ever getting Home, was but a Bur- 
then to me ; but we had not yet feen all the 
Miferies of a Civil War. 

Every Morning we us'd to llften to hear, 
if poffible, the Noife of Guns j when, at 
length, one of the Slaves came to us alone 
^^ithout any Meat ; and having fcated him- 
^If ( as Slaves in particular always^ do be- 
^^e they fpeak ; ) he told us, that Dcaan 
^^indo was gone away \ and that my Matter 
*^d fent for us Home. This was vcryagree- 
^ "Ic News ; fo we fat down to Breakfaft to-. 
^^ther, fung, and were as jovial as fo many 
•^cggars. My Miflrefs was in a Hurry to 
^^ gone ; for fhe was uneafy till flie paid her. 
"^^^edis to her Husband : As foon as ever 
Y*^^ faw him, ^e fell upon her Knees, and 
*^Cik'd his Feet ; and he returned her Com- 
pliment, after the Manner of the Country,' 
^y touching of her Nofe. 

c Now 
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Now the Rcafon of Deaan Crindo*$ fud^ 
den Departure was, an Information, that 
Deaan Murnanzck had fciz'd fix hundred of 
his Cattle ; he might have taken them all 
indeed, if he would, but he did this only to 
begin the Difpute. We ftay'd, however, a 
Week longer at Deaan Mephontefs Town, 
till we were better informed how the Mat- 
ter flood between them ; and that there was 
nothing to fear on that Side. Deaan Crindo^ 
it feems, had fent to Deaan Murnanzacky to 
know the R^'afon why he feiz*d tbofe Cattle^ 
and Whether be was determined to take Deaan 

• Mevarrow'i Part ? The Anfwer he receiv'd 
was, Ibat he did it to Jhew him his Right of 
Dominion ; notwithftanding he doubted^noty but 
that he would dijpute his Title with bim^ af. — - 
unjujily^ as he had ufurfd it. ' • "^ 

This was a mortifying Stroke, and hap- 
pen *d at a very unlucky Jundlurei^ Deaan 
Murnanzack was always a formidable Coixi- 
peticor, and Was looked on as fuch, whfliW|iiniiigf. 
ever he thought proper to mantain his Rightr " 
and he doubtlefs, embrac'd this Opportunity 

. on Purpofe ; when Deaan Crindo had weak* 
ned his Intcreft, by affronting Deaan Me^ 
xarrtnv^ Deaan Samdo^znd their Friend Deaan 
Mcpbontcy. Crindo was foon convinc'd of" 
his Error, and endeavoured to foften Matters^ 
by lending Meflengers to allgof them, to telL 
them ; That what he did^ was with no otbef^ 
View than to cbajiize his Grandjons j anjf 
what was highly requijite to rcfiore that Peace 

and

icy had difiurVd\ tbo* be began with the for^ 
ter^ yit Frukcy, bad be proved refraSiory^ 
hould have felt the Weight of his Refentment 
s well as others : He hoped, therefore y that 
bey noould confider bis good Intention^ and mt 
reak Friendjhip with him. 

Three, or Four Days after this, wc dc- 
arced from Deaan Mepbontey's -, but firft 
^turn'd hitn many Thanks for thefc genc- 
>U6 Tcftimonies of his Fricndfliip, and Hof- 
itality. Wc went Home, ( or rather Home- 
''ard only ) for tho' we found our Way, 
nd the Place of our late Abode ; yet not a 
loufe was left to put our Heads in. Our 
Plantations too were totally demolifli'd, and 
he very Barns and Store-houfes reduced to 
^flies ; fo that we had nothing to live on, 
tit what the Woods afforded, and a few 
>attle anxong the richeft, and chiefeil Men ; 
K^ were in Faft very good, and comniuni- 
d to their poor Neighbours. 
'Hi Town being fo abfolutcly dcmolifli'd, 
>t to be repaired, Deaan Mevarrow de- 
lin'd to build a new One ; and fearching 
commodious Place, at length, he found 
" fo thick, that a Dog could not creep 
ThiSj-therefore, was more than half 
fiSglily'd to his Hand, and pitch'd upon ac- 
coidihgly. A Vacancy was foon made in it ; 
Ac Men cut down the Trees, Bufhes, and 
Bficrs, and the Women and Children con- 
Tcy'd them away $ fo that in about three 

Days^ 
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Days, wc cleared a large Space to crcA oVif 
Iloufcs on : However, as it was Summer-time^ 
wc were not in fo much Hafte for Houfes^ 
as for Fences againft an Enemy. We for-_ 
tify'd it, therefore, with Bodies of Trees, 
which wc cut about fixtcen; or eighteen Foot 
in Length ; thefe we drove into the Ground 
{o clofe together, that no Creature whatever 
could poflibly get between them. But as ond 
Row only of thefe Poles of Trees was not 
thought a fufficient Security, we made threCj 
or four, one within another, round the whole _ 
Circumference of the Town ; leaving no other 
Vacancy than a fmall, aud private Paflagc^ 
for the Conveyance of our Women, Children^ 
and Slaves, away with Safety, in Cafe of ai^ 
Enemy's Approach ; and this was fo con triv'd^ 
as not to be difcern'd with Eafe, or knowir^ 
by Strangdrs. We made but one Gate-way ' 
or Entrance, and that not only narrow too-^ 
but defended with four prodigious thick, ahca 
fubftantial Doors, one within another. 

The Walls being compleated, noth| 
more remained to do, but each Man to ei 
a Houfe of what Extent he thought pro^ 
for himfelf, and his Family. We, wlk*^ 
were Slaves to Deaan Mevarro^m took pa|S^ 
to build his firft ; fome of us cut WpO^k 
others fetched Grafs in Order to fill up thi<^ 
Sides; whilft I, and about thirty more, weot 
a tedious Way ; at leaft, ten Miles for Anne- 
vocs^ which are the L«aves of a Tree lilcc 
thofe of a Coco-nuts thefe we fplit, arwl 

covered 
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c^^cr'd the Houfc with ; for they make a 
Thatch much neater, and ftronger than any 
lA Elnglandy But thefe Trees were (o fcarcc, 
^^d at fuch a Diftance, that a finglc Man 
c^uld not go often enough, in any reafonafalc 
^ime,' to colleft the Leaves; and notwith* 
ft^nding \vc went in fuch a Body, we were 
^tilig'd to go twice for a fufficicnt Quantity 
^o cover my Mafler's Houfc. 

When we had finifli'd my Mafter's Seat, 
^V^c went about our leflcr Appartments ; and 
2-s at Deaan Mephontef% a fmall One ferv'd 
^y Turn, fo it did here in like Manner ; 
for notwithftanding all our ftrong Walls and 
J^ortifications^ I much queftion'd, whether 
'W^ fhould be able to keep them long ; nei- 
ther did we, as it prov'd foon after : So I 
^ade my Hut no bigger, than juft to have 
^oom fufficient to ftretch myfelf at full 
-tcngth, and make a Fire in, fhould I, by 
ood Fortune, find any Victuals to drefs. 
■ About a Week after we were fettled in 
ur New Town, a Meflenger, ( or rather, 
I Ambaffador ) arrived from Deaan Mur^ 
mzack, with about twenty in his Retinue, 
is Bufinefs was to found Deaan Mevarrow's 
clinatious, and ( if they found a favour- 
le Opportunity ) to defire his Faiendfhip, 
1 Affiftance. He foon found there were 
xl Grounds to hope for Succefs, and for 
t Rcafon, delivered his Meffage the firft 
;ht he came. To which Deaan Mevar-^ 
returned in Anfwer, He ivciild take it in-- 
L to 
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to Confideratton^ confult with his People^ and 
give him bis determinate Anfwer the next 
Morning. In the mean Time, he gave him 
a Slave's Houfe for his immediate Accom- 
modation, as iscuflomary on fuch Occafions; 
and fent a Bullock for the Entertainment of ^ 
him, and his Attendants. In the next Place, 
he fent out Meflengers to all the Chiefs, and 
Freemen, to come, and confult with him on 
an Affair of the laft Importance. I was pre- — 
fent, and faw this Ailembly. As foon as ^ 
Deaan Mevarrow, and his Brother, Deaan -^ 
Samio, were feated, the Principals plac'd — ^ 
themfclves on cither Hand; and the other - 
Freemen on each Side of them. 

Deaan Mevarrow open'd the Confultation,^^ 
by telling them ; I'bat Deaan Murnanzack — ^ 
had fent a wry honourable Meffenger to him^^ 
to ask his Friendjhip^ and AJfiftance. We muJ^S 
not forget^ fays he, that Deaan Murnanzacfc~g 
proved ofjingular Service to us in the ^arre—^ 
we once had with Deaan Termcrre; there — - 
fore^ confider we are much indebted to him up — - 
on that Score. Confider^ moreover^ that Cha — ■ 
hary, and Frukey will ever be irreconcileabr^ 
Enemies^ fo long as we detain their Wives an^ 
Families ; and you concur with me not to deli^ 
ver them, without a due Return of all our 
Cattle^ which they obfiinately refuje : Then, as 
Deaan Crindo is their Father, he^ doubtlejs^ 
Will be partial, notwithjlanding his feemtng 
Fretenfions to Peace ^ and affe£led Regard for 
Jujlice ; but in what Manner be has lately 

us'd

:aci. Thereupon they agreed, that On6 

bem fhould dedare the Refult of their 

fukation to the Deaan. In the Name of 

reft, therejore^ he defr'd him, if he ap-^ 

*d of their Opinion, tocontraSl, snd enter 

a folemn Friendjhip with Deaan Mur- 

sack ; and \ffo^ they would faithfully ob^ 

f, and fupport htm to the utmojl of their 

)er. 
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After I had feen the Manner, and Forma- 
lity of this Grand Aflembly, our Parliament 
in Great Britain ran ftrangely in my Head : 
I imagined this the very Image of it ; and 
tho' I was biit a Lad when I went from 
Home, yet as my Father kept a Publick 
Houfe, to which the beft of Gentlemen re- 
forted, I remember, Ihave heard them often 
difputing with one another about the Power Oj 
the Prince y to oblige the People to do what He 
pleas' d without confulting them ^ whilfl: Others 
infifted, that A King had no Power without 
a Parliament. Then they would difputc 
about the Origin of ParliamentSy and their 
Power 5 and by whofe Means the life of them 
was brought jirjl into England; in this too 
they feldom agreed. Some faid the Saxon. 
introduced it ; Others maintained, that it wai 
of a more modern Datej whilft many wsen 
oF different Opinions from both. Now, me 
thinks, this Article might be adjufted with- 
out any Reference to Authors, and Hifto- 
rians ; That Parliaments were eftaolifli' 
long before the Saxons^ or Romans either :^s 
For J imagine,, that not only England^ hxx^s:::^ 
fcvcral other Countries befides, were onces^ 
like Madagafcar^ without the Knowledge o^" 
Letters, and Coined Money ; and if that b^ 
the Cafe, it was then impoffible for Prince^ 
to exert that Authority over the People, oiT 
to difpofe of them contrary to their Intereflv 
or Inclinations: For I look upon thofe Prin- 
ces to be like my Mafter, who neither had. 
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^or could have any feparatc Army, or Inte- 
^'eft ; but when any Neighbour defir'd their 
Affiftance, or any Enemy had injured them, 
tliev afleipbled before the Houfe of their 
Chief; and there debated what Meafures 
Arvere moft proper to be taken for the Good 
of their Country : If War was agreed on, 
tlic fame Men took their Arms, and the So- 
vereign, or Chief, headed them, as my Mafter 
did here ; and when they returned, each 
3\fan. went Home to his own Family. Thus 
tie People are their own Army, and De^ 
fence j and the Lord could never oblige 
them to do what the Majority did not think 
convenient to be done ; becaufe he had no 
Army to compel them. This wa§, doubt- 
^efs, the Condition of all other Countries 
^Hce, and muft have continued fo, had not 
^cople fubjefted themfelves unwarily to the 
^Ower of one Man ; by giving him Wealth. 
*t\d Authority^ not only fufficient to raife 
^1^ Army, but to keep it in Pay himfelf, and 
^fc it at Difcretion for their Defence ; with 
"^V^hich he moft fhamcfully infulted, and 
^fcus'd them. However, in the State of Na- 
tiare, arid the firft Eftablifhment of Societies, 
'this was the Form of Government ; and with 
<luc Submiffion to the Learned, I arn of Opi- 
J^ion, we need not turn over many Vplumes. 
to find the Original of Briti/h Parliaments ; 
*Qr they are ot much earlier Date than all 
^eir Hiftorics, or than Letters themfelves ; 
^d a$ to thtW'Pcwer^ it is grounded on the 
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Aromgcfi Bafis^ Reason, and Nature. 
But to return to our Story. 

The Alliance being unanimoufly refoVd 
upon, Deaan Mevarrow fcnt for the Mcf- 
fenger the next Morning ; and told him, that 
he, and his People, after mature Delibera- 
tion, were agreed to affift Deaan Muman^ 
zack ; and defir'd that their Friendfliip midit := 
be ratify'd, and confirmed with the uuud ^ 
Solemnity : Hereupon an Ox was immedi^ — 
ately brought and kiird ; the Liver roafted, « 
and fluck on Lances, and Deaan Murnan^ ^ 
zack's Ambaflador, and a Deputy of Deaan - 
Mevarrow's eat the Liver between them, re- 
peating the Imprecation w? have mentioned— 
before ; that They wifh'd it might prove Poi*'^^ 
fon 5 and a further Curje might be fent b^^ 
God upon that Party^ who firji broke the^ 
Alliance. 

After this folemn Ratification, the'Orr:^ 
was divided between the Ambaflador 'sPeople,.i,r- 
and ours who were prefent, and both eat it^^ 
together j after which, he, and his Atten — 
dants departed. And now Deaan Mevarrov^' 
repented that he had built this new Tpwn ^ 
for he would have gone, and liv'd ncar^ 
Deaan Mumanzack \ whofe Country bor- 
dered on Merfaugbla on one Side, aud wa^ 
within ten, or a dozen Miles on the othcc^ 
Side of Fenno-arevo : He had three Bre^--* 
threnj Deaan Mujfecorrow^ who liv'd ncaUT" 
him J Deaan Afferrer^ who liv'd on th* 
Mountains oiXong-gorvo^ of whom we ibtlS^ ^-

!>ccafion to give a large Account here- 

And Rer Mimebolambo^ the youngcft, 
iv'd but about five Miles from us to the 
ard ; and this laft being fo very near 
B were ready at Hand to join in any 
prize, or to aid, and affift one ano- . 

However, we did not think ourfelvcs 
and, therefore, we took Care not to 
eaan Crindo know our Refolutions, till 
ad made one Expedition ; and after 
we made ourfelves more fecure. 
r theCourfe of my Narrative naturally 
me to a Detail of Deaan Murnanfcack*i 
k on Deaan Mundumber*s Town j where 
ok three hundred Cattle, and a great 
3cr of Women, and Children j for it is 
iftomary to take Men Prifoners, if they 
get away from their Enemies, ihey arc 
diately cut off. Among the Captivesi 
Deaan Mundumber's Wife and Daugh- 
lie Only Child he ever had. Having 
er'd the Town, they were going to re- 
it to Afhes, but Deaan Murnanzack 
ited them ; and marching into the Plain, 
i to fee if Deaan Mundumber would 

and give him Battle. His People ap- 
l, indeed, but at a great Diftance, not 
g to come nearer ; which, as foon as he 
v'd, he march'd homewards, but firft 
very generous Adlion, and fent back 
n Mundumber's Wife and Daughter to 

telling her. He did not intend it as a 
liment to her Husband, but as a "Token 
L 4 , ' of 
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of hh RefpeB to herfelf and Family : She 
being Neice to the King of Tong-Owl^ one 
of the moft powerful Princes on the Iflind. 
Nor did he do it with any View, that he 
fhould return^ the Hke Favour ; for he had 
no Wife, and* -was well affur'd, by God's 
Affiftance, w^ho would favour his juft Caufe, 
that it would never be in his Power to prove 
prejudicial to any of his Relations. 

As foon as Deaan Cnndo heard, tjiat his 
Son's Town was taken, he, thought it high 
Time to fcek Revenge- and accordingly 
mufler'd up a great Army, threatning to lay 
the Country wafle, to deftroy all the Men, 
and make Slaves of their Wives and Children. 
He fent, likewife, to our Mailer to joia 
him, but he premptorily refused j faying, He 
"would 72ever join v)itb his profeJVd Enemies^ 
againft his experienced Friends. However, he 
did not declare his Intentions of oppofing 
him. They both fent to Deaan Mepbonte\\ 
but he refused to be concerned on either Side, 
and kept his Word ; for his Dominions ex* 
tending to the River Manderra^ the Boun- 
' daries oi Antemfa^ he was apprenhenfive that 
the Inhabitants of thofe Parts might take the 
Advantage of his Abfencc, plunder his Towns, 
and lay wafte his Country. 

When Deaan Crindo march'd from Fen^ 
no-arevo^ he did not wholly abandon his 
Towns J but left a confidcrablc Number of 
Men in them, for Fear of tier Mimeholambo 
and Jfferrer. He had no Jealoufy of us^^ 

how- 
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however; whilft he was gone, Rer Mime* 
bolambo^ and my Mafter, Deaan Mevarrow, 
joinM Forces, and went out to fee what they 
could find ; they foon furpriz'd three Towns, 
for the Men made a very weak Refiftancc; 
fo they brought ofFabout two hundred Cattle, 
and fifty Slaves. My Mafter was difcovcr'd 
by having a white Man ( meaning myfdf ) • 
along with him. This was ahogether unex- 
peded to them, and Deaan Crindo's Wife 
^^nmediately fent him Notice thereof; and ' 
th^t (he was in no fmall Concern on that Ac- 
count. To which Information he returned 
for Anfwcr, That He would foen difpatch the 
^Zdfijiefs be was about y and then he would be 
^«i/i^V^^;3g-V^/Deaan Mevarrow. But we 
took Care to be provided for him. 

In our Way homewards, the Cattle and 
L Slaves were equally divided between Deaan 
I KdTevarrow, and Rer Mimebolambo ; and they 
I then came to this Refolution, that it was 
\ abfolutcly neceflary for them to live together 
\ in one Town. Ours was the ftrongeft, but 
, \ not fo big as we could wifh ; theirs was of 
t' ^larger Extent, and they had, moreover. 
Abundance of empty Houfes ; which were 
defcrted by thofe who went away upon the 
War's breaking out ; fo it was agreed wc 
Aould fettle there. We loft no Time, for 
the very Day we went Home, we pack'd 
up all our Goods, and marched away dired- 
ly to Merbaundroverta ; which was the Name 
oi Rer Mimebolambo' s Town, and abandoned 
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our owjfi in Icfs than a Fortnight after wc 
had built it. Thus were wc driven about 
like our wild Boars, that change their Holes 
every Day, and fly from one Wood to ano- 
ther, left: the wild Dogs (hould find them 
out And we were not only forced to fecure 
ourfclves againft: the Surprizes of a Body of 
our Enemies, but as we liv'd fo near one ano- 
ther, three, or four, or half a Dozen of their 
Men would often lye lurking in the Wood» 
near Towns, and catch a Woman, Child, or 
Slave of ours, that happened to ftrole out on 
any Occafion whatever ; as digging of wld 
Yams, &c. fo that we had little elfe to eat 
But Beef; and fuch as had it of their own 
gave it to thofe who had none. 

However, I had an Employment herc^ 
which mantain'd me handfomly enough ; an^ 
it feem'd as if Providence had thought fit t«o 
appoint it, on Purpofe* for my Support in th ^ 
feafonable Conjuncture. Few of this Pa^H 
of the Ifland will eat any Beef, unlefs 't= 
kill'd by one defcended from a Race of King^9 
now my Matter, jufl: before the War broI=4C( 
out, growing haughty to Excefs, and havin^g 
none but himfelf, and his Brother, to execu- ^e 
thefe high Offices, they were fometimes ot3- 
lig'd to go five, or fix Miles to kill an 0>t: 
He, at laft, refledtcd, that thefe People ha-vc 
an exalted Opinion of all white Men, and 
taking me for the Captain's Son, whom they 
looked upon to be no ways inferior to * . 
King \ I was thought of honourable Defcent 

enough 
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enough to be prcfer'd to the Dignity of a 
Butchery thoMn Fadl, I did nothing more 
than cut the Throat of the Beaft, and they 
carved him up thcmfclves: However, for this, 
I always had my Fee, which was a large 
Piece. of Meat. Tho' my Mafter, and fomc 
Others, as difcerning as himfelf, plainly per • 
ceiv'd that this was a very idle Cuflom ; yet 
he knew, that the Vulgar are not to be op- 
posed in their old Ways, be they ever fo 
ridiculous, and abfurd ; and had Deaan Me-- 
varrow obftinately declined this Office, and 
caird it a meer Caprice of theirs, fuch an 
abrupt Innovation would, in all Probability, 
have been attended with almoft a general 
Kefertion; for they would inftantly have 
gone, and liv'd under other Lords : He con- 
trived, therefore, to fubftitute me in his Room, 
and by that Means did^ ( as all wife Gover- 
nors will ) feemingly Conform to Cuftom to 
Iiumour the People ; yet by an ingenious Ex- 
pedient fhif tod off from himfelf a mean, and 
troublefome Employment. 

■ The next Morning the Cattle were di- 
vided; my Mafter had ten, his Brother fix, 
and the principal Men one a Piece ; fome 
others had one between two, and we Slaves 
one between four of us. For my part I 
w^aoted no Beef ; for I was often employed, 
during my Refidcncc in this Town, to kill 
thcBeafts: I was obliged, however, to agree 
with my Partners to kill ours ; for they Had 
little enough, tho' I had Plenty, I livM to- 
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lerably well here, often exchanging Beef for 
Potatoes, &C: with the Towns-Pcoplc ; and 
here wc heard of the Havock Deaan Crindo 
had made in the Country. The People, 
who were ally'd to Deaan Murnanzacky and 
dwelt in fmall Towns, left their Habitations, 
and removed with their Farriilies and Cattle 
beyond Deaan Murnanzack'% toward the Sea, _ 
where they were fhelter'd under his Pro- — 

tcftion. When Deaan Crindo came to fuch 

Towns as were abandoned, he burnt them 

down, and utterly deftroy'd the Plantations^ 
pulling up every Thing by the Roots, as if 
his Intention was to create a Famine in th^^^ 
Country. 

Deaan Murnanzack was all this Time witlfc- 
his Brother Mujfecorrow^ on his March tQ— 
wards them, and had fuch good Intelligence^, 
that, under the Cover of a Wood, he cam^ 
undifcover'd , almoft upon them, Thej^* 
were then ravaging a very large Plantatipr"^, 
of Potatoes, and fome .others not far diftan ^^ 
from it. He divided his Army into fon^mc 
Parts, refolving to attack them on all Side^=, 
whilft they were thus mifchievoufly bent \ 

and boldly fhcw'd his Face in Front, whor n 

they hurry'd to oppofc ; the other Parti^=3S 
lir'd each from their Poft, kill'd feveral*, an^ad 
put the reft into Confufion. However, the— sy 
made a vigorous Reiiftance, retreating, zn^md 
forcing their Way into a Wood ; where it 
was almoft impoflible to follow them. He^^e 
Deaan Crindo rally'd them, and, difpos^^^d • 

theirs 
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them in good Order, each cither under his 
}wpL^ Of one of his Son's Command j for 
Mundumber^ Chahary^ and FrukeVj his three 
Jons, were with him. They were much 
uperiof in Number to the other ; fome faid, 
icar twice as many; which Deaan Murnan^ 
aqk was.no Stranger to, ndr to the Courage of. 
lia Uncle ^ but he was refolute potwithftandin|; '"^, 
o engage him : And tho' J^e had Time fuffi- 
ieht to have retreated^ yet he only. nSarch'd 
lack into the Plain, to fecure an advantagious 
jrround^ and have Time to form his Army ; 
irhich he did accordingly, and waitedrfor his 
JnciAy's Approach to attack him. It was 
lot long before the Efigagement began, 
vhich was carry 'd on with great Vigour, and 
Warmth on both Sides; i^'DeaanMurnan'- 
^ack perceiving his Brother MuJJecorrow'% 
Divifion'bcgip.to give Ground, he was de- 
ermin'd to make a bold I^ufli himfelf ; and 
Earowingaway l|is Gun^ j^h*fix fmall Lan-' 
:es in his Hand, he chaUgt^g'^xieHteifel of his 
>rincipal Men to follow him,- ifjiiifyliriurft, 
rate the thickeft pf tljf; Enemy's Body,; which 
:liey very gallantly did ; but he, being ,for- 
:xioft, ran like an,; enraged Lyon, arid in ipite 
^f all their Fire and flying. Lances, came to 
clbfe Quarters, Hand to H^nd with his Lan- 
ces.; and thofc gallaiit Men withjhim, fol- 
lowing his Example, drove all^that Divifion 
of their Enemy's Army back, and plut it in- 
to utter Confufioo, who not being able to 
^bide their Fury, ran away. They broke 

into 



into the very Part where Deaan Crindo h 
felf was ported j who had been ftrucl; I 
row with a Lance by one of Murnanxc 
Companions, had not the Deaan hint 
very gcneroufly prevented it ; defiring t] 
not to kill his Uncle. He left his Pe< 
to purfue them, whilft he ran to the u 
and Affiftance of Mujfecorrow^ who, at 
fame Tin?c, made a vigorous Pufli, bi 
afham^d to be out-done ; however, they 
been utterly ruin'd, had not Deaan Mun 
zaci himfelf flept in to their AfHftanc 
that critical Conjunfture : But they v 
foon in one general Diforder, flying tow; 
the Woods with the utmoft Precipitati 
where Deaan Murnanzack followed thee 
prevent them from rallying ; and carry'd 
the Purfuit till he faw they were quite 
fpirited, and making homewards to rec 
themfelves, 

Deaan Crindo perceiving he could do 
good with Mumanzack, was determine 
to be idle, MKi permit Deaan Mevarrow^ 
Rer Mimebolambo to join Forces; fo ou 
Policy as well as Revenge he refolvM to 
tack us firil : But no fooner had he decls 
his Intentions, and made Preparations 
that Purpofe, than a Friend of Mevarn 
came out by Night, and acquainted 1 
therewith: On this Information he he] 
Confultation with Rer Mimebolambo zl 
their Defence; and in Order thereto, c 
fidcring there were fo many Cattle in To 
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US ^vould difturb them in an Engagement,'" 
be proposed to fend Part of them to Deaan 
Mur^anzack's ; where the other People had 
fecur'd theirs. Rer Mimebolambo would fend 
none of his ; my Mafter, however, willing 
to Iiave fomething to fubfifl on, in Cafe they 
fbould loie what they had here, pick'd out 
forty Bcafts; fome of our richeft Men alfo, 
fent fix, and Others more, or lefs; in fhort, 
there were in all about fourfcore and ten 
Beads feparated from the reft, to be fent 
away. I perceived what was going forward, 
and would fain have concealed myfelf ; for 
1 did not know whedier I ihould live fo well 
there as here : Befides, it was a large Number 
for GDC Perfon ta take Care of. But there 
Was np Remedy ; No-body elfe would fend 
a Slave VTith me» and my Mafter himfelf 
Would fpare no more than one, and he lobk'd 
upon me aa the beft qualify'd of any one 
Man to do it ; whereupon he gave Orders to 
fill or feven Men welKarm'd to guard, and 
pj tondnfl me ; and I took my Lqave of my 
^ Frieodsy and Acquaintance, and proceeded 

accordingly. 
K We were forc'd to go round about by fe- 
j » ^«ral tedious, unpraftis'd Ways, and to look 
I I ^as narrowly as pofTible, left our Enemies 
^uld intercept us; but we embraced a very 
favourable Opportunity when they were all 
^ifpirited.by their Defeat, and fufpedled no- 
thing of any fuch Prize being near them : 
^ in two Days we arriv'd at Deaan Afferrer's 

Town^ 
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Town, fituate on the Hills of Tong-gorvo^ 
where we ftay'd two Days to reft our Cattle ^ 
and were going upon the third in the Mor- 
ning, at which Time we heard a Shell blow^ 
This alarm'd not only the Town, but the 
whole Country- they ran immediately to 
defend the: Paflageup the Hill ( for there is 
hut one ) when inftantly came two Meflcn- 
gers from Deaan Murnanzack to Deaan Af- 
Jtrrer^ to acquaint him, that h6 was at the 
Bottom of the Hill, in Order to pay' him a 
Vifit. When my Guardian faw them Join, • 
and found it was 'Deaan Murnanza<:k^ they 
went (as foon as the ufual Compliffiferife were/ 
paft between the two Brothers ) to Dedati 
Murnanzacky and informed him^^ ThatD^^^^fr ' 
Mevarrow had fent fome Cattle, and a proper 
Pcrfon to look after them, in Order to be 
conveyed fomewherc under his Ptotedion. 
He defir'd them to thank Deaan Mcvatrbw 
for his Friendfoipy and JJJiJiance y and ajfure 
bimj that his Cattle floould have all the Care 
taken of them imaginable*^ dnd.be put amon^fi 
bis own. As foon as they had delivered up 
their Charge, they took their Leaves of mc, 
and returned. • - 

When Deaan Murnanzack kw^e Cattle| 
and found that I was left with them, he 
feem'd furpris'd; and a{k'd me^ If I 'was 
Cow-keeper*^ faying. He never heard ^a white 
Manlieing put upon that Employment. I made 
Anfwer, Since it was my Mafter's Pleafure, 
I did not think proper to difpute it ivifh hini 

an 
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tt^ would execiiie my Office as well as t 
Mild. 

Three t5ays after heaan Murndnzack 
•<nt homewards, giving Orders to three Scr* 
ints to aiiift nie, and w6 folldw'd in thef 
car J we had alfo above a dozen other People 
'ithus, who carry'd Provifion, Bedding, &Ci 
3r their Matters, As foon as we were down 
ic Hill, I difcover'd a new Scene j the Soii 
^as of a quite different Nature as well as 
lolour; yellow Clay with Stones; which 
lade my Feet very uneafy, having been us'd 
> a fandy Croiind before : Mowever, I was 
>on inurM to if. The Trees, likewifc, were 
ilFerelit j much loftier , and more flrait, and! 
sgular. This was the Place I had often 
/ifh'd to fee, on Account cf the wild Cattle. 
f which 1 had heard fd much : I foon found 
he large Tracks they made thorow the 
iVoods; which rendered the driving mine 
nuch cafiet here, thafi iii other Woods. 

About Nobri we laid down to refredi 
burfdves in a Grove: The whole Country 
is very beautiful, and well watered with 
Springs and Rivulets. They foon (hewM me 
fomc wild Cattle, which were {landing under 
the Covert of the Trees , I was very defirous 
of viewing them clofer, and taking a Gun 
ih my Hand I went toward them j but when 
I was got within thirty Yards I was oblig'ci. 
to creep on the Ground, and conceal myfelf 
is well as I could with the Crafs, which is 
*cry high. Before I cafne iip to them, I 
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faw three Bulls running dircftly towards mc j 
their Eyes fparkled with Fire, their Ears 
prick'd upright, and they foam'd at the 
Mouth; in all Probability, they fled from 
fome that gave them Chace. They put niQ 
into fuch a terrible Fright, that I thought 
of nothing but firing at them, to fave myfelf 
from being torn to pieces ; but as Prcrvjdcncc 
vrould have it, I fir'd, and wounded one fo 
deeply, that he fell : Tho* I was fafc with 
refpedt to him, I expeded the others would 
have attacked me ; and to avoid their fury, 
I laid flat on my Face, not daring to ftif; 
till hearing noNoife, but the Halloo'sof my 
Companions at a Diflance, Ilopk'd up,, ana 
found that all of them were run away, cXr 
cept the wounded One, which lay kicking 
on the Ground: However, I durft hot go 
near him, till my Friends came up, and put 
us both out of cur Pain, by cutting his 
Throat, and applauding me for my Courage, 
and being fo expert a Markfman. How 
contary to One's Expedation Things ojftco 
happen ! I imagined they would have laugh'd 
at me for my Cowardice ; and by Miftake, 
and meer Chance, I was look'd upon as.One 
of more than common Courage as well jis 
Condudt. 

Whilst they were cutting up the Bujl, I 
could not forbear gazing with Admiration 
on thofe which they call'd W^ild Cattk^ aod 
in Fad they are fo j but they arc fo likc 
thofe in England^ that I could then perceive 

1? 
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tannct of Difference: Nor have I beeh 
fincc to difcover any, except in two tri- 
Particulars; the Horns, I take it, of our 
ifl) Bulls are fomewhat fhorter, and theif 
wings deeper. When we had cut up 
Beef, we roafted fome Part of it, and 
'4 outfclves with the Thoughts of our 
txt having left us behind, bccaufe wc 
[dnot fppil their Sport; we happened j 
ivfer, on better Luck than they, and had 
lOly Beef to eat fobner than they, but' 
iwne ready to drefs for them at the Place 
icnde^vdus at Night: This Bull-Beef, 
attay before; could not be any Thitig 
ofdinary; nor any^ways equal to* thtf 
I of fuch as are tanle ; efpccially after 
X run fo far, and io hard, before it was 
L Thefe wild Cattle will give the Hun- 
i Chafe fometimes of feveral Miles to- 
5r after they are wounded; which makes 
*'lcfli but indifferent Meat, efpecially if 
a Bull ; but People in Want are glad 
hat comes fir ft to Hand. For thefe wild 
ie arc a great Help to fuch as live in thet 
>te Parts; who, in neceffitous Times; 
J here a Hunting : However, they are 
lently found in another vaf^ Tra<ft of 
ft Land of fome hundred Miles Extent;' 
hich, and of their fuppos'd Original, 1 
have an Occafion hereafter to give a 
cular ' Account. The Place where we 
d at Noon, and lay this Night were 
agreeable, and delightful Groves; and 
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indeed, all this Country is (o, for fevera" 
Days Journey together : It abounds with wil 
Honey, wild Boars, and fuch a Variety o: 
pleafant Fruits, that Men may not only 
enough to fatisfy their Hunger and Thirfl ; 
but to indulge their luxurious Appetites, with. ^ 
out the Fatigue of any Cultivation ; an^Kl 
there are many that live in a State of Indc^- 
lence and Eafe. 

Amongst the mod wholefom as well s^ls 
delicious Fruits of the Earth, and that whicJli 
1 firft taftcd of here, is their Faungidge*^ 5t 
grows ( as my Companions ihew'd me ) s si 
the thickcft Woods. They fearch firft fior 
the Place, which is a tender Creeper, or wLXd 
Vine, that takes hold of a Tree, or amy 
Thing near it, twining round the Trualc, 
and {hooting into feveral Branches, like a 
Vine. I never perceiv'd, that it bore any 
Fruit, and was furpriz'd, when they toldmc 
it was the Root of this, which produced tht 
FaungiJge • however, inftead of digging at 
the Root, they went half a dozen Yards at 
leaft from it, and flruck the Ground with 
the Points of their Lances, to obfcrve where 
it founded hollow; and digging there, they 
found the Faungiage. The Root fpreads a 
great Way under Ground, and but few of 
the Branches bear the Faungidge j fo that it 
would be to little Purpofc to trace it fionc* 
the Spot, where it appears above Ground 
The firft I faw was not much lefs in Butt 
than one of our Gallon Runlets : It is red 

aD 
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and very fmoth without, and the Coat is as 
khin as Parchment; the Infide is white, and 
bas a milky Juice j it eats as fbft as a Water- 
Mellon, but has no Seeds in it ; it is both 
Meat and Drink, very wholefom, and always 
:aten raw. 

The Verlaway is of the fame Species, and 
in all Refpedls much like it ; with this Dif- 
ference only, that the Skin of the latter is 
thinner, but fo tough that it muft be par'd 
pirith a Knife. There is another Kind, call'd 
:hc VerJaway-voler-^ which is reckon'd un- 
lyholefom: I once faw a Man, who had 
tailed fome of it, fwell immediately, and 
was ready to dye •, but by giving him fome 
melted Fat to dririk, he brought it up, and 
foon recovered. This Verlaway-voler is eafily 
known, for it is much more beautiful to the 
Eye than the other ; and the Leaf which 
fprings from it is very different. 

The next Day I was extremely diverted; 

For Deaan Murnanzack did not leave us as 

he did the Day before. In the Morning, we 

faw a Bull alone in the Midft of a large 

Plain ; the Deaan^ by way of Amufemcnt, 

ordered us to flop, whilft he, and two more 

drove my Cattle toward the Bull ; who no 

fooner faw them, but he roar'd, and tore up 

the Ground with his Horr^s, as if he expedcd 

fome Enemy to oppofe him; but finding 

they were Cows, he fli«w'd an Inclination 

to be better acquainted with them. The 

Deaan, and his Companions hid themfelves 
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under Cover of the Cows; ihey- let thexQ 
graze a little, and then drpvje them forwards, 
till the wild Bull was amongft them ; as foon 
as he put his Nofe to a Cow's Tail, Deaan 
Murnanzack^ concealed under another Cow'j 
Belly, fluck a Lance in his Flank; away he 
ran with it, but not far before he had anothei 
in his Side : And now they had Room fo$ 
the Sport they aini'd at, which was not un- 
like ( as I have been inform'd ) the Divcrfion 
of a Spanijh BullrFeaft. Several, by thij 
Time, join'd in the Chafe ; he ran near a 
Mile out- right before he ftopp'd, and turned 
to his Purfuers ; which they always do, when 
they are clofely befet ; and then every One 
muft take Care of himfelf : For it is a very 
dangerous Encounter, and fo it was here: 
the Beaft grew outragious, and turning upon 
them, ran dire&Iy at the Man, who firft 
wounded him; whilft another from behind, 
threw a Lance into his'tlank; then the 
Bull turn'd again, as he always does, to the 
Perfon who lafl: wounded him; and the 
Hunters being divided to take him all Ways,, 
and keeping at a good Diftance likewife, as 
well to prevent hprting one another, as to 
give him Room to play in, they at length 
Kjird him; but this fometimes proves a very 
tragical Paftime. 

This Night we lay in a Wood, where we 
found Fawigidge in Abundance; thus we 
Hv'd delicioully with only the natural Produce 
of the Country. I ty'd up liiy Calves every 

Night; 
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t^jght, that my Cows miglit not ftray, and 
K^^/as forc'd to rife two, or three Times, to 
that none of my Cattle got amongft the 
M Ones; for when they do, it's no fmall 
^M'rouble to catch" them again ; for whenever 
:Xicy fefc the others run, they follow, like- 
Kwife, as fiaft as they can. 

■ The next Day at Noon we halted at a 
Spring, which rifes from the higheft Hill in 
t3iis Ifland,, call'd Vohitch-Maner^ or Red- 
t-Iill ; Vohifcb fignifying an Hill, or Moun- 
tain. I drove my Cattle into a fine Valley, 
^whcre there was fine Grafs ; but a wild Bull 
c^tnc amongft them, and cover'd one of my 
Cowsr I had a great Inclination to kill him, 
tbo' I almoft fhbok for Fear ; they are terrible 
Creatures to any Body's Apprehenfion, who 
is not us*d to them, and my Fear was the 
Gaufe of my ill Succeft ; for concealing my-' 
fclf under another Cow, I took fuch an auk- 
ward Aim at him, that I ftruck one of my 
own Herd inftead of him. However, as the 
Wound did not prove mortal, I concealed 
it; not fo much out of any Apprehenfion I 
had of my Mafter^s Anger, as out of Fear 
of being laugh'd at, for wounding a tame 
Cow, inftead of a wild Bull. 

We fet up early this Afternoon, in a Place 
cotnmodioufly fituated near fome good Wa- 
ter; and then we went out to fearch for Wild 
Honey and Faungidge. I had the good For-p 
tune to difcover a large Hole in a hollow 
Tree^ that was full of the former j I made 
M 4 z. 
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a f\TC prefently, and with a Brand fmoak'd 
th,c Bees out. In the npxt Place I cut down 
a Vounturk^ to make a Ycflel ^Ike a Tub, to 
put my Honey in. This Vounturk is aTrcc^ 
or Plant, ( for J dop^t well know what to 
call it ^ of a very particular Shape, and Na- 
ture : It grows upright as an Arrow, about 
fixteen, or eighteen Feet in Length, is thin 
helow, thick in the Middle, and taper again 
above, like a Nirje-pin ;. at the Top there 
are two, or three Branches, that bear Leaves 
of a great Length.; in the Spring they have 
Bloflbms, but I never faw any Fruit that 
came to Perfediion ; the outer Bark is whi- 
ti(h, like old Lead, and full of lopg Thof nS j 
\vhich are eafily flruck off with a Lance j 
we, likewife, cut the Bark all round, and 
the Tree imoiedi^tely falls down, not being 
able to fupport itfelf : After this, we take 
away what Length we want, and pull out 
the fpungy Subltance on the Infide, till we 
come within three, or four Inches of the Bot- 
tom. By this Means we make a Vcflcl light, 
and eafy of Carriage, and in one of thefe I 
fecur'd my Honey. The Juice of this Voun- 
turk is good Liquor, 4nd even fit to boil any 
Thing in, when Water is fcarce. I found 
alfo fome Fa^ngidge, At my Return, I paid 
my Refpcdts to Deaan Murnanzack^ and 
made him a Prefent of fome of my Honey; 
whicl^ is a Compliment our Lords always 
expedt. 

It 



It was novsr Night, and they were going 
a Bccf-hunting : When they fct out on Pur- 
pofe to kill thebeft Beads, they alvsrays make 
Choice of the darkcft Nights. Tney per-^ 
xnitted me, on my Requefl, to accompany 
- tfaem ; but firft ordered me to waih myfclf, 
as they themfclvcs did, that we might not 
fmell either of Smoak, or Sweat. 1 would 
have taken two Lances according to Cuftom ; 
but they obliged me to leave one behind me, 
left two together might rattle in my Hand. 
Thefe Cattle feed only in the Night, and if 
all thcic Precautions were not taken, they 
could never be furpriz'd ; for they are al- 
ways on their Guard, fnorting with their 
Nofes, and liftening after their Purfuers ; 
We can hear them roar, and bellow a great 
Way off; by which we know where they 
arc, and we are forc'd always to go round 
till they arc diredly to the Windward of us •, 
for othcrwife they would foon fcent us. As 
ibon as we had got the Wind and Cattle 
right-a-hcad, and were within bearing, we 
Walked with all the Circumfpecflioi^ imagi- 
nable, cropping the Top of the Grafs with 
our Hands, as clofe as poflible, to mimick, 
a$ well as we could, the Noife a Cow makes 
when (he bites it. The Moment they heard 
us they were all hufli ^ not one of them bel- 
lowed, or graz'd, but fcem'd to liften with 
the utmoft Attention : Which when we per- 
ceived, we all flood ftill likewife without a 
Whifpcrj whilft three, or four, who un- 



derftoojd the Nature of it beft, cofrtJnu'd 
cropping the Grafs. When the GattFc had*^ 
liften'd, till ( as we imagined.) tihey took us 
for fome of theif own Species, they returned . 
to their grazing,, and we waik'd with Cau- 
tion nearer, flill mimicking :thcnT as wc 
mov'd foftly along. . Deaan Murnanznck or- 
dered me to keep behind, : left they fhould 
difcern my white Skin, and be ftartled j he 
alfo gave me his Lamber td cover myftlf 
with, which was a large Piece of .black Silk; 
fo that if I had been near them, they could 
have' feen nothing but my Face ; the Grafs 
being above Knee deep. 

At length we got amongft them, fo that 
one of. pur Men ( as he told me ) with fome 
Grafs in his Hand, and under the Cover of 
a Bufh, took hold of the Dug of a Cow, and 
finding flie gave no Milk, he concluded ftie 
was not lean ; for which Reafon he ftuck his 
Lance inftantly into her Belly, and drew it 
out again, making -no other Motion. The 
Cow thus wounded will give a Spring, per-i 
haps, and make a Noife, as if another had 
run her Horns iagainft her; but this is fa 
common amongft them, that the Herd is not 
any ways difturb'd by it: So that our People 
ftuck three, or four after this Manner, and 
left them, with an Intention to come the? 
next Morning, and track them by their 
Blood ; for it is very dangerous to come near ' 
them in the Night : As foon as they find' 
themfelves forely wounded, they run frooi 

their 
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heir Compaftions, and .wilt attack tfab firit 
^an they fee. They are generally found 
idtually dead, or fallen down in fomte Wood,- 
>r Shelter of Bufties, as if they induftrioufly 
tndeavour'd to conceal themfelves. Nofooner 
lad wc determined to depart, and I had re- 
urnM Deaan Murnanitack his Lamber, but 
Calf, that had been mortally wounded, be- 
;an to make ao hideous Uproar ^ and run^ 
ing about, nude the Herd jealous: So that 
bey ran away^ and the Calf made dircftly 
t me, and knocked me backwards ; I t:atch'd 
old of his Leg, but cry'd out luftily for 
Iclp, This Accident afforded much Mirth, 
nd fix'd ia Joak upon me afterwards •, as A 
^out Fellow to cry out jor AJjifiance to cope 
vitbaCalfn However, they took hitn, cut 
dm to Pieces, and catry'd him away • of 
irhom we made a very good Supper. I have 
<en wform'd, that .notwithftanding thefe 
iattle^re.fo wild, the Cows will fometimes 
iiand ftill to have their Dugs handled, and 
nd ieveral of them have been milk'd in the 
3ark into *n Horn ; however, as I never a t- 
empted this myfelf, I cannot abfolutely vouch 
t for Truth ; yet as I have heard fo many 
tffirm it, I think there are no juft Grounds 
to contradi<5t it. 

We were in no Hurry to get Home, for 
not only our Gaj:tle„ but we too, liv'd as well 
^ we could defire there ; fo that tho' wc>: 
^>t going forwards, yet we made feveral 
^ays more of our Journey than we (hould 
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have donej A Day, or two after this Be 
hunting, wc had an accidental Diver fion 
another kind : Our Dogs had got the So 
of fomc wild Hogs that were got intc 
Thicket, and were very bufy in running rou 
it ; but could find no Entrance for a cc 
fidcrable Time. At length, however, tl: 
found the Path which the Swine had mai 
and attempted to enter the Wood by it j 1 
Paflage was defended by a large Boar, w 
fought the Efogs with great Fury, and woi 
dcd one of them in a very dangerous M^ 
ner : Now what with the Dogs on the c 
hand, and the Swine on the other, there > 
fuch a yelping, grunting, and howling, t 
the Woods rang with their Noife ; and < 
would have imagined, all the Hogs in 
Ifland had met there by Confent, in ordei 
revenge their Quarrel Upon us. 

We laid down our Burdens, and fomc 
us went up to them, arm'd with Guns i 
Lances ; Deaan Murnanzack (hot the B 
that wounded his Dog 5 whereupon anot 
in an Jnftant defended the Entrance, \ 
fought fo refolutely, that neither the Dc 
nor we ourfelvcs could come near the Ca 
that were within j till tll^4iad made a Pafl 
behind ihcm with our Hatchets and Lani 
and then fir'd upon fome of the moft re 
lute, who turn'd upon us : The reft pera 
ing thcmfclves attacked behind, fought tl 
Way through the Dogs, and ran away, -v^ 
the Dogs after them. Words cannot 

fci 
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fcrlbe the Noifc there was, cfpecially after 
a Number of them were wounded : We 
found feven dead^ befides feveral others fo 
wounded that they could not make off; we 
pick'd out only one, or two of the fatteft, 
for there are very few that will eat them, 
I did not dare to take any, on Account of 
my Office of killing Beeves ; and the Eating 
of Swin/s Flejh is accounted fo contemptible 
a Thing, that I i^ould have leflen'd my Dig- 
nity, and, perhaps, been degraded \ which, 
whatever mean Thoughts I might poffibly 
liave, a8 to the Honour of it, I had too good 
911 Opinion of its Value, to part with it for 
the Gratification of my Appetite in one Meal : 
For in this Cafe they arfe curious to a Pundti- 
lio, that if the Daughter of a King be mar- 
xy'd to any One that is not of a Royal Fa- 
mily, their Children are not admitted to the

Obferving him forld, 
Convcrfation, I told him, if there was a 
DcpendaiKe on Dreams, as fome had aflcr 
the Night before, I fhould incur his An] 
that Day; having dreamt, That I was

Anfwer, 1 wonder that you^ who laugh' di

rfortf. However y fays he, I dare fay you 
will be on(e miftaken ; for I dotCt know any 
Thing you can do to make me angry. I would 
not bfLve my Reader imagine, ihat I have 
intrQdui:'d this Story, meerly for the fake of 
telling an idle Dream; but it proved the In- 
troduction to fomething very remarkable^ and 
jfurnijS^'d iis vrith a Difcourfe the next Eve- 
nings th^t may poflibly be thought an agree- 
able Amufement. 

T«R next Day wc roafted our Beef, and 

U)4 ii^tP CQol, in Order to bind up in aBur- 

dci\, which we call an Enter ; to carry at 

Qnr BA(:k9. All I had to do was to provide 

ioif lAyfdfft and what with my Beef and Ho- 

Qey» I'AKas- pretty well loaded, and as well 

(pn^ntedi for I liv'd in Plenty ; my Honey 

likeiwiCe mingled with Water made a plea- 

fant I>*ink. This, was the laft Day of our 

Pftflag?. thprow thefe Groves, and Habita- 

tipOSoJf/th? wild Cattle i fome of which they 

attempted qncc more to furround, more for 

the fak/c of their Diverfion than Want of 

Beef; and in this, not wilfully, but for Want 

of Knowledge, I fpoil'd all their Sport, by 

t^averiing the Way they were running ; which 

was dirc&y towards the Place where Deaan 

Murnanzack lay in Ambufli for them: This 

njade them run quite another Way, and put. 

him into fuch a violent Paflion at tirft, that 

he lifted up his Lance, and frowning, threat- 

ncd to kill me ; and, indeed, I expefted no 

lefs \ which made me get out of his Sight as 

foon 
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foon as poflibtc, being apprcheftfivc of ftta^ 
fuch barbarous Treatment, as I had before^ 
met with from Deaan Mevarrow. This 
Prince, however, was of a more generous 
Difpodtion ; for when his Paflion was over, 
he fent for me in a very courteous Manner, 
and defir'd I would fpend the Evetiing with 
him as ufual, and fit down by him ; which 
accordingly I did.

fivp of them ; nor had they, as I could per- 
ceive, any Idea of what we Chrifiians mean 
by Heaven^ as the peculiar Refidcnce of the 
Almighty, and the glorious Manfions of 
the Saints after their Deceafe. They told 
me, that T^hey firmly believed there was a God 
abcve^ who was the fupreme Lord of all other 
Gods^ DamonSy or Spirits^ of what Nature^

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tr Kind foever : ^hat wry God^ Taidl, isfbi 

t)eity we adore ; for we know of no other GoJ^ 

nor do we pay the tribute of Divine Tfforfoip 

io any other ObjeSi than this One ; this Su^ 

J>reme^ and Only God. Do not you then^ faid 

they, make Prayers^ and Sacrifices^ and in^ 

*voke fome Guardian Daemons, to ajfifi you in 

ibe Knowledge of the Will of thai God ; and 

jto warn you of any approaching Dangers ? If 

^mr Cowitry-men had fuch Owleys as ours, 

^our good Daemons would have ajjified you that 

JS[igbt you lay upon the Sands, and have told 

jm in Dreams of the Danger^ and directed 

jfouto efcape before the Morning. 

To this 1 reply 'd, That all good Men in 
England acknowledge an over-ruling Provi-- 
dence ; and t am fully perfuaded, that it was 
by the Providence of that Divine Power that 
iysas prejerved at that I'ime ; and why God 
did not fee fit ^ that the refi foould fave theif 
tives^ ts a Secret I do not pretend to pry into .* 
^ut I cannot conceive that your Owleys, to 
"^hich you feem to pay a Divine Homage, and 
pray to for their Aid and A[fi{iance, JkouU 
bave a Spirit, or a God within them ; dr vijtt 
you in the Ni^ht when you are afieep, and 
forewarn you of fuch Misfortunes ai you ivould 
'ioilli^gly avoid. I plainly perceive, that they 
are nothing more than Pieces oj JVcod, andAU 
ligators Teeth drefsd up\ I plainly difcern^ 
l^kewije, how they are made ; and 1 am certain^ 
^to other (Food J and other Alligators Teeth 
^^^ not living Spirits, have no Power of Speech, 

N and 
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and are incapable of knowing ^hingi prefent^ 
much lefs Things to ccme \for which Reafon^ 
we look upon it as an ylSt of Idolatry to pay 
that Adoration^ which belongs to the Great 
God alone^ to any created Things or the Like- 
nefs of any created Thing Abo'De^ or Here Be* 
low ', fince he has ftriSily forbid the Worfhip of 
any Thing but Himfelf 

Deaan Murnanzack liftcn'd to this ferious 
Difcourfe of mine with Abundance of At- 
tention, and then turned to fome of his 
People, and argu'd with them for fomc 
Time; partly in Vindication of what I had 
aflertcd, and 'partly in endeavouring to cxr 
plain to them the Nature of their Qwleys ; 
which I am.fenfible, I had not a juftNotioii 
of at that Time ; but I was too young when 
firfl: I was reduced to this Slavery, and had 
neither Friends, nor Books to affift itie ; be- 
fjdes I was not capable of making fuch juft 
Remarks then, as 1 could do now. 

But to proceed : As foon as the Deaan 
had done difcourfing with them, he turned 
again to me, and faid, To me it feems very 
/Irange^ that you^ wko^ but this very Mornim;^ 
told me a Dream of your own^ and founaSit 
happened true^ Jldould argue againji thefe Ow- 
leys of ours ; for you mtjiake us^ it is not tit 
Wood, nor the Alligators Teeth that we war- 
Jhip ; but there are certain Guardian Dii^ 
mons, who take Care of all Nations^ Famp- 
liesy and private Perfons ; and Jhouli you h 
t^Pf*^ of me of thefe Owlcys, and give it

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th^ Name offome Guardian Spirit^ it will un^ 

iozdStedly attend you. For how could you know 

this Morning J that I (hould be angry with you^ 

had not one of thefe good Daemons vijited you^ 

and di (covered it\ and if you had not hadfucb 

friendly Noticey you mighty probably^ have 

ken kilfd ; tho' I did not defgn it. But 

Mens PaJJions are unruly ^ ana I was highly 

provoked, I own^ tho' I fay not this to re^ 

proacbyouy as if I imagined you wilfully fpoil'd 

our Sport 5 for I am fully fatisfyd you meant 

no Harm : I only mention this to put you in 

Mind J that you argue againjl yourfelf : Be-- 

^«, if the Spirits of our Fore-fathers^ or 

thefe Guardian Daemons did not declare thefe 

^iiigs to Mankind, how Jl:>ould they know 

them f No One could tell that 1 fhould he 

army with you, when you had given me no 

Offence ; neither did you intend to provoke me, 

^nd nothing was done that any fuch Accident 

Jhould have happened. Tou don't imagine, I 

fiope, that the Great God himfelf came down 

to tell you ; fince thefe inferior Spirits, of 

i^^bom there are fuch Numbers, could more con^ 
^ 'leniently attend you. But you obferv'd jufi 
"; no^^ as I remember, -that the Great, Stf^ 
^f P^eme God had forbid you the Worjhip of any 
^j '^ing but Himfelf ; Fray, Did any white 
I Man ever fee this Great God above ? Or does 
A ^ open condefcend to talk with your People^ 
jj ^^ not with ours ? 

^ i To which I made Anfwer, That No Man 
'J ^^ti'faw God, but fome of our Forefathers, 

N 2 man^ 
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many Jges ago^ heard his Foice^ when k 
defcended in a Cloud. But, fays he, ij this 
was Jo many Tears ago, and there is no Man 
now livingj blacky or white, that ever heard 
the Voice of this Gcdy how are you Jure it is 
true ? And fince as you allow, it was many 
Ages ago, Things may be fo alter d, or mif 
reprejented from what they were, when your 
firft Fore-fathers told them^ that you cannot 
rely upon their Certainty. I was here at for* 
Lofs, as they had no Knowledge of Letters, 
and confequcntly, I could not make them 
comprehend any Thing of the facred Scrip- 
tures ; I only told them, therefore, that Wt 
had a Way of preferring the Memory of Things, 
which they were wholly unacquainted with; 
and by that Means, I faid, we bad an Ac- 
count of the Beginning of the Worlds and of ^ 3 
its Creation by God ; and that 1 could ttU 
them a great many ftrange Thingf in Relatii^ 
thereto : Which they then feem'd very dcfi- 
rous of hearing. 

And accordingly I told them, that /^^ 
World was originally dark, and a confujti 
Chaos, or Mafs j and that GJ)d, by the Word 
of his Power, made the Sun, and Moon ; i^ 
Beajis, Fi(h, Fowl, Trees, Herbs, and e^^ 
Thing elfe. They ftill perfifted in their fi^J 
Objedtion ; and, as they imagined, with irv^^ 
more Reafon than before. For^ laid one ol 
them, tho' ifs pofjible you may have abett^

out of a Rib, which God took from kim 
' be was afleep At this they all broke 
nto Aftonifhment, and Laughter • and 
in Murnanzack faid, // was a manifeji 
utb ; and that^ therefore^ it was a ^kame 
^ fucha Story with a ferious Countenance ; 
w, he faid, he was conn)inc'd^ that all 
eft was jalfe ; for was this true^ a Wo-^ 
would have a Rib more than a Man^ and 
%n be defective on one Side. , 

2RE I was guilty of a grofs Error thro' 
ance; however, I think my felf obliged 
oufly to confefs it. I hope our Divines, 
11 good Chriftians will confider the -Cir- 
:ances I was in, and readily forgive me: 
; had fo little Wit, as peremptorily to 
on the Truth of it ; and afRrm'd what 
. heard, when a Child, from illiterate 
►ns ; That a Man had one Rib lefs on one 
than tlse other \ Nay I had fo much 
ance, as to put the whole Argument 
this liTue, and offer 'd to lay any Wager 
le Fa6t. The Prince laugh'd at me tho* 
as willing to be convinced ; we had two 
len with us, one was very lean, whom 
der'd to be called, her Ribs were told 
:ound to be equal ^ and after that a Man 

'N 3 WSLH- 
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wa5 cxamin'd, and his Ribs were the fame : 
They were not all of them indeed convinced 
of the exadt Number ; nor could I myfclf, 
in attempting to count fhcm after them. 
From this Time, I percciv'd, Deaan Mur^ 
nanzack treated all I had faid on Religion 
with Contempt, and immediately refum'd 
his former Objedtion with more VicOur, and 
laid, T^hat to talk of 'what was done before 
Man was created was perfeSt Nonfenfe ; that 
what I had ajerted in relation to Gods conver-^ 
fng with men, and telling them fueh^ and 
fuch things J had no Manner of Evidence ^ and 
that the Things I pretended to know^ and talk 
ofy were, injhort, nothing more than old^ 
Womens Tales. However, fays he, pray g^ 
on, and give us fome further Account of thiss- 
God of your s\ who, informer Ages, was tbu^ 
familiar with Mankind. Then I went on WitHm 
fhc Scripture Story of God*s Dijpieafure wif^ 
the old World, and the ^imd which deftrdf^ 
all Men and Beafts on the Earth, except tho/e 
in the Ark ; and of Noah'j taking Male ansi 
Female of every Species into it to preferu^ 
them. Upon this One of them (hortly f eply'd, 
// they had been all dejirofd, could not that 
Gcd^ who made them atjirft, make mrire ofthe^ . 
at his 'Fleajure? But Iwent on, and told them 
of the Rainbow ; that it was appointed for ^ 
Sign of Gods Vromife not to drown the World 
again. To this Deaan Murnaniack reply'd, 
^hat they had no fuch Tradition handed aoii»^ 
to them } but befidcs^ fays he, if none but Nr>al*» 
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with his Sons and Daughters werefav^d, pray 
was Noah a white^ or a black Man? To 
which lanfwcr'd, 5/r, I perceive you give na 
Credit to what 1 fay of this 'Nature. He faid, 
T^here are many Tubings which I don't rightly 
under fland^ and /hall be glad to be inform d of "y 
nay^ 1 would give Credit to any Things that 
a reafonable Man can defire \ but mofl of thefe 
things are no better than oldJVomem FiBions ; 
and 1 amfujly perfwaded^ that all white Men 
will not talk thus idly as you do. Thefe were 
his very Words^ which he repeated feveral 
Times, and with which this Evening's Con- 
f«j»cnce concluded. It was no fmall Concern 
to me, to find how the Truth fufFer'd by 
my Weaknefs; but I was in Hopes, that 
Deaan Murnanzack^ who was a Man of 
- Penetration, might confider, that I was but 
a Child when I left England-^ and for that 
Reafon, not well acquainted with the To- 
picks I undertook to explain. 

The next Day we wcntdiredly forwards j 
for we were then paft all the wild Cattle ; 
and Deaan Mumanzack therefore haften*d 
homewards. About three in the Afternoon, 
we came to a Place where the Road divided ; 
here the Prince halted, as I perceiv'd, with 
no other View, then to take his Leave of 
me'j ordering two Men to conduft me, and 
my Cattle to his Cow-keeper. Here we 
parted, and we laid that Night near the 
Banks of a River, which are the Boundaries 
^i, Deaan Mumanzack' s Country, and leads 

N 4- ii^^^ 
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iMo Madamvovo, the great Rivefwhichruni 
thorojv Anterndroea. To this Place, where 
I was going, all the Cattle come to Water, 
As we were pafling thorow the Woods, we 
met a Company of Men and Women going 
to fetch Water ; they ftopp'd, and gaz'd at 
me with Admiration, having never feen a 
white Man before ; afking thofc who accom- 
pany 'd me, Who I was? and from whence I 
came? who waggifhly told them, Jhey found 
me in the Forejt among the wild Cattky and 
intended to make a Prefent of me to the Prince^ 
In Order to carry on the Jeft, I ran towards 
the Women, and talking Gibberifli, frightened 
one of them to that Degree, that (he fell into 
fuch violent Fits, that the reft had much a-do 
to recover her ; for which I was afterwards 
cxtrcamly forry. 

This Wood extended from the River a- 
bout (even Miles, without any Break, or 
Plain, till within a Mile of the Town, It 
was no fmall Concern to me, to think, what 
a great Way I had to drive my Cattle to 
Water every other Day, but it did not prove 
fo great a Fatigue as I expefted ; for there 
being eight, or ten of us, we took our Turns j 
fo that it came to each Man's Turn, but 
once in about fixteen, or twenty Days: Be- 
fides, as there was no Grafs by the Way, 
there was no Impediment, or Interruption j 
and when they returned hungry, they would 
go home faft enough of themfelvcs. 
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As the People here had never fecn a white 
Man before, I was a very furprizing Sight 
to them at firft ; but they were foon acquain- 
ted with me, and I became of lingular Ser- 
vice to them : Fbr whenever they had an 
Ox to kill, they were oblig'd till now to go 
a great Way for one of the Royal Family j 
this Trouble I fav'd them, and liv'd very 
plentifully myfelf by that Means. I was fre- 
quently fent for upon thefe Occafions, and 
bad always my Fee, which was four or five 
Ribs to carry home with me; belides the Leg 
roafted for my Entertainment whilft I was 
with them. I feldom went without a Boy 
to wait on me, as there were always feveral 
at hand, and willing enough, bccaufe I was 
able to oblige them with part of my Beef. 
I had alfo fufficicnt to live like thofe, who 
are free, and generous, in communicating 
fome Portion of whatever they have to their 
Neighbours: As foon as I came home, I us'd 
to fet on the Pot, and fend Mefles out to all 
my Acquaintance, which they did not fail 
to return, when in their Power : And it 
niay be obferv'd in the whole Courfe of this 
Hiftory, that all the People of tfais-Ifland 
delight in this free, good-natur'd, and foci- 
a.l>le Way of Living. 

Whenever I was fent for, the Houfe 
^vas always fet in Order, the Owley drefs'd, 
a.nd placed in View. I was frequently em- 
ployed to kill a Sacrifice, in Cafe of a Cir- 
t cmncifiottjj or when any One was lick; and 

K 
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lince I had the Conference above relate with 
Deaan Murnanzack^ I had the Curiofity to 
liflcn to their Prayers : and more then once 
I attempted to fpeak in Favour of the Chri- 
ilian Religion. When I mentioned the Rejur^ 
rel^ion of the Body, they told mc it muft 
be a meer Romance j and to talk, as I did, of 
Burning in Fire after Deaths was to them 
inconceivable : ( For, faid they ) no Man 
can feel after he is dead, and umefs they could 
fee fame P erf on rais'd from the Grave, fiey 
ns)ould give no Credit to my Affertion. I told 
them further o£God*s Appearing, and Giving 
the Ten Commandments, but it had no Influ- 
ence over them ; For (faid they ) all Mankind 
have the Purport, and Meaning (^. them by the 
Dictates of Nature. 

Here are Laws againft Adultery^ ^eft, 
and Murder -, and they have fuch a Vene- 
ration for their Parents, that they revere 
them even after Death ; there is alfo a Fine 
inflidcd on any One, who ihall prefume to 
curfe another Man's Parents. 'I'hey never 
fwear profanely, but allow Oaths Jometimes 
requifite, becaufe, ( as they faid ) they were 
fieceffary and convenient -, and Men could m i ^ 
live one by another^ if there wer4. not fuc k ^ ^ 
haws \ and for that Reafon, there was nuz^^ 
Occajionfor the Great God himfelfto prejcriht^mae 

thefe Rules : The Fourth Commandment, in^ 

deed, they feem to have no Idea of; unkfsi^ t 
be, that they allow even their Slaves to fpc^crd 
one Day in feven, as they think proj^'^vith—— , 
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out Controul; but they have no religious 
Duties to perform. And when inform'd, 
that We kept it holy^ bccaufe God re/ied on tfje 
fiventb Day ; they faid, T^his was as impro-^ 
table as any ^ing I bad before ajjerted\ and 
afked. How I could tell what God did before 
there was a Man living: And indeed, leould 
plainly perceive that they defpis'd me, for 
talking of thefe Things; and look'd on me 
as a common, notorious Liar ^ infomuch that 
I was obijg'd to defift. 

lit {horty I had no Way to prove what I 
ailerted, and that Miftake in regard to the 
RiA in my Converfation with Deaan Mur* 
ttanzacky was a mortifying Stroak to me ; 
and tho' at firft, I imagined my ill Succefs in 
the Argument was wholly to be imputed to 
Tny own Ignorance • I have fince had a thou^ 
fand fcrupulous Thoughts arife in my Mind 
vipon that Head : And fure I am, that all was 
not owing to my Wcaknefs ; for our Di- 
vines have not furnifii'd us with fufficient 
Arguments to defend it. And I don't know, 
fince Miracles are ceas'd, but they would 
find it a difficult Tafk to demonftrate thofe 
Truths themfclves to thefe Peoples Satisfac- 
tion : Nor do I know what Miracle could 
poflibly now be wrought, to prove what 
was done before any mortal Man was in 
3eing. Tho' they arc Fools enough here 
o be imposed on by the Umo£eeSy or Conju- 
ots J yet they will entertain no Notion of 
onverfing with the Great God, Thdy allow^ 
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indeed, that there arc Damons^ or Spirits^ 
which may be good, or bad, who appear 
to them in Dreams, and difcover to thefe 
Umojfees many furprifing Things ; yet they 
do not look upon them to be more pious, 
or better Men than others ; tho' indeed, thevy 
imagine they are more knowing. The Awe, 
however, that my Education has imprcfs'd 
on my Mind, prevented me from joining in 
their Worftiip, left it fliould be idolatrous ; 
and there never was fuch a Thing as Perfe^, 
ciition for Religion ever thought of. amongft 
them ; fo that I was free to think, and do 
as I thought proper, fo long as I took Care 
not to affront them : And I think, 'tis both a 
Shame, and a Sin, that it (hould be counte- 
nanced, or praftis'd by any Sedt of Chri- 
ftians whatfoever. I have not here forgot 
Deaan Mevarroivs threatning to kill me at 
lirft ; but it muft be obferv'd, there was no- 
thing more in that Tranfadtion than a fecret 
Pride, and Ill-nature peculiar to the Man ; 
as appearM by Deaan Samio's preventing him, 
and reconciling us, without laying me ifnder 
any Obligation to join in the Ceremony. 

£ Had not liv'd here above fix Weeks, 
before I heard, that Deaan Crindo had at- 
tacked Rer Mimebolambo's Town, and re- 
duced itto Afhes, killing two Men, and taking 
fomc of their Wives and Children captive, 
with almoft their whole Stock of Cattle. 
This ill News affedled me very much, not- 
withftanJing Deaan Mevarrow had feveral 

Times 
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Times in his Paflion attempted to kill me ; 
^et living fo long in his Family, I could not 
l)ut be concerned at their Misfortunes. We 
Tis*d to have here a great Deal of flying News 
Avith refpefl: to their Wars ; one Day an Ac- 
count of a Battle fought, and the next Day 
a Contradiction of it ^ their Reports being 
as little to be rely 'd on, as fome of our com- 
mon News-Papers at London ; fo that I paid 
but little Regard to them. Befides, we liv'd 
- here at a Diftance in Peace and Plenty, and 
heard only now and then, perhaps, of the 
Lofles fuftain'd by our Friends j however, 
^s we felt none of the Miferies ourfelves, 
they ferv'd us for Converfation j in which, 
we, like Cofee-boufe Politicians, fleeping in 
Security remote from Danger, cenfur'd the 
Condudl of our Superiors according to our 
feveral fadlious Inclinations, for Fads we 
knew little, or nothing of ; or at moft, but 
by external Appearances ; and thofe too from 
■very precarious Reports : Our Bufmefs was 
to make our Lives as eafy, and happy, as our 
Circumftances would permit us ; and among 
the many Things which we met with lo di- 
vert us. One, I think, will bear the Relation ; 
which was a Projcdt of my Governor's, and 
prov'd as profitable as it was entertaining. 

There arc fome People in the remote 
Parts of this Country, whofe Habitations 
are in fecret Rcceflfes in the Woods ; they 
live 6afy, indolent Lives, never come near 
a Town, nor concern themfelves with any 
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Affairs of Peace, or War, either foreign, or 
domeftick: They keep no Cattle, left the 
Vociferations of their Herds, or Flocks, 
might poifibly betray them, and induce fome 
evil-minded Men to difturb their Peace, by 
plundering them of fo valuable a Treafure j 
but content themfelves with fmall Planta^ 
tlons, and the Produdt of Nature, which is, 
indeed, fufficient to fupport them: They 
never concern themfelves who is Lord of 
any particular Place, or Sovereign of the 
whole Dominions. D^aan Murnanzack*^ 
Cow- keeper, my Governor, formerly liv'd 
after this Manner ; and, by that Means, was 
acquainted with fome of their private Settle- 
ments : As they are very illiterate, he ima- 
gined, that I, being a Man of a Angular Co- 
lour, might edily be imposed on them for a 
Vrmct oi Murnanxack's Family; as, indeed, 
many of our vulgar People in Europe are, 
who think the Royal Family arc fomething 
more than mortal; and the Nobility fuperior 
in Beauty to the reft of the human Species. 
Jn ihort, the Farce was agreed to be piay'd, 
and 1 was to have one Third of what Prc- 
fents fhould be made us ; he another, and the 
Pcrfons who composed my Retinue the Re- 
mainder. Accordingly they procured me a 
gay, filk Lamber, two, or three Strings of 
the moft glittering Beads for a Ncckkce, 
and a Gun of the beft 3ort to carry on my 
Shoulder ; my afTum'd Charader was- Rer 
Mimebolambo^ who living in tlie moft remote 

Parts, 
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Parts, and far from them, there was little, 
oir no Danger of a Difcovery j fince none of 
thiem had ever feen my of the Family in 
thieir Lives. Twenty of our Neighbours 
made up my Retinue, and we pradtis'd, or 
rclicarsM our Parts three, or four Days be- 
fore wc went J they waiting on me, and 
calling me by that Name^ and Title j that 
Every One might be perfect, and know his 
G ue. ^ — • The Plot in (hort was this : 

We fet out in a very formal^ and pompous 

hTarcb^ with Shells blowing in the Rear^ as 

is the Cujlom of the Country : The Place we 

p^opos*d to vijit was about ten^ or twelve Miles 

^ff^\ when we came within half a Mile^ my 

Grovenwr^ and One appointed to attend him ^ 

'i^ent as Heralds to acquaint them^ that Deaan 

Murnanzack'i Toungefi Brother, Rer Mime- 

bolambo was travelling that Wajy and un^ 

derjlanding there werefome Inhabitants in thoji 

Parts J de^r*d they would /pare him fuch Pro- 

"oijims as they thought proper, jor himfelf and 

i>is Retinue. We halted till we thought our 

Ewwj had delivered their Mejfage^ and pre^

^n in Form and Order : As foon as we came 

i^to their little Village, I perceived a Mat 

"^as fpread for me to fit down upon, and the 

^bole Ctan^ Men^ Women, and Children, 

^me crawlir^ upon their Hands and Knees to 

^ick mj Feet. My Peopie plafd their Parts 

artfully enough^ obferving every Pun&ilio ofRC'^ 

fp^^ that was due to the Perfon I reprefented -y 
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/or the Moment I was feated^ One ra 
fetch me Water ; another brought a Calk 
to receive ity and a third very obfequi 
Kvapfd my Feet. I ordered my principal 
tendant ( who was in Reality my Cover, 
to procure a Houfefor me ; there were bui 
in the whole Place^ except a few Hut 
feparate Apartments for their Children, 
foon pitched upon one of the befl^ and lej 
Owner to p:>ift for himfelf 

T^bey flood with Awe and Attention h 
me, having never feen any One command 
fuch Authority before. TChe Chief cah 
Kind of Council^ and confulted with them • 
Prefent was mojl proper to make mcy in 
MeafurCy fuitahle to my Dignity. Sei 
of them returned in a fhort Time^ with ^ 
Gallons ^/^ Guinea Corn^ and more of Ca 
vances ; but the old Man did not make his 
pearance till near the Evenings when he brc 
with him four Men loaded , two with as ; 
Honey as they could we4l carry ^ and two 
as much Carravances 3 all which werep 
in a very formal Manner before me. Tjh 
Man fat down at /in humble Dijlance^ 
flruck with Awe, in a hefitating Tone^ t 
a modeji Apology, andfaid., He hoped I w 
excufe the Meannefs of his Prefent ; bi 
he had no more to command off fo ( 
Notice, he fliould be proud if it met ^ 
my Acceptance. / Jhcw'd a tender \ 
cern for the poor Man, and chear'd him 
telling bim^ I was well pleased j that \ 
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^c had done was a fufficient Tcftimony df" 

his Rcfpcdt, and more than I expedted from 

him. Upon thisy I defir'd bim to fit down^ 

end hep me Company^ whilji tny People went 

/o vijit fotne of their Neighbour^ ; Jor I had 

fent Jome oj them one Way^ and fome another^ 

to collet all they could by Jair Meam ; and 

whatever the Peopk could Jpare : 1 particu^ 

larly order' d^ they Jhould attend me them/elves ^ 

^ tafie the Pfovijions they furnifb'd us with ^ 

l^fi they Jhould be damaged by the Incantation 

tftbe Umoflccs. The old Man recovered his 

spirits in a Jhort Time^ and began to talk

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Proportion of the Prince ; but you muji mji^ 
der. Venerable Sir, that God has not created 
all Mankind alike ; but is fleas' d to dijlingtdjb 
thofe whom he con/lit utes for the Government of 
Mankind y by making them infuch a particu- 
lar Form^ and oj fuch a particular Colour^ that 
No One can be ignorant of their Superiority, 
For ( fays he further) were all of one Sbape^ 
and Colour^ People would choofe out of their 
cwn Clan J whom they thought mofi wife^ and 
'ualiant, to be their Sovereign Lordy and Chief 
Commander ; and Jfmdd they happen not to ap- 
prove of his ConduSli they would abandon bitn^ 
J>erhaps, and live under Subje£lion to fern 
other Prince ; but when God appoints any par' 
ticular Men to be PrinceSy and Rulers over 
the reft of Mankindy you may depend upon it^ 
be bejiows upon them fuch excellent FormSy and 
diftinguijhes them by fuch Marksy that Everj 
One who fees them muJl know them at m 
VieWy mufi immediately fall down hefote tbeity 
^nd acknowledge their JDivinc Right, andKx^ 
thority over them. Ay, ay, fays the oldMan^ 
what you o^fervc ijs very true j for I remem- 
ber my Father went once in two, or three 
Years, to carry Honey to Deaan Memini* 
garevOy who was Deaan Crindo's Father > 
and, as I have- been informed, his Skin was 
of copper Colour, tho' his Hair was black 
indeed, like .ours. 2^/, fays the other, h^ 
was fomewhat different y but not very much 5 
Deaan Mungazeiingarcvo, howeveVy who'Wtff 
this Prince's Father y marry* d a Lady ji^ 

Pore- 
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Daughter. Yes, ytSy^fays the old Man, no 
Doubt, there's fomething in that ; but I havd 
hot a right Notion of thofe Marks which 
you mention, by which God diftinguifhes 
rrinces. Are all Princes, pray, of his fincS' 
Colour, and Make ? Aiid has God fet fuch 
glorious Marks on all Kings ? / can't fay ^ 
fays the other, but that this is the white ji that 
was ever heard of. " In the Interim came 
fbme of the People who were fent for ^ bringing 
their Prefents, and offering to lick my Feet 5 
which, to my no fmaU SatisfaSlion^ put a Stop 
to their injipid Conferences. 

1 found that my People had formed this art ^ 

ful Scheme among tbemfelves to delude theje 

poor Peafarits, and carry* d it on with good 

Zuccefs ; for One of theje laft, as 1 was in-- 

fornfdy asVd How he (hould know the Per- 

fpn to whom he was to pay his Refpe<5l8 ? 

And was roundly anfwer'd. Do you think 

God has not diftinguifh'd Princes from othcf 

Men? You'll know him at firft Sight by hisf 

ftnc Colour, and Majeftick Mien. 

But I fear, I have tyr'd my Reader With 
the too tedious Narration of this petty Farce : 
However, it plainly appears, that it turn'd 
oot tb all our Advantages ; we propos'd^ af 
firft, tb have proceeded further into thtf 
Country \ but were fo well provided with 
whatever wd wanted, that we had noOcca- 
fion for mprb j every Man having as much 
« be coiiia well carry ; So the next Day all 

Q % made 
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made up their Enters^ except myfclf, who 
ftill kept up my Grandeur. When wc came 
Home, we divided the Spoil. according to 
Contraa ; and tho' I ifent fevcral Prefents to 
my Neighbours, I had fufficicnt for two, or 
three Months. 

: This was too happy a Life to laft long: 
Before a Year came about, I was ordered 
Home again with my Cattle; three Men 
being fent by Deaan Mevarrow to condudt . 

me. The Civil War had now fubfiftcd a 

^)Out a Year and half; which reduced Everjr^ 
One to the greateft Difficulties ; fo that the)^^ 
wanted thefe Cattle to live upon, the reffez 
being confum'd by themfelves, or taken' b;^ 
their Adverfaries j the Enemy, however, wa.s 
in as bad Circumftances, if not worfe. Wcs 
returned the fame Way we came, thorow the 
Forefl of wild Cattle, and hunted as we 
went along, till we came to Deaan Afferrer^s 
Town on Tong-gorvo. I was much dejeftcd 
all the Way, and here I began, fir ft to think 
of making my Efcape to fome Sea-port 
Town at the Peril of my Life j tho' it; was 
a long Time before I had Opportunity to 
accomplifh it. As foon as I arriv'd at Rer 
Mimebolambo's Town, where my Maflcr, 
and his People ftill refided, I found none 
but melancholy Countenances; however, 
they were glad to fee me fafely arriv'd, be- 
ing richer by that Means then the reft 0/ 
their Neighbours, whether Friends, or Eoc* 
mies ; for my Cattle were confidcrably in 

crcas' 



creas'd. They thanked me, Indeed, for my 
Care, which was all the Reward I had ; but 
my Maftcr was too proud, and furly to do 
that J my butchering Office, however, 
brought me the ufual Fee ; by which Means 
I liv*d as well as any of the others. 

My Employment was ftill to follow the 
Gow-Tail for the Town in general; for no 
Body was willing to truft cither their Chil- 
drcn, or Servants; and Deaan Mevarrow 
iurft not peremptorily command, even his 
^vrn young Slaves, to do any Thing which 
might hazard their being taken by the Ene- 
my; left their Parents, and Friends ftiould 
refent it ; and leave him to live under other 
Lords. As for his white Slave, he had 
neither Parents nor Relations to mourn his 
Lofs, if kill'd, or taken ; and for that Rea- 
fon was the only proper Perfon to be e^^pos'd 
to Danger. 

Th e War was not carried on with fo much 
Vigour as* at firft; for their Courage on all 
Sides was pretty well abated; nor was there 
fo much Advantage arifing from the Plunder 
of one another, as at the Beginning ; but it 
was^ not long before Chahary and Frukey^ 
who were our original Enemies, heard that 
we had Cattle 5 and one Day, as I was tend- 
ing them at feme confiderable Diftance from 
the Town, they, with two hundred Men 
in a Body, furpriz'd, and took them, and 
P^trfuM me in a mod violent Manner ; firing, 
»ad darting their Lances, yelling out, kill 

O 3 bim 
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bim^ cut him to pieces^ &c. how6vcr>. ] 
the Start of them, and fled intp a Thi 
which was fo full of Prickles, and fl 
large Thorns, that I was ipoft mife 
fcarify'd from Head to Foot ; neverthe 
conccard myfelf in the Midft pf it: ' 
jftill followed mc with their hideous ( 
beginning to cut down a Paflage in Ore 
come at me ; but juft as I was on the 
Brink of Defpair, I obferv'd them all 
Sudden, run as faft back again. It was 
Time before I could comprehend the IV 
ing of it; till at Length, I pcrceivM 
People had been alarm'd, and came 
them ; fo that npw they found it difBci 
fave their own Lives. They could not 
off the Cattle, but refolving to do as i 
Mifchief as they could, they kill'd f 
and others they wounded ; and then flee 
was oblig'd to keep my Station, and wa 
apprehenfive, that fame of them woul 
driven upon me; till by the Noife o 
Guns, I found, that they went further 
*me : I then ventured to creep out, and 
cciv'd one of their chief Men was U 
and wounded with two Lances in his h 
He looked mc full in the Face with his 
fwimming, and was going to fpeak, wl 
fnatch'd one of the Lances out of his H 
and told him. It was my Time npw 5 ai 
he was my Enemy in a dduble Capacil 
immediately ftruck him dead* When 
People firft faw me, they irpagin'd t!

was cut with Lances ; for I was all over 
bloody: My Flefli was torn in fevcral Places, 
my Feet were almoft cut to Pieces, and many 
large Thorns were ftiil vifible in them : So 
that when I rcover'd from the fright I was 
in, and came to be cool, I was in exceflive 
Torment, The Women and Children foon 
help'd to carry the flain Cattle into the 
Town; there not being above fifteen alive, 
and thofc moft barbaroufly us'd. Whilft 
thele were bufy with the Beafts, I told Deaan 
MtvarroWj that I had taken two Lances 
from One, that fecm'd to be mortally wound* 
cd; tho* alive when I left him at the Side 
Qf the Thicket. I durft not own that I had 
laid violent Hands on him ; for fome of our 
People were his near Relations, and I did 
not know, but they might privately feek Re- 
venge; for they lamented his Lofs, and 
hcgg'd his Body, in Order to bury it j which 
^s readily granted. 

When I came Hom?, my Miftrefs was 

^cry kind to me, and order'd one of her 

Slaves to wafli, and drefs my Wounds, and 

pick out the Thorns. It was fome Time 

tcfore I was perfedly well, and it was no 

fmall Comfort to me, that I had no more? 

Cattle to take Care of; tho' I was confcious, 

^tthc famq Time, of the iU Confequencc 

that would foon attend the Want of them, 

Howciver, we had Beef enough for fome 

few D^ysj and more than we could w?ll 

iifpcnce with, whilft it was Aveet. 

O 4 I 
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I was no fooncr recovered, but my Maftc 
found out another Employment for in< 
which was to dig in the Woods for wil 
Yarns; all our Beef was now fpcnt, aii 
fcarce any Thing clfe was to be found hert 
abouts to live upon : We now feverely fe 
the Miferics of a Civil War ; and fo muft 2 
Countries wherever they arc, feel in Propo 
tion to their Circumftances ; whether Chr 
llian, or Heathen. I went a long Way fom< 
times, before I could find fufficient for n 
Mafter and Miftrcfs, and myfelf; bcir 
fcldom able to bring Home more than wou 
f^rve one of us for a Meal the next Day 
I, indeed, always made fure of one priva 
Meal ; for I took Care to kindle a Fire, ar 
roaft fome of them in the Woods. 

One Morning juft about Sj^n-rifing, 
my Mafter and fome of the Chiefs were fi 
ting at the Town- Gate, condoling with eac 
other on Account of the fad State of the 
Affairs; Deaan Mevarrow faid, He bd 
tafied no Beef Jor fome conjiderable Time ; at 
aik'd, // there ivere any Cattle near tbem 
They told him. None that either belonged 
himy or any of Rcr Mimebolambo's Peopl 
hit there was One in Deaan Mephontej 
f uri I diSlion about four ^ or five Miles o£\ w 
bad fever al good fat Beeves. He immediate 
ordered me, and another Man to bring aw^ 
one of the bcft of thofe Beafts, with as muc 
Privacy, and Expedition, as we could . I b 
gan to make feveral Excufes, and faid. 
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^was afraid to go upon fiich a dangerous Ad-^ 
"denture: Be 'ides, ( faid \) as 1 am the only 
^wbite Man Ten have amongjl all your People \ 
^Jhould I be J e en at a Di fiance, they will know 
me immediately to be your Slave, and by thaf 
Means you ycurfelj will be difcoverd. All I 
could urge had no Influence over hiiri ; He 
was refolutely bent, that I (hould go , and 
ordcr'd the Man to provide a Rope that In- 
' ftant. I begg'd on my Knees, that he would 
fend another in my Stead, bat to no Purpofe ; 
however, whilft he turned away, and vyas 
fpcaking to fome other People, I withdrew, 
in Hopes, when he did not fee me, he 
would fubftitute another in my Poftj biit 
the Old Villain turning fliort, and perceiving 
what I aim'd at, took up his Gun, and fir'd 
at me; the Shot went thorow the Straw Cap 
I had on, and I was fo near him, that the 
Wadding ftruck my Back. Finding he had 
not kiird me, he took up a Lance, and be- 
fore any One could ftop his Hand, he threw 
it at me. He rav'd, and gave me all the op- 
probrious Language he could think of: As 
to Swearing, they are not any Ways ad- 
diftcd to it ; a Cuftom too prevalent amongll 
OS Chriftians, to the Shame and Reproach 
both of High and Low. However, at laft 
he was pacify'd, and on my Submiflion, 
ind the Solicitations of his Friends, he for- 
gave me; but peremptorily infifted on my 
Obedience to his Commands. As there was 
M Remedy, I proceeded with the Mau^ 
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tho* with many bitter Reflexions on my 
way-ward Fortune, and State of Bondage. 

We fcon came near the Place to which 
we were directed, and after we had wander'd 
about feme (hort Time, we efpy 'd about half 
a Score Cows grazing ; our next Concern 
was to fee if any Cow-keeper was tending 
them : To confcfs ingenuoufly, I was fcarce 
ever in more Fear in my whole Life ; the 
Noifc of the pretty little Lizards, who hop 
about the Trees, and create a Ruftling a- 
mongft the Leaves, appeared at that Time in 
my Ears like the Ruftiing out of fo many 
Men from an Ambufcadc ; but after we had 
liften'd very attentively, and taken a ihort 
Tour with the utmoft Precaution; we, at 
length, ventured to fally out from behind 
the Covert of the Trees, and pitch upon one 
that was for our Purpofe ; my Comrade took 
the Rope, which till then he had twiftcd — 
about his Middle, and fecur'd her : We had^ 
much ado to get her from the reft of the^ 
Herd ; but at laft we mafter'd her, and drov^ 
her thorow the Woods ; for we thought i^^ 
fafeft to avoid all open Places, and by Nooc3 
we reached Home : In a few Minutes fhe wa.^^ 
cut up by a dozen Hands at once, for Fea—- 
the right Owner fhould have mifs'd her, an i 
fhould follow our Track. The Meat w^a 
divided into two hundred Pieces, and diftr ^i- 
buted to the fame Number of Men. MTj 
Partner, and I had the Udder, and a Sli^::^ 
of the Buttock j which is thq cuftomary F^c 

to 
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Lich as bring In either a flolen Beaft ; or 
taken from an Enemy : As almoft Every 
I in the Town Jhad a fmall Portion, all 
t was difpatch'd immediately ; and the 
t Day we were in the fame Plight as we 
e in before. 

r was now Winter, and as the Stalks of 
Yams are then wiiher'd, they are very- 
cult to be found j infomuch that we were 
ic'd to the utmoft Diftrefs, and almoft 
ilh'd : If we could get a Meal once a 
\ it was luxurious Living • when the 
Idrcn, therefore, cry'd for Food, tho' 
r had none all Day, their Mothers could 
1 Authority take them up fhort, and fay, 
dd pu be Gluttons ? Did you net eat Tef^ 
'ay ? Thefe fhocking Taunts from their 
r, and diftrefled Parents, I heard for fome 
nths together ; and our calamitous Gir- 
iftdnces were vifible in our ghaftiy Coun- 
nccs. Here were no Wars, no A<5ls of 
lility now ; our Enemies never concerned 
nfelves about us, nor we with them : 
IS we>liv'd for eight, or nine Months, 
f wc had loft our Cattle. Our Enemies, 
^ever, were in a worfe Condition, if pof- 
5, than wc were; becaufe Deaan Mur- 
zacky and his Brother, who liv'd on the 
sr Side, frequently interrupted their Re- 
5, and deprived them of the only Happi- 
3 that attends a State of Poverty; and 
t is, to flecp away one half of their te- 
us.Hour.s, and fo lull the acute Senfe of 
\x Misfortunes. .Deaau 
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Deaan Crindo^ and, indeed, fivcry Body 
clfe fincerely wifli'd for a Peace, without 
finding any Expedient to accomplifli it ; and 
tho' Deaan Murnanzack's Succefs had made 
them defpair of One upon any honourable 
Terms, yet Providence threw an Accident 
in the Way, by which it was effefted. Rer 
Vovvtrn^ King of Feraignber, which is St. 
,Augit/iin-^Bay Country, had declared War 
againft IVoozington^ our common Enemy;, 
and had fent an Ambaflador, one Ry-Nannm 
by Name, a very Able, and Experienc'J 
Perfon ; whofe Commiffion was to recon- 
cile the contending Lords of Anterndroea r 
and procure their Friendfliip, and Afliftanca 
in the Common Caufe. No fooner was ha 
arrived at Fenno-arevOj but the joyful Ncw- 
fpread round the Country, and reached ou- 
Ears ; Deaan Crinda, without any Hefita 
tion, permitted Ry-Nanno to make the fir* 
Overtures from him to his Nephew Mur^ 
nanzack:^ to whofe Refidence the Ambaflk- 
dor was then gone when he heard it. 

It was with no fmall Reludtancc, that 
that this Prince liften'd to a Peace ; for not 
only his Uncle's Deportment, but that of his 
Sons too, was fo inhuman and favagc, in 
deftroying the Cattle belonging to their near- 
eft Pvelations, rooting up their Plantations, 
and committing other flagrant Enormities j 
that he almdft forgot his own private Wrongs^ 
and look'd upon Deaan Crindo as the general 
Enemy of Mankind j who, to gratify his un- 
ruly 



Paffion^, cndea\^our'd to lay his Coun- 
iVaftc ^ notwithftanding he himfelf at the 
breaking out of the Quarrel, had fhewn 
fo glorious an Example. With what 
crofity did he treat both CrifjJo and Mun^ 
ier^f^nd all who belonged to them ? How 
ful was he of their Towns, and EfFedts ? 
lently demon ftrating, that he aim'd at 
ling more than doing himfelf Juftice, 
deciding a Controverfy that was too 
mly purfu'd j and that the Murder of 
1 in cool Blood, and the Deftrudtion of 
:ntries were Aftions of. horrid Impiety : 
, as Ry-Nanno told me afterwards, it was 
.nnate Virtue that at laft determined him 
Reconciliation ; for he thought the fu- 
ne Being could never look down with a 
lurable Eye on a Man, who would refufe 
•elieve his FellowrCreatqres from fuch 
imities as his Country-men then labour'd 
er : And This was the principal Motive, 
J>e Height of his Succefs, to wave the 
fecution of his own Intcreft, when .it 
)d in Competition with the publick Good, 
cfe were the truly-noble Sentiments, and 
erous Refolutionsof this Great Man, not- 
hftanding his Contempt of Revelation ; 
at leaft of the Chriftian Religion, as I 
I reprefented it to him in a difadvantagious 
5ht. I wifh our Priefts, who build fo 
ich on their fupcrior Knowledge of God's 
ill, would be as exemplary in their Lives 
i Copvcrfations, and would teach PriBr 
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CCS as well as others, to be in Reality fo tfuly 
juft, honourable, and good as this Gallant^' 
Black Prince was in all his Anions; and yet 
I doubt not, bat he'll be ftigmatizM with the 
cdious CharaiSer of an illiterate Heathen-. 

As foon as Ry-Nanno had concluded his 
Negotiation with Deaan Mvrnanxack^ ' he 
paQed by Deaan Afferrer^ well" knowing he 
would acquiefce vCith what his Brother had 
done ; and came to us, in Order to compro- 
mife the Qnarrel we were engag'd in with 
Chahary, and Frukey, He condemned them 
for their Raflmefs, in the Profecution^of theif^ 
private Refentments to the Ruin of them— 
fclves, and their Country ; and told theni;^ 
it was reprefented in a very bad Light to alSi 
the Kings on the Ifland. He met with m — ) 
great Difficulty in the Accomplifliment o ^ 
the Reconciliation he aim*d at ; which bcin cg 
effedcd, he told them, that Rer Fovvern ha^i^ 
a Pique againlt JVoozington^ for feveral ver y 
grofs Affronts : Amongft others, he had cair d 
a Dog by the Name of Rer Voi:vern\ ai^K^d 
Ry-Nanfjo expedted he ftiould wait on the^KH 
next Summer to beg their Afliftancc again^ft 
IVoozington ; but his Errand was at that tinr^cf 
principally out of Friendfhip, to put an Earid 
to their deftrudivc Divifions. In a few Da y^ 
a Peace was concluded, and publickly pro- 
claimed all over the Country. 

While Ry-Nanno was delivering his firft' 
Speech to Rer Mimebolambo and Deaan hfe^ 
varrow, I obfcrv'd that he fix'd his Eye at- 
tentively 
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tcntively upon me, and fecmM to view mc 
with fome Concern ; and calling to mc in 
broken Englifti, Tou^ white Many come hi-- 
tber. When he had ask'd me my Name, 
he turnM to my Matter, and ask*d. Here's 
it white Bird among a Parcel of Crows ; in 
$ur Country y indeed^ they are common entmghj 
^hips come there Jrequently 5 but then they wear 
Cloatbs, and eaty and drink with our Lords. 
His poor young Lad looks piteoujlyy why do you 
Jiiffer bim to go naked? Pray Jhew fome Cba^ 
rity to a dijirejfed Stranger^ and do not ufe 
bim with Inhumanity. '' Deaan Mevarrow 
anfwcr'd, / have us^d him more tenderly than 
be deferves ; you dorit know how his Friends 
fervd Deaan Crindo. Tess {fays Ry-Nanno) 
I know the whole Story perfectly well ; and 
that Deaan Crindo treated them in a barba- 
rous Manner y in refufing to let them go at their 
Requtjl to a Sea-port y where Ships comey in 
Order to return to their Native Home. Had 
Rcr Vovvorn this white Many he would give 
bim fome of the CloathSy which his Country-- 
men have left behind themy and take as much 
Care of him ai he would of his own Sony till 
^ome Ship Jhould come to carry him Home to 
his Friends. 

I Hftcn'd to this Difcourfe with the utmoft 

Attention, and waited with Impatience for 

a favourable Opportunity of talking with 

him in private, which I did that Night ; for 

i he brought part of the Cattle, which Deaan 

I Mumanzack gave him, as he very well knew

that we had none , and I was (cnt fof to kill 
a Bullock. I cmbrac'd this lucky Opportu- 
nity, and told him in broken Englifh, That 
1 '-j^ould wait on bjm at Nigbt. Accordingly 
I went, and he received me with Abundance 
oi Humanity and Refped : After wc were 
fcatcd, he enquired into the whole Hiftory 
of our Ship-wreck and Misfortunes. I gave 
him a long, and faithful Detail thereof, not 
forgetting to acquaint him with the cruel 
TreaLment I met with from my Maftcr; 
and to ifet my wretched State of Slavery in 
the ilrongeft Light. The Relation of this 
melancholy Talc not only made me weep, 
but drew Tears like wife from his Eyes. He 
tc;ld me, he would endeavour to purchafe 
me of Deaan Mevarrow^ and defir'd me not 
to be too much dejeded. I ftay'd late with 
him, and when we parted, the Hopes I had 
entertained of his kind Intentions to releafe 
mq, kept me awake all Night. The ^exl 
Day, after he had difcours'd with my Maftcr 
about their own private Affairs j he ask'd 
hirn^ If he ivas inclind to fell his white Man; 
and in Cafe he was^ he would give him in 
Exchange a hand/om ^oung Fellow^ capable of 
dohig him more Service ; or a Buccaneer Gun^ 
if that would be a- more agreeable Compenjation. 
, I was fitting among my Fellow- Slaves, 
and waiting with the utmoft Eagernefs, and 
Attention, to hear the Refult of this Confe- 
rence, when my Maftcr ordered me to ftand 
up: I was in Hopes, it was to ftrike the

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Bargain ; bat,' inftcad of that, fays he, Look 

dn that .white Slave there ; for looking after 

Cattle^ digging of wild Tami^ and improving 

of Honey ^ there is not his Felloe i and tbo* a 

Bucc4neer Gun is the comnion Price of a Slave^ 

Iw/li riot take two for him. Ry-Nanno there=- 

upon flicw'd him three, or four Slaves, but 

Me'varrow told him in dircd: Terms, that 

he wbuld not part with me oh any Conditions 

ivhatevcr. Then turning to me, he afkM, 

If I was not 'willing to dig fome wild Tarns for 

bim^ ai well as his other Slai)es, who were 

jufi gone ■ on \the fanie Errand before. Not 

wring to refufe, I was forced to take up my 

Hatchet, Shovel, and Lance, and. go into 

the Woods; but inftead of feirching for 

Yams, I fat down, arid" wept till I was almoft 

blind. However, I was under an indifpen- 

feble Obligation to find fome to carry Home ; 

^hich was ria eafy Tafk, for the Stalks were 

now withered; yet Imade up a Bundle, after 

roaftingthem, buthad none myfelf » When 

I came Homfe, my Mafter thought I had 

been idle, andfaid, Tou are mightily concern' d^ 

ijuppofe, that Ry-Nznno is notjour Mafier. 

i went Home, and laid me down onf tny 

Mat; and had nothing but a Log of Wood 

tinder my Head for a Pillow, till fome con- 

fidcrable Time after it was dark j and then 

I ftole privately to Ry-^Nanno. 

'■ 1 was no fooner fcated, but he told me, he 

was glad to fee me again ; and ask'd me what 

Snccefs 1 had met with; which I told him :

And, morrover, that my Mafl;er hadf aW^l 
ine to the laft Degree for bringing no mor^ 
Yams* He (aid, 1 was the firfiMan be ew^ 
faw^ njoko had a Rlack for bis MaJUr. ; ari^ 
tho* he could not pur chafe me^ yet he did na£^ 
quejiion, hut Rcr Vovvcrn wtnild find Jhms 
Wnyfy or Means^ to get me into f'eraignaer s 
lUihenhc came next Summer into this Country^ 
Tf o that I reply'd, That I wds afraid rngf, 
Mafler vsould not take me tjo tbt Wars for that 
'veryReafon ; and that I dejpair^ dtf ever rrw 
gaining my Liberty ; but I was detertnfdi 
to make the Experiment as foon as ever wji^ 
Mafier went out on. another Expeditidn, am 
left me behind him. Ry-Nanno endeavoot^d 
all he could to comfort me, and faid^ The fame 
Fr/xvidence which has hitherto preferv^diyoUf 
mil deliver you at lajl\ and.l have gnat 
Hopes.of feeing you at St. Auguftinc Bay ; jSr^ 
laid he» fince Tuley Noro's Deaths there a^ 
iut few Ships come now to Port^Dauphine ; 
thoi* that J indeed J is the^nearefi Sea^Port ; fin 
eurs is a great Way off. I defir'd. to be. in* 
Ibrm'd hoiv. many Days Journey it was, and 
m\Ach Way he came : For I am determinli, 
^id I, tOAttempt myEfcape ; if they overtaht 
miy I am fenfible I pall be ktird *, butjia 
T jhall be Jreed Jrom my prefint Bondage^ 
which is worfe than Death ; andjhould. IfaU 
into any other Mafter^s Hands^ 'tis morallf 
impoffible he jhould, treat me worfe than this has 
done^ The whole Country ofMcvfmglA^fgid 
Ry-Naaao, lies, between, us, extending, ttf^ ^ 



Mi the tttini^ Part of AnternieoeSt^ ivhrt 
Mti Mumansack's Cattle are all kept, t§ 
River Oneghaylogbe, 'wbicA runs into Sf»

itw9 Days on my Jwrney ? but eimldbavt

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Con, &c. He advis'd me to oblige Dea^ 
Mevarrow as much as pofliblc, left he (houl 
kill me, or do me fome fecret Injury; «i 
bid me likcwife not dcfpair of getting Horn 
to England. He then made mc a Prcfento 
a large Piece of Beef, and after repeated Ex 
preffions of my Gratitude for his tender Con- 
cern for me, I parted from him, tjio' wkl 
Abundance of Reluctance. When I reflcficd 
on what had pafs'd, I began to entertain 
quite different Thoughts of being in anotha 
Country from what 1 had done ; for I fooac 
here ' were great Nuinbers of People, pay, 
whole Nations too, who were civiliz'd, ^anc 
tinderftood the Laws of Decency, and Gopc 
Manners; but it was my Misfortune tdfal 
among the moft favage People of the whol 
Ifland. 

The next Day the Cryer wcht rdund.tb 
Town, with Orders to 2\\ Deaan Mevartc^ 
Slaves to mufter before his Door. Amon 
the reft I went to know his Pleafvire, whic 
was to get ready i and march,, with all ou 
Baggage, the next Morning to Qur 6w 
Town ; which was chearfuUy comply'd wit 
by every Body but myfclf, who was vet 
indiflferent where I liv'd : So when we ha 
taken our Leave of Rer MimebolambOy an 
his People, we march'd Homo, and fouil 
©ur Habitations very little worfe, than wh« 
we abandoned them; for they were at;tlM 
Time new built. The Orders were to al 
tend, and receive Axes^ and Hoos^ foe tt 
, . " . Cul 
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Ttivation of the Ground. Whilft feme 
ar'd it of the. Wo d and Briars, 0*^hcr3 
id it up inftcad of plowing it : Our Maftcr 
t to his^ Uncle Mephontey for a confiderabJe 
rantity of Guinea Corn, and Carrayances^ 
lich were foon fow'd ^ and then indulged 
Slaves for a Fortnight, in Order to im- 
)vc their own Plantations. I defir'd Deaan 
mho to ufe his Intereft with my Mafter; 
It I might have two Days more to take 
re of my Honey; which I had fccur*d 
im Thieves, by fetting up white Sticks, as 
Fcftimony that it was poifon'd by the 
tarms of the Umojfee. He gave Confcnt ; 
1 thereupon, 1 took three large Tubs^ 
:h of which would contain five, or fi:? 
lUons; and as many Callabaihes. I had 
'ther to go than from our old Town;! 
lich had been burnt ; but when I came 
sre, I found my Hives all fafe, and uni 
ach'd; and my Stock of Honey prodigioufly 
zreas'd. I fmoak'd the Bees out, and toofe 
c grcateft Part of their Treafure away; 
It not all, leaving them fome to fubfift on ; 
* they will return of. themfelves to the 
ives,. and when they fwarm, go diredtly 
'.Bcw Ones without any of that Fatigue we 
ive with them in England. I found fomo 
yc Virginia Honey with white Wax, which 
pat into my Callabafhes: As it was near 
ro Yearsiiince I had fecn them, I had al- 
oft forgot t where to look for good Part of 
em* they being planted at a great Piftancc 
P 3 frora^ 
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I^TQm each other, in difr<»«nt Comers of d» 
Wood. I fiird, however, all my Veflel^ 
and left as large a Quantity behind me for 
the next Day's Journey. As fpon ai I got 
Home, I waited on my Mailer, and madft 
him a Prefent of one of the Tubs: Now 
thefe Lords always expert an Ackoowkdg^ 
ment on fuch Occ^iions. When my Maficr 
ikw how large a Quantity I brought him^ 
he was furpriz'd; and ^'d mp, fFiy I 
i^rQugkt bimfo much 9 For to do him Juftice» 
J can't fay he pver difcovcr'd a Covetous 
pifpofition. 

Besides, Wc have no Officers to exafk 
^^^ / 9ny certain Quantity; but the People mu£^ 
go voluntarily, and carry a Prefent of .fudi 
Commodities as their Plantations and Indiiftry 
have produced ; as Carravances^ Guinea Cnn^ 
JP^atoes, &c. but this is only by way of Ae^ 
k|]io wledgment of Homage ; and a CallabaA 
9Qly woiild have been look*d upon as a foffi^ 
^icnt Compliment. But as I was ienfifalc^ 
that he had a Circumcifiop-Feail to audws 
^nd I had a large Stock, I defirVi him to 
accept it. He told me, it was troe -, and £ur 
that PurpofQ, he would purchafe aU tfao 
Honey I had to fpare, and give me a Gov 
and a Calf for it the firfl Cattle he had. 

The Civil War being now over, we li»^ 
at £ale, and could dig our wild Yamswith« 
cut the leafl Apprehenfions of Dangw: Pto* 
pic now went backwards, and forwards^ tt 
viiit each other as ufual, and Evcvy One %tn j 

tended j

tended his Plantations; it was fix Months 
however, after this before we had Plenty. 
My Cpnvcrfktion with Ry-Nanno was ever 
in my Mind, and I only waited for a favour- 
able Opportunity of my JMaftcr's going A- 
broad upon fome Exploit, to make my Ef-- 
cape, if pofliblc, at all Adventures. Afteij 
jfomc Time, it happen'd, that One Rer Am-^ 
barrocbj a petty Prince to the Northward, 
having received, and detained eight Slaves ot 
t)eaan MeirarrowX and thirty Head of his 
Cattle a little before the Civil War began ; 
and the Denan fending a fpecial Meilqnger 
io demand them; he lent Word back, Vtbaf -^ 
be might come himfelf^ and fetch them^ if hi "^^^ 
thought Jit. He being now at Leifure, Rer 
iMiimibolambo^ and he agreed to join their 
tierces, and having obtain^ htzst oi Deaai^ 
Crindo, they prepared for theiir Expedition. 

I expe^cd to be left behind as ufual tq 
tdn Care of his Wife, and pleas'd myfelf 
with the Hopes that the Time was near at 
Hand for putting my Defign in Execution; 
bat ftanding before him with two Lances ia 
inyHand; Ton Jhall mtj fays he, always 
me at Home like a IVoman^ but (halt go to 
ihefFars with me ; the Sight of a white Man 
in Arms will Jlr ike Terror into the People upt 
•« the Mountains where we are going. Here- 
upon he took my Lances, and faid. Here is 
ne of your Grand-fafher's Arms ; you can 
mtnage thisy Iprefume^ fomewhat better than 
ii Ws i prepare your/elf for the March. I de- 
ifi P 4 fir'd^

fir'd, however, that I might have one of mj 
Lances, which he gave me, and twtnty Mus- 
ket-balls, a fufficient Quantity of Powder 
and two Flints. I took up my Mat as ufual 
but my Mafter gave it to one of his Slave 
to carry for me • fo I walk'd. Gentleman- 
like, without any Luggage. 
• Our little Army confiftcd of about thre 
hundred Men, exclufive of the Slaves : W 
went to the Northward all the firft Day* 
on the fecond we got into the Foreft to tL- 
Eaft of Tong'gorvo^ where the wijd Cattr 
are y there we hunted, and killed fome Bee 
while four Men were fent piit as Spies t< 
•ward RcrAmbarrcch' ^To\Yn^ to fiirvey tl: 
Portificatidnsof it. We werealmoftaDay 
Journey from it ; and, indeed, it was nr 
advifeable to go nearer, left fome of thci 
People (hould have difcprerM us, and alarm '< 
the Town : for thofe* wild' Cattle weie theii 
principal Maintenance snd Support. Qui 
Spies returii'd, and brought Intelligence, that 
It was an open Place without any Fortifica- 
tion at all. Thereupon wc march'd all 
Night ; and arriving at the Town by Break 
of Day, we divided ourfelvesto/urroundit,; 
and fir'd into their Houfes to aia-m thcih j 
the Barking of the Dogs, and the Noife oi 
the Guns foon rous'd them, ' and away they 
fcower'd ; for we gave them no Time to 
colledt thcmfclves into a Body : So we plun- 
dered them at once, and took what Prifoncit 
we could find ; I faw the Princess HoufcJ 
. and 
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ind ran dircftly up to if, in Hopes of taking 
him Prifoner ; but he jump'd out, and fir'd 
at mc : As I was going to return it, a Man 
threw a Lance at me, which I put off, and 
fir'd at him, and put a Stop to his Running ;' 
but by that Means the Prince efcap'd. 

I entered the Houfe, and found his Wife 
and Daughter, with two, or three Slaves at- 
tending them. I took hold of the Ladies 
Hands, and led them both out ; and left 
Others to plunder the Houfe as they pleas'd, 
fince I had a good Prize enough ^ but one 
of Rer Mimebolambo's Men, who had got 
no Booty, would fain have taken one of my 
Captives from me : Whereupon I told him, 
I fuppos'd he was a Coward, and had fneak'd 
behind a Tree in the Aftion; or elfe he 
might have found fomething worth his Ac- 
ceptance : He infiftcd on his Demands, and 
rtproach'd me with being a Slave, till fome 
or our People came up ; at which Time, he 
Avas obliged to depart with Shame : For a 
Complaint tjping made to Deaan Mevarro'iVy 
He juftify'd me, and feverely re; rimanded 
the Poltroon. For there was an Agreement 
made before we fet out, that what Cattle 
ftiould be taken be divided ; but all Cap- 
tives fliould remain in the Cnftody of thofc 
who took them. When we had drove all 
^c Men away, we got what Cattle we could 
find together, and made the beft of our Way 
thorow the Wood with them, left the Ene- 
iny flaould rally, and attack us. As foon as 
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we got into the Plain^ we halted^ tnil mad* 
Preparations to receive them ^ and about two 
Hundred of them foon came as wc expeded. 

I delivered my two Captives^ as Every 
One elfe did theirs, to the iSlaves that were in 
the Rear, whilft we march'd; and as we 
came near them, they alfo met us ^ (b that 
we made a Discharge ainioft all at once, aiid. 
kiird three, or four of their Men* W^ 
halted a While to load again, and pel'ceiv'd. 
that they fiood confounded, and look'd hm. 
a very wifliful Manner on One of their Partjr 
who was fairn : Having loaded again, I^ and. 
fome few more ran dlredly up to them: See-^ 
ing us approach, which is not ulual, the3r' 
fir'd at us, and ran away. We followed, 
them till thev got Shelter in the Wood, and 
then return'a to the main Army. On our' 
Retreat, they fally'd out of their Coyerta^ 
and foUow'd us at a Diftance, being defiirous 
to take one View more of their Wives, Chil- 
dren, and Cattle ; and to obferveour Motions^ 
in Hopes fome Accident might happen, tha1=^ 
might give them a favourable Opportunity — 
to avenge their Caufc, and retrieve the Ld£^^B 
they had fuftain'd. 

At Noon we came to a (hady Grovc> aixcSB 
there halted near a Spring, in Order to re— 
frefli ourfelves ; for we were all f aftlng, A^s 
foon as my Mailer was feated, he order *^

too I and that he would be contented with the 
otber. I Toon determined in Favour of the 
young One, who, in Truth, was extremely 
jtgreeable ; and I was pleas'd with her from 
the firft Moment I took her. She ^^s not 
gbove fifteen Years of Age: Her Mother, 
whom I prefented to my M^fter, was about 
four, or five and thirty. Deaan Mevarrow 
was pleas'd with my Choice ; for he was in^ 
plin'd to do a generous Adion : And there* 
«pon calling her to him, he told her. Her 
HusJhnd bad brought all this Misfortune up* 
W ki^ftify by his unjujiy andobfiinate Pro* 
feedings, and I have enlyjollow'd bis Direc* 
iitms z I am come myfelf as he bid me, and 
have fetched away all my Women \ and I per* 
oeivefome of my own Cattle^ with afufficient 
St^antity of his^ to pay me^ and my Friend^ 
for cur ^rouble : As for yourfelf 1 will re* 
Pore you to your Liberty ^ Go back to Rer 
Ambarroch, and acquaint him^ ^hat if he be 
inclined to have his Daughter and Cattle a* 
gain^ he muji come^ and fetch them : Toufee 
fbe is fallen into my White Mans Hands ; and 
jSr my Part^ I'll never take her from him. 
Jbki (faid I ) TU lofe all the Blood in tbit 
iVbite Man's Body^ before he fhall have her 
^^in, 

Aftj^r (hehad refrefh'd herfelf with fbma 
lifeat^ wbidb Deaan Mevarrow prcfentec^ 
btr \vltli» file came to me in Order to take 
!9er la& Farewd of her Daughter. The^f 

both 
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both wept heartily,, not cypc6i!ng ever to fee 
each other more : I pity'd them, I confefs-, 
and would have difmlfs'd the young One, 
i>ad I not really been in Love With her. To 
confcfs ingenuoufly, I never faw any Wo- 
taan before that Time I lik'd fo well ; tho' 
I had been fo many Years in the Ifland. I 
romforted the Mother, however, as well a& 
I could; and defir'd her, Net' to be too mmh 
£vncernd for the Lofs of her Daughter, Ji^c^ 
ft>e jhould live as well as I did : Nay, I af^ 
fur d her, that I would take more Care of her^ 
than of my/elf', and tho' I was not of afahl^ 
Hue, I had a Heart as fond, and indulgent- 
as any Black whatever ; and therefore^ tho^- 
Jhe fell to my Lot by the Chdnce of War^ yet /V 
HX)at" my Defgn to make her my Wife, iffh^ 
approved of it ; ij not, it was foffibie, I faid^ 
fhe might lead a. lefs comfortable Life. Her" 
Mother afk'd her, What ftoe th(iught of tbs' 
Motion f She anfwer'd, Sh^ ivas^^t my Di/^ 
fofal, and not at her own ; and^ dffir'd bev^ 
Duty might be prefented to her Father. jiff€i 
prefint mine too, i^rA I, if Tou pleafe, Mo^. 
ther. So after fome further-Difcourfe, for. 
a (hort Time, they parted. She toi k her 
Leave of Deaan Metparrow, returning him 
many Thanks for her courteous Treatment, 
and went away by herfelf ; tho' (he had not, 
I prcfume, far to go alone : Fxjt her Friends 
were,: doubtlefs, as near as they darft come 
in the Woods, to obferve our Motions: And 
tho' we never faw- them more, -yet we kcp^ 

- * 
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L find: Guard all that Day, and the follow-* 
ng Night. I was very fond, and careful of 
3iy pretty Prifoner, tying a Rope about her 
Middle^ with the Ends about myfelf, and 
aid her clofe to me, folding her faft within 
ny Arms; (he only fmil'd, and rallied me 
Tor it, but I was fo fearful left flic fliould 
jet away, that I could not Ceep. We march'd 
ipacc the next Day, and when we halted, 
^er Mimebclambo and Deaan Mevarro*iJu di- 
vided the Cattle,, each had two hundred and 
Icven ; and then they parted : Each taking 
he neareft Way home. 

Before wc enter'd the Town, we made 
.nother Halt, in Order to divide the Cattle 
itnong ourfclves; the Deaan had thirty, his 
Jrother ten, and each of the other* Pijinci- 
>flls one : He that had two Slaves retained 
>ncofthem, and delivered the other to his 
!^ord, and had a Cow and Calf in Lieu, of 
t;: If two Men got a Slave between them^ 
hey .had each of them a Cow for it ; even 
ic who had taken no Slave was to have a 
Dow, provided the Number would admit of 
Xi if not, one was divided between two : And 
this is a general, and an eftabliHiid Law^ 
with rcfped to the Divifion of an Enemy's 
Spoils. 

Deaan Mevarrow told me I had but one 
Slave \ whereupon I alledg'd he had tdken 
one away, and might have kept her, if he 
thought proper ; but I perceiv'd, he was only 
in Jeft: For he gave me a Cow and a. Calf 
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M ati Equivalent for her ; and genefoufif 
enough offered me another Cowy and CsAt 
for my Honey, but I modeftly dedm'd that 
Favour ; fo be chofe them for mc himfelf 
out of the fatteft of the Herd. By this Meaai 
I became rich at once, hafving two Coiv'^^ 
and two Catvcs, and an handfom yarz^om-- 
feller ; that is to fay, an han^$m GirK 

No fooner were we come to the Towb'^ 
but the Shells were blown, and alt the W0^ 
men ran out to fee what was the Canfe of it^ 
not expeding our Return in fo (hort a Time; 
but when they knew Mv^ho we wttte, they 
ran back to their Houfes till we had- made 
our Triumphal Entry, and DeaanMmarfM 
was feated ; then hia Wife came out, and dt 
'tis the Cuftom thet^, lick'd his Feet ; and 
after her the reft of the Womei^ paid him< th« 
fame Homage; and after tbaf, Eaehoftlleiill 
teftify'd her Duty to her own Hti^ane^ia 
the fame fubmiffive Manner. I tfhought in^ 
deed, I had now a Wife, and m fine' a One 
as the bed of them all ; and that the nefM 
Time we returned from fuch an Sie^)ed>MMi 
with the like Succefs, I ihould have HiDttiagt^ 
done me too. My Miftrefs fent, and de^^d 
to fee my- young Spoufe : I went alJMg with 
her accordingly, and fhe would malw ller 
fit down on the fame Mat with herfet^, and 
could not refrain from Tears-; it having^befeh 
her own Cafe*: Whereupon fhc» charged' flic 
to ufc her tenderly^. I did not intend^ I^ tdld 
her, t9 make a Slave of her} but -a ff^allif^ 
tlut is, a Wife^ At

^Ehttft Drefs is a Lamber, much longer than 

that q£ the Mensv and^ reaches to tiieir Eeet 

faooit tbeir Mkl41fl4 above^. and. under the 

• Lambttn 
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Lambcr, they wear a Kind of SHift, wKich 
covers all the Body to the Neck, and fhort 
Sleeves. This, for the Generality, ii tndde 
of Cottoh, and is of a dark Colour: Thofc 
of the better Sort cmbellifti it with Beads^ 
in a very neat Manner, more efpccially on 
the Back ; where they are ranged in Rows, 
and crofs one anbther ; and as they are of 
different Colours, they form a large double 
Crofs, fo like a Union- Flag, that One would 
imagine they coppy'd after it. 

Thus much as to a general Detail of thft 
Perfon, and Habits of thefe Women : Tho' 
I fhall not, indeed, give them the Preference 
ta our Europeans j yet I muft ingenuoufly 
confefs, that 'tis with Plcafure I reflcft on 
mine ; and remember our Parting with die 
utmoft Rcludtance, and Concern. For as 
to their Fidelity, Duty, and fubmiffivc Dc^ 
portment to their Hufbands, good Natiirf, 
and agreeable Converfation, fo far as their 
little Knowledge extends, I think, the Eu- 
ropeans come far (hort of them. We white 
People entertain a very contemptible, and 
mean Idea of thefe Blacks^ and a high, and 
partial One of ourfelvcs: They, on the other 
Hand, have an exalted Opinion of our Me- 
rit; and modeflly imagine, that wc arc faf 
fupcriour to them in Point of Knowledge* 
Arts, and Sciences : And therein, doubtlcm 
they are right ; but if an impartial Comj*^ 
rifon was to be made of their good Qualitie^^ 
the Black Heathens would, in my .OpinioOi 
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el the White Chrijiians. I prefumc/ the 
ider will readily allow, that the heft Cha^ 
:cr I could give myfelf, . in Order, to re-. 
amehd me to rtiy Wife's Mother was, ta 
ire heir, &s I did ; that J had as tender, an 
trt as any Black whatever j for it mufl bo 
nowledg'd, tho*^ tp <Jur ShaitJe, that thejr. 
It one anothfcr with more Humanity thaii 
do. , There arc none mifcfable amongft 
tn, if it be ih the Power of their Neigh* 
i"s to affift them. There JLove, Tender^ 
jj Geflerofity, and moral JHonefty too^ 
yfery .confpicuous; And. that not only. 
Ih this on^ Country of jfinterndroea^ but 
Dughout the whole liland ; and jeven in 
c* Placed more then herei My Mafter,- 
$ah Mevdrrd^y indeed, may be produced 
:n. Exceptijbii id this generaj p.iile., on Ac- 
nt of his.ftealitlg his Neighbontr's Cattle ; 
cant it ; but. it rauft be cofnfider'd, that 
ee are fome Meft of bad Principles in every 
intry ; he did it,' 'tis true, againft Con^ 
nee, ^nd flood felf-convi<Sted : For he 
iw what Juftice was as well as any One^ 
Sppear'd by his paying me my Cow, and 
f in Return for my Honey ; and in many 
icr Particulars. There is a wide Diftance 
ween the Capacities, arid Virtues of fome 
JD ; tho' it is with Regret, that I mentioii 
Mn MurHanzack" s Name in the fame Page 
h Mevarrow's ; yet the peculiar Vices of 
' latter are no Obje£tion to the National 
rtues of his Country. 

Q My 
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My Reader will excufe this Digreffioii, I 
hope, when he recoHedls the only Pieiiiure 
that alleviated the Weight of my Slavery 
while in Anterndrwd. I teok'd after my 
Mafter's Cattle indeed, as I did before ; but 
then I had a few of my own, and an agree-^ 
able Companion to fpend my leifure Hours 
with, who took Care of my Hou& ; and as 
I had Plenty of Honey, I never was with-- 
6ut Toak ; for toy Wife, and I to enjoy our^- 
felves with, and entertain a Friend upon Oc«« 
caiion* So that I liv'd as well as the beil: td 
thy Neighbours, and being now mudi lefs 
fatigu'd than formerly, I was capable of 
taking more Notice of the ReligioHp and 
Laws of the Country : And as I propofe to 
amufe the Reader with a particular DetaS 
©f one of their Circumcifion-Feafts, it will 
not be improper to give firft an Acccwiil of 
that little Religion which they profeffe^4. 

They acknowledge indeed, and adore dif 
Only One Supreme God, whom they call 
Deaan Unghorray ; which fignifies the Lord 
:/Bon)ef There are, according to their No* 
tion, Four other Sovereign Lords j and rfi« 
Each fuperintends one Q^rtcr of the Worifl. 
The Northern Lord is ItylM Deaan jkU^ 
moor ; The Southern Deaan Megt^ddumitantMh 
feme; The Wcdern Deaan Androwfertnur^ 
and the Eafl?crn Deaan Anahekjhey : Thk 
Z^, fay they, dijpenfes Plagues, and Cak* 
mities amongji Mankind^ by the Command^ W 
Permijjion at lea ft of the Great God ^ Ak

Others iilfo are fubfervient to ^if Commawif i 
but are chiefly Diffienfers of bis F^vofirs^ ^mf 
Bleffifigs.

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^dw with proper Name&, as thctc are Pef- 
fons who have Owleys : Some of which a^e, 
Ry^Leffuj T'ompack-Offnarevo, Laka-petu, 
Deer ^mef acker ^ Deer-hurzolavor^ Ry-mun- 
gary^ Ry-ove. Then they invoke likcwife 
the Spirts of their Fore-fathers^ and have 
a great Veneration for them 5 calling upon 
them by Names that are given them after their 
Deceafe : Infomuch that they look upon it as a 
Crime to addrefs them, or fpeak of them by the 
Names they had when living ; and this Name 
is principally known by the Word Garevo at 
the End of it j as may be obferv'd in the Repe- 
ititioh of Deaaa Crindo'j, and Deaan Mur- 
hanzackV Fathers Names by nif Mock-Retiiiue 
timong the Peafants. 

The Veneration they have for the Memorj 
of their Ancefiorsy and the Affurance thf) 
have of their Spirits always exiftingj is af^ 
parent in almoji every Circumflance of tbefffP 
religious Ceremonies which they perform : ^l^ 
Burial of their Dead is very particular^ ad 
fokmn. I have frequently hinted at thegnA 
'Humanity^ with which they treat each otbif 
on all OccafionSy and under all Difficulties of 
what Nature y or Kind foever. In Sickruff 
they daily vijit^ and contribute all that i^ 
them lies to the Relief of the affliSied Fami^t 
and the Rejloration of the Patient. When alj 
One is dead, all the Relations, and Ndgi^ 
hours come to the Houfe ; the fVomen. iHak 
doleful Lamentations, and the Men ajfifl fB 
the necejfary Preparations for the Funerd, 
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In tbejirft Place^ they pitch upon a "Tree for 
the Coffin ; after thaty a CoWy cr an Ox, is 
kiltdy and fame of the Blood fprinkled upon it \ 
imploring at the fame Time their Fore- fathers^ 
and the Daemons, ^z«^ Demi- Gods to aid^ 
and affifi them ; and take Care that the Tree 
does notfplit in the Jailing ; or that any One he 
not hurt either by cuttings or felling it. When 
the Tree is down^ they cut it about a Foot longer 
than the Corps y and fplit it direStly Ler^th^ 
ways J (Jor they always make Choice of a Tree 
which they know will fplit after this Manner) 
^nd dig both Parts bolloWy like two Troughs. 
It is then carry' d to the HoufCy the Corps be^ 
ing in the mean Time wafh' dy and wrapped up 
in a Lambery or frequently in twOy andjow'd 
together. There is FrankincenfCy or a Gum 
very much like ity burning all the Time in the 
Houfe. They feldom keep the Corps above on^ 
•Dayy ejpecially in hot Weather. They put the 
Corps in the 7roughSy clofng them together^ 
■ and carry it upon fix Mens Shoulders. Every 
Family has a Burying - place of their own^ 
which no One dare infringe upon^ or break 
into 5 nor does any One indeed at temipt it. This 
is inclos'dy and Jencd round with Sticks^ like 
. Pallifadoes : When they come near the Place ^ 
the Corps is fet downy and then they proceed to 
the refi of the Ceremony \ that is, to make four 
Fires ; one at each Corner on the Outftde of 
the Burying'place : On tbefe Fires they burn 
the OXy or CoWy which was kilPd before jor 
^bat Purpofsi then they ^divide it into ^ar^ 
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ters^ ibhicb dfi all ctnjkm'i in the FkMes : 
After ihisy they Jprinkle Ffahkincenfe upoh 
th C&alSy dni J^fUdd them all about. This 
Mng done, thi Chiefs et Eldifi of the Famify 
g^ei chfe to the Enir{ihc€ of the Buryirtg^place^ 
arid hollars aioudjk^nsii Times i after a fhort 
"Pdufe^, he calk updfi all the Dead that an 
ibere depbjted^ commencing at the Earliejl^ 
and proceeding to the ijdft^ and Each One ai^ 
jiinBly 6y hi^ l^anie ; and in the CoAclufitH 
tells tbeni, Thit there is a Grind-child, or 
ifieir Relation come to lye amongft them ; 
and that he hopfcs they will t^ceiv^ him as t 
Friend, ^hcn the Gate is oferid^ and twioi^ 
pr three Ferfons arefent in to dig the Graved 
which it made Jor the Generality feven^ or 
eighi Foot deep ; and the Corps is placed in it^ 
and covered over ^ith the Earthy without an^ 
further Ceremony. None are permitted to en* 
ierhere^ hutfohieofthe'nedreliReiatibHs^ and 
the Bearers ; and the Door is immedidtefy Jbtit - 
faji again, ^here is commimty a Oouod of^ 
People without, who are bufy in car^oing ^'py^ 
and dividing among themfehes the Cattle^ tha^m 
are dijiributed amqngft them for that Pur^^ 
fofe 5 if it be a great, and rich Family tbn^Bim 
can a ford it : Bat the poorer Sort can^tgra^— 
tify their Friends in Jo bountiful a Manner — '. 
Uhey generally vijit this Burying-place once m^A 
Tear, to clear it from tVeeds, dnd mdke i^^ 
clean 5 but never enter it till they have p"^^^ 
burnt a tow, or a Butiock before it. 

I knew fome, who, duriflg a ^t\es^^^^ 

* Sicfci— 
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Sieknefs, Wou^d mak^ a Sacrifice and Praydf 
here, to invoke the Aid, and AfTiflance of 
the Spirits of their Fore-fathers ; but thi$ is 
not a very coQiqion Guftom. And if any 
Man has &ny peculiar Ceremonies of his own, 
which Others do not think proper to put 
in Fradice, no Pcrfon is ofl^nded j nor do 
they concern themfelves about it : And the 
Heafon is, becaufe there are no People here, 
who pretend to be Greater Favourites of tie 
Supreme Being than other Men, and to have 
a particular Commijjion to interpret^ and ^- 
tlart bis Will. No One hero has yet been 
i> prefumptuous as to attempt this ; and if 
any One ihould be jfo hardy, he would meet 
with but few to credit him. 

Every Man here; the poor Man, as well 

U the rich Lord, is a Prieft for himfelf, and 

his Family ; and experts the Deemons (hould 

ilkfwer his Requeils in his Dreams. If he 

diffibr& from his Neigkbour in Point of Ce« 

lemony, as there is no Damage given, or re*- 

ceiv'd; fo there is no Hatred arifes: But 

were tliey to fet apart particular Perfons^ 

and to give them a certain Number of Cattle 

qtmd Slaves every Tear^ for the Performance 

^^ fome certain Ceremonies^ and inftead of 

f^M4aking their Prayers to God for themfelves^ 

leave it to tbefe to officiate for tbem^ and pre^ 

p^tibe Rules^ and Seafons to them ; tbefe very 

t^€ople would fo^n lord it over them : For 

tfeey would terrify them with the Anger of 

^ Great God^ aod £>en>i-GQdSj and fomeat 

9^^ Dh 
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Divifions artong the People for the Suppo — 
of thctr Intercft, left they fhould lofe the 
Subftance- and Honours ^ and at lafl puniCI 
any innocent Pcrfon for their infolent Inverr 
tionSj under ^ fanftify'd Pretence (^iDafhohs 
coming in the Night from the Supreme Be- 
ing, and enjoining them fo to do. We had 
an Inftance, how eafily Mankind might be 
impofcd on, by thefe Pretenders to Prophecy,- 
in my Maftcr Mevarrow ; and how artfully 
the Impofition was carried on in one of our 
"Neighbours. 

There was a Perfon of Diftin6tion liv'd 
about two Hour's Walk from us, calPd 
Deaan Olaavor^ whofe Father dy'd whiUt 
I was here j he was making Preparations foir 
his Interment iti the Burying place of his 
Family ; and the Night before, he dream'd 
his Father appeared to him : Or, according 
to his own Exprcffion, His Father appeared 
to him in a Dream j and earnejtly dejir'd hin^ 
not to bury his Corps 5 hut keep it in a Sundock, 
or Cheji, and ereB a little Houfefor the Re- 
ception of it. 

This Requeft he very dutifully comply'd 
with, building a Houfe about three hundred- 
Yards from the Town to the Eaftward ; to 
which Place he us'd frequently to refort, 
and make his Prayers and Oblations, and 
then pretended that the Spirit of his Father, 
which he caird Lulu-bay ^ or ^e Great Spi- 
rit y us'd to come, and tell him ftrange Things^* 
which fliould occur to his Neighbours. He*' 

fre- 
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frequently vifitcd Deaan Mevarrcw^ who 
gave the utmoft Attention to every Thing he 
faid ; Olaavor perceiving his Weaknefs, foon 
found out Ways and Means to turn the Cre- 
dulity of his Friend to his own Advantage: 
And when any Troublefom Time came on,{ 
he would induftrioufly wait on Mevarrow^ 
and inform him how angry his Lulu-bay 
^vas; and what Misfortunes he had juft 
Grounds to fear would attend him. Now, 
Whether, as he was an artful Man, he con- 
jccSur'd right from the Reafon of Things y 
or, vvhether he dream'd right ( for fomc. 
timiBS, indeed, it. happened as he faid, and 
often otherwife; ) I (hall not prefume to 
determine : But his principal Aim was ( as 
It appear-d to me ) to get an Heifer now and 
then for a pretended Sacrifice, and frequently 
a. Prefent of fome Beads, and fuch other 
Trinkets, for the Pains he was at ^ ufing his 
heft Endeavours to appeafe the Wrath of his 
^tilu'-bayy and procure his Favour and Afli- 
ftance. The Advantage he made of this was 
fo confpicuous, that many People grew jea- 
lous of his Gondudt ; but at length a Brother 
^f Deaan Olaavor* s was kill'd in the Wars^ 
^^d his hulu-bay never came in a Dream to 
^arn either one, or the other of the impend-^ 
"^g Danger. This not only open'd their 
•^yes, but convinced a great many more ; how- 
^^er an Excufe was at Hand, ^hat bis Bro* 
^^ct had been remifs^ and negligent in Regard 
*^ bi&- Prayers and Vblatiomtq Lulu- bay; 
^ ^^ and 
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and for that Reafin hi fuffer'd hi* Hfettl. 
Deaan Mevarrow^ and fome of the weakcit 
of the People, fwallow'd the Cheat, aoH 
ilill continued their fuperftitiQus Opinion of 
this Great Spirit, and were afraid to fpeak^ 
or entertain the lead contemptible Thought 
of it ; having always the Plea of mean-fpirited 
Bigots, that They werefafer who paid an^vh 
Jul Regard to Lulu-bay, then tbqfe i^bo if* 
/pis'd him. But be the Cafe bow it will, ij be 
was not a great, and powerful Spirit^ either 
capable of injuring them, or doing them anf 
good Offices ; if the whole was a meer Fi6iion of 
Deaan Olaavor's, yet there was no Harm sn 
thinking be wasfo, or in paying him Honours i 
^t upon the Suppoftion, that be wss really 
fuch a potent Spirit , and they Jhould negleB 
him^ then they werefute tofuffer feverelyfer 
their Contempt. 

This was all the idle Anfwcr thofe poor 
timerous Creatures would give, on their be^ 
ing afk'd a Reafon for their tame Compliance 
with Deaan Olaavor-^ which, doubtlefs^ 
would have been as good a Plea for their 
paying divine Honours to a Potatoe^ had any 
One told him he had a Revelation in )m 
Dream, that it was a Z)^^/-G0^. The Rea- 
der, I prefume, may entertain a more ade- 
quate Idea of the natural Difpofition of the 
People, with refpedt to their Morals, mid 
Religion, from fuch Inflances and Occur*

And now the Day being come^^l returrid 
from feeding my Cattle bejore Noon^ in Order 
to bring up the two Oxen^ and a Bull-, wbofe 
Legs being at once ty'dfafi^ they were thrown 
all along upon the Ground : The Child was 
about a Tear old ; for they have no Jlated 
Time for the Obfervance of this Cujiom. He 
was deck'd with Beads ^ and d Skain of white 
Cotton -Thread was wound about his. Head. 
A great Crowd attended the Fejlival: Some 
brought fuch Prefents as their Abilities would 
admit ; fuch as a Cow, or a Calf • Beads, Iron^r 
Shovels, Hatchets^ and the like. Eiiry One ^ 
was fervd once only with a f mall ^antity of^ 
Toak in a Callabajh before the Ceremony be — 
gan. All Things being now duly prepar^d^^^ 
they waited for the Signal from the Umoflec^ z 
who was all this Time very bufy to all out — 
ward Appearance^ in meafuring his Shado'im^ 
with bis Feet. When it came to the Length— 
of three and an half he gave the Word. tJ^^ 
on which. One of the neareji Relations, wi^^i 
bad the Child in his Arms, ran with him u ^ 
to the Bull, and putting the Child's Rigi^^i 
Hand on the Bull's Right Horn, repeating tJE^t 
following Form oj Words.

If the Bull roars whiljl the Bofs Hand is

fortune in Life ; and all the Bujinefs of the 
^moflee is nothing more than this ^ to tell 
^beniy What is the moft lucky Hour^ of Mi- 
*>utc (like Our Jlrolling Fortune-T^ellers ) to 
^o it in: For as to the religious Part of the 
Ceremony ^ he is no ivays concerned in it ; if 
^^here be any Religion intended by it, which is 
Jomewhat to be quejliond: For any experienced 
JSdan of the Neighbourhood, njobom, they ima*^ 
^ine, under flams it bejl performs %e Opera^ 
tiony by feeling Jor the Head of the Tard, and 
cutting off the Forefkin as clofe as pojflble • 
two Men holding the Child's Legs, and Arms, 
at the fame ^ime. As to the Name, it*s given 
long before, and frequently is changed ajter-^ 
wards-, this Child was named Ry-Mockef. 
After the Forefkin is cut off, an Attendant, 
having a Stick in his Hand like a Gun^Rant^ 
tner ( the biggefi End whereof is pointed) puts 
^^he Fote-Jkin upon it^ and going to the Wood,

Before they began to drink^ be took particular 
Care to fecure all their Weapons ; an4 m 
Man v^as permitted to have Jo much as Gsfff^ 
or a Lance ; and then they indued tbemfehei 
in boilings broiling^ and roajting (^ M^9t^ 
jdrinking of Toak, fnging^ kailofi^s khw^ 
ing of shells^ and drumming^ with all tbeif' 
Might, andMain* J don't oelievf there wfrf 
twenty fiber Perfins among the whole iknir 
pany. Thefe Revels continued all Night j fofiie 
went away the ne^t Mornings ifit ^wfifi§/^ 
till Enjtening : So that the FeaJ lofted tkm 
Days fuccejjively.

If fwd Men quarrel/ and One happemto 
curfe the other's Father, or Mother^ whether 
they be living, or dead*, and his 'jintagontjl 
has fo much Command oj himfelf, as to n^ 
frain from curfing the other's Father, or Mo- 
ther, he recovers two Beeves as a Compen^' 
fation. 

If a Man is catch' d robbing his Nei^hbouf 
of an Ox, or a Cow ; he is obliged to refiori 
it ^en-fcfld. And this is executed too with 
the utmoft Rigour, notwithftanding myMff** 
iter frequently broke this good Xaw y' but, 
like other Great Men, in more polite Parfe, 
he was not to be curb'd by the ordinait 
Laws of his Country ; and yet he, asvral 
as moft others, found to his Coft, that there 
were thofc? who could cope with him ; and 
was at laft convinced, that if a Man will 
live amongft his Fellow-Creatures, he muft 
be obfervant of the Fundamental Laws, ^WiiA

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jthe Cdmmunltjr wherein he lives has fram'd 
for their mutual Peace and Tranquility; 
without which Men arc not fociable Animals, 
but each One is a meer Savage, and the 
World an uncultivated Defart 

If any One is found guilty of ftealing Gui- 
nea Corn^ Carravances^ Potatoes^ or the like^ 
cut of any of the Plantations^ be forfeits k 
Cow and a Calf to the Owner % or more\ in 
Jbme Meafure proportionate to the Offence. 
. In Cafe one Man's Cattle break into arid-^ 
therms Plantdtion, the Owner ^ for every Beafi 
found there ^ mujlgive an Iron Shovel. 
. If any One fteals another MafCs Mivie ^ 
Honey ^ and is catch' dy the Fine is three I^on 
Shovelsi^ Thtfclron Shovels^ Hoes^&c. arc 
a Kind of fmall Money with thfefc Peopk^ 
for here is no Trade but by Barter, or the 
Exchange of one Gommodity for adother ; 
and therefore they are as exa^ as poflibly 
they can, in proportioning the Value of one 
Thing to anothc?. 

If a Man borrows an Ok^ br a CofW^ of his 
Neighbour^ and does not return it in a Tear's 
Time^ fix Calves are look'd upon as an l^i^ 
valent for the Ox. And if be negkBs Pay^ 
ment at that Time^ thofe Calves are fuppos'd 
to be three Stears^ and three Heifers ; and the 
Encreajei which ^ by a fair Computation, arifes 
by their Growth and ProduBion, is thi Man's 
Wghtofwhm the Ox was borrowed % and if 
it go on for ten Tears ^ or any lot^ef Term, it 
is computed what three Bulls, and three Cows 
I . R might 
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'ffiigbt kaw produced in that Spaa rf^Timii 
and all that Produce is due to the Creditor. 

If a Man. lies with the Wife of amaber 
Man "wbq is bis Superior ^ be jorfeits thirty 
Head of Cattle \ befdes Beads^ andSbovels in 
Abundance : But if the Men are of equal De^* 
gree^ then tbe Fine is twenty Beafis mly. 
T Note, A Man can put away his Wife at 
yleafure. ] In this Country of Antemdnea, 
they arc not addided to fuch a Plurality of 
Wives, as in fome other Farts of the Ifland. 
If a Man has but two Wives here, and his 
Brother, or an intimate Friend comes to vl- 
£t him» he never fcruples to let him lye with 
one of them. 

The near^fkpf Kin^ even Brother andSiJler 
marry^ if they have not the fame Mother. 

One Brother^ after tbe Deceafe of another^ 
€ften takes bis Wife ; nay^ his Father's too^ 
4md lies with them ; if they he not their om 
M9tbers. 

To lye with one of tbe King's^ or Primes 
Wives, is Death by tbe E/labliJh'd Laws. 

Mv Matter Mevarrow was jealous of a 
young Man's being great with his Wife^ or 
as he faid, was well ailiir'd he us'd to lyt 
with her« Whether he had any juft Grounds 
for fuch a Sufpicion, I cannot fay ; yet ewy 
Body expected the young Man would be 
kill'd/or it* but his Brother being a Gheif 
Man, and a Favourite of the Deaan\ ^od 
the Civil Wars coming on, he feem'd at that 
}un£hve to take little Notice of it y but tM

Tears tfrtr the OfFcncc, when thofc Vli&n* 
(ions were appeasM, the Man being conftant- 
ly in his View, he determined to punifli him j 
mi accordingly, when the young Man, his 
Brother, and fome few Slaves of us that at- 
tended them, were in the Woods ; ( it being 
k cotttriVd, urtdcr Pretence of ftcaling, and 
,'. WllingaCowj) he, zndDeaan Sambo drew the 
^ young Man mto a remote Part of the Woods, 
yj at a confidcrable Diftance from us, and in a 
^ ihort Time we heard him holla three Times ; 
^ at which Ipftant Deaan Mevarrow arofe, and 
^ pretending to ftretch himfelf with his Lance 
! in his Hand, He ftrucfc the young Man's 
^ Brother thorow the Body. This fo forpriz'd 
tts aU, that fome of us ran one Way, and fomc 
r flew another, imagining our Mafler mad: 
; and fonqte went home, and pofitivrely aflerted 
I itasFaft; this Perfon whom he kill'd not 
.. being the Adulterer. He had been our Ma- 
I ftcr^s-Counfel-kceper, tis true, and knew all 
^ 4e fecrct Receflcs of the Women and Cattle; 
I 9nd taUng it for granted, that he would tura 
N I^is Enemy, and revenge his Brother's Death,' 
f ^ught it nfK)(l advifable to difpatch him 
likewife. Deaan Sambo killed the fuppos'd 
Adulterer that Moment the Holla was made, 
Which was the Signal agreed on between 
^em ; but whether he was apprie'd of Deaan 
Mevarrcm^z wicked Deiign upon the other, 
1 cannot determine ; for there were fevcral 
Others, whom he brought there, as if he in- 
tended they flioukl be Witne&s of.it:. As 
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Deaan Sambo was the Execationer Twas itN 
clin'd to think, there was more than Sufpi* 
Cion ; for that he was no cruel Man, I was 
very fenfible by Experience : I muft own, I 
had entertained a very favourable Opinion 
before of my Miftrefs, as I had never obferv'd 
4ny Thing like it in her Condudt But I 
had now almofl: done, not only with this 
Family but the Country likewifc ; for every 
Circumftance in my Affairs had fome Ten- 
dency to promote my Departure and Efcape; 
which, at length, I cffeded. 

Not long after this, it happened, whilftl 
ftole out to vifit my own Plantation ( my 
Corn, &c. being near ripe ) that fome of 
tiij Cattle broke into the Plantation of a 
prmcipal Man, and did him fome coniid^ 
Table Damage. My Fellow Slaves foon in- 
formed me of the Misfortune, and went to 
feek the Beafts ; but they were drove Home 
by the Planter's Servants with very heavy 
Complaints: I knew the Danger of eoing 
within Reach, or indeed, within Sight of 
my Mailer^ and therefore, turn'd aiidcinto 
the Wood, to confider what Meafures were 
^eft to be taken. At length, I recolleded 
the Friend(hip betwean Deaan Olaavor and 
I)eaan Mevarrow ^ and for that Reafon went 
diredly to him, and laid my unhappy Cafe 
before him^ and begg'd he would u& his 
heft Endeavours to reconcile me to my Mafter. 
He readily comply 'd with my Requeft, made 
me very welcome^ and defir'd me toftay, sot 



inly that Night, but the next Day, and 
^ght too; and then aflur'd mc, that he 
yoold go with me himfelf; but Bufincfs 
vould not permit him to go before. By this 
Vfeans I was abfent long enough to alarm 
hem« and give them ju(i Grounds to fufpeA 
hat I had dcferted. Deaan Olaavor^ how- 
5ver, went with me according to his Promife» 
md after he had expoftulated the Cafe with 
ny Matter, and obtained Pardon, I \vas fent 
For in, and reftor'd tq Favour, with only 
bmc Friendly Admonitions for my better 
!3ondudt for the future. As fpon as their 
[^onverfation relating to my Fault, and Par- 
Ion was over, they fell into Difcourfe on 
>thcr Matters ; and Deaan Mevarrow put 
lis Hand to his Mouth, which is an Aftior^, 
:hey frequently ufe to exprefs their Surprize 
It any Thinff more than common. 

J^eaan oTaavor ! fays he, I fent Tefierday 
Tor an tJmolJee, to conjult with him about 
Robin ; afid to know what was become of him : 
After be bad conju^'d a long lime^he affur'd^ 
me^ (hat J fbould fee Robin once more-y but 
the next Time be went away^ I fhould never 
fee hitn again in the Capacity of his Servant^ 
or Slave] for he* II have a New Majler to the 
Northward^ with whom he will tarry but 
afiort Time; and thfn he'll fill go farther 
Northward and have more Maflers ; ////, at 
lengthy he*tl return to his Native Country. I 
liflen'd, I own, not only with Attention, 
but Plcafure, to what he faid ; tho' I put no 
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great Confidence in thefe Fartune*tellen. 
Jaft as I was getting up to go Home to my 
Wife, my Mailer calKd mej Stay^ fays he, 
J have Jometbing to fay to you before you go. 
Perceiving that I look'd a little flartled, and 
furpriz'd, J Jhall do you no Harm ( fays he ) 
only fecure you. The TJmonee was feftt for 
immediately J and then, I found, they were 
going to enchant me ( as they imagined ) 
that I (hould not run away. I had fcen this 
Magical Farce aded before upon fuch Slaves 
as they are jealous of; frequently forcing aa 
Oath upon them by the Daemon Fermenner, 
And when thefc poor Wretches have after* 
wards attempted to fly, and bewUder'd them- 
felves in Woods, and unfrequented Paths, or 
hurt themfelves by any Fall ; or ai^y commoa 
Accident ; they are weak enough to imagine 
that the Damon Fermonner was the Caufej 
that he confounded them, and dazled their 
ISyes in fuch a Manner, that they (hould QOt 
find their Way. Two, or three lofbncci 
of this Kind in an Age, are enough toinake 
Fools give Credit to the whole- 
Ax Length the wrinkled old Wizard en* 
ters with folemn Pace, and with a leering 
Sneer in his hagger'd Countenance, ihakes 

his projeding Noddle : Ha ! Weill

Prepare your Charms. Away goes the fom- 
bling old Fool to work, fcraping a Root^ 
stfid mixing feveral Ingredients together, 
which, I was well fatisfy'd, had neither 
Good) nor Harm in them ; ( for I was afraid 
of nothing but his Nofe dropping into it j ) 
mattering all the Time, between his few bro- 
ken Teeth, Words that neither he, nor any 
One elie knew the Meaning of. When 
the Dofo was prepared, he caird it the Fer^

Voice almoft every Minute : He made, ia 
ftiort, an hundred impertinent Repetitions, 
and cant Words olF his own Invention, and 
foam'd like a fanatical Enthuiiaft. When 
he had quite tyr'd himfelf with Preaching,: 
he took oflF the Charm, and made me mik 
every individual Root. New let him go^ fays 
he, where be will; the Dasmons which re^ 
gard thefe Charms will foon inform me wbert 
he is J and IJhall acquaint bis Mafler. 

I had a Holiday that Day; for my Ma*- 
Aer was in i good Humour, being highly 

dc- 
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flighted with what he had done ; and fent 
proper Servant to do my Bufineft, When 
came H( me, 1 found my Wife b a very 
iclancholy Pofture, being under gr^at Con* 
:rn for Fear I (hould be kill'd. She woul4 
aive provided fomeihing for mc to eat, \)\x% 
had din'd I told her ^ and then related to 
er the whole Affair. She was overjoyed to 
nd I got off fo well, and was furpriz'd that 
{hould be fo dull at it ^ fince (he knew weU 
nough 1 d d not regard any of thefe Cerc- 
nonies, and made a Jeft of them j but my 
Thoughts were quite other wife, engaged thaa 
[he was aware of, and I did not th^nk pro- 
per to let her know the Truih j which broke 
cny Reft to that Degree, that I fcarcc ever 
Qcpt found there any more. I found my- 
Tclf now under a Neceflitr of running away 
at all Adventures : For mould Sicknefs, or 
^y common Accident attend me, fo great 
^J^ras Deaan Mevarrow's Superftiticn, that he 
vrould, doubtlefs, have thought it had been 
^ffcfted by thefe Damons^ or Spirits^ which 
Jvcre invoked in this Incantation ; and took 
tt for an infallible Teftimony of my Refp- 
btion to go from him ; and then, very pro- 
bably, in his Paffion he might hav? • kill'd, 
Oic. So that thefe Conjurations, whifhMif- 
"oartow depended on to prevent my Depar- 
ture, had the diredl contrary Effe<a, ai^d was 
the ftrongeft Motive, that could have ih- 
duc'd me to it, and made it ab^olu^ely nc- 
cc&ry that it fhould be fo ; yet I have often 
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fmird to think how uncxpcftcdly true hia 
Predididn, 6r Gucfs prQv'd, even in all itt 
Circumftances. 

Whilst my Head was full of ProjcAs, 
in Order to iccomplifli my Flight, I could 
not fdrbear faying fomething in Relation to 
it to a very civil, honeft, young Fellow, 
who kept Cattle always near me j and was 
a Captive from another Country. One Day 
i ask'd him, From 'whence he came? And he 
faid From the Northward. Was Ife near 
my onvn Country^ faid I, as you are^ I ttould 
not Jiay much longer in Slave ry. Nor ivould 7, 
fays he, if it were not for the Daemons j wbo^ 
I am afraid^ will break my Bones ^ ever [met 
/i&^Umoflee cursed me in the fame folemn Math 
ner as be did you. At which I laughU 
Whyy if you have no Afprehenfions on thii 
Account^ fays he, you may get away with as 
much Eafe as 1. At this I ftarted, and told 
him, Ijuppofe he only faidfo to try me^ But 
he oi&r'd to enter into a folemn Oath be- 
fore the Owley^ that he meant as he £u(if 
and would aifift me in my Flight. 

However, I dropt the Argument fottfcat 
Day, but I try'd him next j for after I had 
fworn him in a religious Manner ( knowiflS 
him to be like rooft People, more'religioully 
inclin'd under Misfortunes than in Profpc- 
rity ; ) I confcfs'd ingenuoufly my fecret In- 
tention, and ask'd his friendly Advice. 2** 
have nothing to do^ faid he, but tofiy direSh 
to Deaan iiSerrer, wha will proteff fbu^ m^

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nat you i* a ccurteaus Martncr. JVberf Rcr 
fowextCs Army comes next Summer^ centi- 
kued he, yofi may eafily get t9 tbemi wb§ 
wuU be pruud to oblige the ijokite Men^ by 
MdiPig you Home in tbejirjl Ship which ar^^ 
ive% at Fcraignhcr : For no Bo^y% fays he.

Thanks for his kind Advice, and told him. 

would £hew him my Bee- hives, and the 
loots of which the Charm was made. This 

did with a View to make binx keep the 
iecret. And now, 

I had but one hard Task more to go 
hrough, and that was to prevail on my Wife 
9 accompany me ; or let me conduct her to 
ler Father. It was a difficult Point tQ break 
ay Mind to her ; but at Length obferving 
un* in an Humour to talk of her Friends, 
ed wifli (he could fee them ; I told her, if 
be bad Courage enough, and would keep 
lie Secret, and always love me, I would 
enture to carry her to them, and Aay with 
ler ; but ihe was fuperflitious too, and a- 
raid I (hould be hurt by the Incantations 
)f the Umojfee : So that I prcft'd it no fur- 
ther. But to part with her, and leave her 
BOt only in Bondage, but to be ill-treated, 
perhaps, on my Account, was a mortifying 
Coofidftrnrtion ; for 1 iincercly lov'd her. 
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However, there was an abfolute Neccf- 
fity; my Refoluticn was fix'd, and no Time 
was to be loft : It was then wet and rainy^ 
and I ftay'd only till the Weather was more 
favourable ; which was about a Fortnight : 
Near which Time I took my Comrade into 
the Woods, and (hew'd him my Hives, and 
the Manner how I dug the Roots for the 
Charnris ; for to attempt to undeceive him 
would have been to no Purpofe. The Night 
before I took my Flight, I wilfully left an 
Heifer in the Field ; having told my Friend, 
When I cairdj and dejir^d kirn to look after 
my Cattle^ uhiljl I went after the Heifer} 
that fhould be the private Signal of my De- 
parture. He told me, // was two Days long 
IValk to Ycng gorvo ; but I /aid I would run 
it in one^ and did not qutflion but that 1/hould 
get fafe thither^ ( tho* my M^fler fhouldfend 
after me ) if I was but two Hours before 
them. When I came Home with my Cattle, 
my Maftcr took a Survey of them, and 
miifs'd the Heifer ; but 'after repriitoanding 
me a little, he ordered me to get up betimes 
in the Morning, and look for it, before it 
broke into any Neighbour's Plantation. 

This was what I aim'd at, in Order to 
have the whole Day before me ; but novir 
came the hardeft Struggle, which was to 
take a Laft Farewcl of my Wife. It was 
fome Secret Satisfaftion, however, that I had 
nQ,,ChiId by her : I was almoft afraid to re- 
veal the Secret to her, but at length, afttf 

makinS 
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making her fwear in the moft folemn Manner 
by the Owley^ that (he would never dlfdofc 
it, I told her in dlredfc Terms, that I was 
goings and the only Thing that difhirb'd 
me was Parting with her. She begg*d, and 
cryM moft bitterly ; but there was no Stay- 
ing for me any longer, my Life being every 
Pay in Danger. Had I been in any other 
Part of the Country, where I could have 
liv'd with Freedom, Eafe, and Safety ; I don't 
.know ^hat Efie,<i:s the unafiedVed Love I bad 
for her might have produced. At lengthy 
however, (he. was fomewhat appeas'd : and 
t broke from her Arms by Break of Day; 
but with what Sorrow and Reludance, fuch 
of my Readers as are tender Lovers^ can 
better imagine than I defcribe. I drove my 
Cattle into the Field, where my Comrade 
was ready ; I did not go near him for Fear 
of being obferVd^ but call'd, and bid him 
take Care of my Cattle i He faid Tes^ Tes^ 
And away I walk'd, or rather ran \ for by 
that Time the Sun was two Hours high, I 
was got beyond the firft Woods, which is 
not lefs than Ten Englifh Miles, if it cou*d 
be meafur'd. 

I had now a large Plain of five or fix Miles 
to go over j here I look'd back every Now 
and Then, for Fear of being purfu'd j but 
faw the Coaft was clear. My Wife, and 
Friend, as I was informed afterwards, were 
true to the Truft repofed in them. About 
NooO;^ I came to a Fond, where I juft 

wafii'd 
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wafl\*d, and rcfrcfh'd myfclf, and kept jog- 
ging on, till at laft I cfpy'd the white Clift 
of longrgoroo. It is very high, and appeared 
like Land that is fccn about fcvcn or eight 
Leagues at Sea : That bo^^cver, did not dKf- 
courage me, and two Hours before Night X 
was at the Foot of it. It is half an Hour^j 
brifk Walk to go up the Hill to Deaan Af- 
Jerrer^s Town, where I arrived, fafe, and 
went dire€Hy to him. He thought^ as fboft 
as he f^w me, that I came witlj fome Mcfr 
fegc fr.o;Ti Deaan Mevafrow ; but I* threw 
myfelf immediatclv at his Fcet> anji bcgg'^ 
his Indulgence ioa Proteiiion : Then I in*, 
f orni'd Him of all the Miferies I had under- 
went thro* my Matter's cruc^I Treatment o£ 
me, and the apparent I>anger my Life was 
in every Day j and at that Time tHore than 
ever. 

No fooncr was he convinc'd of the true 
Rcafon of my making thus my earneft Ap- 
plication to him, but I perceiv'd a Pleafure 
glowing in his Countenance ; and he at once 
affur'd mc^ That He would hroteS me at aH 
AdveutureSy and that IJhould be a Slave m, 
lo^^er-j That I. fjould do nothing but go 'witb 
him uhcrcver he went ; and as q ^efttmonj of 
his Sincerity^ he would frefent me with a Gum 
Now Carrying a Gun here, like Wearing^ 
a Sword in England, is the Mark of a Oentle- 
man: With this Lance in your Hand^ ^^1K 
he fmiling, you look like a Mali-a-Croftj '' 
which is a Nick- Name they give to one -of

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ic meaneft of their Natives ) you Jhall nov> 
bpear Hke what ycu are^ a Free-hm Man. 
lick'd his Feet with all the Satisfaftion icna- 
iaat^lC) in Conformity to the Cuftom thcr?, 
id returned him a thoufand Thanks; nor 
id I forget my grateful Acknowledgments 
I the Divine Goodnefs, who had thus . far 
Ivcn SucGcfs tP" my boneft Endeavours^ to 
5cover my former State of Freedom; and to 
nplore his Afliftaaee in^ the Completion of 
I happy a Proje(ft, wbich I had no Hopes 
f tver putting into Execution. 

Whxk I aflu'r'd thein that I c^me from 
iy^o\m H<>ufe in one Day, there was fcarce 
ny. Of* woald g^ve Credit to the Aflertion : 
Lbout a Week after, two Me(fengers from 
^Mun Mevarr^w came to demand his white 
ilav^ s and to reproach E>eaan Aficrrcr, ^or 
4ft finding me hack hy fome of his own People 
n my Jirfi Arrival. This imperious Mcf- 
iige made him fmile ; Send him hack^ fays 
le^ and by my own People ! and his white 
Have too I Why^ No One* ever faw a white 
^lave before 5 wr has he the leafi AuthQrit^ 
(0 mak$ him one. I look upon him as a dtr 
jireffed Man, Jfed to me for Succour^ and he 
fwl never be exposed to Mifery any more. I 
/if// make no Slave of him 5 he Jhall be at his 
fpee Liberty to ftay with me^ or go where ^ or 
^Aetuver be fees convenient. He here expa- 
tiated on the Condud of our People, with 
Kgard to Deaan Crindoi which being much 
t9 the £une Puq)ofe as has been hinted be- 
^j I {hall not recapitulate. lu 
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Im (hort, he convinced thfc two Men ti 
the Unrcafonablcnefs of their Mafter's De- 
mand fo far, that they excus'd themfdivos; 
and faid, that They only came ivitb a Meffagt. 
And I only tell you ^ fays he, wkat ^npwer to 
return to Deaan Mcvarrow. After this, he 
cnter'd into familiar Difcourfe with them ; 
and afk'd them, What Day I came away ? 
When they told hinj, he was perfc<Sly fur- 
prizM ; and fo were they to find I had a£hi- 
ally waJVd it in one Day : For it could not 
be much lefs than fixty Englijh MUes^ I 
could not forbear rallying thetn/ oii: Ac- 
count of their fuperftitious Confidence ia 
their Umojfees. See, fays I, how my I/gs 
^re fweltJ t How the Spirits have made mj 
Bones rattle mtbin my Skin I I was a white 
Man, they faid, and they had no Powfr over 
me. As foon as Deaan AfferrerhzA order'd 
them a Houfe and Proviiions, and I had 
made fome Enquiry af;er my Wife, which 
proving more to my Satisfadion than I jbz- 
pedled, I took my Leave of them with Pka- 
fure ^ for I had fome Doubt before, whit 
might be the Effect of fuch a peremptory 
Demand from Deaan Mevarrow^ 

And now I liv'd, I muft confefs, with 
more Freedom than ever I had done as yetj 
for I walk'd about with my Gun upon* my 
Shoulder : When the Deaan was difpos'd to 
cat, I ate with him; tho' not in the'faitf 
Di(h indeed, for no One here has that Prir 
vilege. I had little eife to do, than to g*

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h hifti 9,-Hunting ; by which Meatis t 
ic myfelf expert in all the Arts of taking 
d Cattle : My principal Bufinefs was to*

ferv'd mc well enough to exprefs the Senti- 
ments of my Heart* 

Deaan Afferrer told me as foon as I came 
Home, that he had feen Ry-Nanm\ that 
Rer Vowern was dead, and that his Sod, 
Deaan Mernaugha now fucceeded him ; and 
that his Nephew Deaan T^rmgba^ affiftcd 
by his Brother Rer Befaugbery znA Deadn 
Memat/gha's Brother Rer Mundrojfer^ com- 
manded the Army. As I was converfing 
with the Deaan^ . I could not help expre^ 
iing my Sorrow for Rer Favwrn*s Death: 
becaufe he was fo faithful a Friend to ail 
white Men. I found he fufpefted my Dc- 
iign immediately ; for he told me, tho'ina 
very courteous Manner, that He hoped I bd 
no Temptation to change my Place ofAboad 
thro' hts Treatment of me. To which I fir 
ply'd, after thanking him for all his Favouni, 
-that 1 had no bought of removing from nh 
Habitation I that I was confcious to mjfif^ 
that I liv'd as ive/I^ or better than I could do 
in any other Place. And indeed, this wJls 
really tzQ. \ for he treated me with the lit- 
moft Humanity, and Cbmplaifahce. I eat, 
and drank as he did, and did ho Manner of 
Work; biifc I perceiv'd by this, he wDs n« 
inclined to part with mc : For which Rca- 
fon, I was under a Neceffity to be mWc 
clofe, and artful, than I fhoufld faa^e beeli» 
had I made fuch a Difcovery. 

Orde rs Were fent to the thre6 Towns ii»- 
der Deaan Afferrer'% Command, that \si9aiA 

of 
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mntlng the wild Cattle^ they (hould make 
)roper Preparations for hunting the wild 
Soar ; by which they meant the King of 
Merfaugbla : Whereupon, all Hands were 
nftantly at Work, cleaning/ and fitting up 
heir Arms ; for there are Artificers here^ 
7ho can make, or mend a Spring ; and do 
wcnty other Things to Guns as well as Lan- 
es. The Women employed themfelves, in 
naking Caps to diftinguifh us in the Wars ; 
hefe were made of the fame Materials as 
lur Mats : The Children beat Guinea Corn 
n Order to carry with us, I made it my 
kifinefs to put Deaan Afferrer'% and my 
»wn Gun in Order \ and to cafl a confidera^^ 
>lc Quantity of Shot, or rather Slugs, by 
naking a Hole with a round 3 tick in a Lump 
)f Clay, to caft the Lead in ^ and cutting ic 
ifterwards into little Pieces about half an 
iich long. Tho' they frequently buy Shot 
It the Sea-jports, yet this was made, as I 
magine, of the Lead, which they had pro-« 
jur'd from the Wreck of our Ship* 

Ry-Manno went back, after he had given 
ffoticc of the Feraignher Army's March, to 
tieaan T^rongha ; in Order to meet him at 
Vebitcb Manner^ according to Appointment* 
D€aan Criudo fent Orders that we fhould 
march, and meet him at the River, where 
We watered our Cattle, in Deaan Murnan- 
zack's Country. I might have flayed at 
Home, if I had thought proper ; but I was 
cefolv'd At all Adventures to go with them, 

S 2 ^^ 
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tho' I told Deaan Afferfef^ I \ra8 under 
fOnle Appfehenfions df my old Mailer Me- 
varfoWj whom, I concluded, I fhould fee 
thfere. But he bid me be under no Concern 
On that Account, for he would proteft mc; 
and Deaan Mevarrow^ he was well affur'd, 
would make no Difturbance in the Army. 
However, it happened better than I expeSed; 
ibr Mevarrow was left behind fick of the 
Colah ; which, in Guinea^ or the fVe/l In* 
diesy is caird the Taivs. It is a cruel Di* 
ftemper^ and bears a near Refemblance to ibi 
Pox ; affeSis the Bones ^ and Joints with greet 
Pain, and Sorenefs ; breaks out all over in 
Blotches and dry Scabs ; and is mojily in the 
Privy Parts, and under the Arm-fits. How- 
ever, it is not aSlually the Pox j Jor I have 
known Children oj three, or Jour Tears old 
'have it, whofe Parents never knew by Expe- 
rience what it was. There are but few iAo 
'efcape it once in their Life-^time; button 
they never have it more. In that RefpeB^ it 
is like the Small Pox, or the Itch ; and alfi 
catch' d as they are. If a Per/on, who nevif 
had it, follows One infeSied in the long Grcf^ 
i^r Bujhesr, if he lyes, or Jits on the fame MaU 
or even eats, and drinks ajter the dijeajd 
Perfon, he mojl ajfuredly cntches it, F(f 
which lieafon, they Jend their Children^ w&* 
affiled with it, out to nurfc^ to fucb Pif' 
Jons as live alone in remote Places ; andnob^ 
a Man, Woman, or a wh$le Fdniily is tabn 
'with iti they Qblige them to go into tbt ff^ooih 
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and tarry there till they are perfectly re^o^ 
^&r'd ; which is frequently a whole Tear^ a)i4 
Jhmetimes two. 

It was good News to me, to hear that 
Deaiin Mevarrow was left at Home infci^^d 
with this Diftemper ; and that Deaan Sambo 
had the Command of the People in his Stead ; 
For I knew by Experience, that he was none 
of my Enemy, tho' he demanded me in hi« 
Brother's Name upon his firft Arrival ; but 
when Deaan Afferrer had expoflulatcd the 
Cafe with him, and told him what Aniwer 
he had returned him by the McflengeFS'; 
when he urg'd, T^hat it was natural Jor a 
^Man to fly for his Lije^ who was every Day 
in Danger y and treated like a Brute, had he 
been a lawful Slave \ which was not the Cafe 
here. Deaan Sambo gave up the Argument, 
and turning to mc, asked. If he had not fe^ 
vera( Times favd me? I readily own'd thp 
Obligation, Dont be afraid^ f^id he, for J 
Jhall not inftft on my Demand any more ; but 
pray come o/ten, and Jee me as a Friend. I 
gratefully acknowledged all his Favours, and 
particularly thank'd him for this laft fignal 
One; for he confirmed the AccQupt I ha4 
given of myfelf before, 
• As Deaan Crindo had Intelligence of the 
Day the Feraingher Army was to join them j 
he put himfplf in a Poflure to receive them 
with Abundance of Form, and Ceremony, 
He was fcated under a great Tamarind Tree, 
with his Sons according ^o their Seniority on 

S 3 his 
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his Right Hand, and all their People ; on 
his Left were Deaan Murnanzadk^ and his 
Brethren, with all their People. The whole 
Aflcmbly form'd a Line of above a Quarter 
of a Mile in Length After a fhort Tim» 
the Feratngber Army appeared, and as they 
advanced, they came dancing, each with a 
Gun in his Left Hand, dnd a Lance in his 
Right : Their Shells founding, and their 
Drums beating. At a fmall Diflance they 
fir'd fomc Pieces by way of Salutation ; 
which we immediately return'd. And now 
the three Generals, Deaan 7rongha^ Rer B^- 
faugher^ and Rer Mundrojfer^ went up to 
Deaan Crindoy and the reft. After the ufu- 
al Salutations, they were all feated under the 
tamarind Tree, and ten Calabaflics of 7oak 
were fent for by Deaan Crindo to entertain 
them. I fat all this Time behind Deaan 
Afferrer, with his Gun in my Hand. After 
mutual Afliirances of an inviolable Friend- 
fhip, the Divifion of the Prizes of Cattle was 
fettfed, and adjufted. Deaan Crindo^ and 
his Sons were to have one Third, Deaan 
Murnanzack^ and his Brethren another ; and 
Deaan Trongha^ and his Brother, and Cou- 
lin, the Remainder. 

After they had amicably concluded their 
own Affairs, and began to be gay over their 
Toak; /^r^ Deaan Trongha, Tou have got 
a white Man amongfi yoUy I perceive. Tes^ 
fays Deaan Crindo, this is one of tbofe who 
took tney and my Nephew Prtfoners\ and 

^ would 
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uld haw delivered us into Dcaan Tuley- 
^ro's Hands^ who was our Adverfary. I 
I't thinky Jays Deain Trongha, they would 
je done you any Harm 5 you muji doubtlep 
je given them fome Provocation fir ft. I did 
m no Injury^ reply'd the other, as I know 

unlefs maintaining them well was doing 
m Injujiice. They were inclin*d^ indeed to 
to Antenofa, and I would rather have de-- 
fid them to ajjijl me in the Wars. And 
s not this y fays Deaan Trongha, a manifefi, 
'ury, and ajuft Provocation^ to keep Free 
n againjl their Wills in a Country far from 
ir native Homes. Til tell you^ hewever^ 
lery remarkable TranfaSHon of my Grand-^ 
ber's with thefe white Men^ bejorehewas 
htly acquainted with them. 
An Englifh iihip came to our Sea-port Town^ 
bich they call St. Auguftinc Bay^ in Order 
^uy ProviJionSy andfurnifh them/elves with 
Iter: They did not go up to my Grand-fa-- 
r\s Town^ but he thought proper to vifii 
m^ and made the Captain a voluntary Pre^ 
toftwoOxen ; and the Captain as voluntarily 
)e him a Gun^ and fame Powder and Shot^ as 
'hmpenfation. The Whites built themjelves 
\IouJe upon the'Sboar^ for the Reception of 
irjick Men^ Seme jemQ Days after we had 
n herCy the white Men^ and fome of ours^ 

in Uquor together ^ and a parrel arofe 

mgfi them. Atfirjiy indeed^ they only beat 

* another with their Fifts ; but at lengthy 

y made ufe of Weapons -y. and a white Man

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was kiird upon the Spot by one of ours. The 
News being carried immediately to the Slip, 
the Captain came en Shoar, and after ajhia , 
inquiry into the Matter^ he laid hold of the 
King, wtiljl his People ran to the Boat^ and 
fetched their Arms. My Ffitherj and Rcr 
Vovvern ivftantly placd themfelves at the 
Head of our People, and would ha've attacked 
them? hut my Grand-Father prevented them\ 
for he was morally affur'd of b/tng kilYd, h 
gne Side, or the other ; fo he went contented') 
cn Board their Ship. The Fifl:ermen werf 
under no Apprehenfions of Danger from thf 
Whites, notwith/ianding this Di/lurhance,'fof 
they knew them -, and befdes, were well afr ' 
quainted with their Manners ^ fo they went on 
Board, and ask'd. What the Captain's De- 
mands were of the King ? He faid^ SatiSr 
fadtion for the Lofs of his white Man. ^he) 
returned, and in the Name of the King's M^ 
Softs, afkd. What Satisfadlion I^e requir'd? 
'^he Captain infifted on their Sending hinj ttc 
Man, who kill'd the Englifh-many and ten 
Oxtn as an Equivalent. Ihe Fi/Ijertnen bd 
no more Wit, than to deliver their MiJJage in 
the Hearing of the Murderer ; whereupon he 
he fled dircSlly into the Woods :^fo that viben 
theyfent tofecure him, he was not to be found. 
The Fifloermen returned to the Captain^ Cfd 
affur'd him, that they had inade ftriSi Search 
Jor the Criminal, but could not find htm \ bo^" 
ever, if he would be cont edited with a Slay(3 
or two in bis Steady o^ with twenty Oxen ; tU'j 
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villi^g to give him the?n. At this the 
in^vas very cingry^ and peremptorily in- 
m their producing the fame Man ; for 
\ Murdered his Man in a moft barbarous 
eff andunlejs thcyfoimd him he would keep 
Father 3 but notipithftanding he would

ring all that Interval my Grandfather s 
were loaden with IronSy in Order to pre^

? Tes, fays Deaan Trongha, we Andry 
• [J or that is the S'ur-namc of the Fami-^ 
It only [eat out of the fame Difi\ but drink 
^ the fame Cup too ; and look upon them 
Part of our own Family. We never at-- 

to afjume an Authority oyer them j they 
when 'they pie afe^ and go where they pleafe 

icltb 
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with us ; and if any idle Fellqivs do what they 
ought not to doy their Captain never binders 
their being puniJJo'd. Thefe white Men are 
^cery advantageous io us^ and they would not 
come among ft us^ ij we did not treat them with 
Civility. Bejides^ our Grandfather has laid 
us all under afolemn Oathy with a Curfe aft" 
nex'd to all our Pojlerityy who Jhall treat an 
Englifh-man with Severity. For as foon as 
Hc^ and the Captain came on Shoar^ (be Ow- 
ley was brought out^ and they entered into, a 
jolemn^ and perpetual Friendjloipy which all 
of us flriSily obferve ; and imagine that God 
will not profper usfbould we break it. 

My Grandfather hereupon gave th^ Captain 
twenty Oxen, which, tho' he received, he would 
return an Equivalent in Guns, and other 
things. And had we this white Man amongfl 
us, we fl^uld give him fuch Cloaths, as bis 
Country-men have left who dfd there^ He*U 
never wear any of his own Country Cloaths 
again, fays Deaah^ Crindo, I believe, Better 
, you were hanged, thought I, tho' 1 durjl not 

The next Day w^e march'd to the Borders 
of Merfaughia, and there encamp'd : I ky 
always in Deaan Afferrer'^ Tent. The next 
Morning, however, we fhifted our Quar- 
ters, and march'd a great Way into the Coun- 
try towards ManneKronder ( a fmall River 
paffing thorow Teveral fmall Towns, but 
found the Inhabitants had abandoned them ; 
and from the Dung of the Cattle, which 
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s very dry, we judg'd they had been gone 
>ut a Fortnight: For IVoozington was a 
litick Man, and would leave nothing for 
to fubfift on; neither would he weaken 
Army by fruitlefs Skirmifhies, and un- 
«flary Attempts ; but wait till he was fully 
)riz'd of our Strength by his Spies, and 
1 colledled all the Force he could to oppofc 
A Man came to me from Deaan Trongha^ 
i told me privately, that bis Mafter deftr d 
(peak with me. To which I anfwer'd, I 
uldwait on him, asjoon as I could pojjibly 
\trive to come without being obfenfd. Ac- 
rdingly in about two or three Days, I 
md a proper Opportunity, and told Deaan 
ferrer, I was going to fee Deaan Sambo, 
u need not ajk me Leave ( (aid he ) but 
it go any where elfe. By which I knew 
I Meaning, and found he was jealous of 
\ • However I rcturn'd, and by private 
ays, and in the dark, got to Deaan Tron- 
is Tent, where was a numerous Aflembly. 
5 fpoke to me in Englifh^ and afk'd me, 
w 1 did? I was oblig'd to anfwcr hin^ in 
iMadagafcarl^zn^w^LgQ ; for Ibadjorgot, I 
Id him, my Mother tongue. This, and my 
ing naked withal, mov'd his Compaflion 
that Degree, that he fpoke as indulgent 
bings to me as my own Father could \ and 
iir'd me, that If he could find any Means 
take me with bim^ he would fend me Home 
thefirA Ship. Whilft we were talking,' 
fr Befaugber came in, who fhaking me by 

the 
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the Hand, faid, Brother^ how do you do? I 
anfwer'd, Fcry laell-^ but could fpeak no 
more E7?gli/Jj, without a Mixture of this 
Country Language, They informed me, 
that t/jcre bad lately been Jome Englifli Mm 
of War in ^cfi ofPyratcs ; and that they had 
dir idled tkem to St. Mary's, and Mattatanna, 
which arefituate on the other Side the JJlani\ 
and that there was hut one White amoi7gJi them^ 
and he a Dutchman ; ajid moreover^ that en 
Englifli- man had been kiird not long fince in 
the Wars. I told him» / 'was determined at 
all Adventures to efcape^ and follow tkem\ 
but. they faid, they would purcbajh me^ ibi 
they gave Jix Slaves for me. Afcer Thanks 
for fo courteous a Proinifc, and a mutual 
Agreement not to take any publick Notice 
of each other, I took my Leave of them, 
and went to Deaan Sambo's Tent ; who alfo 
treated me in a very handfome Manner: He 
told me, He was going to live by himjelf-, and 
alTc'd me. If I would come to him ?, And 1 pro- 
mised him / would: I took my .Leave, and 
returned to our Tent. The next Morning 
we held a Confultation, in which it was de- 
termined to throw the Army into three Di- 
vifions, and march a-breft 5 but at a Quarter 
of a Mile Diftance from one another. We 
faw no Body all this Time, till we were 
near the Capital Town j and then we per- 
eeiv'd their Spies that obferv'd us j but the 
Inhabitants wero all fled. Wc pafs'd tl* 
River Manfier-rofjder , and encamped •upoO 
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the Plain; wc had not been long there' be- 
fore three Men calPd to our People, and de* 
fir'd them to acquaint T>paan Crindo^ that 
Deaan Wvozington proposed to pay him a 
Vifit next Morning. Now he was an art- 
ful Man, and full of Stratagems, fo' they 
knew he would endeavour to; fuprize, or 
over-reach them: Upon which, we -vv^nt 
hard to Work to fortify the Camp, which 
was thrown in a Circular Form, We cut 
down feveral Trees, and fct up forked Limbs ; 
the Spaces were fiU'dwith great Pieces of 
Wood, pil'd one upon another length^ Ways^ 
at leaft four Foot high, and as they join'd 
clofe, they made a Wall of it: In the next 
Place, we dug the Ground about a Foot deep, 
and about' feven Feet wide, and threw up 
the Earth againfl the wooden Pile to make 
the Wall, ftill ftronger; we left only two 
narrow Entrances. The loofe fmall Boughs, 
with the Leaves, were thrown carelefly, as 
it were,- without Side to* hide the Fortificati- 
ons; fo that it iook'd like nothing but a 
common Method they obferv'd,^ in Order to 
conceal their Numbers. When our Gamp 
was made fecure, fome few. Cattle were kill'd, 
and wc all went to Supper, and then laid us 
do|wn under our Tent-Cloths ; for we did 
notfct our Tents up, neither did we pull off 
our Lambers ; but lay clofe under the For- 
tifications; prepared for an Attack; thd Slaves, 
that carried the Provifipi), were planted in 
the Center;. 

W^ 
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We afofe by JBreak of Day, putting our 
Guns thorow little Holes, which wc had left 
in our Wall on Purpofe j and knccl'd to fight 
with the more Eafc, and to take the better 
Aim. We had not been in Readinefs above 
ten Minutes, before we law them coming 
down with Fury upon us. Whilft wc were 
preparing to receive them, another Party ap- 
peared on the contrary Side, and proposed to 
have come upon our Backs ; but as we were 
in a Circle we were all Front. Our Shells 
were immediately founded, and our Drums 
beat; but we foon altered this for another 
Kind of Noifc. When they came within 
thirty Yards of us, they fir'd brilkly, ftill 
approaching, and having no Notion of our 
Wall, expe<9:ed we ihould foon retreat from 
behind the Boughs. . I obferv'd their Eyes 
red with fmoaking Jisrmaughla^ which made 
them more refbluto than ufual : Of this, I 
ih^l give a particular Defcription after the 
Account of the Engagement. Ry^Opheckj 
with; a Body of .Men, attacked one of our 
Entrances ^ he came fkipping alofig, his Eyes 

flow-d like Fire, he nad a Lance in one 
land, and a Gun in the other ; his People 
ran after him in fo furious a Manner, that 
Trodaugbe, and his People, who ihould have 
defended the Paflage, gave Way. We were 
employed on our Side, and knew nothing of 
ity till he had got within our Camp ; at wnicb* 
Time one of our Chief Men turning aboulTs^ 
and feeing Ry-Opheck ftabbing our Men, fir'dt' 
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at him, and fhot him in the Belly. When 
he found himfelf wounded he retreated, and 
fell about thirty, or forty Yards from the 
Place ; his People, inftead of revenging his 
Caufe, turn'd backward when he did. (Hovr 
common Men will fometimes mimick a Ge- 
neral's Behaviour ! ) But when they faw 
him fall, they returned to bring off his Body ; 
and. this brought on a warm Engagement in 
the open Field : For Deaan jifferrer pmip'd 
over the Works, and moft of us, who were 
his People, after him ; and forc'd them to re- 
treat. ' Here One, who was diftinguifh'd 
from the reft by his yellow Complexion ; 
and who feem'd of fuperior Rank, took Aim 
at me ^ but luckily miffing me, I wounded 
him in the Thigh, and ran up to him ; I 
found his Hand was full of Powder, in Or- 
der to charge again, and he threatened me 
hard J but I fnatch'd his Lance from him, 
and prevented him from either doing me any 
further Mifchief, or hurting any Body elfe. 
Another fuch Pu(h on the contrary Side fo 
totally defeated the Enemy, that they flew 
Tor it ; tod we purfu'd them, but not indeed 
very far •- hecaufe we \vere unwilling to di- 
vide oiirreives, leaft tVoozington fhould have 
tum'd, and took the Advantage of our Con- 
■fufion ; which he certainly would have done, 
had an Opportunity offered. 

When we returned to our Camp, the 
T>eaans2\\ affembled at Deaan Crindo\ Tent, 
vrho.tookNoticc of each individual Man ac- 

* cording 
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cording to his Merit j returning them Thanks 
for their Courage, and Condudt : He ne:et 
made Enquiry what Men were loft on our 
Side, and found no in9re than fixteen kill'd, 
and thirteen wounded. After that he fent 
out to number the dead Bodies of the Ene- 
my, and found the total amounted to one 
hundred, and feventy five ; among whom 
were fixteen Perfons of Diftindtion : Two of 
JFoozi?7gf on's young^t Sons, Metorolabatcby 
and Rer Fungenzery- his Nephews, Ry- 
Opbecky and Rer Chula ; the Names of the 
reft I never heard, pea an Crindp g2Lvp Or- 
ders, that the Bodies of thefe fixteen great 
Men ftiould be cut to Pieces, and fcatter'd 
about the Field, that their Friends might 
not bury them. Two, or three Days after- 
wards, we niarch'd farther Into Merfaughla, 
plundering, and fpoiling all their Planta* 
lions. . 

As thefe People are more addicted to jmoai 
jermaughla than any Otters*, it will aejrth 
per to, give a Defcripiion of it here. It is a 
FJa?2t that grows about five Foot bigh^ and 
bears a fmall Io?2g Leaf with a Cod/'whkb 
contains about a 4ozen Seeds like Hempfecd: 
"Thefe Leaves and Se^ds are mingled .together, 
and laid, in the Sun for three ^ or four Dajs 
fuccej/ively, till they a^e very dry/, andfopre^ 
par'd are fit to bejhtoaked^ Ihrir Pipes. (^^ 
made of Reeds, or rather fmall Canes. Smt- 
times they make ufexf a very long Shelly 'wbkb 
anjhjycrs the End propofed. The ^ality^i^^^ 
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is fuch, that it makes them drunk ; their Eyes 
look redy and fiery ; and their Looks fierce, and, 
favage. It is eafy to know a Man tDho finoaks 
Jermaughla ; whilfi the Efecis lafty'^hey ere 
more vigor om and refblute ;. aiding, as it ivere^ 
like Madmen. Thoje who are too much ad^ 
dialed to it are good for nothing, but during 
the Time they are intoxicated with it. My 
Curiofity led me once to fmoak a little myfelf^j 
but it made my Head fo '■eery giddy, that 1 
was drunky as it were, for three Days toge^ 
ther ; andfo fick^ that I never meddled more 
with it. 

Our Spies were two Days before they 
could difcover any Cattle. At length, how- 
ever, they inform'd us, they had heard fomc 
bellow; whereupon a thcufand Men were 
dctatch'd to fetch them. 'Jj^^y were gone 
a whole Week; they returned, however 
unth above two thoufand Beeves, and two 
hundred, and fifty Captives; Women, and 
Children. Thi:. great Prize made them fond 
of a fecond Expedition; fo upon a Conful- 
tation, p. new Camp was formed, and forti- 
fy'd in the fame Manner as before ; in which 
i>eaan Crindo remain'd with four thoufand 
Men, whilft two thoufand went out to plun- 
der ; and on their Return two thoufand more 
were to go. 

Deaan Afierrer, Deaan Sambp, Rer Mime- 
I holambo^ and Rer Befaugher, went out with 
I two thoufand Men. We had three, or four 
il for our Guides, who were pcrfedly»well ao 
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quainted with the Country ; and knew where 
the Cattle were ufiially fed. We were two 
Days before we came into any of their 
Tracks, and then they were all drove oif ; 
and, as appeared by their Marks, quite diiFe- 
rent Ways. So our Army divided, Deaan 
Sambo^ and Rcr Befaugher went Northward, 
and we South- Weft. We march'd in the 
Tracks all Dav, and all the next Night, as 
it was Moon-fliine : We found ourfelves in 
the Morning near the Sea, where they had 
drove the Beafts to the.Jvfargin of the Wa- 
ter, that the Ebbing, and Flowing, and the 
Wa(h of the Sea, might efface their Foot- 
fteps on the Sands ; as indeed it did in a great 
Meafure : But we continued our March all 
Day, till we found out where they turned 
off towards the Woods. The next Morning 
our Spies came in, and informed us, that they 
heard a Cow bellow. We foon came to the 
Plain, where we found an hundred at leaft, 
but thefe were not fufficient; and therefore, 
narrowly obferving their Footfteps, we traced 
them farther, and found e:ght, or nine hun- 
dred more. Here were befides two, or three 
hundred Sheep, which we klll'd \ the heft 
of them we drefs'd, and left: the Others be- 
hind us. However, we were in great Want 
of Water ; for we had none near two Days; 
At length, one of our Scouts difcover'd a 
Pond, where the Cattle us'd to drink j and 
this, the' hot and foul, we eagerly drank; 
as we coj^ild get no better. Till this Time 
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we faw no Enemies, tho' we expected them ; 
for we could fee the Cow- herds fly from their 
Cattle, in Order, no Doubt, to alarm their 
Mafters. And as fome of us were taking up 
this Water, as clean as we could, in our Cal- 
labaflics ; and whilft One in particular was 
flooping down to wa(h his Lamber, a Volley 
of Shot was fir'd amongft us, before we per- 
ceived any Body, We look'd up, and faw 
about eight, or ten Men, who ran back into 
the Wood, which was extended along'on the 
other Side the Water, within three, orfour- 
fcore Yards. We fir'd at them, but they 
vanifh'd out of Sight. None of us were hurt, 
but the Man who was wafliing his Lamber, 
and received a Shot in his Fundament ; on 
which he inftantly expired. 

Trto' I had been fuperftitioufly addided 
to obferve certain fixed Characters, or Hie- 
roglyphicks, when they occurred to me in 
Dreams, which was indeed but feldom ; and 
us'd to find they foretold fome Things to 
me y yet I could not but obferve a remarka- 
ble Inftance which we had here, of relying 
on Dreams ; and I did not. fail taking No- 
tice of it to Deaan jifferrer, and thereupon 
to turn their fuperftitious Devotions to their 
Owleys into Ridicule. For feeing me come 
in a Hurry, and hearing Guns go cflf, he 
aik'd fVbat News ? Not/jwg, faid I, 6ut a 
Man was kiWd by the Order of bis Gods. 
How ! fays the Deaan^ by the Order of bis 
Gods ! I don't under fland you. Wby^ fays I, 

T 2 a 
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a Man prayed to his Owley lajl Nighty and 
nvhen he lay down, bid it not fail to come w hen 
he was ajleep. The Dsemon, which attends 
his Owley, according to his Dr/irc came, and 
told him in a Dream ; or, which is much the 
fame Thing ; he dream' t he told him, That He 
muft wafli hisLamber tjie next Morning. He 
went along with us, in Obedience to this Di- 
vine Vificn, to the wateri?tg Place, tkd he had 
no other Btifinefs there ; and as he /looped to 
wafb his Lamber, was kiitd by a random Shot, 
which he received in his Pojleriors, Jromjome 
of our fugitive Enemies-, who fir' d, ran aicaj, 
ajid hurt No-body elfe. I was under no Ap- 
prehenfions of Dcaan Jjferrers Anger on 
on this Piece of Raillery; for Perfecution 
on Account of Difference in Religion, is not 
thought of there. 

I remember one Inftance, whilft I liv'd 
with Deaan Mevarrow, of a Piece of Bigot- 
try more blind, and fenflefs, if poffible, than 
this ! A young Man had an Owley, the Dae- 
mon of which was call'd Ry-Leffxi. He made 
his Addrejj'es one Night to him, ^;/^Ry-LefFu 
in a Dream told htm. That his Brother muft 
(hoot at him. Early in the Morning, he tahi 
above an Hour's Walk to his Brother-, tells 
his Dream, and defirrs him to perform the Or- 
der of Ry- Lejifu . His Brother endeavoured to 
diffuade him from it, but the other infifted, It 
mufi be dono -, or worfe would enJUe. Wdl 
then, fays he, 1 will jhoot near you \ buttah 
Care to mifs you. No, fays the bigotted Idiot, 
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// muft he executed according to Order ^ with* 
out the leaft Prevarication ; for I am fully 
perfiiaded, that the Daemon will d^jend me 
from all Harm. At lengthy he prevails on 
bis Brother y who loads his Piece^ and /lands 
about thirty Tards dijlant^ and fires at his 
lower Parts \ but notwithfianding all his Pre- 
caution he broke a Leg ; and then (blaming 
himfelf for his Credulity ^ and being fo cafily 
over-rul'd in an ASlion he no ways approved 
ofy) ran with Tears in his Eyes to the Ajji^ 
fiance of the wounded Bigot. Inficort^ with 
the ufual Means^ together with Jbme of the 
Fat of a Sacrifice, laid on the Ovvley oj Ry- 
LetFu, the Wound was heald ; but b^ never 
recover d the free Ufe of that Leg. 

We drove our Cattle to the Sea-fide, the 
fame Way we came, by the Verge of the 
Water, and went round the Bay, called St. 
Jobn^. I took particular Notice of it ; there 
is a Ridge of Rocks, which fcem'd to extend 
quite crofs it, fo as to leave no Entrance;; 
but were there a Channel wide enough for 
Ships to fail in, it would be a very commo- 
dious Harbour ; the Waters being fmooth 
within. Not far from hence, as I have 
heard, on the Coaft oiMerfaughla^ a French 
Ship was caft away about two, or three 
Years before ours, and the whole Crew de- 
ftroy'd ; but the Reafon of their inhumar^ 
Murder, or the particular Circumftances of 
it, I could never learii. They have no Ca- 
noes^ cither here, or in Anterndroea\ for 
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which Reafon the Natives can have no Com- 
n erce with Ships: For they are very trea- 
cherous to white Men of any in the Illand, 
Whether their little Acquaintance with Eu- 
ropeans gives them a Dread of them, I can- 
not fay ; but I am fenfible they imagine. 
That JVhite Men are extremely addicted to 
Fighting, and not fo tender-^hearted as them- 
fehes. This received Notion may be a great 
Motive to their deftroying them on very tri- 
vial Provocations ; for they are always jea- 
lous, That 7he ijohite Men have fome cruel 
DeJJgns upon them. So that they are ever on 
their Guard, dreading the Audacity, and fu- 
perlor Skill, which the Europeans have over 
them in Point of War. 

As to their Mercy : In fuch Places where 
they have fubdu'd them, as the French did 
in Anie7ioJa, they made them all Slaves, in- 
verted the whole Order of their Govern- 
ment j and moft of them being illiterate Sea- 
men, who took upon them to rule, they 
fliew'd no Regard, either to Morality, Civi- 
lity, or indeed common Decency; made no 
Diftincflion of Perfons, confounded all Or- 
der, and treated /every Black as if he was a 
Brute ; and fo much inferior to themfelves, 
as not to have' the leafl Right, or Title, in 
their Opinions to the common Privileges of 
human Creatures : So that to kill one of 
them was rio more than killing a Dog, or 
any other noxiqus Animal whatfoever. I do 
not make this as a general Refledion on the 

French 
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French only, tho' if Credit was to be given 
to half what the Natives fay, they were 
guilty of the mod fcandalous, and execrable 
Adlions: Our own Countrymen (too much 
addidcd to their Follies and Vices ) are not 
exempt from the juft Caufc of this Scandal 
upon white Men ; for the Condudl of our 
Britifi Pyrates, and others too, who are not 
willing to be thought inhuman, has been 
barbarous to the laft Degree. And in the 
Countries of Anterndroea and Mcrfaughla^ 
•where no Stories are told but what are very 
flrange • and as they can't diftinguifh by Ex- 
perience, that wicked Men arc the Produd: 
of every Land ; and having . feen no good 
Ones here, every white Man is looked upon 
by them as much a Monfter, as a Canibal is 
by us. 

We returned to our Camp with our Booty 
four Days before Rer Befaughcr:^ who not 
only got a good Prize of Cattle, but of Cap- 
tives likewife* which they difcover'd by the 
Obfervance of a Smoak. Deaan Crindo was 
in Pain to be at Home, left Dcaan Woozin^^ 
ton fhould go into his Country, and plunder 
it ; but Rer MitndroJJer, and Dcaan Mujfc" 
coro would take their Turn to fee what they 
could find; and rcturn'd with Slaves as well 
as Cattle. We had no Enemy all this Time 
came near us ^ for Dcaan Tro7jgl:a ftay'd in 
the Camp till we returned. I told Deaan 
Aferrer^ I would go, and pay Deaan Samho 
a Vifit as before ; on Purpofe to conceal my 
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Vifit to the other. Tic treated me wiih tk^^ 
fame good Manners as at (iri\ ; but whilit 
we were in Difcourfe, one of Deaafi ylffer- 
rers Slaves came in, and told rr.c, His Mi/- 
fter defird to Jpcak with ?ih\ I durlt not 
fpeak privately to Dcaan T? ongha before him, 
nor would I itay, as he would have had me; 
but went diredlly with the Man, being ap- 
preheniivc of feme ill Treatment. When I 
came, he was in a terrible Paflion, charging 
mc with being deceitful ; and asking me. If 
I intended to go away with them ? He would 
take Care, however, that I Poould net go out 
of Anterndroea. / might go any where among 
bis own Country-men \ hut he would not part 
with me. I perceived he was determin'd to 
be my Mafter, tho' he was a much better 
than Dec an Mevarrow ; for he never cffer'd 
to flrike, much lefs to kill me. It was four- 
teen Days before Rer Mundrojfer returned ; 
he brought likewife feveral Slaves as well as 
Cattle. As foon as the Cattle were divided, 
which was the ne^ct Day, the Army march'd 
back into Anterndroea \ for Deaan Crindo 
would not confent that the Peraignbarians . 
fhould go Heme, till they had accompany *d 
him into his own Country, and till he was 
out of Danger : Our Habitation on Tong-^ 
gorvo Hills lay in the Way. Deaan ^rongba^ • 
with his Brother, and Coufin, came the Night 
before we parted, to take their Leave of 
Deaan Affcrrer j and after fome general Dif- 
courfe, he faid, If you will part with yout 
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e Man, I ivill give ycu ihree SJaies for 
Tho' this was a handfomc Price, yet 
Mafter, for fo I muli call him, made 
wer, 1 ivill not take three Threes three for 
So no more was faid, and Deaa?2 Tron- 
went his Way. The next Morning be- 

they march'd, I had the Opportunity of 
ig one of the Fcraigjiher Men • where- 
n I dcfir'd him to alTure his General, that 
"ould be icith them in three, or four Days 
artheft ; for I was determind to run awa\\ 
follow their \tracls at all Mventures : At 
'enty ijjdeed^ I was prevented • becaufe as 

were jealous of me, two Men were ordered 
er to let me go out of their Sights either by 
'ht or Da\\ till we got Home. And for 
) Months afterwards, I was never fafFer'd 
go any where without fomft Body with 

Jefore I take my Farewel of Antern- 
m, my Readers may juftly exped an Ac- 
nt of fuch Things, as 1 thought mod 
rthy of Obfervance, and which have not 
lerto been defcrib*d ; and which, indeed, 
but few, conlidering the great Variety of 
tings, which a more curious Perfon than 
felf would have employed himfclf in En- 
iring into: But when they confider, how 
ang I wa^ when I firil came here ; how I 
fe'd the Prime of my Years in Slavery a- 
)ng thefe Savages, and the little, or no 
>pes I had of ever making my Efcape • it 
11 not, I prefume, be expeded, that at this 
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rf'me^ I^ffiieufd have known what was worth 
a Vtrtmpi Regard. I fhall not, however, 
Ihpply thefc Dcficiences of mine, as many 
Travellers frequently do, with In^^entionsof 
my own : I could not help knowing fuch 
Things ar. were of daily Service, and in com- 
mon with other Places ; fuch as Bonanas, 
Pta7ita77es, Monkics, Turtle, and an hundred 
other Things of the like Nature • which 
would be impertinent to give a particular 
Detail of. 

TiiEUE IS no good Thing to be met with, 
either on the Trees, or in the Earth, that 
lyc within three, or four Miles of the Sea; 
noihing but fliort prickly Wood, that bears 
no eatable Fruit. In the Country, there is 
great Variety ; among which, is a Currant^ 
that grows on a Tree, not a Bufli, as in En* 
rope \ and is very pleafant. Here is a very 
large Tree likev/ife, that bears a Plumb \ 
which is black when ripe, and as big as a 
Cherry ; with little Stones like thole of 
Gmpes : There are Ihcrns too on the Tree 
about two Inches long. Here is a Fruit like 
a Slc^v^ which grovv'.s alfo on a pricldy Bufli ; 
but is very fwect. Another Fruit grows on 
the nioli ilatelv Trees, that are fpeckledlikc 
a SpiirrorSs Fgg, and in the fame Shape; 
which is full of Seeds, and very juicy: It is 
look'd upon as an infallible Cur? for Fluxei\ 
the Leaf of it is like that of a PeurrTrfe. 
Here is a Tree, the Leaves, and tender Sprigs 
whereof will fling like NeUlcs : The Root of 
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IS IS of great Service when Water iS fcarce ; ' 

hich it often is in many Parts of this Coun- 

y; and as this Root is fpungy, it retains 

bundance of Juice : We beat it in a wooden 

lortar ( as we beat our Guinea Corn ) and 

cprefs the Liquor : They make Ropes of the 

ark of this Tree. Here is Wood in Plenty 

t for Building • as alfo feme Cedar and Ebo^ 

1^, but none proper to make Ship-Mafts of. 

'he Plains are well cover'd with divers Kindfj 

f Grafs, and of various Colours ; which - 

row much taller than any in Engla72d : 

'hey never cut any down for Hay^ for be- J 

3re the old is dead, there is new fpringing 1 

p under it ; but the old Grafs is commonly 

It on Fire. Plere is alfo fome Tobacco ^ 

^'hich they fmoak in Reeds^ or Shells ', as 

ley do the Jermaughla. 

When 1 was in Deaan Mumanzack'^ • 
lountry, I frequently went a-fifliing ; but 
bey have no Canoes^ as I hinted before, fo 
/e only go upon the Rocks, and fifh with 
looks and Lines ; and not with Nets : Night 
> the bed Time, when 'tis low Water. Then 
^e carry Lights with us, and take the Fifh 
ut of deep little Holes ( as the Negroes fay ) 
ift afleep. Here are Abundance of Lobjlet^s, 
nd Craw'f^flj*^ which never run away at 
ight of the Lights. We have alfo a fharp 
^ike made for no other Purpofe, but to ftrike 
ifli. Here are Eels, and the Sword- Fijh^ 
tid fome fucli other Fifli as arc common to 
'Ountrles in the fame Climate ; but many of 
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a Species I never faw elfcwhere. Here is one 
Fifli, as round as a Tuni'p^ and full of 
Fricacs ; which, I fuppole, may be call'd 
the Sea IIcdge-Hcg^ but in their Language 
it is calTd Sorcr-reiikc. Here is likewifc 
p;reat Plenty of fine Turtle. 

I never knew the Country infefted by any 
Beafls of Prey, fuch as TygcrSj Lyons^ &c. 
the Wild FoxcSy uiU Bonrs^ and ivild Dop 
are the worfc we have in Anlemdrcea. Here 
is a Creature of the Species, and Form of the 
Serpatt*^ which is very large: One of which 
I kill'd, by tearing its huge Jaws afunder 
with my Hands; it was no ways venemous, 
nor did I ever know of a Serpent^ which 
kilTd, or hurt any Man by its Venom. Se- 
veral of them have been brt by them, and 
rio worfe Hurt has accrued, than is cuftomary 
from the Eire of any Beaft. 

While I was in long-gorvo, our Em- 
ployment as well as Diverlion was principally 
hunting of wild Cattle ; and here 1 obfervM 
the People call thelc Cattle Hatt'oy's Catde; 
or Ancmebay Rtr Hcittcy : The Tradition 
they have of their Original is, that they be- 
longed to a Great Man, nam'd Hiittoy\ and 
he being Very avaricious would kill none of 
them, but let them multiply, and run about 
wherever they would. He liv'd in the Dc- 
lurt, but his Family, and People, after his 
Dcceafe, liv'd with a King of an Inland Do* 
minion, calPd XJntomaroche ; and left inw 

of their Cattle behind them. Others lay> 
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: P^.er Batto\\ nnd moft of his People, 
e kill'd ; and that the other Cattle being 
:er approved of, hjs were neglcdcdj and 
ling about in the Forcfts, they niulti- 
'd without Intc rnption. But this no 
lys accounts for the Manner, in which 
y came in;o the Iflai:d. This 7/^//q;.', as" 
allow, was a Native ; fo that I am apt to 
ieve, thefc were the Original Cattle of the 
untry, and the tame Beeves were imported • 
there are the fame Cattle, with Humps 
•their Backs, en the Coall: oi Nafol^ and 
lligoe in Africa. Thefe are preferred to 
: others, and bred up whillt the Hattoy\ 
:re ncglefted: And what confirms \nz in 
is Notion, is, here are two Sorts of People, 
if they were two diftindl Species of iMan- 
id ; of which I fhall have Occafion to give 
Full Account in a more proper Place. 
-Wiir.Ni D?aan Afferrcr had kept.flrldt 
/atch over nic for about two Months ; and 
ioiight the Tradl of the Feraingher Army 
^as impofTiblc to be found, as the Grafs was 
rown up agiiin \ He took me with him a- 
unting thcfe ILittof^ Cattle again : VVc had 
cry good Divcrhon, had not the Conclufion 
>rov'd tragical : For we kill'd five Cows, 
nd had Thoughts of departing ; but a Bull 
an off with a J^ance in his Side, and we 
)eing loth to lofe it purfu'd him \, and iiuck 
:wo, or three more in his Belly. When 
lis. Wounds fmartcd he grew enrag'd, and 
urn'd upon us. One Man more bold than 
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the reft, threw another Lance ; and hit hifti 
on thd Back. Upon which he ran direftly 
at the Man; we hallo' d to frighten him 
oif, but he purfu'd his Adverfary ; and when 
he had overtaken him, he lols'd him feveral 
Yards above his Head: The Ground where 
he fell was flony, and we were afraid of 
throwing Lances, left we (liouldhittheMan, 
who was all this Time endeavouring to rife; 
but the Bull pufli'd him down, as often as 
he made the Attempt, and gored him to 
that Degree with his Horns, that he foon 
died. When we perceiv'd the Man was paft 
all Recovery, we threw more Lances at the 
Bull, till he fell down like a Log. I have 
known them fight fo long, that they have 
been abfolutely dead before they fell; for 
they will fix their Feet fo wide, and dye 
ftanding fo firm, that we have been oblig'd , 
to pull them dow^n by the Tail. They w€rc,:;j 
forc'd to drefs the Meat this Evening, bcK; 1 
caufe of going Home next Day with the j 
Corps of their Neighbour. When we had 
roafted the Beef, and made an End of ©ur 
Supper, we made up our Enters for the next 
Morning. For my part, . I pack'd up as 
much as I could conveniently carry 5 for I 
was determined to go away this very Night, 
I laid down indeed," when ;he reft did, but 
could not flcep much, it may be fuppos'd, 
for thinking of the hazardous Journey I was 
about to undertake. Every One elfe flc^ 
found enough, as they were tyr'd, and their- 
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iellies were full ; fo about Midnight I took 
apmy Burden^ and away I marched, direft- 
mg my Courfc to the North- ward, not with- 
out recommending niyfclf to the good Pro- 
vidence of God to be my Condudcr. 

THKlnrtrudions I received from 7^y-M?;;;;^, 

and which, on Enquiry I found from others, 

was to go to the Southward, till I came to 

Vobitcb Fiitey^ and to leave it on my right 

Hand, direding my Courfe between the 

Korth and Welt, till I got to the great River 

^Oncgkaloyhey which goes to St Augnjlute's 

rBay- then to keep along the River, till I 

*faw High-land running along the Weftern- 

moft Parts of the Forefl: : and then when I 

had pafs'd over the River, to go away to the 

Weft ward. 

I walk'd very brifl<ly all Night, and at 
Break of Day I faw the white Mountains 
very near: By this I perceiv'd, I had made 
a great Progrefs, and therefore would not 
conceal mylelf as at firft I proposed; but 
proceeded on my Journey, looking {harp a- 
bout me, thinking it morally impollible for 
them to overtake, and find me, (liould they 
have attempted it. I went, therefore, merrily 
On, finging Madiigafcar Songs ; for .1 had 
forgot dll my Enrlijb Ones. The Bellow iilg 
of the wild Cattle v/ould now, and then, 
PTiake me ftart; imagining they were my 
Purfuers. When I came to a pleafant Brook, 
'baited there- and at Sun-fet I Icok'd out 
fer a Covert in a Thicket to lye in j but I 

could 
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could not find one near at Hand : So I was 
contented to rcpofe myfclf in the open Plain, 
pulling up a fufficient Quantity of Grafs for 
a Bed, and a Pillow, and making a fmall 
Fire to warm my Beef. I did not think 
proper to make a great One' for Fear of its 
being difcern'd at a Dj fiance • for in the 
Afternoon I obfcrv'd fome P'ires to theEaft- 
ward of the Mountain. I was difturb'd in 
my Sleep by Night-walkers, whom I ima- 
gined, were my Purfuers ; and accordingly, 
1 took up my Lances in Order to defend ' 
myfelf; but w^hen I was thorowly awake, I 
found they were only fome of if^^/cy's Cattle, 
that fnoried at the Smell of my Fire, and 
ran away, much more afraid of me than I 
was of them. 

The fecond Day in the Morning, I ftay'd 
till the Sun appeared before I mov'd forward, 
that I might not be deceived in my Courfe; 
for being a-breaft of Vobitch Futey\ I walk'd 
more ealily ; and tho' I was under no Apprc- 
henfions of being overtaken by Deaan Affcr- 
rers Peopje, yet as there might be others 
in theForeft a- hunting of Beeves, I was very 
circumfpeca:. Nothing remarkable happened 
this Day, I look'd out early this Evening 
for a Lodging, the Clouds gathering very 
black ; and foon found a large, thick Tree, 
where I made me a Fire, warm'd mc fome 
Meat, and hung up the Remainder, to keep 
it as dry as I could, for I had nothing clfe 
that could be prejudiced by the Rain. At 

length. 
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length it pour*d dowries I expeded, m a 
Violent Manner, attended with Thunder and 
Lightning ; it foon penetrated my Roof : 
However, I crouded myfelf up together, with 
my Head oti my Knees, my Hands betwixt 
Legs, and my little Lamber over my Ears. 
The Rain ran down like a Flood, but as it 
was warm I did not fo much regard it ; in 
three, or four Hours it was fair Weather 
again, and I laid me down, and took a com- 
fortable Nap. 

The next Morning I dry'd my Beef at a 
Fire, which I made for that Purpofe ; for it 
was the third Day after it was kill'd 5 but I 
was very careful of it, not knowing how to 
kill more at that Time : So I put it up in 
clean Grafs, and march'd forward. The 
Mountains, over which I was to pafs, feem'd 
very high, craggy, and. thick with Wood, 
and no Path, nor Opening could I find : It 
look'd difmal enough, but I was determined 
to run all Hazards. Thofe Mountains feem'd 
to me to traverfe the Ifland, and appeared, as 
we call it at Sea, like Double Land\ one 
Hill behind another. I faw nothing all this 
Day but a few wild Cattle, and now, and 
then a wild Dog • the Weather was fair, and 
I flept found all this Night, 

The fourth Day I walk'd till Noon, at 

which time I baited ; my Beef was now b\'t 

• very indifferent : In the Afternoon, as 1 v.ciJ 

walking I faw about a dozen Men before me ^ 

Upon this 1 ikulk'd in a Buflhcj peeping to ob~

fervc whether they had difcover'd mc; but 
I was foon out of my Pain, for they were 
furrounding fome Cattle a good Way to the 
Wefiward on a Hill. I was likewife on a- 
nother Hill, fo that I could fee them throw 
their Lances, and kill three Beeves, which, 
I was well affur'd, were more than they could 
carry away with them at once. I ftay'd 
where I was, propofing, when they were 
gone to have fome Beef. To Work they 
fell immediately, cutting up the Beads, and 
each Man making up his Burden, hanging 
the Remainder up in a Tree, that the wild 
Dogs might not get it ; and went Home to 
the Eajlward. As foon as they were gone, 
and I had look'd well about me, I threw a- 
way my bad Meat, made up to the Tree, 
and took as much as I could well carry, 
Away I marcii'd with my Booty towards the 
Mountains, not daring to reft left they fhould 
return, and difcover me. In lef^ than an 
Hour I reached tlie Foot of the Hills in the 
thick Woods, and finding no Path, nor Track 
of Men, nor any Hopes of any, not knowing 
what to do, I determined to go thorow all ; 
but as I happen'd on a Run of Water, . I took 
up my Quarters neair it, made me a Fire, cot 
me fome wooden Spits, and roaftcd my Beef; 
I kept my Fire burning all Night, left the 
Foxes ftiould come, and attack me. . 

The next Morning I made up my Enttt 
with Grafs, binding it with the Bark of, 
Trees, and mov'd forward up the Hill :' My 

Bur. 
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Burden was now much lighter. In an Houfj^ 
tho' I could find no Path, but what fome 
Swine had made, I got to the Top of it; 
I perceiv'd here v/cr^ Faungidge ^nd Verlaway 
fcnough, with which I was very well pleas'd ; 
tho* I did not at prefent much want them. 
I climbM a high Tree to take a Survey, but 
could difcover no Entrance : Nothing but 
Hills, and Vales one beyond another ; a crag- 
ged, difmal Defart was all that prefented it- 
felf to my View. I would have defcended, 
had I not been in Danger of being feen by 
the Hunters J befides I could hot tell which 
Way to look, whether Eaji or JVeJi for the ' 
Paflage ; fo fetting 'a Lance up an End, I 
turn'd the Way it fell, tho' I imagined it was 
due North j or rather fomewhat to the Eaft- 
ward. However, Superftition prevail'd where 
Reafon was no ways concerned ; for I was as 
Kkely to be right one Way as another : And 
in Cafe I went to the Northward, fo long as 
I knew it, I muft go as often as I could to 
the Weflwardy as Sailors are forced to do, 
fun their Latitude firft, and their Longitude 
afterwards : I went down* this Hill, and up 
another, which was about an Hour's Walk; 
but when I came to defcend this, it was right 
up and down. Without due Thought I threw 
down my Lances, Hatchet, and Burden, 
thinking to defcend by a very tall Tree, 
whofe Top -Branches reached clofe to the 
Brow, but I could not do it: However, I 
made Ropes of the Bark of a' Tree, and fixing^ 
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them to the ftrongeft Branches, I. Hid down, 
I dare fay, no lefs than thirty Foot, raiher 
than I would lofe my Lances, arid other Ma- 
terials. I pafs'd over a fine Spring, and Run 
of Water in the Vale. Tho' the Hill on the 
other Side was a craggy fteep Rock, I found 
a Way to afcend it ; and on the Top climb'd. 
another Tree to take my View, but had the 
fame difmal Profpe6t. Here I dug Faun- 
gidjrey it being Sun-fet, and feeing a Hole in 
a large Rock, I had Thoughts to take up 
my Lodging there j but peeping in, on a fud- 
dcn, I heard fuch an Outcry, which, with 
the Eccho in the Rock, made fo confus'd a 
Noife, that I knew not what it could be. 
My Fears prevailed, and I imagined it migjit 
be Purfuersj for it drew nearer and nearer: 
So fetting my Back to a Tree, with a Lance 
in each Hand, I waited for the Murderers ; 
when inftantly came fqueaking toward me a 
Herd of wild Swine ; who ran away more 
terrified than myfelf. After I was well re- 
covered from my Fright, I made two Fires 
for Fear of the Foxes, and then laid me 
down on my ftony Bed; for here was no 
Grafs. 

The next Morning which was the fixth 
Day, I made a hearty Meal on Faungidg^ 
and Beef, and the Hill extending North and 
South, I went ftrait on till it declined gradually 
into a Valley, in which was a fmall River 
that ran Weflward : I am apt to think it was 
the Head QiMcitincf-roitder^ where we fought 
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Deaan Woozington. By that Time I arrived 
to the Top of the next Hill, it drew towards 
Evjening, for I was not much lefs than two 
Hours afcending it; and yet confidering my 
Burden, tho' it was not very heavy novi% I 
went a very good Pace. As I was looking 
out for a commodious Lodging, that is to fay, 
a Place with the faireft Stones in it, I dif- 
cover'd a Swarm of Bees ; this was a joyful 
Sight, for it was Food that would not fpoil 
with keeping: I foon cut down a Vcunturk 
to fecure the Honey in, and fmoak'd them 
out. 

I made fuch an hearty Meal this Night, 
of Honey, Faungidge, and Beef, that I flept 
too found ; infomuch that I was wak'd with 
a fevcre Mortification, for my thoughtlcfs 
Security. A Fox catch'd hold of my Heel, 
and would have draggd me along ; where-r 
•upon I ftartl'd, and catching up a Fire-brand, 
gave him fuch a Blow as flagger'd him ; but 
as foon as he recovered he flew at my Face. 
By this Time, 1 was upon my Feet, and re- 
cover'd one of my Lances, with which I pre- 
vented him from ever aflaulting me more; 
but his hideous Howling brought more about 
him. 'I faw three,^ whofe Eyes fparkled like 
Diamonds, however they kept ataDiftance; 
for \vith fome light dry Wood that lay near 
ine, I made a Blaze diredly, iii Order to keep 
^ Flame all Night ^ but did not wake to re- 
new it, as I ought to have done : So that both 
my Fires, being almoft reduced to Afhes, 
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one of them boldly ventur'd between them ; 
and 'twas very happy for me, that he did not 
fcize upon my Throat; for when Men have 
negligently flept where they haunt, I have 
known them meet with fuch a Mifchancc. 
After I had made up my Fires, and put my 
Enemies to Flight, I examined my Heel, and 
found two great Holes on each Side, where 
his Teeth had entered ; I bound it up with a 
Piece of my Lamber, in the beft Manner 1 
could ; and making a great Fire, threw the 
Fox upon it by Way of Refentment. I had 
not that Pleafurc in eating my Breakfaft thi& 
Morning , as I had in my laft Night's Sup- 
per. Befides, my Beef was now a little toc^ 
tender ; however as I had Honey ftnopgh fox- 
a Week, and here was Faungidge in Plenty 
I did not concern myfelf much about it. 

I walk'd on this feventh Day ; and thp' I 
favour'd my lame Foot, as much as I could, 
yet I refted but once all Day : This Way 
happen'd to be plain, and eafy. At Eviening, 
I came to a Place where lay feveral Bodies 
of Trees, which were dead and dry : Think- 
ing this, therefore, a proper Lodging, I made 
four very large Fires, fat me down to Supper, 
and afterwards ventured to go to fleep with 
all thofe Fires round me : But my Heel now 
grew fo very painful, and was fwell'd to that 
Degree, that I could not go forward the 
next Day j but ajs their was Faungidge enough 
within twenty, or thirty Yards of me, I (fig 
up feveral, and determined to continue here 

till 
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till my Foot grew better. My Beef was foon 
gone, but Faungfdge was both Meat, and 
Drink to me. I fav'd part of my Beef- fat, 
to drefs my Heel with ; which, as I gave it 
fix Days Reft, took down all the Swelling. 
During this Time I made fuch large Fires 
every Night, that could they have been.feen, 
were like thofe of an Army. I had not far 
to go for Wood, or any thing elfe that I 
wanted ; or at leaft, that I could any ways 
cxpedt in fuch a place. 

After thefe fix Days Reft, it being the 
fourteenth fince I left Deaan Jfferrer^ I 
went forward ; and that Day pafs'd over 
'three very high Mountains. By this Time 
my Honey was all gone, and I could find no 
more 3 fo that I liv'd altogether upon Faufi^ 
gidge. 

The fifteenth Day I walk'd very fmartly 
again, and pafs'd over feveral Hills that were 
very rough, craggy, and tirefome. I took 
particular Care however to get dfy Wood^ 
enough ^ for I never ventured to fleep with- 
out four Fires. 

T»^E fixteenth Day, I had not travell'd a- 
. bo ve three Hours, before I perceived the 
Earth to be of another Colour : It was Chalk 
then, and now Clay. This excited my Cu- 
riofity, to climb the firft high Tree I could 
meet with ; from whence, I difcover'd an 
Opening to the Northward -^ with which I 
was highly delighted, but it was too far for 
me to reach that Night ; fo I took up my 

U 4 Lodging 
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Lodging as before. This Night I ws^s di- 
ilurb'd by a Herd of wild Swine. 

The feventeenth Day I walk'd very hard,* 
being very dcfirous to get thorow this Wii- 
dernefs ; which ftill abounded with Hills. 
About Noon I reach'd the open Country, 
where I could look about me with fome Plca- 
iure, and walk upon level Ground, I was 
now like onfe juft deliver'd from a Prifon, 
having been twelve Days in this mountainous 
Defart. I was ad:ually travelling near fix 
Days, and I imagine, laid pot walk lefs than 
twenty Miles a Day: It might have been 
pafs'd indeed in three Days, had I been fd 
fortunate as to have found out the Path, 

I had not been long in the Plain*, before 
I came to a little Wood, where I took up 
- my Lodging ^ bccaufe here was Firing, and 
Faungidge in Plenty, which I was very glad 
to fee ; having been under fome melancholy 
Apprehenfions of wanting Provifion in the 
Plains : Sut I had foon a ftill greater Hope 
of being better fupplied, for in the Night I 
was wak'd by the Roaring of a Bull j by 
which, I was very well aflur'd, it was tbe 
great Northern Foreft of wild Cattle j which 
Ry-Nanno had informed me of. 

The next Day, which was the eighteenth, 
I faw feveral Herds of Tiattof^ Cattle ; and 
perceived there were more here than in the 
Souther?! Foreft. I looked wifhfuHy about 
to difcover fome Hunters if I could ; or to 
obferve, if any Crows hover'd about any par- 
ticular 
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T Place ; for then I might reafonably 
il fome Beaft, that had been Wvounded, 
"alien there. In the Afternoon I came 
[liver, which was both deep and large : 
was fearching for a proper Place to wade 
•wor fwimover, I fpjf'd a hrgQjf4I/igatcrz 
walk'd upon the Banks, and in a ihort 
Taw three more. This was a mortifying 
e, and almoft difpirited me. I went 
I I came to a (hallower Place, where 
jr'd the River about ten Yards, with a 
to fwim over the reft in four or five Mi- 
; bat feeing an Alligator make towards 
[ ran direftly back. He purfu'd me till 
into very (hallow Water, and then he 
i back into the deep ; for they will ne* 
tack a Man near the Shoar. It nettled 
> be ftopt by a River, that was fcarce 
mdred Yards over. At length, I #e- 
led, that at Bmgall there are the largeft 
ators in the World, and fo bold, that 
rvill take a Man out of a (hallow Boat; 
luch that whenever we came off from 
lore in the Night, we made one fmall 
at the -Head, and another at the Stera 
5 Boat; which no Alligator would ever 
near, Dlftrefs puts a Man's Invention 
the Wreck, fomething, thought I, like 
luft be done ; for it was to no Purpc^fc 
ly here, neither could I go back : So 
ig Choice of a Stick for a Fire-brand, 
it into long Splinters, and waited till it 
dark ^ then after I had bound my two 

Fire- 
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Fire-fticks to the Top of one of my Lances, 
I went into the Water, and recommending 
myfelf to the Care of Providence, I turn'd 
upon my Back, and fwam over with my two 
Lances, and Hatchet in one Hand, and my 
Fire-brand burning in the other ; my Lam- 
ber being twifted, and ty'd faft about my 
Lances. 

The Place where I pitched upon to fwim 
over, had a Gap thorow the Thicket on each 
Side one againft another ; which made it 
look like a common PafTage either for MeD, 
or Cattle. No fooncr was I landed, but I 
heard fome wild Cattle grazing ; whereupon 
I extinguifli'd my Fire immediately, and 
wafti'd myfelf as filently as poflible ; that 
«hat they fhould not fmcll me. • I flood fome 
Time clofe under the Cover of a thick Bulh 
ii^ the PafTage, expelling that they would 
come to drink. The Wind, as it luckly fell 
out, was with them, fo that they could not 
fcent me ; tho' they often fnorted for that 
Piirpofe, I flood prepared with my Lance, 
and did not wait long before a numerous 
Herd came, running thorow tjie Paflage to 
the River ; and as they pafs'd by, I pufli'd 
my Lance, with all the Force I was able, in- 
to above forty of them • and us'd my utmoft 
Endeavours to wound them in the Belly. 
They ran roaring away, fighting, and goring 
one another, to revenge, as it were, the Blows 
they felt j for they expedled no other Enc- 
mies> than what wxre among fl themfelvcs.

I thought I had ftruck a fufficlent Number, 
And hoped feme of their Wounds would 
prove mortal: However, I would not run 
any Hazard by Night, and, therefore, fat 
(dfown contented without roaft Meat, and fe- 
cur'd myfelf from their Attacks in a thick 
Wood. The next Morning I went to fee 
what Succefs I had met with, and I found 
one Bull, and three Cows dead upon the 
jSand : I foon cut up the youngeft:, and fat- 
tcft, and carry *ti it to my Quarters; near 
which I made an Oven to bake it. This is a 
common Pradice, tho' I never defcrib'd it 
before; however, it is made after the fol- 
lowing Manner : A Hole is dug about five 
'Foot in Lengthy two over^ and about three in 
Depth : 7his is fill'd with JVood, which is 
then kindled ; on the Ttop of the Fire I put 
about a Dozen large Stones^ each weighing 
about a Found. Whilft the Fire was burnings 
I cut off the Bark from a Tree^ calCd The 
Succore, and took the outer Fart away ; and 
the inner being "pliant^ and lying fiat ^ itferifd 
for the Cover of my Oven. When the Fire 
njoas burnt to A[hes^ I laid three ^ or four green 
Sticks acr.ofs^ that my Beef might refi upon 
them \ the Stones being red-hot^ Iplacd them 
aboiit the Bottom and Sides : I laid likewife 
more Sticks over the T!opy and then the Bark 
covered all clofe with the Earth. This is our 
Method of baking Meat in the Forefls. I 
broiPd fome for my Breakfaft, and then 
went Out to fee what further Execution I 
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had done, and found fix more Beeves lying 
dead upon the Plain ; however, I had enough 
here. When I return'd my Beef was as well 
bak'd, as it would have been at any Baker's 
in London. When it was cold, I made it up 
•into an Enter ^ but went no further this 
Day. 

The next Morning, I went forward well 
pleas'd with my Load: Tho' I difcover'd 
fome Smoak to the Eajiward, yet I faw no 
People; but many Herds of \v'ild Cattle: As 
' there was feveral little Woods in this Plain, 
I never wanted either a Covert for a Lodging, 
or Grafs to make me a tolerable foft Bed to 
iye on. The Country was pleafa^ft enough, 
and Travelling was fo eafie that I determined 
if it fhould be my Misfortune, to meet with 
as bad a Mailer as Mevarrow, and there 
were no hopes of getting to England, that I 
would run away, and live by myfelf in this 
Foreft. 

The twenty-firft Day in the Morning I 
faw feveral wild Dogs engag'd with, and 
pulling down a Bull, that had been wounded 
as I imagin'd fome time before; for I never 
knew the Dc|^ attack them unlefs they were. 
It was no Bolincfs of mine tq interrupt them, 
aijd if i^ was, it would have b^cn a very 
dangerous Thing to make the Attempt; for 
tho' thej do not feck to affault a mJuS, yet 
upon Provocation they have been Jkiiown to 
deftroy feveral. This Night was the firft 
Time I ever felt Mufqucttoes in the Iflandj 

for 
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for lying in the Evening in a Covert, near a 
Run of Water, they ftung me to that De- 
gree, that I was forc'd to fhift my Quarters; 
and as it v^'as Moon-light, I got up, and 
walk'd three, or four Miles farther to the 
Top of aKTill ; where I flept without Molef-' 
tation. I had no Occafion to light more than 
one Fire, for there was no great Danger of 
wild Beafts here. 

On the twcnty-fecond Day I difcover'd a 
Fog in one long Canal, that ran from Eajl - 
to fFefi*^ which as it continued all the Day- 
long, and at a vaft Diftance, I conceiv'd it to 
hang oyer. the great River Onehagloybe, that 
runs into Anguftine-Bay. This put new Life 
into me, to think I drew near to a Sea-port: 
I faw two Men that Day laden with Beef, 
and would have fpoke to them • but they 
dropt their Enters^ and ran from me, tho' I 
caird, and laid down mine, and went towards 
them. As foon as they imagined I was gone, 
I faw them return, and take their Beef up 
again. 

On the twenty-third Day in the Morning, 
the Fog appcarM again j but much nearer. 
I walk'd as hard as I well could, being de- 
firous to get to the River; it was Afternoon, 
hov^ever, before I reach'd within a Mile of it ; 
and then the Bufhe^, and thorny fmall Wood 
were fo thick, that it was with great Diffi- 
culty, and many fevere Scratches, that I got 
to the River- fide. When I faw the River fo 
Vfery broad", I was furpris'd; for at Icaft, it 

wa!> 
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was twice as broad as the Thames at London. 
I had been inform'd, that a Man might wade 
over it near the Head ; but that they always 
made ufe of Canoes to tranfport themfelves 
over other Parts ; which way they got them 
I cannot fay, but for my part' I had nofuch 
Help. I made my Fire, went to Supper, 
and then repos'd myfelf to Reft y or rather to 
ftudy which way I (hould get over. In the 
Morning, I determined to look out for fome 
old Trees, or Branches that were fallen ; and 
in a fliort time, I met with feveral that were 
fit for my Purpofe, not only great Arms, 
but Trunks of Trees broke off by Tempefts: 
Thefe I dragged down to the River- fide. In 
the next Place, I made it my Bufinefs to find 
out aCreeper, which is as large as a Withy, 
but twining round Trees, is verjr pliant; I 
lopp'd the fuperfluous Branche^ off of fix 
long, and thick Arms of the Trees ; and pla-. 
cing three at Bottom, and three at Top, I 
bound them together, making what wc call 
in the Eaft Indies^ a Cattamarran. I built it 
afloat in the Water, for otherwife I could not 
have launched it ; and moor'd it to a Lance, 
which I ftuck iri the Shore for that Purpofe; 
I then fix'd my Enter ^ in Order to prefcrvt 
it as dry as pofliibly I could, as alfo my 
Hatchet, and my other Lance; aftei^thatt 
made a Paddle to row with : Then I pulFd up 
my Lance, and kept it in my Hand to dcfcim" 
myfelf againfl: the Alligator i^ in Cafe any of 
them fliould affault me j for I ^vas inlorm'' 
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they were very numerous, and very fierce 
here. It blow'd a freih Gale at Wejl againft 
the Stream, v\rhich in the Middle made a Sea ; 
aiid gave me no fmall Concern : For I was 
in great Danger of being over-fet, and be- 
coming a Prey to the Alligators. It pleas'd 
God, however, to protedl me; and I landed 
fafe on the other Shore. This being a pretty 
good Days ^York, I determined not to go 
much further that Evening, before I took up 
my Lodging. 

On the twenty-fourth Day, tho' I travelled 
a great Way, yet nothing material ofFer'd: 
'1 faw indeed a few wild Cattle, but not near 
the Number that was on the other Side the 
' River ; and thofe too were feme what fhyer; 
by whicjj I concluded it to be an inhabited 
Country.' 

On tBe tw'enty-fifth Day my Burden grew 

lighter, ^ and began ta fmell ; but I did not 

concern myfelf much about that, fince I re- 

Tolv'd to fpeak to the firft People I could fee : 

For I remember'd, that Deaan Trongba had 

told me, that his Town lay by the North fide 

of this River. I forded over a Brook which 

runs into the great River. The Country, 

is very pleafant, and here are abundance of 

Falmettoe Trees ; which they call Setter^ 

futey. They bear a long Leaf like a Cocoa^ 

nut Tree, but the Fruit is quite of another 

. Nature j of thefe Leaves the People make 

['Bajkets, Caps, &c. I faw no wild Cattle 

"^ all this Dav.

On the twenty-fixth Day, tho* I walfcM 
very hard again, yet I baited in t^e Heat o^ 
the Day; and in the Afternocni, making the 
beft of my Way, lefpy'd aSmoak; and being 
determined to fpeak to thofe who made ir, 
I mended my Pace ;' leaft they fhould be Paf- 
fehgers only that baited as I did, Jjnd would 
be gone ; but I foon heard the Tongues of 
fevcrai Children, who ran into the Wood zs 
foon as they faw me* Upon which, imme- 
diately three Men, arm'd with Guns and 
Lances, ftarted out. I look'd behind me for 
a commodious Shelter/not knowing what to 
think of them, and retreated a little ; which 
they perceiving, left their Guns behind them, 
and came towards me. Upon that I went to 
.meet them, and, at a Diftance, defir'd to 
know what King they belonged to. They 
anfwer'd Deaan Mernaiigha \ and as a fur- 
ther Teftimony, perceiving that I was a 
white Man, they fpoke two, or three Words 
in broken Engltjlo ; and after that we flioofc 
Hands, and faluted each other with the ufml 
Compliment, Salamonger: They invited me^ 
to go with them to their Habitations, where 
w^e fat down, and I gave them a fhort Detail 
of my Travels. They faid they had heard 
of me, and having fome SuJ'ers in the Pot 
juft boil'd, they defir'd me to eat with them: 
After which, I afk'd them feveral Queftions 
relating to their Trade, their War, and 
Peace; and one of the mofl experienc'd of 
them gave me the following melancholy Ac- 
count of it. Ouf

X)ur late Kingj Rer Vowcrti, . (Jatd he ) 
kiird bitnfelf with Grief at an Irruption^ 
nohicb Rer Trimmenofigarevo made with nine 
thoufand Men^ and took his two Daughters 
Captives.

fq enrag'd Woozington, who was a Man of 
T barbarous Difpojition, that he flew a great 
many Women and Children. Rer Trimmer, 
tiongarevo took a contrary Method^ for hefent 
MeJfengerSy with friendly Invitations^ to the] 
People y, to cpmCy and live in his Country,^ and 
he bis SubjeSls \ and with repeated Affurances^ 
that be would refore, to them their U^'ives and 
Children y which Promife he punctually per^ 
form^dy and fill continues Jo to do ; fo thai 
forne Hundreds are'] gone away: And he fill 
fo embarrajjes usy who are unwilling to leave 
our Native Country^ that niany of us are oh- 
tig^d to fly into theje For eft s^ and fecret i?^- 
ceff^, in Order fo be fafe 5 contenting ourf elves 
( ^iyoufee ) with what the Country naturally . 
^ordius : For we dare neither plant y riqr 
^ep Cattle, left ^e f^oiild be furpnz'd. IVe 
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have Another petty Princi in the MountainU 
who takes this Opportunity to make IncurJtonSi 
and helps to impoverijh us, Jb that we have 
Enemies all around us j and tbofe nvbo remain 
in Towns are almojl jathijh^d: For we haw 
no Friends but whtte Men^ and there bds noF- 
been a Ship come this Wa^ a long Time j an A 
jkould thej be apprized of our Poverty the^ 
would come no more. Thus This Kingdom: , 
which was lately the Glory of the JJlandy rj 
now almoji reduced to nothing. 

This melancholy Talc fb fhock'd inc; 
that I fat mute, and as fix'd.as a Statue, tilf 
the Man perceiving my Concern, rous'd me 
by afking me my Name; and if I had not 
Thoughts of going to the King, before I went 
to Deaan Trongha^ as ( they faid ) was my 
Duty : But I told them I was a Freemafi, 
and would a£t as I had already told them; 
fo they gave me a Mat| and I lay down, ni- 
minating on the hard Fortune tnat.attemi^ 
me; but as Providence had taken Care of fli* ; 
hitherto, I did not queftion, but in due 'time { 
my Deliverance would be acco^plifh'd; and 
with thisReiignatioft I laid me down to Kct 

These Men were very courtous to mt^ 
iitid prcfs'd me to ftay two, or three JDays 
witbthem: but I only break-fafted there, 
giving thstn fome of my Beef, which th«y ac- 
tepted 6f, tho* it was far from being gOOif* 
tyhdft they found I was determined tO; go. 
they made me a Prefent of a parcel of t^fmi 
Sujeri to car ry^ with me> and accompaoyi*

trcmely afraid lipft the white Men ihould 
ktiow it ; For then ( faid he ) they would ne- 
ver cifme to trade with us any more ; norgiv^ 
Pie Ian Oppfkrtf^nity offending you to your Na-^ 
tivt Home, , ^ . 

.. Wh&k I b^d eat» and drank with hiijn. 
he..took his Leave of his Brother, being ob- 
liged to guard the Slaves who were at Work 
in the Plantations ^ left they Aiould be fur-- 
priz'd, and taken by fmall Parties of their 
Northern Enemy, who lay in Ambufcade j 
io Order to fally out, and carry off what 
they could fte^I on a Sudden ^ and fo run 
away again. When we were a little Way 
out of Town, we came to a fpacious Thic* 
ket of wild CaneSy Reeds, au4 Ru/hes ; in 
the Midft of which were the Plantations, 
bounded on the other Side with the great 
River Oneghahybe. Here were plantijis, 
Bortanoes^ Sugar-CoTies, and Rice \ all thefe 
the Southern Country, from whence J came, 
were wholly unacquanted with; hut here 
Were likewife feveral Things wl^ch I ha^ 
X 4 fcea 
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feen before ; as Anhtt)\ Anchor oko^ &c. 
Thefc were but lately planted, and fow'd ; 
the Enemy having deftroy'd all the Planu-

" Deaan Trongha^ &c.. were iii the late War 
in Merfaugbla. I began to fafpcdl that he 
intended to fet me to Work, but I foon pcr- 
ceiv'd he had no fuch Dcfign ; for he gave 
me his Gun, and told me,* Since I was 'wil- 

' ling to be his Servant^ all hejhould require if 

• tne^ Jhould be to carry his Gun*, and nen^rlo 
be the Length of it jrom him^ that in Cafi oj 
(I Stirprizey he might have it at Hand. 

As we went Homewards^ • fome of our 
People climbed up Tamarind Trees, and ga- 

• ther'd Abundance of the Fruit.' I ask'd them 
'what they did with it. Eat it ^ faid they: 

I told them^ It was impojjible to eat much of 

ity without Jetting their Teeth on Edge. It is 

four enough^ indeed (faid they ) if we do not 

put AJhes to it to make itfweet. 1 laugh'd At 

• them for their Ignorance, but when I came 
Home, there were Platters full mix'd widi 
them for our Supper. TPhe Strings of the 

• Tamarinds^ which arc white, appearing in 
it when thus mix'd, I could not forbear com- 
paring it to Mortar with Hair in It 5 -but 
when I tailed it,' \ found it = was fwcct be- 
yond my Expecflations. I could not, how- 
cvtr, be rightly reconcfrdtb it at firft, being 
prejudiced, as Men too frequently are, even 
againft the Teftimony of their Senfes. Deaan 

^Mrongha-i^cxctmvi^ that I did- not mudi-likc 

my 
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. my Mefs,- afllir'd mc, 7hat this 'was aJivays 
ijleem'd amongji them a fleafant Dijh ; ivhm 
ibey bad the greateji Frofufioii of ether mngs. 
:Som€timts indeed^ faidhe, ive have nothing 
elfe toent.^ I have feen many odd Things 
. eaten, bftt nothing ever furpriz'd* me more 
than fdin Tamarinds^ mix'd \Yith .Wood- 
a(hes, becoming fweet, and palatable. Let 
the Chymifts reafon, and philofophize upon 
it at their Leifure, I.can afliire them 'tis Mat- 
ter of Faft ; and can produce feveral Gentle- 
men, now living in Londony to tellify the 

• fame,' who have feen me mix it. ilt^did not 

• righ fly agree with me, indeed, the firftTimel 
cat it J -but after I was us'd to it a little, I 
never found any Inconvenience attend it af- 
terwards, ■ 

Deaan Trongha had two Wives, which liv'd 
in fcparate Appartmentsi^ He divided himfelf 
pretty equally between them,, living hear as 
much at one^Houfe, as at the other j in^Order 
to pfevent any Jealoufies on either Side,: and 
-to keep «p an Harmony between them. 
Now it 16 tuftomary for them to appoint every 
Slave his proper Miftmfs, whofe Commands 
he is peculiarly to attend ; and 'tis lier Buli- 
nefs to fee what they want, and give it them. 
He did not, however, appoint me any fuch 
Service ; but faid, that as I was a Peiibn. in 
Diftrefs, and my Lot by Providence was 
caft amongft them, it was their ■ Duty to 
provide for all fuch 5 but as for me, he had 
Si morq particular Regard for my Misfortunes, 

for 
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for the fake of my Fathers, and BrctherSi 
{ meaning Englifbmen\ ) and for that Rcafoo, 
he had ordered that I (hould be taken Care 
of at both their Houfes; and had free Liberty 
to go to cither of them at my Plctfuiti 
where I found the beft Entertainment; and, 
indeed, as long as tliere was Meat, I had my 
proportionable Share with them. Tho' Iw 
behav'd himfelf with £>ecency enough to 
both of them, yet I obferv'd the firft Wife 
was a greater Favourite than the other ; upon 
which Account (he was diftinguifti'd by the 
Title of his Head-Wife. He was at her Ap- 
partment, when I came firft^ and when theft 
Directions were given ; fo (he immediately 
furniih'd me with a Pot, or two; a CaUabaibi 
tSc. for my Ufej but as (he had « not every 
Thing I wanted, he fent a Servant with me 
to the Other, and (he as chearfuUy fupplyM 
me with what my Occa(ion requirM; chidiif 
mc in a friendly Manner, for not waM 
fooncr to pay her a Vi(it ; fo I fat down, aua 
bad half an Hour's Converfation with her: 
And to do them both Juftice, their Behaviour 
towards me was perfectly courtous, and en- 
gaging. 

The next Morning two Meflcngcrs cafflfl 
from Deaan Mernaugba\ Heaan Trongba 
being deiir'd to go, and confult with the 
King on fome Affairs of Importance. Whco 
they were taking their Leave, he would not 
let them depart, till he had Idll'd a Heifer fio 
entertain them with, notwithftanding Pro^ 
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ion was fo very fcarcp. And herp I founi 
Jicfanic generous Manner of Treating one 
8H)tber» ^s was pra<2ls'd in Afiterndroca j for 
tioft of the people iji Town came about the 
fli^c, ani no One wept away without ipme 
Portion (if Beef. As to their Cookery, they 
bavc but a flovcnly Manner of drefling their 
Wcathere;- fbr the Livcr^ as fpon as it was 
Httrgdled, was thrpwn direAly imp the Firp, 
md broil'd iri Soioak, and Afhes; and the 
l^trails wet? broil'd likewifc v/ith but very 
i[ttlc cleaning : I had a Piece of Beef given 
ac to \lrefs ?tt Hprnc, and v^'c all Uv'd well 
^ Iqng.as this laftcd. When I went the 
icxt Mqrning, the Deaan was drefling him* 
elf in Order to go j for thp' he had no 
Jloaths to put on, yet fome Time was fpent 
1 (nirlin^ his H^if, and plating it into Knqts. 
^r he was fhav'd, the OwSy was bfought 
ut, and drefs^d, to be carried t^efqre him ; 
brhc went in State. The Fricndfiiip be- 
ween De^an Mernaugha\ and him not bein^ 
wcr hearty, or lincere, made hini go in more 
Torm, than otherwife he would have done.: 
; carried his Gun after him. We march*d 
ip an eafie Afcent of near two Miles, when 
; percciv'd we were near the Sea ; the De- 
cent on the other Side extended to the Shore 
rfSt. Augujiiite Bay y where there were Ships 
generally at Anchor. Here Deaan Trongha 
liew'd me the Spot of Ground, on which 
he Engli/h built their Houfes ; during their 
tcfidence in thefe Parts. It was an agree- 
able 
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able Profpca to me, tho* at that Timet 
were no Ships. I faw fome Canoes a i 
fiderable Way out at Sea ; fome Men I^c 
perceive were flriking, and darting of,I 
and Others in the Water, as hi^ as 
Knees, at the fame Diverfion ; for the i 
is almoft flat, fo that one may walk at ! 
Water above a Mile into theSca.. . The 
coaft lay almpll North, and South'^ buti 
whence I came, it'Iay Eajiy and We(l. ^i 
we had pafs'd thqrow a; Wood, oxi a Po^ 
Land, we- came ^aiiioh^ "the Tjowps, yi 
belonged to De^aan Mernaugka^ Every J 
ilar'd to fee a white Man naked, and at 
took me for the Dutchjnati^ who had 
jimpngft them, and, who, would havef< 
times very pd^ Freak3; but my. Fame 
before" me, an3 : when I came to Deaan. 
naugha'%, I was very well known. /For 
the ufual Compliniehts were •over,! ^ he a 
Where was the lohite Man, who cfitniy 
Anterndroea y 1 not being in Sightjr hi 
delivered my Cun to my Mafler. Wi 
upon I was call'd, ^jpd feated anxongft t 
The King afk'd me about my Travels, 
the Adventures I had met with; arid I. 
readily gratify 'd hjm with my whole ! 
at large. A Bullock was given to L 
^rongha, for the Entertainment of hin 
and his Retinue. ' 

At Night there was a long Confult 
about the Poflure of Affaire : None wcr 
inittcd to this Augufl Affembly, buti 



Principal Men, among whom I had the Ho- 
nour to be One ', but to my no fmall Mprti* 
lidiucJh^ I jieard Deaan Mernaugha propofc 
\^^^i^ n|ne hundred, of a thouland People, ' 
«\)(Jcr the Command of Deaan Tnng/ja into 
Merfaughla^ to join with Deaan Crindo a- 
gainft Deaan Wcozington. This Scheme was 
Jipprov'd of, and unanimoufly agreed te ; 
the Manner, and Time were both appointed, 
lyjiich was not to be till fome Months after. 
When we broke up, Deaan Trongba told me, 
the whole Affembly had Confidence in me ; 
«s knowing it to be my Intereft to keep their 
Secrets* But^ fays he, a more than ordinary 
Care is abjolutely necejfary at this JimSlure ; 
fyt.tbe icommon People abandon us^ to live un^ 
kr other Lords j if our Proceedings da not 
fleafetbem/, tbo\ v)e aim at nothing but their 
f^uSe'curtty^ and Welfare.- They have not^ 
ifmvery the Senfe to know it^ and ix^ill be for 
tven throwing ikeJleSiions -on our ConduSl, and~ 
pii£ng Faulty tho* we lofe ot^r JViveSy Pamif-, 
&Ji and Cattle 5 and run alt Hazards to pro- 
feSl them. ' It is natural for the'Refufe of the. 
fl^le. to abufe- their Superiors -j but yet: Go^ 
iiriiors ought n evert he le/s to ftudy the Good of 
i&eir Country, and dcfciid tloofe under their 
Xlare from Injuries, and Infults^ withoiit re-- 
\0rdingfuch Rejie£iio?is {but ihcnthofe T^iiings^ 
which, we very well hiow before-hand^ and 
'hey have not the Senfe to underfland^ or judge. 
f^' ought never to be dhulfd.

When i fttorn'd to my Compa:ni6h$; fhC^ 
tis'd their utriioft jfehdcavoiirs to fift oat rf 
tee the Purport of their Cotirieif ; iottt I toW 
thern wth a very Carclfcfs Air, Thai IJltd 
at d tiifidnce, and did not bbjcrve one Wrii 
ibatpafs'd;

One Efjlep^ a Negroc 
he Weft Indies^ tvho was left afliorc by 
Ltes many Years before, llv'd not far from 
, and fpofce nothing but Engli(Io\ F^r 
ig very deaf, he nevci* learn'd the Mada^ 
ar Language ; he had two Sons, however, 
1 Oft the Ifland of a native Morthef, whof 
K both Languages tolerably well^ Whcil 
>proach*d Eglap, he pufl'd off his Hat 
DCs but poof Rohin was not in fl Condi* 
: to return the dbmpHmcnt : At fitft he 
It Dutch to n^c, but perceiving I did not 
erftahd him, he fpbke a little broken 
^Jlijh ; and I had as little to fay for riiy- 
in that, as the othef • Thereupon I aftc'd 
an Interpreter to fpe?ifc Enghjh fat trie i 
ich fet Deaan Trongfra^ and the reft ti- 
ghing.at firft'; but they pitied! my hardf 
: afterwards, to have liv'd in a foreigft 
antry all the Flower of my Age. Bu^ 
mes, EJfiep's eldeft Son, carry'd on a Con- 
fation amongft us, to the entire Satisf^ioh 
5vcry ofte then prefent- Eglajfe pi^efs*d me 
live <:onftantIy with hifti; but I told him, 
vuld not leave Deaah Trongha on arty Ac^ 
nt ivhate^er : For be wai a MaH of great 
nerofty^ and Humanity ; Oiiei moreover^ 
^reat Authority^ and confequently able to 
t0 me. I defir'd, however, that they 
ukl procure Leave of hiroij to let meftay 



two, or three Days with them, which thcjf 
did ; and he as readily agreed to indulge mc 
a w^hole Week. I had heard but an indifFe- . 
rent Charader oi E,gtajfe^ with refped: to his 
Temper; he was rafh/ and paffionate, and 
would threaten ihe Great Men , not ex* 
ccpting the King himfelf, upon the flighteft 
Provocation, wiJi what he would (ioasfoon 
as the firft Ship arriv'd. This ill Condudt of 
his rendered him diftafteful to them; and for 
that Rcafon, I was .cautious how I enter d 
into too Midi aii Amity Avith him : And it 
will foon appear, that my Fears were juftly 
grounded ^ For. his continued indecent Beha- 
viour coft liirn bis Life at laft. 

Having now taken our Farewel of Deaan 
Tro32gijxi-i and his Retinue,, the Pot was fet 
on the. Fire by a Slave nam'd Toby^ with a 
Piece pf fait BeciF, and Potatoes, . drefs'l 
afier the- Englijh Manner. In the mean.. 
Tlmt.^EglaJ/e ordcr'd James to relate to mc 
the Hiiiory of his Arrival and Adventure? 
here; and this conducing to my Purpofc, 
which is to give fuch an Account of tfie va- 
rious Cuftoms and Manners of this Ifland, at 
may be ufeful to Traders and Navigators, 
and' pkafing to the Curious; I fhall only tran- 
Icribc here what he then told us, 

j^t a Place, calN Mafleelege (faiJ be\ 
on this Jjland to the Northward, there comts^ 
once a Tear, a Moorifli 6'Z>//>, that brings fi\ 
LamberSy and many other "Things,, to trade, 
<with for Sla'ves. At this Place, One Butf 
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^fsi called Capt. Burgefs, and Robert Af- 
lold had a Sloop ; Burgefs, indeed^ commanded^ 
%r Arhold knew nothhtg of Navigation ,• One 
was as rich as the Other ^ and both were equal- 
ly concerned in the Veffel: With this Sloop they 
is*d to come to Auguftine Bay, and other Pla^ 
w on the IJland^ in Order to buy Slaves, and 
'arry them to Mafleelege againft the Moors 
Ship arrived, l^ghffc Jail' d with them in this 
^hop. In one of their Voyages to this Place^ 
Burgefs and Arnold fell out to that Digree^ ' 
'hat the Latter would Jlay no longer with Bur- 
jefs 5 but prevailing on Eglaffc to come on 
Shear for his Companion^ he brought all his 
Effe&s with him, conjijling of fevcral Bags of 
Dollars, a great many Guns, Powder, Shot, 
Chefts of Cloaths, Beads, Gfr. amounting In 
the Whole to a confiderable Value. In a Word^ 
^ery Ihing that is proper to trade with in 
thefe Parts. He told Eglaffe, that in Cafe 
he lurviv'd him he fhould have all his Effrdis 5 
but their Dejign was only to (lay till a Ship 
arrived, in which they could procure a Paffage 
to Europe. Whether they du rjl go to England^ 
^not^ I cannot abfolutely fay ; tho" I had good 
^afon to fufpeSi, that a great Part of thefd 
latches were obtained by Piracy. There were 
tm black Slaves ; this Toby, and another^ 
^bOj in the Sequel of tbis Stor)\ will be caWd 
^obin J who could fpeak good Englifti : Thefe 
^wam ajhoar the fame Nighty that Capt. Bur- 
gefs fail'd away, and furrender^d themjdxes 
to Arnold. 

Y It 
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It happened a little before Rcr VowcrnV 
Deaths ( and which was indeed the Occajion 
of it ) that this Country was invaded by tvio 
Enemies at the fame Time j and whitfi the 
greater Part of the Lords and People 'were 
march' d off^ in Order to oppofe- the Northern 
Enemv'j Woozington, who was a Southern 
Foe^ came unawares upon us; having fajs'i 
the great River without being in the leajl fu- 
fpe^ed\ and a bold General of his^ named^y 
Opheck, attack' d the Town^ and the Kin^s 
Houfe about Midnight ; Rcr Vovvern bimjelf 
was wounded in the Tihigh. Another Party 
was likewife coming againfi us ; whereupon 
every One was for flying tofome Shelter^ or 
other :^ as is not only cujlomary^ butj indeed^ 
neceJJ'ary in fuch Cafes. Arnold, ^;2^Eglai£. 
however^ having great Riches^ were refoh'i 
to defend them ; and^ therefore^ arm^d them- 
f elves with Guns^ Ptjlols, and Cutlafles ; btU 
they no fooner appeared at their Door^ than 
Arnold was Jhot dead on the Spot. Eglaffc 
was then glad to fly with his two Slaves^ Ro- 
bin, and Toby ; for they never left him : 
^he Enemy plundered the Houfe of what tbef 
faw convenient 'y which was all bis Wcaring- 
Apparcl, or any T'hing like ity even bis Beds 
for the Ticking fake ; the Silver being black, 
they knew not what it was -, and therefore^ 
contented t he mf elves with throwing it about ^ 
As to the Cattle, which they found m the PenSy 
they kilPd them all ; for they bad not Timtp 
nor Strength enough to carry them of\ n» 

vere 
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V>ere they able to defend-tbemfehesi when once^ 
the Country fhould make Head agatnji thent. 
However y they took fome Captives^ and march' d 
off in ai great a Hurry as they came ; leji 
Deaan Mundrofler, our prefent King's Bro- 
tber^ who is very well belov'd by his Country^ 
men^ and fear d by his Enemies^ Jhould fait 
upon them ; for we have not a greater Man in 
War than he\ Deaan Trongha only excepted. 
Ry-Opheck'i FearSy and Hajle were juji^ 
and proper \ for Deaan Mundrofler mujierd 
an Army in few Hours after ^ and overtook 
them before they could pafs the River : The 
Sound of his Shells added Wings to their Flighty 
infomucb that they left their Captives behind 
them ; and he brought mofi of our Women ^ and 
Children again \ Jo that our Lofs was inconfi^ 
derable : For as to our valuable Goods ^ we^ 
(who were apprehenfive of a Surprize^ and 
well knew the Manner of the Country i) had 
dug Holes in the Ground^ and bury'd theni 
there ; and they had no Time to fearch after 
them. When my Father Efiflcp, my Brother^ 
and I return' dy we mifs^d none of our EffeSls j 
but wery much concern' d^ andjurpriz'd to find 
Arnold not only dead^ but nahdy but as to his 
Dollars, they lay negleSled^ and fcatter^d up 
and down j till Jome of our People^ who wen 
no Strangers to their Vfe and Value, took up a 
great many^ and conceal* d them from Eglafle. 
We threatened fome of them^ however^ and 
made them rejund, complaining to Deaan Mer- 
naogha ; but they were above half loft. Eglafle 
Y 2 was 
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w^s fo conjcunded^ that he never returtid iifi 
fome MeJJengers^ who 'werefent out after bim^ 
met 'with hurt at lafl^ and conducted him^ and 
his i'vuO Slaves Heme. He lives handfcml'j 
enough ft illy iho' be loft fo much ; having a 
Tlantation of his ovoUy an i three ^ or Jour good 
milch Cows ; and he is able to join with mj 
Father to buy an Ox^ notwithjlanding it is a 
^jery dear Time -, a good One being worth now 
ten Dollars. Our King^ Rcr Vovvern, dy'd 
in fix Weeks after ^ more uith Grief than of 
his Wounds. He was very well-beloved^ being 
a good Man^ and a gallant Warriour 3 he was 
aljb a great Friend to white Men^ but more 
ejpccially to the Englifli. Imujl not Jorget^ 
however y to tell you^ here is another Fcmily 
you muji be acquainted with too ; and that is 
One Hempfliire, a Guinea Negroe, who was 
formerly among the Pirates, but has been fet^ 
tied here fome confderable T^ime. He has a 
very pretty Woman to his Wife, and alfo a 
Daughter by her : Tho' the Man is both blind, 
and poor, yet Eglafle makes him many Pre- 
fents, out of ReJpcSl to his Wife, as we ima- 
gine, Jor they are very intimate. 

Hi: RE Eglaje interrupted James, on hea- 
ring his own Name, and Mrs. Hempjhire'% 
fco often, as he thought, mention'd together, 
and fufpeded that James ^vas telling me of 
their fuppos'd Amour; fo he broke off the 
Difcourfe : Tbo* James fa id he was only- 
expatiating on the Chriftian-likc Manner, in 
which he bchav'd to Hampfl^ire and his Fa- 

mily J 
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milyj but by this Time Dinner was ready. 
I found myfelf here a perfect Negroe in my 
Way of Eating ; for I devoured my Meat a-^ 
lone, which made them laugh heartily : but 
what was a ftill greater Mortification to me 
was, Hemp/lAre^ his Wife and Child came 
to pay me a Vifit; and Eglajfe, and he, talk'd 
my Adventures over in Englijbj and it feem'd 
like unintelligible Jargon, which I could not 
form my Tongue to imitate ; infomuch, that 
I was appreheniive that I fhould never be 
^ble to i|:)eak my Mother-Tongue again : A 
few DaysGonverfation, however, among thefe 
People, gave me Hopes of recollccfting it in 
Time Efflep^ and his Sons were near Neigh- 
bours to Eglaffe, where I was invited the 
next Day, and entertained in a very hand- 
fom Manner, after the EngUJlj Fafliion, and 
much better than at Eglajfe%\ We had not 
-only a Couple of Capons boil'd with Rice, 
like a Pilaw, but another Diih of fry'd Meat 
and boil'd Potatoes, ferv'd up on Pewter- 
plates; fo that I began to fancy myfelf in a 
Chriftian Country. They alfo procured fome 
7oak for me, as Eglajfe had done before ^ 
but it was fcarce, there being no Honey to 
be got: This was made of Suj^ar-^Ca^us, 
which werelikewife fcarce at this Time, ami 
the T'oiik was much inferior to what we had 
to the Southward J it was flrong enough how- 
ever to make us a little gay and lively. 

As foon as the Week was expired I was 
deterinin'd to ftay no longer, notwithiiand- 
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^ng they importun'd me very much ; afluring 
them I would procure Leave to come again 
in a ftiort Time : Nor would I accept of a 
Guide, fince I knew the Way. When I 
came to the Sea fide, I cfpy'd a Sail, as I 
thought, tho' it prov'd nothing but a large 
. Canoe returning . from Sea, where the Men 
had been fifliing : I waited till they rcach'd 
the Shoar, who feeing me white, tho' naked, 
came up to me ; and a great Deal of Conver- 
fation pafs'd between us, they being very in- 
quifitive after my uncommon AdvcqAires. I 
gave them all the Satisfaction I cii&d, and 
cnquir'd if there was any Likelyhood of a 
Ship's Arrival. Before 1 took my Leave, 
they made me a Prefent of as many Fi£h as 
I could well carry w'th me. When I came 
Home to my own Houfe, I pick'd out four 
of the beft, and went to wait on my Miftref- 
fcs, prefenting t^hem with two a-piece. Deaan 
Trongba coming Home foon after, was fur- 
priz'd to find Fifh there, and highly pleas'd 
that I was returned ; but was fo complaifant 
as not to fuffer me to lick his Feet. He had 
been all Day in the Plantations, puihing the 
Work as forward as he could, that they 
might not want for Provifions when they 
came back from the Wars j for every Body 
was bufy, and making Preparations for it. 
He told me, he had ordered one of his Wives 
to make me a Cap ; fuch as we ufually wore 
by way of Diftindlion. I did not like the 
Fropofal, but there was no oppofing it : He 
1^ gave 
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gave out to his Wives, and People, that their 
Intention was to invade Deaan Morrochcmek^ 
. a petty King in the adjacent Mountains j 
this he did, for Fear feme of his People 
fhould defcrt, and alarm the Country of 
Merfaugbla. 

Upon my Return home I found Vifitors 
in Abundance, who flock'd about me for 
the fake of my Fifli; but as it was a cufto- 
mary Thing, and what I us'd to do my- 
felf, I could not take it amifsj fo I fhar'd 
them out as far as they would go. 

I flept but this one Night in Peac? and 
Quietncfss for next Morning I was calPd 
up to attend the Deaan^ and carry his Gun 
with me to the Plantation. At that Time 
he had no Projeft of great Importance in 
his Head, but before Noon a MefTenger 
came running in Hafte with the News, That 
an 'Army often thoiifand Saccalauvors (our 
Northern Enemies) were at a Town call'd 
MurnumbOy within ten, or twelve Hours 
March of us. Deaan I'rongha was too im* 
patient to hear the whole Story, before he 
order'd his Slaves to leave their Work, and 
go Home ; the Hoes and Spades were thrown 
afide, and the Lances taken in Hand, every 
Man running Home, and making Prepara- 
tions for a March. Meflengers were fent to 
Rer Befaugher^ and all the other neighbour- 
ing Lords to give their friendly Affiftance, 
Some of the principal Men of each Town 
were direfted to ftay at Home, with a fuffi- 
Y 4 aient 
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cent Porce tp defend their Fajnilics, and 
Cattle, in Cafe Woozington (hould he jit Hand 
as he was before, in Order to take theTowDs 
b- Surprize, while the fighting Men were all 
jBng ig'd another Way. I went Home under 
the plaufible View of whetting my Lances, 
but with a Refoliition of being out of Sight, 
^nd, if poflible, forgotten ; which fucccded 
to my Wifh, for they were foon on their 
March : When I was well afliir'd that they 
were gone, I went in a violent Hurry to the 
Head Lady's Houfe, afking for myMaftpr* 
and being informed he was gone, I pretended 
to be in a Confufion, and in all the Hafte 
imaginable to follow him 5 but the Women 
would not let me go ; for they ordered the 
Men, who were left as a Gu^rd, \o flop me. 
At length, with much ado it may be fup- 
pos'd, I was prevailed on to ftay, and fat 
down very contentedly amongft the Women: 
Moft of the Town, nay, the very Children 
were there ; or round about the Houfe. Their 
Clamour, Prayers, and Cries for their Hus-^ 
bands, and idle Tattle about the War was 
troublefcme enough ; but not fo ba^ as run- 
ning the Rifque of either Life, or Limb, in 
fighting the Qiiarrel of a People, fpr whojnj 
I had no Manner of Concern. 

At Night I had feveral young Female 
Vifitors, who fupp'd with me on Carravan- 
ces; of which my Miftrefs had made me a 
Prefent. Our Converfation was innocent, 
and pleafant j tho' fome of my gay Readers 

may 
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may, perhaps, imagine othcrwife. But be 
that as it will, I can aflure them ( to the ■ 
Shame of Chriftianity ) there are more mo- 
dcit Women, in Proportion to the Number 
of People here, than in Engla?id • even fuch 
as would fooner part with their Lives than 
yield to a Man's Embraces, unlefs they were 
taken to Wife according to the Cuftom of 
the Country : But thofe Women as Sailors 
find for their Turn, they are only Slaves 
brought down to the Sea-fide, and drefs'd 

^ with Beads, and Clk Lambers, with no other 
View than to allure their Gallants, and get 
from them what they can ; and tho* the Gain 
they make of their Proftitution is their Ma- 
ilers, yet moft of them are generous enough 
tp prefent them with Part of the fine Things 
they get from their Cullies : But v/erc thefe 
Sailors to go up into the Country, they would 
pot find it an cafy Matter to procure a Mif- 
trifs. The Converfation, however, I had 
with my young Vifirors, gave me fome me- 
lancholy Refled:ions, in bringing to my Re- 
membrance the Pleafure I formerly enjoy'd 
in the Company of my dear Wife, whofe 
Beauty, and Converfation were, in my Opi- 
nion, far fuperior to anv of thefe. 

During the Mens Abfence, we had little 
elfp to live on than ^tamarinds and Alhes, a 
little Milk only excepted ; but in twelve Days 
they returned, and were received with all the 
Demonflration of Joy imaginable by the Wo- 
men. I went myfelf, Lkewife, with a good 

. . * Allu- 
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Aflurance, to welcome them Home. Deaan 
^rongha^ indeed, rally 'd me a little about it j 
but his Wife ingenioully confefling, that flie 
hindered me from following him, I heard no 
more of it. 

The Account they gave of their Expedi- 
tion was, That a General belonging to Rer 
^rimmomngareW^ Army was at the Place ; 
but the Meflenger's Fear augmented it to 
near double the Number of Men that in Rea- 
lity was in it, for there were not five thou- 
fand in all. Our People Were fo expeditious, 
that they fecur'd a narrow Pafs, which the 
Enemy defign'd to have taken ; and after a 
fmall Skirmiih, or two, Rer Mimebolambo 
withdrew to a Plain, and encamp'd ; to whom 
Rer Mundrojj'er fent a Meflenger, to demand 
theReafon, Why he ( more effecially) march' d 
an Army into a Country to dejlroy it \ Jince bis 
iate King^ Rer Vovvern, had reliev'd^ and 
protested him, when he fied from his Uncle Rer 
Trimmonongarevo, at his Father^ s Deceafe : 
For Rer Mimebolambo'^ Father was King of 
MorandavOy and this Son of his was to have 
been his Succeflbr ; but there was a Difputc 
between his Uncle, and him, feveral Years j 
till Rer Vovvern^ at laft, brought about a 
Reconciliation between them. Rer Mimc^ 
bolambo reply'd in a few Words, That thojt 
Matters uere made up ; that his Uncle «?tfi 
King^ and he was under his Command ; and^ 
therefore^ could not help it. We utlderftood 
afterwards, that Deaan Woozingtm hsA v^ ' \ 

pointed j

pointed to meet him, and fail'd ; however, 
he was unwilling to return Home without 
doing fomewhat; and attempted, for that 
Reafon, to make an Incurfion, and carry off 
a Booty of Slaves and Cattle, but was pre- 
vented. Our Army follow'd them at a Di- 
ilance, to condudt them fafe into their own 
Country ; and then returned Home. 

But that Part of the News, which was 
moft agreeable to me, was. That Deaan Mer^ 
naugha^ and they had agreed to defer for 
this Seafon, their intended Expedition with 
Deaan Crindo ag^ainft Merfaughla ; for I al- 
.ways dreaded the Thoughts of going into 
jinterndroea^ not only left a Ship (hould ar- 
rive whilft I fhould be abfcnt, which would 
be fix, or feven Months ; but for Fear of fee- 
ing my old Mafter Deaan Mevarrow : But 
.thefe Fears, however, being dlffipated for 
the prefent, I lent a helping Hand, with a 
good Will enough, in the Fortification of 
the Town, with fuch Stones as were here 
in great Plenty. No One was exempted 
from Work, the Women, and Children af- 
fifted according to their Strength, and we 
made a Wall round the Town, at leaft a 
Yard thick, and three Yards high ; with 
Loop-holes to look thorow, or fire out at, as 
Occafion offered. As we had no Mortar, 
the Stones were only laid one upon another j 
. and yet we were about two Months before 
. 1VC finifh'd it. 
\* 
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SoMi: 6{ our pr'ncipal Men foon after 
procur'd Leave to go into the Country to get 
Honey, and hunt fuch wild Cattle as they 
could find ; of which there were m^ny on 
this Side the River Onrghaloybe : We look'd 
on ourlelves to be perfectly fafe at this Time, 
it being between November and Aprils when 
the River was fwelTd very large, and their 
Were no Canoes, except here and there one; 
but it was impaflable for an Army. With 
my Matters Gonfent I accompanied them*; 
we walk'd half a Day very briskly, before 
we came to a proper Place to bait at, and 
where we could find Ove ( that is, Wild Thms) 
or Sujers ; which we found here in Plenty: 
But we had ftill a hard Day's Journey to 
go to the Place proposed for our Country- 
Habitation; and when we came there \vc 
had our Houfe to build. After our firft Ar- 
rival, which was in. the Evening, we took 
Care to get a good Supper^ two of us, who 
well knew the Place, went to look out for 
Honey among the Rocks, in the Fifliires or 
Openings whereof Bees make their Con bs; 
the other two ( for we were four in all ) dag 
O've and Sufers. Our Companions fucceedcd, 
iind brought fome Honey, and wc rcgaVd 
ourlelves in an ele^'ant Manner. The next 
Day by Noon we finifh'd our Houfe, which 
we thatch'd with Palmetto Leaves. The Day 
following we employed ourfelVes in getting 
fome Ar offer ^ which is a pleafant Licjuor, that 
I had not tafled before: The Tree, from 

whence 
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ivhence it flows, is fomething like a Cocoa-nut 
Tree, but not quite fo large ; and rather a . 
Kind of Palmetto^ call'd in their Language* 
Salter. The long Leaves, or Branches ure 
3urnt off, and the Trunk is left bare j then 
iX^e cut off Part of the Top of the Tree, and 
A^ith our Lances or Hatchets make a Hole 
n the Middle ; which in a fliort Time fills 
tvith a Liquid, which iffues as from a Spring. 
This may be fuck'd out with !i Reed, till tis 
Iry, yet it will fill again the fame Day ; and 
To continue for fix, or feven Days, before the 
Juice is totally exhaufled. It is notjike a 
Syrup, but very fweet and pleafant ; and I 
[lever knew it gave any One the Flux, as 
!bme may imagine- nor did any One of us 
neet with the leaft Inconvenience from the 
Irinking it. We wanted however fome roaft 
Meat, fo roving about the next Day, we 
•fpyM a Herd of about twenty of Hattoy^ 
patde, and with a little Difficulty made our-' 
felves'Maflers of a Bull: Nowwcliv'd luxu- 
rioufly: We made drinking Cups of the 
Buirs Horns; for by thrufting them into the 
Fire, and giving them a Knock, or two, the 
Pith came all out ; and we were as well 
contented as fome Folks with fine Glaflfcs. 
[t is indeed furprifing, tho' delightful, xo 
fee how plentifully Providence has furnifli'd 
:his Country with every Thing, not only 
with all the Necefiarles of Life, but even with 
I delicious Variety. If ever any Country 
5ow'd with Milk and Honey it i3 this \ and 
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with fo much Eafe are they to be had, that 
as the Natives have no Knowledge of the 
Curfe of Adam and his Pofterity; fo One 
would be tempted to think as well for this 
Reafon as from their Colour, that they arc 
not of his Race, or that the Curfe ever reach'd 
them; for they can get their Living without 
the Sweat of their Brows, or the leaiV hard 
Labour : Notwiihftanding all ihis, the Fol- 
lies and Paflions of Men will too often lead 
them into Mifery, tho' they have Happincfs 
in their Power: In this fine Country their 
frequent Quarrels with one another, and 
open Wars reduce them frequently to the 
greateft Neceffity, in the Midft of the grea- 
teft Plenty. But they are confined fome- 
times by too powerful an Enemy, that they 
are afraid to ftir out of their Houfes to fetch 
what the Land naturally produces; and this 
was the then hard Fortune of Feraingber^ 
and the Subftance of our Converfation after 
Supper ; my Companions having entertab'd 
me with an Account of the great Power, 
and Strength of their Country but a littk 
before, in the Days of Rer Vowern\ and 
how deplorable its Cafe was at preient, how 
they were cblig'd to confine themfelves, and 
get clofe together, that they might be ready 
at a Call to repulfe an Enemy ^ and by that 
Means abandon the fined, and mod plenti- 
ful Part of their Country. 

We liv'd now, however, very happy, and 
in AfHuence; during our Continuance at^our 

Coun* <

Country-Houfe : We made juft fuch an Oven, 
as I have before defcrib'd, and bak'd our 
Beef in it; then we went in Queft of fome 
Honey to carry Home with us. In which, as 
I was better acquainted with the Nature of 
Bees than they, I had better Fortune ; and 
got as much as I could well carry off. When 
our Beef grewr fo far touch'd that we could 
not cat it, we look'd out for more: 'TwaS 
my good Fortune in particular to meet with 
a young Heifer, which I drove into a Thic- 
ket; and having kill'd her, I hollaed to my 
Companions. This we agreed to drefs, and 
carry as much of it Home as conveniently 
wc could: In the firfl: Place, however, we 
bak'd the Marrow-bones, broil'd the Liver, 
and fpread the 'Marrow on it, as a dainty 
Morfel : And then we made up our Enteric 
and march'd homewards as well fatisfy'd as 
we were heavy laden j but not being in Hafte, 
we travelled very fofdy. 

We would not enter the Town till Mid- 
night, left we might be obferv*d ; and now 
once more, I wifh'd for my Wife to have 
been at Home to receive me. The next 
Morning I waited on the chief Lady with a 
Horn of Honey, and a Piece of Beef, who 
was highly delighted, but thought I had 
brought too much : From her I went to the 
other, where Deaan Trongha was, and paid 
my Compliments to her. The Deaan was 
very glad to fee me, eat a plentiful Break- 
fidl. and was extremely plcas'd to hear mc 
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tell the various Circumftances of ouf Sport: 
Ihe Others by this Time, according to 
Guftoin, were come to prefent their Lord 
with fomc Part of what they had gotj bv way 
of Acknowledgment. As I was going Home 
One met me, who wanted to buy fome Ho- 
ney ; it being rumoured about, that I had 
brought Home a large Cargo : He gave m6 
a fine filk Lamber for a Callabafli of Honey, 
that contained about two Gallons. I thought 
myfclf very fine in it, and furc I am, I was 
the firil: of the Family, who was ever drefs'd 
{() much like a Madagafcar Lord. Deaan 
^rougha told me, Ihad' bought it cheap enough 
in Confcience ; for if Honey had not been 
fcarcc, it was wcrih four Times as much ; 
'^ilk is very plentiful in this Country, if they 
would take the PainS to gather it. 

HeAe, thro' Ignorance, I committed an 
egregious Error ; for as Deaan Trongka was 
fuyii)g,..7/6^ Mdn bci.ght the Honey dear. I 
anfwer'd a little too fmarly. If this War 
continues but three^ or {our Tears longer^ a 
Man ivill be ^ad to fell a ClUd for Jucb a 
Callahajh of Honey. The Prince took nie up 
wth fome Warmth, and faid, T^hen^ I pre* 
Jtmie^ You'll leave us, and go to feme /;/- land 
Prince for a Belly full of Vicfuals. I aflbr'd 
him, however, That / loculd Jlay wttb him 
till be could fend me Home in fome Ship, or 
another \ and that No other Motive Jhoutd eier 
part us. Tho' he faid no mere, I found hf^ 
was iineafy, and could not find out the Reap- 

fofl 
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on, fill after wc returri'd from tBe Planta- 
ion J at which Time, as we were walking 
lomewards alone, Robin ^ lays he, Tou are 
ot aw are ^ perhaps^ that eur .People imagine 
ou can conjure ; '. and as you know the Terra- 
o's, that isy Writing, and Reading ; you can 
oretel Tubings ' to come : Now 6y your Talking 
f Ivor J e Times in our Country than tbeprefent^ 
efore tbeje illiterate People^ they will take it 
or granted that it will certainly be Jo ; *and 
ou will fo difcourage them^ that they will all 
'unaway : For they would pay as JiiperftitiouB 
r Regard to you as to an Umoflce^, ij you 
bought ft proper to a6t fucb a Part ; Jince 
"^eceffity (J or the Reafom I have told you J 
eems to require it at thh JunSiure, I re- : 
ily'd. That tbo\.Iwas confcious of my Error, 
et I could never think they would take me for 
: 'Conjuror -, or One who knew Things before 
hey happened \ for if I had been poffefsd of 
hat lalent^ I would never have taken this 
f/l unfortunate Voyage^ in which I was cafi 
(J^ar on this IJland. . What you fay is true^ . 
lys he, but tbefe Pjeople are too ignorant to 
e infirucled\ and 'tis not in your Power\ or 
%ine to convince them ; and to make the Af^ 
empt is but to give them an ill. Opinion ofus% 
hey muft be indulged in their fuperftitious No-- 
ionSy be humour' d^ and talk'd to like peevifh, 
kkly Children. As this is theCafe^ fa id I, I beg 
^ardon j and faithfully promife, you to be very 
arefulof my Words ^ left they ^jould prove dny 
\£eanspf Dtfcouragement to them Jor the Juture^

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In thtee, or four Days at mo^^ (Hir fifid 
Ptovifion was gone ; for I diftfihutcd what 1 
liad, as is cuftomaf y, attiong Our Neighbeufl; 
and then we had little eUe btit Tamarinds^ 
and Aihes. About three Weeks after, Bglaffe^ 
and his Man Tdiy^ came to pay me a vifit^- 
and brought feme Beef, alia Potatoes with 
them ; for ihcy knew our Poverty. We had 
an odd Sort of Converfafiofl between Eg/aJe^B 
broken Madagafcar, and my broken Engtijhy 
hniToby^ who Ipoke both Languages, help'd[ 
us out. He flayed with me ail Night, and 
went the next Day to Deaan Tro^igba, and 
bcgg'd for me to live with him five, or fix 
Weeks, which. w» readily granted ; fo I 
ihut up my Houfe, and in five, or fix tioor& 
arriv'd at Eglaffe'^s ; where Efflef^ and \xfi 
two Sonsy^/vsrei, and "^obn^ gave Ine a hearty 
Welcome. 

I us'd to walk about to the adjacenCTowAs^ 
^th-E^/^, and met with feveralpf the Na- 
tives, who could fpeak ^nglijh tolerably .(• bfH 
here was one of them, who, whett^ a Boy, 
us'd to go of Errands, and trianfa^ Bufindit 
for x}ai,.EngtiJb Pyrates, who &equ6nted thii 
I'lace ; fo- that he fpokt Engli/h as welt as hk 
Native Tongue: He was very rich, had three 
Wives, many Slaves, and Cattle ; he had alftf 
wearing Cloaths, which belonged to fuchPcr- 
fons a^ dy 'd\ diere j for when any One vmf 
fent fick aihoar, he us'd to take Care of thtm, 
and if they d) 'd, he had what they left : Hk 
liputf Name was WilUam Furfer^. tho* tb6l^<^" 
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Uvisi ,<^il'd }D^WilIfam \Pofer. . He always^ 
Ireat^d mk in a very handfome M^^ whea 
J.wcht to fee him,^ tut he ftcv^r offerU m^ 
aby CloatliiS, nor did I dcfirc any : for there 
I ihould have behav'd but awkwardly in an 
Bpg^ifi^ prc^s s and a^ I had npw a fine Lam- 
l^r to y^ear after their Manner, I was very 
well contented.. ;, ; , : . \ ^ 4 . 
: I Had bctn .here . above a Month before 
p}i Effiep^ 4y'd,.and.his Son James mzd^p a, 
^an^, Burial for: him, a^ter ,the. Manner of 
the Country^ which is the /ame as in An^ 
ierhdpta :. He kill'd four,, or five Beeves, to 
^tertaih his Fi;iends w^Q attended t}ie Fu^ 
oeral. ^. The Princes, and .Lords don't kilt 
(he B^afts here ; but a Prince wUl eat; any; 
Jhing, evenSwih^'sFlelh, thb' a Slave mould 

I Li^d very well between J^lafe\ and' 
am^% till about three, or four Days before, 
was to go Home 5 at which Tiipe I was^ 
iz'd with a.vioitnt Fever, v^rhich turned tjo an 
Ague J and brought me down fo low, that I 
was unable to ftif out 6t the Hpufe. They 
tent a Meflenger to acquaint Depan.Trt^ba, 
witK ray jMisfo^uiie,; arid too|c as n^uch Care' 
pf mc as, poflibfy they could'; and James 
yrouldnow, and then, boil' a Fowl to make a 
Kttlfc Brbth for me. I lay once for dcadi' 
dndEglaJe b^irig abi'oad, 7(?^y,; who was left 
with .me, caird ill the ^eighbqurs^ and alV 
of thesn,,thought thalt I^had taken my lafl 
^iftjfp ; infoiiuich^ that they weiit Hom^ aad! . 
Z a ^attics 
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yamei was confulting which Way to bury 
me : But when Eglaffe rcturn'd about two, 
or three Hours after, he percciv'd mc breathe, 
and James burning fomething under my 
Nofe, I revived, indeed, but was not fcnfjblc 
for two Days, nor abje to fit up for many 
more. Deaan T^rongha being informed that 
I was dead, fent a Meffenger to know the 
Truth; who found me alive, but n)t able to 
fpeak to him. After this I gradually reco- 
ver'd ; the Ague hung upon me three Months, 
and I was two more before I had Strength 
fufficient to go Home ; infomuch, that I had 
a ftrong Inclination to fee Deaan ^rongba : 
Eglajjey however, was willing to detain mc 
as long as he could ; for now I began to 
talk Englijh tolerably well, and was good 
Company for him as long as he liv'd ; which 
was but a little While after my Recovery. 

Five Men having a Cow to fell to Mglafe^ 
aik'd me for him; and he being in the Plan- 
tation, I went and told him : He came away 
diredly with me to the Men, and bcgg'd 
the Favour of me to treat with them about 
the Purchafe. They zfk'djix Pieces of Eight, 
but infifted on four: I would give them, how- 
ever, no more than three. At laft they fiiid, 
If Eglafle would give them the old Lancet 
which he had in his Handy they would take the 
Money. This alarm'd me, they whifper'dy 
I perceiv'd, two, or three Times to one ano- 
ther ; and having heard that Eglajfe threaten'd 
the King, Deaan Mernaugba^ I began to bo 

tew 
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terribly frighted, and told him in EngliJIo thrt 
7hey wanted the Lance ; and that I had good 
Reafons to fufpedt their Behaviour; for the 
Lance was not worth a Meal of Potatoes. 
Hcj however, in a Bravado, gave the Maa 
the Lance: Here^ fays he, we won' t difagree -^ 
take the Lance. .' No fooncr had he delivered 
it, but a Man came behind him, and, with* 
both Hands, pufli'd the Lance in at his Back 
with that Force, that it came out of his Breafl,, 
I turn'd about at the Shriek which Eglaffe 
made, and feeing the Man pulling the Lance 
out of his Body, I ran amonglt the Wild. 
CaneSy which grew by a River-fide; and the 
Rufling I made appear 'd to me like the Noife 
of Purfucrs : So that it was fome Time be- 
fore I could recover my Senfes; and when I 
did, Iftill continued to liften with Attention. 
In a fhort Time I heard fome Perfons call 
after me, which prov'd to be James, and 
his Brother John. I was almoft afraid to 
tiruft them, but feeing no other Company, 
I came out in Tears to them. They told 
mCj Ihat Deaan Mernaugha had contrived, 
Eglafle's Death for tbreatning him JQ often \ 
but that as I was an Englifti-man, andbe-^, 
long'd to Deaan Trongha, / need fiot fear any 
7iing : For they could have kiWd you ( faid 
they ) before you fled y if they had been order d, 
Jo to do. This, I thought, was true :. Then, 
/aid I, He may imagine, perhaps, that I /hall, 
tell the Captains of Ships at their Arrival^ 
fbat- he kills white Men ; and u?ider Pretence 
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of I) anger J may think it expedient to kill me 
too. But they aflur^d nic, as L was an Epg-- 
^Jbman he durft not do it \ anc| that the Exe-- 
culi6ners' had told him fo. '• '* * * 
' r Went home* with them, where Jay tb? 
wdund(fei^ Corps all hajfecd: They feiz'd lifci- 
ivife oh his' Goods, Cattle, ahd on hktiy^ 
Slaves, .Ro^/V, and T'oby y and ' ftay'd in 4he 
ToWn all Nighh • The niekt- Morning 'thfey 
came to W, and reqUefted that I would go 
te'the Kin^ along with them; '\ Ifltxiai fio\ 
afriiid{ iaid I ) I would, koere it on no other 
'Account than to beg the Body to btiry it. TJiey 
anfwer'd, T^e King was fo far from'd(nngy^^ 
'any parm, that be would be glad to fee me^ 
and ibe\ Were well ajfuf d' he would. grant' my^ 
'Requejt \ and^ perhaps, give mejoiae Shared 
tf EglafsV Goods, ppon this, Jdmes^ ^^ T 
Wnt J and calling on tf^itliam Purfer; took 
him along' with'usV 'JVhen I entered tte 
{Town my Heart mifgave me,* biit I cohfi4cr'4. 
there was lio Recediiig." * X)eaan Mernai^ia, 
ipiras' fitting at his own Door, with a great 
inany People iround aboiit himV I ap- 
jproach'd; and falling proftrate on the Oroan4 
before him, lick'd his Feet according to thtt 
Cuftdm' of the Country; which the'Pcbplc 
wci'e'fur^riz'd at, having never obferv'd a 
while 'Man ever to do fo before. ' He per- 
mitted nie^ indeed, at firft; but foon after 
bid tni r^fe, and not be afriid; for he wottl4 
not hurt i Hair of my Head» 
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He then ordcr'd Eglaffe'% Cattle to be 
brought bofore him, and commanded them 
to take a ^hite Cow ( not a Bullock ) and 
tye her to a Tree: After that the Owley ivas 
brought out, and an Attar was eredcd, as 
before defcrib'd, by placing the Owley a-crofs 
two forked Sticks, about fix Foot high, up- 
on a Beam ; when this was done, the Cow 
was kilPd ; then the King, rifing from hi$ 
Seat, took a green Bough, dipped it in the 
Blood, and fprinkled the Owley. In the next 
Place, he took a fmall Quantity of the Fat, 
fuid fome of the fweet-fcented Gum, and 
burnt them under it, making the Smoke afr 
ccnd to the Owley. After that he took two 
Guda&s, and whetting them one againfl: ano^ 
dier ( as a Butcher does a Knife, and Steel, ' 
but iiot fo duick J ) he begun his Prayer to 
God, and me Lords of the fbur Quarters of 
the World, and to his Fore-fathersfey their 
rcfpedive Names ; ending with his Grand- 
ftther, who made the Oath with the Englifb 
Captain , an Account of which D:aan T^ron^ 
gba had before given me : His Name after Jiis 
Death was Munguzu?igarevo. The Form, 
and Manner of \iiis Prayer was tjiis, or tQ^ 
this EfFea:.

God : Blefs me^ O Tou Deaan Mcgudduni- 
raateem : Bkfi me Q Tou Deaan Anty- 
fertraer : Blejs me^ Q Tou Deaan Anecbe- 
leeflby : Biffs me^ O Tou Deaan Aqtymoor :

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.^ Ble/s me, Te [ Here he repeated feveral 
other Names of his Fore- fathers ] but 
more efpecially, O Ton Deaan Munguzuu- 
gf revo ; blefs my Family^ and this King-- 
dom ; J or I have bad Regard to your Oath, 
and the Man whom I have nowjlain is not 
an Englifhman, but of another Country ; 
neither would I have put him to Death were 
it not for my own Prefervation-^ fince he open 
threatened to take away my Life, whenever 
any Ships fbould happen to arrive. ^ 

Whilst he was praying, his Slaves were 
cutting up the Beef j when he had done, he 
order'd me to take the whole Breaft ; and 
then he divided the reft among the People. 
He was pleas'd to fay, That I had none of that 
barbarous Difpofition, which fome white Peo^ 
fie have ; for he look'd upon me as a Native j 
fince I had long accuftom'd myfelf to the Man- 
ners of their Country. I had no great Incli- 
nation to take his Beef, but recolledling that 
Eglajfe's Deftruftion was too much owing to 
bis own ill Condudt ; I thought it was fafeft 
to appear pleas'd with his Offer. Robin^ the 4 
Slave, was given to the Executioner ^ but^' 
James bought Toby of the King. I begged 
Leave to bury the Body, which Favour was 
readily granted m6 j. and we returned back to 
James's Houfe. The next Morning two 
Meffenjgers came from Deaan Trongha^ to 
enquire into the '£ruth of this Story j for it 
had been reported, that I was killed s and in 

Cafe 
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Cafe it had prov'd fo, they were ordered td 
go diredtly to Deaan Mernaugha^ and de- 
mand Satisfaftion of him, he being fully dc- 
termin'd to revenge my Death ; but as it was 
•otherwife, and they had no Tnftrudions relating 
to Eglajfe's Cafe, I went Home with them. 

At my Arrival, I was received with as 
much Joy, as if I had been a Friend of the 
laft Importance to them : I went foon after 
to the chief Lady^s Houfe, where the other 
was then prefent, tho' fhe had not been there 
in halfa Year before: Deaan Trongha feem'd 
very well pleas'd likewife^ and made me give 
ia particular Detail of my own fevere Sicknefs, 
and the tragical End of poor EglaJJe ; faying 
at the fame Time, That / had fo many for^ 
tun'ate Efcapes^ that he did not think Ifhould 
dye in their Country ; but that it would be my 
Lot once more to fee Old England, Here he re- 
peated his Promife to fend me thither. In 
the Inrerm, however, he ordered my Hoiif^ 
to l:. r p-iir'd, the Catle hiving e.itea up 
mw'.l of the Thatch ^nd Proviiions to be 
given me not only for the prefen?:, but for 
the Time to come ; for he had lately a gOcd 
Hirveft, fo that we liv'd in more AfHuence 
than before. 

One Day I afk'd Leave to pay a Vifit to 
Rer Befaugher ; for in Times of Danger 
from Enemies, none went out of Town 
without Permiflion. As I was pafling by a 
River, and walking down to it, I perceivM 
the Track of an Alligator^ which gave a

great Check to that Inclination ; and then 
being two, or three Houfes at but a fmall 
Diftance from it, I was going towards them 
to beg a little Wpter ; but a young Woman^ 
who was going, with her Callabafh, to dip 
for fome, defir'd me to Aay, and (he would 
fupply mp with as much as I would drink : 
1 told her I would accept th^ Favour, but as 
fhe went into the Water up to her Knees to 
fijl her Veflel, an Alligatery with a Spring, 
catch'd faft hojd of both her Thighs, and 
dragg'd her into the Stream ; but as fjie kept 
her Head and Hands above Water, I threw 
one Lance away, and ran to her Affiftance 
TPvith the other ; which fhe took hold of, and 
jpuli'd her to ine with all my Might, but 
the Alligator ftill keeping his Hold, we call'd 
aloud for Help : At length I got held of her 
H^nd, and (he direfting me where che Crea- 
^re lay, I ftruck him with my Lance, and 
wounded him ; but not fo deeply as to ob- 
lige him to let go, till a fecond Stroke. By 
this Time proper Affiftance came, and ^ve 
brought her off fafe with two large Wounds 
only,, made with his long Jaws, and (harp 
Teeth. She was now perfedlly naked, for 
(he had loft her Lamber in the Struggle ^ but 
that was not w^orth regarding : We fav'd her 
Life, and every Body was highly pleas'd 
with that. Rer Befaugher entertained me in 
a very courteous Manner, and having gratt- 
fy'd his Curiofity, in hearing a (hort Narra- 
tive of my late dangerous Adventures, 1 r©^ 
turn'd Home. The 
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TpE. People were ordered to get ready to 
march in three Days' at fuftheft ; and the 
xJmjJfee was cmploy'4 to prophefy of the 
^uccefs of the War.' IJpoh this, he took 
Tome Sand, tofs'd it about, and made fevc- 
ral Scrawls with it upioti a Ppafd : At length, 
PC bid them look for a T^ree that was perjiSly 
itprigbt^y aijd after that for a black, and bald- 
rac'd Cow -which being foundi and hrought 
to the Tree, was JciU'di 1^^^^^"^^ Umojfee 
took fomc of the Blood, with his liand 
imear'd the Tree, and invokM not oijly *t|ic 
'Dc^fJions J hMt the Spirits ofDedak 7r6ngbd% 
J^dre- fathers ; calling on thern all to arifc, 
and hear What he had to |ay ; which iyas to 
this Effea : 7haf their Gfand/qn^ Peaan 
^rongha,' was 'going to War dgair^\ their 
tnofl implacable Enemy ^ the King of Mer- 
faugiila. In the next place, he ordered 
two Men of equal Strength to cut the ^rec 
down with Hatchets, oiic to the Nortbwardy 
and ehe other to the Southward^ and to give 
Stroke for Stroke with each other ; faying. 
If the T^ree fell toward the former^ bad' Sue-- 
cefs would attend their Enterprise. /Thofc 
bf the vulgar Sort who were then prcfent, 
ftood gaping to ifwallow, as it were, every 
divine Word, that came out of the Mouth 6f 
this wonder-working Prophet. How the 
Miftake happened, I can't lay,' but the Tree^ 
fell to the i\&r'M;^r^, tho' it was beyond all 
Poubt intended to fall the other Way ; for 
when Deadh frongba perceiv'd it. Let us cut 

up 
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Up the Beef •( faid he ) with a Smile^ and be 
merry 'y that's theheji Piirt of the Ceremony. 
We j-orgot to obferve^ that what little Wind 
there was ^ was to the Southward: We Jhculd 
have chofe a more proper Time. He ftridly 
enjoin'd, however, all prefent to fay nothing 
at Home to the Women of what had pafs'd; 
fo we told them at our Return, that the Tree 
fell to the Southward \ in Order that they 
fhould tell their Husbands the fame Story. 

This Condu<5t of Deaan Trongha's con- 
firmed me in a Sufpicion, which I had en :cr- 
tain'd for fome Time, which was this ; That 
fome of thefe Lords, who are Men of Senfe,. 
keep one of thefe Umojfees with a political 
View, and only to amufe the ignorani Po- 
pulace J who here, as; well as in other Parts, 
muft be cajord in their fuperflitious Notions, 
and allur'd by fuch Artifices, as political Go-, 
vcrnors know how to pradlife to Advantage; 
tho' they themfelves regard but little what 
their Conjurors fay, of their Talking with, 
and having familiar Converfe with the Demy- 
Gods, and Spirits. 

Here now was a feeming ill Omen^ and 
too many of the vulgar Sort had iecn it, to 
be trufted w ith the Secret ; for which Rca- 
fonan Expedient muft be found out to avert, 
and difanul it. The Damons muft be con- 
fultcd, and addrefs'd to a fecond Time, to 
procure tlicir Favour, and Proteftibn ; fo 
away'goes the Umoffee^ invoking again, and 
again j and conjaring till he conjured me into 
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the Wars. A Bird, call'd ^uluho, which is 
fomething like our Pheafant^ but fmaller, 
and very fcarce to be found, muft be catch'd 
dead, or alive. Then a Sea-Crab^ and Va- 
riety of other Things, which he particularly 
nam'd : Thefe he blended all together, mut* 
tering Incantations all the Time. Then he 
bound them up in a Clout, which was after- 
wards fix'd on the Top of a Stick, about the 
Length, and Bignefs of a Walking- Cane. 
This was a Charm, which was to prove de- 
ftruftive to the Enemy : This he call'd ^he 
E/odge; and this was to be carried in Solem- 
nity before the Army: But who fhould be a 
proper Perfon to be the Bearer ? was the next 
Queftion ; and the Daemons were to be again 
confulted on this important Part of the Af- 
fair ; * who. were pleased to reveal to him^ 
or ( which is all the fame Thing to ftupid 
Bigots, who implicitly rely on whatever he 
fhall fay ; ) That no One was qualify' d to carry 
this Gharmy but he who had no Relations living 
on this JJland. Now from my former Obfer- 
vations, I us'd frequently to contemn thefe 
Umoff'eeSy and fmile at their Conjurations j and 
after this Hint, I need not, I prefume, urge 
many Words to demonftrate from whence; 
his pretended Revelation came, tho' he was 
pleas'd to father it on the Dcemons^ or Demy^ 
Gods I or whatever other Name we Englijlo 
may call them : For to do the Man Ju- 
llice, he had not the Impiety, or Affurance 
to introduce £)^^^/2 Unghorray^ or the 5«- 
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preme God; into any Paft of tnis religioug 
Farce. _ .^. . .^. .. ,. 

Upon tnis Declaration of his ( ih my Ab^ 
iencc ) fays Deiaah Tfongha, Where fl^all w 
find a Man without fome UetatloHsi or finth 
tberi .That (fayshfe) IcariiteUi buttbuis 
the ^tihd of the Daefftoiis, hnd they nvoiild ne^ 
I'er dire SI ify was there nofuchMan tb befmnd\ 
Ton tnujl therefore recolkSi yburfelj- ^^^^ How 
I think ori't f ftys he i there's your white Man: 
Robin, is the only Mani l d^^^ f^y^ .^bo is 
qualify'djbr that important OMce: But iben^ 
Jays Dcaah Tfongta, notwithftariditigbe ffiaj 
be Juch a Man^ yet it is not proper for hint tH 
go J bejides I have given him my Word hi fi>ali^ 
not go agaihii his Inclination. Why then ^ ( fiy ff 
the Xlmoffee ) Ton mufijind outjbmei^ other Per^ 
Jon more proper if Ton cafi. Having dforie Ki^ 
Bufinefe awdy he wiiit, leaving t£[t JDf^^iitf 
Xio fmall Perplexity, who was > 1449 of 
(Iria Honour, and a pun^al Ubferver oj 
his Word : Whereupon he ftnt ioi me^ afil 
told nie, Jt was in my Power to be very Jer-^ 
viceable to the whole Country^ but mote ejpt^ 
cially to him (elf :^ and thai 1 Jh6uld be grate- 
fully, rew4raed for my Compliance ipitb bis Ri^ 
quefi'^ but he inMedfirft on my Promife: If 
tt be not to hll a Man ( (aid I ) Ijlouldk 
proud; of an Opportunity to oblige ^Tbi.' He 
thetf' told^ me liigcriuoufly ,the whole Story,. 
^ni that it could not poflibly bg hdp'd^ or* 
elfe' he wdiild not have afk'd it of iheV I 
paused a. While, biit up6n a (Ebh Rllfcolicc- 
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tkm, laid, Jll TJeof^Jwas nahai I Uld him he^ 
fere \ but Jince there ivas an abfolute Necejffity 
Jar it J I Jhould readily acquiefce. ttercupoHj 
fald he, 7 i»ill pfoteB vou, afid take as much 
Care oj your Life and Health as oj niy owti. 
And immediately ordcr'd a Slave to attend 
mc,. and all Things neceflary to be got ready 
for me. I was to carry this Charm, call'd 
^e Elodge^ in my left Handj at about tfercc^ 
or four Stones Caft diftant from tlic Army^ 
during theif Mafch ; and at Night pitch it 
lit the fame Diftance from the Camp, point* 
Iftg it toward the EEfemy's Country ; thert 
Ivafli myfelf, and mix among the Crowd 
tvherevef I pleas'd. This was to be done jtill 
wefhoufd have an Engagement with Woo- 
icingtinfs Army: I was to have ten Betves, 
«nd fwo Slaves, for my Trouble. The Vul- 
^r imagine, that this Charm has a poifohous 
Quality, and that was the Reafon I was to? 
%aih before I came near any of them ; but 
iyeaan Trongha told me privately, That He 
knew nbell enough I did not think it any Ways 
fernieiouii No Sir^ ( faid 1) t am very 
ivill ajfufd there's no Harm^ nor Good in it^ 
and they pall fee me lick it before their F ace s^ 
if they fleafe:^ which none of them would 'ven-- 
iuri to dofbr an huiidred Oxen. 1 can never 
tbifik^ ( fays I ) that Tou yourfelf have that 
Confidence in it^ as Tou tell them ; but Tou fee 
the ill Confe^uerice of making ufe of tbefe Con- 
jurors : Fof the common People are fo frongly 
ftrjuaied of their Power over them by thefe 
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Charms^ that was ycur own Life to be in Danger^ 
7^ou, muji do what this imaginary Profihetfaxs 
his Demy-Gods dire^i ; tho'' Tou was to carry 
this ;:ourfelf. What you fay ( faid he ) is very ' 
true J aj2d was I to rejufc to let you carr'^ it^ 
they would rcfufe to march \ or if tbey 4R^, 
would cha?^ge me with every Mifcarriage con^ 
j'cquent upon it. Tes Sir^ ( laid I ) but there 
is ft ill a further Dafiger-, for had this Umof- 
fee but Courage and Cunning enough ^ Tbu have 
put it in his Power to make even Tourfelffub-- 
ftT'-jient to his Direclions ; under the Pretence 
of their being the Orders of the Daemons : Aid 
it is but his faying his Daemons, or Spirits 
have ordered I'uch^ orfuch a Thing to be done^- 
thd it be even agaifijl Tourfelf^ iljey durji not 
difobey his Orders ; for he has them all at bis 
Beck^ if he did bttt know it. And here I • 
can't but refledV, that not only Madagafcar, 
and other heathenifli Countries are poflefsM 
with this Vice of Superjlition ; but cvciK 
Chriftian Nations have beqn, and are yet 
too much tarn ted with /it; of this, and its 
mifchievous Confequences, there have been- 
many flagrant Inftances. 

Soon after we march 'd out of Town, I. 
had a Slave, like other Great Men, to carry 
my Mat and Provifion for me ; and I was 
fnrnifh'd with every Thing I could rcafona- 
bly defire. Now came the UmofJeCy and put 
the Elodge in my left Hand, and I marchd. 
in State before them. The next Day wc 
join'd Rer Befaugher^ and two Days aftcc' 
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It Rer Mundrojfer ; yames^ the Son of' 
flep^ and his Man Tooy^ were both in th^ 
my I fo that we had good Company every 
ening, as foon as I had fix'd my Eloage^ and 
(h'd myffelf. We paft'd the great River 
egbaloyhcy wading thorow a Ford, which 
a great Way higher than where I pafs'd 
lefore. Here our. People ftock'd them- 
iTcs with Beef; for we frequently hahed at 
K)n, on Purpofe to give them Time to 
at Hattoy's Cattle. 

When I came to the River where fever at 
Hgators lay, tho' I haci my Fire-brand in 
' Hand, yet I would not venture to pafa 
ir by myfclf; Then the Umojee czmo 
to me, and faid, I need not be afraid^ for;* 
ilji I carried the Elpdge, the Dasmon$ 
dd proteSl me from all Harm. I laugh'd 
him, and told him, / was well ajjur'd he 
' not imagine that I gave any Credit to his 
ertiony neither have you any fucb Notion of 
Power i but ij you have^ do you carry it 
r here ; and either go with me^ or before^ 
However, tho' he had more>. Wit, t 
c'd him to fetch two Guns, that I might' 
:harge them into the Water to make the 
^igators retreat ; and then I went over. We 
r, feveral People, who belonged to two 
ty Princes not far ofFj and were hunting 
c for their Diverfion : As they were not 
emies, our People had Abundance of Dif- 
irfe with them. Tho' we pafs'd thorow 
ery mountainous Wildctnefs, yet we lay 
A a ' '' but 
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but two Nights in it ; for they knew a moch 
nearer Way than I did when I came alone. 
When I faw Vobitcb futey^ I returned in a 
very melancholy Mood into the Camp ; in- 
fomuch that Deaan Trongha took Notice o( 
it, and afk'd me, JFbat laiN? I toW him, 
PTe were now drawing near to Anterridroea, 
which had been a Scene of Mifery io me ; and 
I bad terrible Apprebenfions ^ Deaan Mevar- 
row. But he chear'd me up, and faid, I'bey 
durfl not venture to injure' me ^ and he 'Was 
very well ajj'ur'd^ that they would not attempt 
it^ as weu out of Fear^ as out ofReJpeSi to 
him. 

The next Day we arriv'd at Maddrnwoo^ 
the River, at which I us*d to water my Cattle, 
when in Deaan Murnanzack^s Country. This 
was order'd to be the Place of Rendezvous, 
and Deaan Mumanzack with bis Brethreo, 
and their Forces all met here. Deaan Afer^ 
rer foon took Notice of me, and when I 
went to lick his Feet he lifted me up, and 
ieated me by himfelf ; afking Deaan Troft" 
gba at the fame Time, how I came to him ? 
I was defir'd to tell my own TaJcj which ac* 
cordingly I did to his Satisfadion. He faW, 
J had taken a great deal^j Fains for Libertj, 
but it was no more than 'he would have doni 
bimjelf under the fame Cirtumflances ; ani 
wifh*d me all the good Succefs imaginable^ 

Deaan Crtndo, and his Sons came the next 
Day, and Deaan Mevar row ^ and his Bro- 
ther along with them : The' I was forry to 

find 



^d hti wa»#ec6vcPd ci the tauos, yet I veii- 
iiir'd to go to him^ when I found his^ BrcM 
thcr was with him. After the ufual Cere- 
tnony of licking their Feet, they faid the^; 
were g^d to fee me ; and afk'd tae, Why l 
left them ? I pretended, in Cafe he would 
give me my Wife, to returii as foon as the 
Army parted.. Whereupon both toid me^ 
^be nvoUid not marfy atiy btber Many but contt^ 
fiu'dconjiantly to lainent my Abfence. This dre\V 
unfeigned TeaTs from me ; and here I muil 
confefs, that if a (incere conjugal AlFedlion is 
a Weaknefs iti Man, I muft own ( let thd 
World think ajsit'pleafcs) my felf guilty of 
that Weaknefs, Thefe iTeafs, however, is 
it proved a;fterwat'ds were the happy Means 
'of deceivitig them, and of my Efcapfc fromi 
Danger : Arid had rtly fliedding them been 
ft Piece of Artifice only, it might carry its- 
■ovra Jnftification with it ; fincfe J had good 
•Reafoii to fear he would have murdered mc 
^ivately; when he perceived I either con- 
temned, or hated him* Af Night I let Deaati 
'ITrongba into the Secret, left he (hould fufpedt 
I was carrying on fome finifter Delign in vi- 
filing Mevarfow. Here I met with my old 
. trufty Friend, who had all this Time kept 
• my Secrets 2 He told me likewife^ That My 
Wife continued inconfolabte^ and repented ever j 
t)ay of bet Life thatjhe did not go with me. 

In abottt three Days, the Army, i*rhic<i 
liow confifted of about four thoufand Men^ 
fliarch'd; and I wcQC before theni^with the 

A a a Ehdgei 
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Elod^e. On the D^y following we cntseiAJ 
the Country of Merfaugbla^ and Jicrc tbe 
Army divided into three Parts, as in their 
former Expedition, and niarch'd with much 
more Circumfpecftion than before ; for we 
were in an Enemy*s Country : I ftill march'd 
in the Front. As we were pafling between 
the two Woods, a Volley of Shot was all on 
a Sudden difcharg'd at me ; but the Enemy 
>an away as foon as they had fir'd. They 
were a fmall Party in Ambufcadc, on Pur- 
pofe to lay hold on fuch Opportunities. The 
Shot whiflled about my Ears, ,and fome fmaU 
Boughs, that flew off from the Trees, ftriking 
me^ I could nbt prefently tell whether I was 
wounded, or not. However I flopped, and 
wasdetermin'd to proceed no further. Dea(tn 
Tradaugbe^ who was the neareft Commander, 
ordered me to go on j but I peremptorily rc- 
ifus'd, unlefs they would fend a Party to mardl^ 
before. The Umojfee too came, and talked 
to riie in his old conjuring Dialed: ; and with 
the fame Succefs as he did at the River. At 
length Deaan Crindo came, and commanded 
me to go on -, declaring he would otherwife 
compel me. I was terribly nettled at the 
Haughtinefs of One, whom I had fo much 
Reafon to hate ; and boldly told him, He 
was a proud Prince^ and that J thank d 
Gody I was not under bis JitrifdiBion. Jt is 
true, ( faid he ) or elfel would ial^ Care yk 
(Joould go no further. JDeaan . T'rongba \X2& 
now come forward, and ask'd what, was the 

, ^ ' Matter? 
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Matter ? To whom Deaan Crindo complained 
oif my being bpth obftinate, and faucy* He 
anfwer'd, It was unreafonable^ as ivell ^s 
cruel f to defire IJhould be exposed to Danger 
at that July: Rate ; and as tothfe Man's Pert^ 
nefs^ (fays Deaan Tronghav) fou forget he is 
a^V/hitC'j and as good as any oj us all. In 
^ort, Deaan Crindo was oblig'd to let an 
hundred yoi^ng Men go before me, and in 
good Time truly it was ; for there were fe- 
yeral fuch Firings at us that Afternoon from, 
fmall Ambufcades. 

. Two Pays a|'ter this we came to the Ri^ 
ver, not only where we had encamp'd bc-^ 
fore J but fought, and defeated Deaan JVoq^' 
kington^ and kill'd his brave General Ry^ 
Opbeck. H^re we cncaipfip'd again, and as 
fto Enemy appear 'd moftof ua were for plun- 
dering^ i^e Country ; but Deaan Irongha per- 
fuaded us againft it, and advis'd us to march; 
ilill on, in Order to find the Enemy out, if 
poffible, before they divided their Forces intq 
imall Parties: As for my Part, I did not care 
how foon we came to a Battle j for then I 
iHould get rid of the Elodgf. ., ■ 

•: , At Length, when we had march'd foui: 
l)ays, afiody pf the Enemy of about a thou- 
land appeared on a Plain before us ; an4 
D^aan Trongha drew out his Country-men 
to. fight thefiv The Umojfee came up to mei 
charging m?. to march before my Mi^fteir 
with the Elodgei ; and to throw it towards the 
JEnemy as fooajis the Engajgemcnt bcgarj^

fcpret Defign. Deaan ^rongha ( as ^ticy 
wante4 ) drew npar, ^nd they iftUl kept fi- 
ring, iho* ?t a Diftancp; however,, k was 
Fight eifpugh for my Purpolp, as being ^ 
fair Excufc for throwing away the Ehdge^ 
I did it with Alaeirity, and returned fprui- 
with to the Camp ; lor I had no Gun, nof 
Lance tp fight, and was glad at my Heart 
to be eas'd of fo troublcfon^e a Poft. The 
Enemy withdrew into a Wood, and our 
People eagerly followed, an4 fir'd at them; 
till the General, who, with Eagle's Eyes, 
look'd round about bi|?^> ( notwithftanding 
the Hpat of the Aftion ) and difcpver'(l » 
long Train of Fire-Arms on a rifing Bank of 
Earth, apong the Tr^, and Buihe^: Upoi| 
that he immediately call'd out to his Pcopk 
to flop, difcovering, moreover, a gre^t Num- 
ber of Men cpnceal'd in a Ditch, tjiat was 
f aft up for that Purpofe ; fo he matched back 

,^ without the Lofs of one Man : For there vm 
[^ Xio fighting in an unknowp Wood, .and with 
an unknpwn Forpe. 

Deaan Woozingten /wz%, dpubtlcfs, one of 
the mpft fubtil, artful Men on thcjlfland j 
for tW he h^d npt Fofce epough tp iace an 

* Af^y of four thoufand Men, and ^is G^otH 
try was ruif^'d ; ypt h^ found out Ways and 
Means to be reveng'd in the fevereft Mapper: 
Nor did my valiant lyiafter, Deaan TromAa^ 
notwithftandmg his §reat jQp|idud: a^^ fifa* 

voTi 
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ery, efcapc his Refentment. Our Beef be- 
ng all fpent, and no Enemy to be found that 
voul4 fight ; Parties were fcnt out in Que;ft 
^f Cattle, and Slaves, and returned with good 
laccefs^ tho' the principal Generals, that is 
o iky, Deaan CrindOy Deaan Murnanzach^ 
nd Deaan Tron^ha continued in the Camp, 
(omc Scouts, however, ( who had difcover'd 
vhere a larg? Herd oi Cattle were ) coming 
n, Tror^ba would go out himfelf to fetch 
hem: Deaan Crindo^. indeed, advis'd him 
gainft it ; but he would not hearken to his 
^ilounfel : So about an hundred of the -4??- 
erndroeanSy with a like Number of his own - 
^cople went with us ; for I determined to go, 
mt ( Providence defign'd otherwife )- 1 was 
aken vjith a violent Pain in my Thigh : I 
vent 6u# with them, however^ for I was very 
3th to ftay behind hira ; but my Pain en- 
:rca(ing, the Deaan would not permit me to 
proceed, and I was forced to hop as it were 
lack, for I could fcarce walk ; and never faw 
his Great, Good Prince more; For in three 
Days after, three Men brought the melajiii' 
iholy News of Deaan Trongba's Death j as 
bllows. 

^oui^Sun-riJingy a Man informed tbeGe^ 
feral^ That a Party of about fifty of the Ene^ 
ny appeared upon the Plain -^ whereupon be 
narcb'd bis little Army out of the Wood to-- 
bards tbem^ and foonjaw their Number en* 
redfe \ he was refohfd^ however^ to attack 
hem. [Here IMps guilty of a Piece of ill 
A a 4 Ccit^

Conduift, forgetting that the Anterndroeans 
were good for little elfe but Bufli- fighting. ] 
IVheri they came nearer^ they faw -another 
Party ; and tho^ foon after a third appear'dy 
yet there was no Retreating. Some of the An- 
terndroeans, 'tis true^ ran away^ and Others 
tonceaPd themfehes in the high Grafs ; fo that 
there were but three/core of his own Fcraignher 
People^ Jlood with him to oppofe fome-^ hundreds, 
•^ey maintained the Fight ^ however ^ half the 
Morning : The General received two Wounds 
without falling ; hut at lengthy a third kilH 
him. By this Time there were not above twenty 
of his Party left, and they refolutely forcd 
their Way thorow the Enemy -, of which Num- 
ber were tkofe^ who gave us this Account. 
The Anterndroea Men^ who JkuUtd in the 
Grafs, were moft of them kiltd-, fohtbe Grafs 
there being very long, and very dry at tms 
Time of the Tear, the Enemy Jet Fire to it^ 
and it run like Wild-Fire, fcorching the Men 
who lay concealed under it;^ fo that they were 
obliged to rife, and moft of them were overtaken, 
and cut to Pieces. 

The Death of this Great Man was an in- 
cxpreflible Lofs to the whole Army, and by all 
was fincerely lamented. It was, indeed, a mor- 
tifying Stroke to me ; and I was inconfolable, 
not knowing what Calamities might befal me 
in this Country. Per Bejaugher did not re- 
turn till ten Days after, ?t which Time, tho' 
be brought a good Prizeof Cattle, and SlavcSi 
yet his joy w^as all^ai^plMt once wkh die 

Ncwi 



News of his Brother's Dcceafe ; which w2s 
fo {hocking to him, that he was not com- 
posed enough to talk of aiiy Affairs of the 
Army till the next Day. This unfortunate 
. Accident oblig'd me to carry on the Deceit 
, with M^va?roWj by affuring him, that I 
would come privately to him, as fooh as the 
Army broke up ; but I was very uneafy,; till 
I had a favourable Opportunity of commu- 
nicating my whole Projeft to Rer Befaugher^ 
. and of begging his Prote<aion, which he rea- 
dily granted : Whereupon it was agreed, that 
I (hould abfent myfelf two, or threb Days 
, before their Separation, in Order to blind 
: Deaan Mevarrow^ and make him think that 
- 1 ran away from the Fera^nher People, and 
fled to his Town before him ; when, iiiRea- 
. lity, I, .and my Man only went by Night to 
: a Place appointed, arid ilay'd till Rer Be^ 
• faugher^ and the reft came to us. 

The feveral Parties, who went ^ out for 
Plunder, returned ; and after the Cattle were 
. divided, which were fome thoufands, befides 
: Slaves, the Army decamp'd. The Feraignher 
. People did not fee the Anterndroeam Home, 
c as they did before ; but took their Leave 
here, and went direftly to their own Country 
a much nearer Way. I, and my Servant, 
; as was privately agreed on with Rer Be^ 
' f^t^g^^^y went away, and met them accord- 
ing to Appointment, to the great Surpri?e of 
all the People; for there had been a diligent 
Enquiry m^^Mifter me, every One imagi- 
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ning that I was loft : Rer Befaugher made 
fuch a Clamour with Deaan Mevarrow^ and 
fomc Others, that Deaan Crindo gave him 
two Slaves to pacify him ; left a Quarcl of 
dangerous Confequence ftiould have cpfu'd^ 
Oiic of the Slaves, who was a young Man, 
Rer Bejaugher^ made me a Prefent of. I 
wa$ lomcv^rhat furpriz'd, not knowing im- 
mediately what he meant by it: but telling 
the whole Story, and faying, T^hat both were 
by Rwht mine^ I was fatisfy'd; he called 
my Slaves's Name Sambo. It was near a 
Ivionth before we pafs'd over the River Oneg-' 
bahybe^ fpending our Time gayly in hunting, 
eating, and drinking, making but very ftiort 
Marches. We did this out of a charitable 
De%n to feed our Captives ; for we had 
Tuin'd their Country to that Degree, that for 
tti^ny Months they had very little to fubfift 
on ; fo that the poor Wretches looked dif* 
^nally thin. 

When we came within one, or two Days 
Journey of Rer Befaugber\^ the Cattle were 
divided ; ^nd fuch as had two, or more 
Slaves, prefentcd one of them to their Lord, 
in Conformity to the fame Law, and Cuftom, 
which is us'd in Anterndroea^ as I h^vc be- 
fore related. TJiis, I thought, «' proper 
Time to mention to Rer Bejaugber^ what I 
was promised as a tSratuity for Carrying the 
Elodge ; and told him, ^be Fatigue ^ and Ha- 
zard 1 underwent did very ivelldeferve ft. He 
faid, Jbere would have been ^^^^^^9^ agmbft 
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ft in Cafe Dcaan Troll|hli ha3 liv'd: How-; 
ever^ he would ^o to Deaan Moridrofler , and 
fee what be /aid to if. He return'd foon with 
five Cows, and fome fhort Time aft?r that 
a Girl Slave wa^s fent me ; but as I had al- 
ready a Man, who was as much as I wanted, 
I defir'd to have two Cows inftead of the 
Girl ', which Requeft was readijy comply'd 
with. My Cattle I entrufted to the Care of 
tny Man Sambo. 

When we arrivM at RerBefaugber'sTo'wn, 
I left my Cattle with my Slave, and went to 
JOeaan T'rqngha'^ ToWn to viiit his Widow?. 
There I found a melancholy Scene : The 
jcldeft Lady would fain have perfuaded me 
to live with her \ but I tdd her, I was not 
fafe^ unlefs I was under the Protection of fame 
fuch Great Man as Rer Befaugher was j but 
I would embrace every Opportunity of Coming 
to fee ber^ and would for ever tejiify the Ve^ 
fieration I had for the Memory of her dear^ 
beloved Lord^ as well as my Gratitude to her 
for all former Favours. 

Upon my Return I met my Man Sambo^ 
who inform'd me, That as he was going tcy 
|build me an Houfe, Rer Befaugher had pro- 
vided one for me • and gave him likewife the 
ncceflary Furniture for it. When I paid my 
Refpeds to Rer Befaugher on that Account, 
I was inform'd of Deaan Crindo's Death^ 
yrhkh { aqcordiog to the Relation of fome 
y^ho came frcwn his Country after u$ ) was 
yefy fuddcn, tn^imcxpcfted. 



Deaan Woozipgt^ witb^hat Forces' hf 
could get together^ ifej^' always within a Dafi 
March ofus^ having Spies Jor ev^r out to ob- 
Jerve all our Motions every Way^ and who 
nvere goings and returning alternately to, and 
from his little Army, with Intelligence of what 
they cbferv^d j fo that he knew very well when 
ive parted from the Anterndroean People : 
flhey were fill too frongfor htmy fo that he 
was obliged to wait fome Time longer for an 
Opportunity of executpng his Revenge ; and ac- 
cordingly followed them at a confaerable JD/- 
fiance J till they arrived at Madamvovo ; where 
Deaan Murnanzack, and his Brethren^ Af- 
ferrcr, and Muflecoro parted from them, in 
Order to go Home ; and this was the Crifis 
that he then wanted : So waiting but one Day 
'mere, tell they were at too great a Di fiance to 
ajfifi each other, he attacked Deaan Crindo in 
the Night, and kiWd him with a great Num* 
ber of his Pecple, and put the reft to Flight, 
•Deain Mftvarrow narrowly efcaping ; and 
this he did fo expeditioujly, and fo fuccefsfulh, 
that he had Time to withdraw into Merfaugn- 
la, with mojl of the Cattle which they had taken 
from him. 

Deaan Mundumbo, indeed, upo^ his Far 
ther's Deceafe, endeavoured to aft as King; 
but hnd neither Courage enough to maintain 
hfs Claim, nor was he fo much heloy'd by tl^ 
People to (land in Competition with D^aat^ 
Murnanzack. He wanted fome of thofc va^- 
hiable Qj^litiesAvbich his Father was poflefs'd 
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of 4 * for it muft be acknawiedgM, that Cr'snJtr. 
was undaunted in War, and had the Spirit of 
Authority at Home ; which alofte fiipported 
his Dignity, and made him ufeful to hia 
Country. / Murnanzack had his Uncle's Mag-, 
nanimity in War, "and his Majefty at Home, 
befides all the human, and focial Vertues ; 
and was, in Reality, a truly Great Man : So 
that Mundumbo was obliged, to fly into Ante^ 
nofa^ till Matters were accommodated ; and 
what became of either of them I never heard; 
for not long afterwards I was mov'd into ano- 
ther Country, at a farther Diftance from An-^ 
femdroea. 

Rer Befaugber cnttvtzm^d mc as handfome- 
ly as hie Brother had done. He had but 
one Wife, with, whoni he had cohabited 
nine Years, ^fi^hout any Iffue, This was 
a great Misfortune, efpecially;^a5 fhe was a 
very agreeable, goo^-natur'd W^nian ; and 
ibehav'd herfelif after fo endearing a Man- 
ner, that he-prefer'd her to all the Women 
in the World: In fliort, ihe was univcrfally 
refpedted,. and extreamly kind to me. As 
Three of my Co\vs gave a confiderable Quan- 
tity of Milk, and as they farnifh'd m^ with 
Carravances^ and Guinea^Corn, I, and myMan 
Sambo liv'd well enough. This coptinu'd 
all the Rain-time, and tho' we planted and 
iow'd, yet we never ftay'd to reap. For, 

News was brought by fome People, who 
^ly'd at a great Diftance, that Deaan Woc^ 
xington was marching toward us with a nu-r 

merous 
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fnerous Army. Spies were fcnt 6tit tb qbfcfv6 
them, who at their Return toid us, thi^ ac- 
cording to the beft Computation they could 
make, There were about three Thmjand^ under 
Arms^ and within three Days March. Deaan 
Memaugha hearing this^ gate us Orders td 
fend all our Cattle, Wives, ind Slaves to the 
River Feraingher^ which ^ns cm one fide 
Deaan Mernaugha's Town. I was fo careful 
of the little Stock I had, that I attended them 
to the River; and went immediately to Jamef^ 
Houfe ( the Son oiEfJlep ) where I met widi 
Hempjhire^ his Wife, and Daughter. Two 
Days after, upon Information that Woozing^ 
ton had pas'd Oneghalcybe^ we were ordcr'd 
farther Northward to Mumumbo\ where in 
lefs than three Days, we were alarm'd with 
frefli News^ of an Army of Saccalattmn 
being juft ready to attack os ; whereupon we 
were oblig'd to retreat imniediatelyj and 
JVoozingtMy as we were inform^, not naving 
penetrated fo far as the Kiytr Feraingber^ 
we made an Attempt to go there again: 
But the Saccalauvor Army was fo near uSj 
that we were forc'd to fly for our Lives, and 
leave all our Cattle behind us ; and make the 
beft of our way to the River. Thofe of our 
People who had any Arms, made a Running* 
fight of it, in Order to fave the Women, and 
Children ; tho' we reached the Rivcf, yet 
they were in Sight of us by this Time. A$ 
for Hemp/hire's Wife (he tan away from himi 
fo out of Compaflion^ I took hhn by thtf 

Hand^ 
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Hand, and hurried him into the very famft 
Cane-thicket where I fled at the Death of 
Eglajfe. We had not long feated ourfelves 
there, before wc heard fome Women, and 
Children (hriek out, who were taken Prifo-- 
ners at a very fmall Diftance from us in the 
feme Thicket ; which put us into the utmoft 
Confternation : For we could cxped nothing 
but inftant Death. We had not been long 
under thefe frightful Apprthenfions before I 
efpy'd the Enemy. Upon which we got 
up to run, but knew not whither ; one of 
them, however, fir*d, and (hot poor Hemp^ 
fhire in at the Back j of which Wound he 
dy'd upon the Spot. I was more ninible, 
and got out of his Reach ; but juft at the 
Entrance of the Thicket, I met another, who 
ran diredlly at me : He took a Lance, in Or- 
der to throw at me, but I call'd out to him 
to favc my Life; and told him, l would go 
nmib bim. As lie faw I had no Weapons 
( for I had neither Lance, nor Gun ) he bid 
me come forward ; fo I went, and Kck*d his 
Feet according tb Cuftomj and own'd niyfclf 
his Slave : Whereupon he told me, Tibat he 
HDOuld fpare my htfe^ Jince I mai a white 
Marty and wss un-arm'd. 

He carry 'd me with him into the Body 
of the Army, and the News was foon fpread 
Abroad, That a white Man was taken Pri- 
finer '^ infomuch that the General heard of 
it, and thereupon my Conqueror, and t were 
both fent for. Upon my kneeling, and lick- 
ing 



ing his Feet, he ask'd, Jf there was any Body 
about bim, who could /peak either English, or 
Dutcli ? but he was furpriz'd to hear mc ad- 
drefs him in his own Language. He ask'd 
me Abundance of Queftions with Regard to 
the Strength of Deaan Memaugha ^ the i^um- 
ber of his People, and a thoufand other Things 
of the like Nature ; all which I avoided an- 
fwering as artfully as I could for Rer JS^- 
faugher% fake. However, after the Exami- 
nation was over, he gave the Perfon who 
took me, another Slave in Exchange j at 
which I was fomewhat better plcas'd than 
before: For it was a miiferable Thing in- 
deed, to be the Slave of a Slave. My new 
Mafler order'd me to follow him, which I 
did whilft they march'd, tho' that was not 
long J for foon after they encamp'd on the 
Banks of the River. This was the beft, and 
iineft Caiiip I had ever fcen in this Country; 
for all the Tents were very good. As foon 
as the General's Tent was eredled, he defir'd 
me to fit down, 'and inform him by what 
Accident I came upon the Ifland j and how 
it came to pafs, that as I was a white Man, 
I fpoke their Language with fo much Frce-r 
dom. I gratify'd him with a long Detail of 
my whole Hiftory, to which he liflen'd witli 
great Attention j and we had Abundance 
of Difcourfe concerning my furprizing Ad- 
ventures. After he faw that I had fupp'd, 
( for I did not eat with him ) he gave one of 
his Head Officers ftridl Charge to fee that \ 

wanteci 
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\tanted tor nothing 5 and when One of his .^ 

people advised hirii to fet a Guard over me; ; 
he laid, There was no Danger of my tunning 
away ; for as ivbite Men have ho Hoihe on this I 
Jfland^ all Plates are blike totbefn ; and they. 
Will ft ay with tbofe longeft, who entertain^ and . / 
feed them bUji j and he was well djur'd, that , 
she People of l^trdagthti^ at thnt Tirne^ were \ 
in n6 Cdpacit^ to oblige me. And his Notion ( 
was wtty juft, for Co hcaCrtily did I feed this \ 
;^vening, haivihg ea:t hp Beef for a long Time . \ 
before, that I Was very fick. Ahd >vheh I \ 
c^me to refl6dt, that Ships came to this Coim-, ' 

try ; and the p6c)r Stafte, arid Condition of 
St, Augujiine Ba% rendered it very impro* 
bahle that they {houM come to trade there ; 
I found, that by this PrdVidence, I had more 
Hopes of getting fooAer t6 ^n^landhtrc, than 
at any other Place I had ever yet been at : 
And the General was right in his Notion, 
ftfr I had no Bufinefs to fly, or dfefcrt ; fince 
i c<:rald riot rherid myfelf; Having free Li- 
berty t6 go whfefe I plcis'd, my Curiofity lecf 
me to fee if I knew atiy of the Captives 5 and' 
apoh Examination I met with. lSem/>Jhire*s^ 
Widow, aAd DaiJghter ; Toln% Arid! Robin^ 
and Sambo^ my owA Man? ; I {hobfc him by 
the Hand, and told him, Iwa^ a Sla*oe now , 
4is liell as ht. He fairf, / am fqfry Jor it j 
Jor I had much rather have ferv'd yoil thaft 
/iny One elfe \ andfureiam\ IJl:dllniver live 
fa well again, 

» b WweW 
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. When the General had fully gratify'd hit 
Curiofity, iu enquiring after my Affairs j I 
had likewife as (Irong an Inclination to know 
\vho was my Matter j and was informed, that 
he was dignify 'd by the Names of Rer Ttrj)^ 
lerpherangba^ and Rer Vo*ve. It is a Cuflom 
here, for Perfons of Difliiidion to have two 
Names f and as the lafl is the moft in Ufe^ 
I (hall hereafter diftinguifli him by that only. 
He was Grandfon to Rer ^rimmonongarevo^ 
liing of Saccalauvor j tho* call'd Tong-Owl 
by the Europeans^ and Morandazo^ from a 
River of that Name. Rer Vove entrufted me 
Xo the Care of One Guy^ who was a confi- 
derable Man, and a Rtlatipn ( tho' at fome 
Diftance ) of the King's. : AH the great Fa- 
milies in this Country have a general Name 
of Diftinftion, which they; value themfelvcs 
upon; as moft of our £//r(?^f?^;/ Gentlemen 
do on their Coat of Arms. 

'. We continued here two Days, in Hopes 
that Draan JVoczington would in that Time 
have penetrated thorow the, Country on that . 
?ide, and have .join'd us ; but we were in- 
formed, that Rer Befaughery by his good Con- 
dud, had block'd up fome Paffages, and fo 
well defended others, that he was glad to 
withdraw without cffeding any Thing to.th? 
Purpofe. On this News our General retir'd 
to Murnumbos pleafing himfclf with Hopes, 
that Deann Mernaugha w ould be foolifh, and 
hot enough to follow, and Ifight him : Mtf- 
naugba^ however, wifely chofe to fit down 

for 



itotonce contented ivith his prcieht Lofs, rai- 
iher than hazard all for the Gratification ot 
kis Revenge ; Avhich might be more juftly 
dccm'd foqlifli Pride, aira Pafliori, than real 
Valour. Rer Fcve perceiving no more could 
be done, when he had continued herfe about 
feven, or eight Days (till the Parties ordered 
out were returned ) marchM Honleward ; and 
inftead of putting a Guard over me, as he did 
over Othefs, gave me a Blunderbufs, and 
made me Guardian General over feveral of 
my late Country-Folks ; giving me full Com- 
miffibn to flioot the fifft who fhotild attempt 
to run away. 

I Had fevtfral uft^er ttiy tare, biit more! 
j)articuliarly Hempjhire^s Widow, irid three 
pl!her Women ; who, as I attended them one 
fevening into a private Recigfs in a Wood, 
told i^b.. It was a great Mortijicationto tbem^ 
to be 'guarded by One who fo lately fought for^ 
and defended them •, tellilig me moreover, that 
If ivas 7W great Difficulty for them to find 
Meant of making their 'Efcape^ in Cafe I was 
htti ivilling. Tou are right ( laid 1 ) and it_ 
is your InteteS as you have Families i bejides 
you may'fojjibly be fold to fome' Ships : Which 
ivas what 1 heartily wilh'd for, as my Intereft: 
was ,contriry to theirs. ] I told them more- 
over, That r would never have gone from Fe- 
fafgnher, if I had not been fore' d away ; but 
fnce the good l^^ovidence oj God had thought 
fit thui to di/pofe ofme^ I would not oppofe the 
Divine ff^ifl^ nor aB ificonfiflent with my owri 
B b 2 "Rea- 
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Reafon ; for I 'was icell afjur'd of better Prih 
^ijion here than in Feraignher, in its prefent 
unhappy State; efpecially as t had lofi all the 
Cattle I had^ tho' my Stock, indeed, 'was but 
Jniall. I affur'd them, however, that I would 
never mention what they had proposed, which 
they ( being under fearful Apprehenfions ) 
begg'd that I would never difclofe the Se- 
cret J neither did I, but look'd a little more 
circumfpcftly after them than I did before, 

Tho' our Marches were but fliort, yet 
we foon arrived to the Confines of Saccalau^ 
vcr ; where there were no Inhabitants : It is 
a delightfttl Country, and I faw a great Va- 
riety of MonkieSy Baboons^ Firjees, and wild 
Sivine, &c, in Abundance; but very few, 
or none of Hattoy*s Cattle, 

About three Days afterwards tve pafs^d 
by diverfe Towns, which belonged to Rer 
Mimebolambo, ^Y\2i% Moiang Androy it being 
the felf fame Country which Rer Vowern^ 
late King of Feraignher, jptocur'd for him, 
by Treaty, of his Uncle Rer Trinmwnonga^ 
revo. In the Towns and Meadows there 
Ivere Abundance of hunip'd Cattle, and fuch 
as were much larger than iny I had ever feen 
in the Ifland before; but was inform'd thefc 
were kept near Home for private Ufe ; that 
the Prince, and Lords took Care to have 
their principal Stock of Cattle a great Way 
further to the Northward 5 and in fuch Num- 
bersy that they could not tell how many they 
^d : Of the Truth of which, I was iboa 

altar- 
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afterwards very fully convinced. Our Forv . 
ces now dwindled away apace, fince Num- 
bers went daily Home, as they came near 
to the feveral Towns to which they belonged, 
without talking any formal Leave of the Ge- 
neral y fince they had no Pay to take, nor 
any to demand : For every One being con- 
fcious to himfelf, that it is his Intereft to 
join with his Neighbours, in preventing an 
Enemy from committing Plunder ; no One 
ever 'murmured at their Generals for Leading 
them forth to War ; it being their own Caufc, 
and not the General's, in which they en- 
gage : For if they found their Lords prov'd 
imperious, and tyrannical, they would refufc. 
to go with them ; fince they could eafily re- 
move, and live under others. Thev fight 
for their own Security, and Eafc, and when 
they get any Plunder from their Enemies, 
they think themfelves |afficiqntly rewardecJi 

Moherbo is the principal Town, or rather 
City, and Royal Refidence of the King, whQ 
is our General'^ Grand* father; to whom, a* 
in Duty bound, he paid a Vifit before ha 
went Home. When wc arrived >vithin. a 
Mile, or two, three Meflengers were dif- 
patch'd for Form-lake, to give him Notice 
of our Approach, and to learn his Royal 
Pleafure > who made Anfwer, That if Rer 
Vovc Jloould xomey be was very ready to re-^ 
ceivf him. Hereupon he put his Hrople ia 
prder, and appointed fifty Men to ftand ip 
the Cront, and difcharge their Guns j and 
f B b 3 thcii.

then fifty more to relive them j the Shells all 
the Time founding. When we camie. withii^ 
Sight of the King, who was fitting with his 
Courtiers,' and People round about him, wp 
heard their Shells found, and Drums beat ; 
this their Copgratulatpry Mufick was but a. 
dull, empty Sound ; in fomp Meafure, in— 
deed, like their Country Tubs; which ar&. 
made of a light Tree hollo w'd very thin, 
and cover'd with a Calf's Skin that is drefs'4 
much like our Parchment : Bofth Ends are 
beat at once ; one with a Stick, anjl the other 
with the Hand. . • 

This King lives in a more fpleridid Man- 
ner, and has a gayw Retinue than I had 
ever feen before : He has twenty, or thirty^ 
feveral Houfcs, or riathcr a large Court en- 
closed with Fallifades in the Town ; bat as 
it was not large enough for the Reception of 
fo many People, he fat •n this Occafion with- 
out the Town. Our firft fifty Men advanced 
like Morris- Dancers, and fir'd their Guns 
very regularly one after another ; and upon 
their Retreat the other fifty advanced. After 
this the General ftept forwards, and bending 
one Knee, lick'd the King's. Several prin- 
cipal Men bow'd likewife their Knees, but 
lick'd his Feet. This Ceremony over, a 
Mat was fpread at about four Yards Diftancc, 
and the General, with three, or four of the 
Chieftains fat down ; and Guy was amongft 
them. As for my Part, I flood behind my 
Mafter with my Blunderbufs. 

THii 
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. Th 1 5 Prince, R^r^rimmomngare^o^ ma^e 
( as I thought ) a very odd, and formldaWe 
plgure ;' whether it wa« becaufc I had hc^rd 
many Stories of fome of his rafh, and bar- 
barous Proc^iedings , which had prejudiced 
me againft him : His Drefs was very finga- 
lar, and fucK as I had never fcen before; 
his Hair was plaited in Ringlets, beginning 
at the Crown. ot the Head; then another 
Range of Knots was biggpr than the former, 
arid fo downwards, every lower Circle was 
larger than the upper; on fever al ofthefe 
Knots of Hair hung a large Quantity of 
fine Beads : Some Part of hi? Fore-hea^- 
Picce of Beads hung almoft over his Nof«| ^ 
Among thcfe were feveral gold Ones : I^e 
had a very line gold Necklace about his Neck ; 
over his Shoulders hung two Strings of Beads, 
and feveral of them gold, in much the faniie 
Manner as our Aldermen of Lo?idon*s Chains ; 
on each Wrift about fix Manelers of Silver, 
feeming large enough to weigh near three 
Dollars apiece \ and four Rings of Gold on 
his Fingers : Nelr twenty Strings of Beads, 
clofe fet, were twifted round his Legsj a 
filk.Lamber hung over his Shoulders, loo'fe 
like a Mantle ; and another as ufual twiiled 
round his Wafte. He was an old Prince, 
not lefs, by what I could underftand, th^n 
fourfcore Years of Age at leaft ; yet of a ro^ 
bijil, and healthy Conftitution : His Colour 
Tvas rather tawny, like an Indian^ than per- 
fe(5lly black; his Eyes fierce, and his whole 
B b 4 Ap. 
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Appiparance formidable^ or the Singulgiitj 
of his Drcls, and Charadtcr, made me ima- 
gine fo ; he foon took Notice of mej and aJk^d 
Rer Vove^ If J was the ivbiie Man be had 
taken Prifoner ? And what was my Name I 
He caird to me, RoSin, mehove a toee\ which 
is, Come hither. I then laid tny Blundcrbufs 
down, and approached him with my Jl^nds 
lifted up, and clos'd bpfoj-e me: As foon as 
T got td hitn I fell oh my Knees, and Iick*d 
firft one of his Feet, and then the other ; as 
the common People did before me : He or- 
der 'd me to fit by him, hut not on his owii 
Mat neither. He ask'd feveral Queftions in 
Relation to my firft Coming on this Illand, 
and informed m^ that he had a white Man 
of his own : But he is an Englifli-man, J aid 
'he-, Aijd whether you can Jpeak ibat Lan- 
gua^e^ ot not\ I can*t fay. * I told him, 1 
was an Engliftj-man myjeJf. I began to cheat 
up, and have a little more Courage upon this 
agreeable News; and was furpriz'd that my 
Maftcr had not mentioned this Circumflance 
before. I ask'd the King, ' How lon^ bis 
white Man had been with bim ? And what his 
Name was ? Six^ or feven Tears^ faid he ; 
His Name is WilU Upon thrs, he order'd a 
Man to call him immediately j who brought 
Word, that fVilL was gone out of Town, 
and would not be back in lefs than three, 
or four Days j fo finding the King enter up- 
on fome new Difcourfe with the General,*! 
withdrew to my former Port. ' 

Soon 
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Soon after wc went to a Houfe, which * 
,was order'd for pur Reception; where I 
was difcharg'd from guarding his Slaves : 
For he did that ( as he told me afterwards ) 
only to try ntf Fidelity ; fince he knew very 
well, if I bad not been boneji they would have 
all got away ; but as he was convinced I did 
him Jujlicey be bad a Poft of tnuch greater 
Importance to entrujl me with. By this Ti.n^c 
came in liy Cbemotoea^ the King's principal 
Wife, and the Grand-mother of Ker Fove^ 
pay Mafter: She was the largeft Woman I 
had ever fcen in all my Life. When fhe 
iat, her Breafts hung down to her Lap ; (he 
walk'd but little, being generally carry'd on 
a Kind of Bier, on Mens Shoulders. She 
had a numerous Retinue, befides Slaves, who 
brought four Callabafhes of Toak, two of 
Honey y and two of Sugar-Canes ; together 
with fix Baskets of Rice. The King fent ten 
^eevesy four of which were very large, fat 
pxen. As foon as Ry Chemotoea \ws gone. 
We fat down to Drinking the Ho/iey^oak^ 
till Rer Vove was perfedly intoxicated, and 
JFell aflecp ; at which Time three Slaves came 
from his Grand-mother loaden with Pre- 
^nts J One with a fat Capon boil'd ( for 
they make Capons here ) ; Another with a 
Pot of dry'd Rice ; and the Third with a 
JSasket, a wooden Difh, and a Spoon. Thjs 
was the beil Supper I bad feen of the Natives 
drefUng, and 1 had my Share of it ; but for 
all this good Cheer, I could not forbear 
/ . think- - 
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thinking of this ^/7/. the Englijhman\ and 
\vas very much concern'd that we could not 
Itay till he came Home. 

The next Day we march'd Homewards, 
and tho' it was two Days Journey, yet wc 
hafted to come in as early as wc could the 
fecond Day ; becaufe of the great Triumph 
we were then to make : The Solemnity of 
which was rtiuch the fame as I have dcfcrib'd 
in other Places- and confifted in their Wives 
licking their Feet, ^c. 

Rer Foveas Houfe was nfear eight Yards 
long, and about fix. broad, built of Boards, 
as all the Great Mens Houfes are in Sacca^ 
iauvor : Notwithftanding they have no Saws, 
with a great Deal of Labour, however, they 
hew out Boards very even with their Hat- 
chets. The Language is much the fame 
with that in other Countries, except as Em* 
Ufh in Yorkpoire^ or the Wefi of England \ 
where each Place has a particular Dialcfl, 
and fome fmall Difference in its Pronun- 
ciation. 

My Poft here was a grand One, for I was 
conftituted Captain of my Mafter*s Guard. 
There were Pallifades all round his Houfe, 
and at the Portal, or Gate-way, was a little 
Houfe for feveral young Men of an higher 
Pcgree to lye in, who were his Guard, aiui 
over whom T as I faid before ) I was ap- 
pointed Chiet ; but this did not laft abovie a 
Alonth : At which Time he thought proocp 
to go a fhooting Wild Fowly and took no 
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z but rTle*S\)ih him : Ig cur private O^V^"- 
/ation he told n.e. hov>r vicious the Pe^5/li8 
SaiCcilaHvor\\c\'^ giown within few Ycarg, 
heir Country grew rich ; and that young 
n living fo high, and drinking fuch largQ 
antities ot 7(?ii'^, induced iheim frequently 
lye with other Mens Wives; by M-hich 
ans. Murders, and feveral other Misfor- 
es have enfu'd. As for my Part ( faid 
) 1 have no Reafon^ indeed, to fufpccl my 
fe Ry Kaley ; however y tc prevent all J fa- 
F Thoughts Jor the future^ I uiH entruj^ 

• to your Care ^ a7id defire that p:e may tie-- 

• be abfent jrom your Charge by Nigh.\ or 
ry, on any 'Pretence bow pldiifihle Joever ; 
kfs JIh be i<oith me : I am very ivell fatisfy d 

will not take this ami/s, and you haye no 
cajion to regard any One elfe. I returned 
a Thanks for the favourable Opinion he 
1 of my Integrity ; and aiTur'd him, / 
uldjake the fame Care I had done hitherto^ 
the' due Difcharge of my Duty to him in all 
ings\ wherein he thought proper to command 
^ but I was. afraid lejl fomeof his trufly old 
rvants fhould envy me my rojl ; and infi^ 
ate to Him Thi?2gs prejudicial to his Ho-- 
\ir^ and my Care. Upon that Account (faid 
) ycu have no Caiife for Fear j fmce it is 
ways expelled herCy that Marks oj Favour^ 
d DiflinB.ion be Jljewn to white Men. When 
: came If ome, he broke his Mind to her> 
th much fuch another Apology as he did 
xiie. She prevented him, hovrcver, from 



aiking her Confent, apprehending in a Mo* 
mcnt what he aimM at ; fo faying, I defire 
nothing more than that Ton mil take all the 
Me a fur es Ton think proper^ in Order to retain 
the fame Opinion of me Ton alu^ays had] and 
in Cafe Robin is to be my Guardian^ I will 
fiihmit with Pleafure to his DircSfions. And 
from henceforth y Robin (faidfhe) I will m^ 
ver be out of your Sight j but when I am with 
Rer Vove him/elf: And as I am n(Ai) under 
your Jurifdiilion^ bejiire 'pu difcharge your 
I'rufl as you ought ; and don't imagine^ that 
^ou can difpleaje me by the flriSleJl Obfervanct 
of your Orders. On the other Handy Iprcprfi 
Abundance of Pleafure in your Converfation ; 
by telling nu Stories of your uncommon Adven- 
tures. Indeed, flic gave me good Grounds 
to think (he was not difpleas'd with me. It 
was my Bufinefs to attend her on all Occa- 
fions. Sometimes, indeed, her Wcnien- 
Slaves were with her, but we \sere oftncr i 
by ourfelves ; and that too thro* her own ! 
Contrivance : And whether my Maftcr had ' 
in Reality, fo great an Opinon of her Cha- 
fl^ity, as he pretended, I can't determine; but 
I found her to be a very gay, wanton Lady, 
aud was forced to exert all the Art I was Ma- 
fler of, in Order to keep her out of other 
Company, as well as to prefcrve my own In- 
nocence : However, as my Life lay at Stake, 
I was rcfol v'd to be true to my Truft: It was 
full three Quarters of a Year, before I. got . 
rid of this troublefomc Office j during which 

Timd' 
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Time, my Mafter took a Fancy to another 
Woman who had lately been divorc'd from 
a Coulin of his, and made her ( if we may 
call her fo ) his Supernumerary Wife. He 
was extreatnly fond of her at firft, but foon 
quarrePd with her, us'd her ill, turn'd her 
in (hort quite off; and retumM with as much 
Indulgence as ever to my Charge, Ry Kaley^ 
agein. 

Not long after this, ttef Vote propos*di 
W take a Tour to the Northward for his 
Fleafure, and to take a ftrrvey of his Cattle^ 
£f^ ordering his 'Furniture to be remov'd to 
his Head-flave's till his Return ; our Houfe* 
was lock'd up^ and away we marchM : We 
were a large Company of us, Ry Kaley his 
Wife, his Friend -Guy^ with feveral other 
Attendants, belides Slaves. It had rain'd 
very hard for fome Time before we fet out ; 
fo coming to a frpall River, which was con- 
iideraUy fwell'd with the Floods, the People 
made a Halt, not caring to pufh forwards 
with too much Precipitation; left fome jIllU 
gators might have come up into the Mar- 
ihesj as is ciif^omary; and return again to 
their old Haunts upon the Fall of the WaterSii 
As the River was (hallow enough to wade tho*- 
row I was fo fodl-hardy, as out of a Bravado 
to lead the Way. Two fine Dogs, that were 
my Matter's Favourites, went into the Water 
along with me, but kept clofe to my Hcelsy 
qnc on each Side of me ; for the Dogs are 
y/tty apprebenfive of Alligators, I was up- 

to 
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to my Belly In the Watery dr thfere-aboutJ; 
when an Alligatcr all on a :fjadden^ gave 
fuch a Spring at the Dog on triy left Side, 
that the Monftcr's Nofe ftruck me down; 
The Alligator^ Dog, and I vaiiifliing, a$ \X 
were, at once; our People tookat for granted 
I had been carry'd off: But rifingi at a fmall 
Diftance, and finding . myfelf not Ixurt, I 
went diredly over; upon which they- atf- 
follow'd me: For if a Noife be m^He by a 
great Number of People, an Alligator wilt 
fink, like a Stone, to the Bottom, and 1yd 
without the Icaft Motion; and tho' you trcatf 
on him, he will notftir an Inch, As we took 
our Journey for Pleafurc only, w'« had no 
Occafion to fatigue ourfclves, fd we march'd 
but flowly. In few Hours we afriv'd on thd 
Banks of a very large River, call'd Mtrmt. 
Here we came to a Town iflteibitckl by a 
People of a different Species, as it were, from 
the reft of Mankind, and of a Lafigtiager 
peculiar to themfelves ; tho' they* can fpcik 
the general Language 'if they pleafe. Their 
Cuftoms too, and Manners, being as diffcreftt 
as their Perfons ; of which I feall give tk 
particular Detail, according as I' was 'f^rlhtt 
informed foon after. 

Rer Vorve gave Orders that one of the 
Houfes of thck'Firzm5ers\ which is the 
Name they arc generally known by ; ihould 
be made clean for him, and all the otd Fur- 
niture to be removed j and as for us, wbo^ 
were of his Retinue, we migirt fhift as vi0 

ai 
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aSf we; qpttld. There iare very few SaccaUa^ 
vors care tp lye in any of their Houfes, for 
fear of aa Infcdt like a Cow-1'ick^ call'd 
Poropongee^ which is frequently found ujjpu 
Cacti? : And this Infect is found no where 
clfe. But thefe People breed them, on Pur- 
pofe tQ make their Houfes fliuh'd by the 
S/iccalauvon : For the Virzimbersj till very 
Iqitely, were under no Goverment, and often 
changing their Habitations; fo.that upon 
tlieir.firft Settlement here, the Natives us'd 
to come into their Houfes, and take away- 
whatever they faw cpnvcnient; impofing 
tooft (hamefully upon them, till the King, 
(under whofe Protection they are at prefent) 
redrefs'd their Grievances upon hearing their 
Complgintsi. Thefe Porppongees will make 
thofe who are :bit by them fick, fometinies 
for fix.Weaks, or two Months together; 
fticking clofe to the Skin, or penetrating 
ioto it for a long Time; but when a Man 
has been once tormented .by them^ and. 
has overcome the Sicknefs, he never has it r 
again;, tho' he lies am-ong ever, fo many of 1 
them : Qr, at leaft,.like Perfons who have had 
the. Small Pox^ they never fear a. Return of 
their Diftemper, Thefe Virzimhrs arc ve- 
ry lubjed likewife to what they call Cola by 
which is a Kind of the Taws 5 a Difeafe, 
which has been defcrib'd before: It is fo fre- 
quent, however, here ; that a third Part of 
the People of a To.wn are fometimes fpotted 
like Lepers, with dry Scabs* We coiHma!d 
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httt but one Night, and pafs'd over this largci 
River in Canoes the next Morning. 

About half a Day's March from hence 
livej Rer Moume^ King Iritntnorwngare'odi 
Eldeft Son, and Uncle to Rer Vove ; ttf 
whotn we wcrit to pay a Vifit. Mefifengcrs^^ 
for Form- fake, were fent before ; an agree- 
able Anfwer being recciv'd, we approached 
the Town, and found him fitting for the 
Shade-^fake in great State under a tamarind- 
*Tree^ as it was exceflive hot. He is a very 
Great Prince, and extremely well-belov'd : 
There were twelve Wives, and a gre^t many 
other People then with him. When Rer 
Vove^ accompany *d by his Wife Ry Kalty^ 
came to him, they kneel'd, and lick'd his^ 
Knee. After which flie foon withdrew a- 
mong the ^ Women ; but he fat down on a 
Mat near his Uncle : All his Aunts in gene* 
fal, except One who was blind, came tor 
hite, and lick'd his Shoulder ; for they hadi 
not feen him fince his Return from his Ex- 
pfedition at Feraignben The loak Went a- 
bout plentifully, and fome was given to out 
principal People, among whom I was con- 
ftantly with Guy ; who had a particular Re- 
gard for me. My Mafter, however, Sein^ 
not a little proud of his white Marf^ calfd to 
me in broken Englijh ; for he had jufl enough' 
to fay Cofne hither : Gr, How do you dot 
When Rer Moume faw me, }Fere it not for bif- 
Hair^ and Eyes ( faid he) I Jhould J'carce have 
knoFwn him to be White \ his Skin isfofcirclfi 
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with' the Sun^ that it is at fwhrBy nhmfi'^^^ 
my own: Ry Anzackcr there^ is as white ak 
he. And to cbnfefs the TrutHj there was no* 
great Difiircnce in our Compfexibh; Thisr 
\tas his fccond Wife, and Sifter to Denam 
Tokeoffu^ King of Munnongaro^ alias Majfe^^ 
leege. Rer Moume was o£a Ccppdr Colpur, ra^ 
thcr than a Black : Tho' he hadpo vifiblc \fm 
flemper upon him, yet he Bad loft the Ufe 
of his Limbs i and tho' he has no SweHipg ia 
his Legs, or Sofcs about him,: ind look'd well 
to all out ward Appearance, y<^.he can't ftand 
upright; This Misfortune was fuppos'd to be 
brought upon him by Poifbn, which was 
given him by dhe of his Wives^ with a trea-^. 
cherous Intent to kill him ^ ihe having been 
a Captive j and theGoftfortifa N^gbbouring 
Prihcey who oppos'd him. 5 arid was kill'd in 
Battle. He fets on a fquareSeat j or Throne^ 
made on Purpoib for hiin';^but fo low, thatf 
He can reft his Legs on: the Ground, if hcL 
thmks fit. , ^ = 3 .^ . 

Perceiving Icohild fpeak their Language^ 
hcAvas extremely delighted with me ; forhte 
was a good-natur'd, courteous Man \ which I 
have juft Reafon to acknowledge : For byJiij 
Compaflion I was redeemed from the Hard- 
ships of Slavery during my Ccititimiance hcrey 
and at laft difmifs'd in a friei\dly, and gen^ 
teel Manner, and by his Means fent Hondo 
to England. The whole Difcourfe now turn's 
on me, and my furprizing Adventures ; ^the . 
Women too bore a Part io. the Converfatioit, 

G c and 
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•frferprcft'a thclf Pity ; feyifig, 7hej fkbkU 
be glad to have me among tbem^ and (bwid 
think they could never do enough for me^ if t 
^;ou(d oblige them with the agreeable Stories^ 
my Travels. But this happy Time >ras not 
yet come, I was to undergo a few more Fa- 
tigues firfl, tho' my State of Slavery did not 
continue long. 

My Matter, Rer Vove^ was a gay, young 
Man, who purfu'd his Pleafures, and was 
guilty of fome/^' ices^ like many of our young 
^]obi^en in Eurcpej was always in Adion^ 
full of Fire ; and as hts Conftitution was very 
warm and fafiguine, he would.be guilty of too 
many of the Follies, which Youth are prone 
to. As to his Stature he was very tall ; ^or 
in an Army, or Crowd, hetnigfat be diftid- 
gutQi'd at a Diftance, .being an Head talkr 
at le ift, than moft of the PeOj?Ie : However, 
he was exadtiy proportioned, and well^ihap'd; 
his Legs, and Arma were finely taper'd^ I 
was obliged Sometimes to affift him in his 
Love- vdventurcs ; of ivbicha pretty remark- 
able, ^ well as dangerous One was oft this 
journey; as follows: 

No fooner had he parted jrom hi^ Unile, but 
he deter viin^d to vtjif his^ Coufin^ Rcr Cher-* 
jnunghoher ; but coming near his Tmm^ and 
hing tnfcrm% that he was gone from Home at 
far a^ Moherbo; a Thought came into bit 
Head to fetid his Wije one IVay^ .<vhii/l he 'took 
Mother under a Pretence- of Bnjine/s^ and to 
meet . about Jour Days after j. advi/ing btr d 

tk 
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the fame Time to go tborowjome Towns of the 
Virzjmbcrs, who always make one Prefentj or 
another^ to tbofe of the Family ; according 4% 
their Abilities will permit. His Attendants^ 
br the greatefi Part of them^ were ordered tb 
accompany his Wife ; and as for me^ whojije 
expe&ed to have been left her Guardian^ he bid 
me. follow him. When we were at a fufficient 
Jbijiance from the People^ be told me he had a 
Secret to communicate to me of no fmalllmpor^ 
tance-^ and defir^d likewife my Affi fiance in a 
particular Affair^ which he proposed to put in 
Execution. YcJu know my Fidelity {faidi) 
and are fenfible, that I would fcruplc no-^ 
thing, but the Comm ffion of Murder, to* 
ifcrve You, It is nothing of that Nature, I 
affureyou ( faidhe ) ; but the Confequcncc 
may prove fatal, if you da not aft wimDif- 
crction: Rer Cbemungboher^ ift rfiort, has 
marryM One, who \Vas my Confort beford 
Ry Kaley ; and on a Q^iarrel, I put her avvay 
a little too rafhly^ and my Kinffman alfo taatt^ 
ry'd her in too much Hurry ; oi we fhould 
probably have agreed again. The Wothan I 
ftill have an Aneftion for, and as her Hus-. 
band happens to be Abroad, I have fomc 
Thoughts of your procuring nae an Ihrervievr 
'tvith her. There is a Mauromiriter ( that is 
to fay, a black Mtfn of any other Country ) 
who can fpeak Englijh; you QpKxW pay him k 
Vifit, by which Mean^ you may come to the 
l^peech of her. / was fond of this Opportu^ 
nity t^fee this Eoglifh Mauroxpintef; andjor 
- (?c a that 
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that TR^^afon I readily agreed to bis Prefofah^ 
and having my full In/lruSliOHy and a M(fn 
for my Guide ^ I left my Mafter at a fmall ViU 
lage. about t^o Hours Walk from Rer Che- 
manghoher'j To^n^ and proceeded immedi- 
ately On my Efrand. 

LiBwis (for that was bis Name ) receiv'd^ 
and entertained me in an handfome Manner : 
fie was born ( hefaid ) in Jamaica, followed 
the Seay and beijig taken byPyrates was fet &n 
Shore ^/ 5/. Auguftine Bay; where he liv*d 
feme lime^ but the troubles of that Country 
coming on^ he^ as well as many oftheNatives^ 
came away not only for their Security y but for 
more plentiful Living : So that between the 
Affairs of FcraigDher and England, 'ite had 
SubjeSl Matter oj Dijcourfe enough Jor a long 
7tme :• tlis Wife going out^ I took the Oppor- 
tunity of ajking bim^ If he could poffibly in- 
troduce me to their Lord's Wife ? He know-^ 
ing the Story ^ guejs'd at my Intention, tho' I 
told him no more than what was requijite for 
my Purpofe:. He went accordingly to her^ and 
Jloefent //^e^r^ She would come ; which Jl:e did 
Joon with one Maid only to attend her. It w^- 
a good Excuje enough for her to fay ^ HerCu-^ 
riofity led her to fee a white Man, Lewis;

Night, in a IVood at a convenient Dijlance, " 
As foon as Jhe return^ d Home pe fent her Maid 
hvith fome Toak to me \ which when Lewis,' 
and I had drank up, I went with the good 
News to my Mafler. And as it prov'd a fine 
Moon- light Nighty we fom came to the Place 
ajign'(l\ tho^ by going over a River ^ and fho^ 
row a Plantation^ where there were Dogs^ and 
they barkings the Owner had like to ha^e dif-f 
covered us \ for the wild Ho^i often making 
great Havock in the Nigbtj ,they are very, cit^ 
tentive if their Dogs do butfiir. 
" I Left him in the Wood^ and went to Lewis, 
for whom fhe waited : He conduSlcd her thor 
'TOW a Breach made in th? Pallifade ; for tloe 
Gate was always ^uarded^ and I conduced hqr 
to her Gallant. Her Maid ^ccQmp(iny'd her 
W7tb a CapoUj^ fome Rice, and a Calliba/h of 
Toak, ney embraced each Other with all the 
Pcifjion imaginable \ ihe Maid^ indeed^ was 
for ferving up the Supper^ but they hadA^airs 
of greater Moment to. talk of fir ft j which ^e 
' pliiinly perceivings %vithdreWj and diverted oury^ 
felvs /or fome Tip2e as well <?; ive could. In 
about two Hours we heard him whifile^ ivhkh 
s/i^as the Signal for our Coming j wh^n we 
fupp'd all together : Our J^elhes bei?2g full, 
Lewis, (indl rov^d about at a I>iftancey and 
left them again till it w^^ Day-break, Nqw, 
Robin, fays he, we muft do d,s the wild Bpars 
do, get at A Diftancc fropi the Place, where. 
they have been doing their Mifchief : So crofr 
' ' • ' C c 3 ' fm^ 
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Jhg the River a^ain^ ^e walk" J about fifl 
Noon ; when a Man was to come, and bring 
t4S fome Provifions. As I was looking out/harp^ 
end lifiening for the T*oken, which was a 
fVhiJik} I approached him, but the Fellow be^ 
ingfill)\ and knowing nothing of a white Man, 
threw down the Meat, and a whole Callabajb 
of Toak, and took to his Heels: As foon as he 
got Home, he told his Mijirefs , That he faw 
a white Spirit, and it ran after him for the 
Meat ; which he was forc'd to Jeave behind 
him. Ihis gave us fome Diverjion the next 
Night, when foe came a^ain ; A Capon, Rice, 
and Toak were brought this Evening likewife i 
^nd I could not forbear rallying my Majief, 
en having Patience enough now to fup, and 
regale himfelfwith Toak, ns fbon as it came. 
When we had drank plentifully, they bidusgOj, 
and watch at a Dtjlance j and fold outfofne 
Amufement, orothet^, to pajs away the Nights 
And indeed, had we not^made ourfelves merry, 
and been as agreeable to one another asfuch an 
Occafion requir'd^ the Night would have feem'd 
very long, and tedious, IVe Jlept a little to^ 
wards Day-break y and when I went to thent^ 
they were not up ; however, they foon arofe, 
and took their Leave too, by rubbing their 
Nofes together, and drawing their Breath like 
Perfons who take Snuff. After this, they 
parted well fatisfy'd for the prefent. 

It was now broad Day-light, fo that whcli 
Ve attempted to go over the Plantation, ^ 
fame Way as we came, the Pcoplfe were njfc 

And 
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And as we were both remarkable Perfons, ftc . 
by his Height, and I by my Colour; the 
ttvy feeing us at a Diftancie would ba'^e been 
enough to betray the whole Secret: We had 
no Way, therefore, to take, but thorow"a 
Thicket of thorny Wood: I went firft upop 

- my Knees, and beat them down with a Stick, 

, and my Mafter followed. Tho- our Shoulders 
bled in many Places, which we did not re- 

. gard at firft thro' Eagernefs, and when we 

. did, it was to little Purpofe ; for it would 
have been as bad to have retreated. SOy u) 

. ihort, we went thorow 5 but on our Arrival 
on the other Side of t-he River, we ftood ftill 
to look on one another ; and perceiving hosv 
miferably oor Hides were fcratch'd, and torn» 
we could not refrain from Laughter ; rhc/ ve 
>vere fevcrcly niortify'd. We ftiU endeavoured 
to find out private Ways, being as much a- 
iham'd now, as we were afraid before of be-, 
ing feen/ As foon as Guy faw us, he could 
not forbear fmiling. Rer Vhvi told him. We 

■ bad been bunting a wild Boar^ and by pw'lii'^ 
ing him too eagerly inta the Thicket s^ we got 
Jcratcb'd in this ^teous Manner^ It is much 
•more probable ( faid Guy ) a wild fVo*7?an -, and 
the right Owner pur filing vou ^00 rlof^. You 
was glad to efcape to the fir fi Wood Ybu came^ 
at. Ry Kaley grev/ a iiule jealous too upoii 
the Occafion, but we laugh'd it off. 

We being all qiet again, we proceeded 
to the Northward \ where the Cattle are all 

. kept. This is a« fine a Country as ever I 

Q c 4 ' faw. 
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few, and thcbeft ftock'd with all the Nc- 

<:cflaries of Life. Thefe People never gq 

forth to War, but conftantly employ the 

i ivhole of their Timfs in taking Care of the 

- King's, and their Lords Cattle : They have 

plenty likcwife of their own. The King's 

..Cattle are markli with the Ston^p called CA^- 

tnerango. Here arc fuch Numbers of them, 

that 'ti^ not known withinjtw>, or three thou- 

,fand, how many belong to hun : Some^f 

i thefe Oxen are fcarce able to walk for Age, 

:flnd Others are fo fat they'caft'li.ftir : TMjL 

» never milk above the fourth Part of the CoWi<, 

tho' the Place is p puloua^.and as large as 

• fonie King's Etominions. They have a gr«it 

^onajiy Towns, arid ft^any Virzitnbers dwelt 

among them. The chief Town is of large 

.'Extent, where the principal Herdfman keeps 

^a great Court, and has full Power, and Au- 

- thority to dtcide all Gontroverties, and to-' 

;;pi{h any Offender without Appeal, Wfwn 

•we faw him, he, made ^s grand it Figure as 

fi King ; and was. fitting with hi? Attendants 

fibout him in the fame Manner : However, 

tie arofe tq kifs Rer Foveas Knee ( not l\is 

Feet ) as a Tqftimony pf his piore than com^ 

mon Refpedt for him. He had>eight thoo- 

:jrand Head of Cattle of his pwn, and near 

, three hundred Slaves; He made my IVIafter 

a Prefent of fiv? of hi$' own, and fifteea pf 

the Chemango's.. H[e feldom, if ever, goes out 

on Fopt ; but is carry'd on z, Bier on Mens 

Shoulders: He is very old, indeed^ hs^ytag

Fathcyr^ Deaan Lohefute. . ^ ' • 

Butter^ : and Cb'eefk might be ma^e. hene 
in Plenty^ were there but People who un- 

.derftood the Art of it-;;, for the Gows give 
Abundance of Mu'i^ .thJ' noi altogether fo 
much as ours do mBngiand-, but theft thejr 
continue it Imger :: Summer-time in this hot 
Country being the wopft for the Cattle, In 
this Place, however, there are fo many Ri- 
vers, Brooks, and Spring-s, that they^are ne- 
ver incommoded with fuch Droughts, as 
they fometimes are in Antern4roea\ Here 
are Tallow^ and Hides too in Abundance j but 
iFcw think it worth their While to regard 
them. Several other Commodities are to be 
found here, which are worthy of Notice. : 

iWcfx is fo plentiful, that 'tis thrown away ; 

^ there is Iron too in many Parts of the Couil*: 

•try, as well as here^ and the Natives are n6 i<j 

-Strangers to the making of Steel. . Here is 
Qofper^ like wife, of their own Produ<aipn ; 

, pf which vhey make Mannelers : In fome of 
the moft mountainous, and in-lapd: Parts of 
the Country they have Silver-^ and know 
how to make Ear-plates^ of it, and Manne- 
lers : So that I have the higheft %afon to 
thiqk the Country produces ir, as well as it 
(Iocs a white Metal, inuch like our Briti/h 
^/;/, Qr Jutaneg ; pof is there any Reafon to 
dpubt^ but Gold is to he ifound here. Here 
are many other Things ; but as I cannot give 
a iatijsfaftory Accpunt of thcm^ Lpiifi? jtheai 
pver in Silence. But, '^ I 
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I Muft not here omit to mention thcfcvc* 
ral Sorts of Silk^ of which there is Plcn y in 
every Part of the I (land, where I have been. 
Some is of a browhifh Colour, Others of a 
white ; the Outfidc is fmll of ftnall poinded 
Prickles; ; the Cod, or Bag is near three In* 
ches long, and fhapcd like a Nine pin^ at the 
Top, when we take it, there isa Hole, out 
of which 1 have extracted a blackifli Worm; 
but I am not able todefcribe it, or the Manner 
of its Transformation ; as the com n* on S/Vii- 
ivorm : This I know, th?it there are no Mul- 
berry Trees. The Silk of thefe Worms is 
founff upon three, or four feveral Sorts of 
•Trees;' for when they fpin they cleave ro the 
thick Branches, or Body of the Tree. I have 
fcen the People, on ^heir Knees, pull (he Cod 
out to a great Le<^^^.^W^ich they teazie lo 
Pieces ; and then M^ a Spindle made 

of Bone, and a R^-ftafF: After that they 
weave it as they do Cbttm^ ^nd it makes not 
only pretty, but very fine Lambers. There 
, is fome Trbublc^in the Management of it, 
which is all the Reafon I can offer for cheir 
making To little Ufe of it. In this Par* of 
SaaaJauvor, v^here the Cattle are kept, is a. 
Tree callM Rofeer:^ wh'ch is of fingular Ser- 
vice to the middle Sort of People to make 
Lambersof : The Leaf is like that of a Cocoa-: 
NutT^ree^ but longer by two Feet . they take 
off the outer- part, and pui the ohcr^ti- dry 
for two, or three Days together ; which is 
then thip, and white, like a long Shaving : 
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After that they molflea it again, and fpllt it 
into Threads; which they knot in a very neat 
Manner, and weave into Cloath: So^neof it 
}s frequentl/ dy'd, and made into Lambers 
ftrip'd. This Tree bears a Fruit that much 
.refembles a Dam/on. 

Af : ER Rcr Vove had taken a Review of 
his Cattle, and left behind him abowt two 
hundred of them, which he got by ihis Jour- 
.ney, we returned Home to plant IRice ; for 
Men of! the highefl Diftindion here look 
after their. Plantations themfelvcs ; and ^akc 
Care to furnilh their Families with proper 
Provifions. He had not been long at Home, 
before fome Bufinefs call'd him to Moberbo-, 
and thro' Guy'^ Artifice, and Interqcffion, I 
g6t Leave to accompany him; for I had a 
ftrong Inchnation to fee the Englijh'-man.. He 
foon percciy'd I was his Country-man, an4 
we were more over joy'd to fee each Other, 
than Relations arc who live ever fo diftant : 
His Name was WilUam Ibornbury^ he had 
beea nine Years in the Country. 'Twas hi$ 
firft Voyage ; for he was then a Boy > /who, 
like me, was relolutely bent on going to 3ca % 
but a hard Gale of Wind arifing fuddeply, ^ 
drove their Ship from her Anchors ; %n4 
whether fome Pyrate was in Sight? or what 
was the real Caufe he could not Xf\\i iHit 
they never returned, leaving him wit^ mc 
^ Surgeon, and another Man alhoar ; thcj t^,v 
Maft ia few Months dy'd with Grief, andl ^» 
•Svas left alone. The King took* whaf fmall 
* . • Quan-* 
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Qijantity of Goods their Captain had Icft-on 
Shore, and fent immediately for Ihornbury: 
He went, and his Majefty very kindly told 
him. He had no Occafton to fear any Things 
for }je would take Care, he j1:ould not only k 
fupphfdwtth whatever he wanted; hut thai 

Jje would ^ moreover ^Jend him Home by thejirjl 
Vejjil. In all which he was as good as his^ 
Word, nor evec attempted to make a Slave 
of him, as Mevarrow did of me ; fo that 
when we compared our hard Deftinies, mine 
was much the feverer of the two : He went 
to the King's Eldeft Wife for iomp Toak^ in 
Of^r to^treat me with it ; which (he readily 
granted. 

I Have already given the Reader an Idea 
of this King's Perfon : As to his hafty Tem- 
per, and cruel A^^ions, I had heard much 
TtVlk oi them before now : William Thorn- 

•^2/r)v however, let me more fully into his 
CharaAer : I found, upon taking in the whole 
Detail of him^ that Glory, and Ambition 

•■were bis pngjlpal Aim 5 which he look'd 
upon to cqnrarin the Wealth, and Profpe- 
rity of his Gentry: .For Saccalauv r wjs 

' neither richer, nor more powerful than other 
Countries, till his Acceffion to the Regal State. 
But he having cxpeli'd boih his Bro:bers up- 
on his Affumption of the fupreme Dignity; 
One, of them, as I have men i ion*d before, fled 
to TFeraignkerj and got Pofleffion of Part of 
the Country to the Southward y the Other ac- 

* company 'd by about eight hundred Mefi, 

'^\ pa6*d 
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pifstl thrfrow the fine Country^ where the ; 
Cattle arc kept, and where the Virzimbi;rs at 
that Time reGded ; moving ftill further to thcr 
Northward^ and fettl'd on that River, which ; 
the Europeans at this Time call Majekege .• • 
The Virzimbers fled from him on bis firft 
Approach, but finding that his Intcntionsi 
were peaceable, and that he was onlv feek-: 
ing a Place of Refuge for himfelf ; tney re-; 
turn'd to their Habitations, and liv'd under 
his Jufifdiaion. Here heeftablifti'd a King- 
dom almofi: as extenfive, and powerful as his 
Brother's ; which his Son, Deaan Tokeoffu is 
now in tbe Pofleflion of. Rer Iritnmeiton^ 
garevo underftanding his Brother had thu8^ 
happily fettl'd himfelf, fept Embafladors to 
propofe an amicable Alliance between them; 
which he, bciijg a goodrnatur'd Man,, readily 
^ame into ; hoping God,, and his de^eafed 
Father Deaan Lohefute^ would forgive his 
Brother \ and for the future blefs them both« 

Rer Trimmonongarevo now cafcfs'd foqiC: 
of the Virzmbers^ and gavefjiem To:^tos on, 
the Banks of Mernee : He wSS very GqierpM^ 
likewife to his own Subjeds, and made con* 
fiderable Prefents, nbt only of Cattle, but 
Slaves to thofc who had fuftcr'd Lofles in 
his Service; but more cfpecially he took all 
the engaging, and pQliti<;:al Ways he could, 
devife, to rtempt People from o^her Gouiy* 
tries, to come and live m Saccalauvor. I 
have already mentioned his courteous Tipat^ 
mentofthe F^r^/^£-/^^r People, whofe Fa- 
2.. . * . miUes

mifies had been taken in War ; reftorlng ali 
the Captives, and Cattle, to fuch Mailers/ 
Jnd Relations as would come, and fettle in 
his Dominions t By this Means, they are 
grown not only vallly populous, but rich, 
and the People live in Plenty, as well a» 
Peace; they reverence, and adore hina, in 
Ihort, as a tender, and indulgent Father of 
his Country. But fee now the Danger of 
fubmit'/ing implicitly to the arbitary Wilt, 
and Pleafure of any Man ; even tho' be has 
many ufeful, and great Virtues to recom- 
mend him. People bv fuch Means become 
Slaves to the Man, wno is not in every Re- 
fpeft aft Her6*y but attended with humafi 
Frailties, and lubjeft to Paflions lefs gOTertt- 
ablethan in Men of lower Station: ibuperior 
Grsatnefs is his View, which explain'd, is 
AdvafiCing his Prerogative beyond That of 
his Pred^cedbrs ; and (hewing, that be can dc^ 
tcrminc according to his own Will more ab* 
^lutely than any of his Contemporaries :i 
Absolute Powfr is what all Ambitions 
Princes aim at, and thirft to cn^y it: This 
the World may fee is th(? Darling Paffion of 
the Vicious Great ; and This was the Mis- 
fortune that attended Saccalawoir ; at lea(! 
that Part of it, which was under the imme- 
diate Jurifdiftion of Rer TrtrnmonoTrgarcvo : 
For the other Lords, his Sons, and Nephews 
were as human as thofe in any other Part of 
the Ifland ; but the Authority he had iifi^^ 
had made him fo l)aughty, and imperioaii 

thfT 
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tfeat to (hc\v he could a6t as ht pleasM, arid was 
not to be governed by the Traditional Laws ; 
tvhcn an Ambaflador, or any Strangers were 
at his Towii, he would order fome one, or 
Other of any two contending Parties to im- 
imediate Execution for very trivial Faults ; 
and fometimes for none at all. This barba* 
tons Difpofition, however, did not appear, 
tilt he was fufiiciendy edablifli'd i/i his Go^ 
rernment ^ and then feveral Inflances of his 
Cruelty were too confplcuous. By thcfe vile 
Anions he loft the Love of many of his Suh* 
jedls, who whhdrcw to live under more hu* 
nan Sovereigns. Some quite abandon 'd the 
Country, and went to his Brother's Son Toak-- 
^u; tho' they might have been tolerably 
iafe with Im Sons, and Nephews: And this 
is the only Remedy, which thefe People hav«r 
againft Arbitrary Power ; for th«y have no 
Notion of a Jus Divinum, as we call itf; nof 
dbink themfelves oblig'd ^y the' Lav^s 6f* Re-^ 
ligion to fufFerany Injpofirions. The Lords, 
iikewiie, have contracted a very laudable^ 
*nd human Cuftom, of bein^ extremely fond 
of Relieving fuch as are Dijirejfed:^ efcn tho^ 
there has been Enmity before. This wa» 
Deaan Crindo's Son's Cafe when he fled ta 
Antemfa^ and this very King's Brother's, Ker 
Mimebolambo^y when he fl^ to Feraignheri 
Mid to this generous Virtue my own Delive- 
rance was principally owing. 

I Was one Day in this Kings Prefencc, 
whea tliere wis a Crowd ^bout him^ and 

up- 
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upon his Coughing, and Fetching hi^ Brettfih 
a little uneafv, the People fell immediately 
proftrate on the Ground : The Reafon, as I 
wnderftood afterwards was, becaufe not long 
before, in luch a Fit of (hort Breathing he 
took up a Blanderbufs, and difchafg'd it a- 
mong them without fpeaking a Word ; Oc, 
making any other Excufe, when he had thu9 
kiird t\Vo, or three of his Attendants, than 
Pf^&y did they ftife him ? I never faw fuch ab* 
jedt Slavery on the Ifland before ; and yet to 
do him Juflice I mufl fay» he was far from 
being in all his Actions, and Refolutions, tt 
bloody Tyrant; for two, or three Inftances 
v;f fevere Executions ( only excepted ) which 
he ordered out pf Often tation : His other Bar- 
barities were only now and then^ the £iFe£b 
of his inordinate Paflion; which> indeed^ 
grew ,worfe ; as he advanc'^l in Years. It 
muftbe acknowledged, that he diresfted corr 
poral Puni(hments oftner than were j3ra<^is'd 
in any other Country. Here wAs^ during 
my Refidence amongft them, a Woman whc( 
complain'd to him againft another, for rob* 
bing one of his Wives, who was her Miftreis) 
but upon Examination the Accufer wa^ found 
a very forry Creature, and One, whofe Eai» 
fa«d been cut off for a former ^^ifdemea^ 
nor; Some Embafladors being then preftnt, 
the wicked Wretch made Choice of tb»( 
Time, to accomplifli the End of her Malice 
the more efFe(ftualIy; for as the People ex- 
pe<acd a bloody Pecifion, fp it. h%pp«ft^ 
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yet Ohfe cah hardly pWncJuhce it was unjuift, 
tho^ very fcvere; for after he^ritig, with a' 
^teit Dcil bf Patience, all that Khe alltdg'd, 
arid ^hquifing itito every minute Cifcum- 
ftaHce of the Gafe,. be oWei^^d the bafe Ac- ' 
culcr tb be carry*d off, and kiH'd direftly : 
The Perfoh fo un^uftly accused defir'd to 
have the Liberty of being the Executioner 
herfelf; with which he cbmply'd, and gave 
her a Sword for thiit Purpofe, She foon ovef * 
toolc the proper Officer, who, ifecirig the King's 
Sword, held the Criminal while the Other 
cut her Throat. Th^fe arc Inifences fuffi- 
cient to fhew t'he yirtiies, arid Vites, as well 
as the fingiila^ Diibbfition of this Bxtt-aordi- 
nat^y King. \ ' 

DvRjNQ ray Stay here, T Taw Willium' 
Purfer^ the Interpreter, and fcveril Others 
oi Firaignber i and amohg tbe reft, .tny old 
Friend Ry-Nanko ( K& Vovveh'^ Ariibafla- 
dor to Deaan Crindo^ tvho was the fitft that 
dire<Sted me to Feriignher^ ) came to pay 
me a Vifit : He liv'd as great as in his owtt 
Couhtry, having voluhtarily follow 'd foma 
of his Jpamily, who wfere taken Prifoners. 
: Ref Vove was tiow on his Return Home; ' 
and hiy^ Cdyhtry-itidh and I were to part^ 
which v^e did with no fmall Reluftancc; 
yet not before we had given each other full 
Inftrudtioris, where to find our refpcdlive 
Friends, whoever fiionld be fo happy as fo 
reach England firft • which prov'd to be his 
^ood Fortune. 

D (^ Some 
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'Some few Days after we iwcrc. got Home, 
the two Amboer^lambo Embafladors, who 
were at Moherboj being on their Return into, 
their own Country, and paffing thorow our' 
Town, RerVove ^rcvzAd on them to ilay. 
a Night with him, and allotted them a com- 
modious Apartment, to which they invitcdi 
me; and felted me on :their.own Mat.ber- 
twcen them^ Their CiiiriQfity) they Jaidr\ 
led them to enquire after the JM^nners, and 
Cuftoms of mj'Country m ^general 5 . and oT^ 
my own Adventures in particiiiar : I gratji- 
fy'd them in the beft Manner t cpuld , or ra=-^ 
ther fb a% the^; were befi^^apaBle of i^ncicT'^ 
flanding me : For as to tbeXargeneis^ and. 
Grandeur of our Court ^ tSty^* Fleets, and^ 
jirjnies, &c* ^on all which lexpatiated j th^y 
would give no. Credit to it^.. and look'd up^ 
on it only as^a.meer Rom^ice. .In.my Tufo. ^ 
lafk'd them where their Country lay ? Thej 
told mc, It si/as'a mountainous^ tn^landVlace^, 
divUed intp tivo .Kingdoms^ calfd Ambper- 
lambo ; whtcb ndcre govern' ify two Brotbm* 
V5&fy bad vafi large Ears^mtb^her Plates, 
ihtbemy that glitter* d like Cotffets: I was very 
» dejirous to kjpm bow they cante^Jof TCbey in- 
hrm'd me^ ^at when taey. are young ajmall. 
^ole only is made at Jirjl^ Jand n Piece of Lead 
put into it\ when the fP^ur^i^^is. beaPd^ they 
have a /mall Springs Ring pui iflto it, which 
extends it by ihegrees\%nd, after this, another^ 
tin the Hole is as large as they^thinkccmvenie^y. 
then they place thefe fikjier Plates in it^ ^i^4 ^ 

" eirf 
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art. neatly tnade^ and. exaBly fitted to theHote^ 
with great Precaution for Fear of breaking id 
Some of thefe Holes in their Ears are Jb large ^ 
that a Woman may put her Hand tborow it^ 
They have feveral Artificers among themfehes 
who make thefe Ornaments. Tie poorer Sorf^ 
thfcy faid, ^uiho could not /sford- Silver, had 
them of Tutancg ; yohicb they call Fcroch- 
futey. They came into this Country to trade 
chiefly in Irdri^ of which they make Abundance \ 
i howewr^ they bring great ^jfantities of ^i\k 
likewtfe. Their Vallies are very foggy y dni 
^arjhyy unwholfom for Cattle^ and not fit to 
be inhabited ^y Jjb that .they Irky. Cattle. - Ti^

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Not long after diis, I was taken with a 
violent Pain in my Bones ^ which at firft I 
took for a Cold: cut it encreas'd to that De* 
gree, that I could not walk without Crutches, 
Thi$ DifeaCe continued three Months fucceC' 
iively, and then I began to have large Boils, 
Cfr Blotches, break out all over my Body ; my . 
J^eighbours foon perceiv'd it was the Colab^ 
pr Tawi ; and Rer Vove fent me to a Virzim^ 
b(r% Hpufe on the Banks of Mernee^ \n Or- 
dcr for a Cure. They took the Bark of a 
Tree, of which I don't recoiled the Name, 
ileeping it in Water : \Vith this they wafli'd, 
jmd bath'd me every Day, which in a few 
Weeks made my Bones much eafier ; and in 
few Weeks more the Blotches dy'd, and wore 
away \ after which I recovered my Strength 
jipace, I liv*d with thefc Virzimbers in .all 
about fix Months. 

These People are almoft of a differepft 
Species from the Others : Their Heads arc of 
9 peculiar Shape, the hinder . Part, and tiio 
Forehead are almoft: as flat as a Trcpcher : 
But this I imagine to be unnatural, for 'tis 
fram'd thus by a daily Preffure of their Chil-' 
dren from the Cradle. Their Hairfis xjd- 
ther fo long, nor fo woolly as that of the o- 
ther Nations. Their Religion, likewife^ is 
widely dift^nt from other Peoples. Tfe^y 
have no 0%;/eys in their Houfes, but pay.^ 
awful Regard to the New Moon^ and to fe- 
veral rAnimals j namely, z Coci^ a Lizard^ 
and the like. Whether they think thcfc Grc^«

tares have vS^rZ/j, or not ; or Dcemons*xh%t 
attend them, I cannot determine ; tor wheil- 
cVer they (iifcours'd among themfelves, it w«s

• much a Stranger, that I was hot able to givea 
'^fufficicnt Reaim for theft Particulars. When 

they feat themfelves to their Meals, they tkke 

^Bit of Meat, and throw it ov6r their. Heads, 

fiying, 7bere's^a Bit for tbe^ spirit. In the 

next Place, they cut four. little Bits more, 

-find throw to theSovercigns, or Rulers of the 

. ftwir Quarters of the Earth. This is the con- 

ftant Pradtice of fuch as have any Regard to 

*- religious CereQionies , but there are too many 

• who ncgledf It, ; as fome .in Europe ; and look 
, &n Saying '(jKace at their Meals^ as an idle 

Faftiion. They drefs their Viftuals much 
'more agreeably' than the other People; for 
-^ey always bbit Plantinsr} hx Potatoes with 
■ their Meat,' and make good Socp^ and well 

i^icken*d a/ they do in £2^«p^,

i. Oppofitiorr' to-anbther ;; Thet:e being no ge • 

P d 4 neral 
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niral Law. or Government, which coukl 
fettle their juft Claims, or determine any un- 
happy Dii&ntions between one Town, and 
another ; till they in this Part made Rer Trm^ 
tnonongarevo their Patron, and Protedor, 
whilfl Others put their whole Con6dence in 
Deaan ^okeeffu. There are more of them, ?s 
I have heard, in. other Parts of the liland, 
fcatter'd up, and down, who ibift their Ha- 
bitations; which thefe were wont to dp for- 
merly. 'Tis no eafy Matter to determine, 
whether thefe are not the Original Natives, 
or 6rft Inhabitants of the Land. I obferv'd 
here, that Diiference in Religion was looked 
upon as no Crime, nor any Offence to. onp 
another : Moreover, that they, like the Others, 
have no Priefts. 

, Having now in great Meafure recovered, 
my Strength, I began to reflcdt oh the Mi- 
fcry of returning to my former Slavery ; and 
for that Reafon after fome Confii^ with my- 
felf, I determined to run the Rifque of throw* 
ing myfelf at Rer Moume's Fecri\to beg his 
i^rotecflion, be.theConicquehce what it wouldi 
Death being preferable tQ perpetual Slavery. 
Having imbib'd this Notion, Ideilr'd my 
Landlord one Morning to put me over tlie 
Water in his Canoe ; for I would willingly 
pay a Vifit to a Friend on that Side, . it.not 
being above two Hours Walk to J?^r Moume'% 
Town. ^ 

At my Arrival I found him fitting undrr 
a Kind of Pent-boufe, wth his Wiv« roiud 

abou • 
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about him : I laid down, and lick'd his Feet, 
then rifing upon my Knees, I lifted up, my 
hands^ andjud to him for Mercy andProteSiion 
Jrom the ifl Treatment of my Majler Rcr Vovc ; 
be: having made the moft abjeS Slave ofme^'Jor 
only dejiring a Friend to beg of him to felt me 
(not to make a Prefcnt of me ) to my own Coun- 
try-men ; that I might fee my dear Parents once 
morey from whom I had been ajbfent jb many 
Tears. My Majler infifted that I was his 
Slave^ his Prifoner of War^ tho* 1 was there 
no otherwife than Will, was here^ a poor^ un- 
happy Creature wandring about tilll could find 
an Opportunity to get to my Native Country ^ 
and was no Enemy of his^ neither was I taken 
in Arms : Should Tou deliver me up to him he 
would doubtlefs kill me^ and there will be an 
^nd of all my Sorrows \ but I live in Hopes, of 
finding Mercy Jrom Tou. I foon pcrcciv'd that 
my mournful Tale afFcded him ^ for the 
Tears ftood in his Eyes, and fome of the 
Women aftually wept. . He bid mc rife, and 
be aflur'd, that he would not deliver mc up 
to Rer Vove. Should myKmJman ( fays he ) 
want Slaves to do his PFork ( tho' I know the 
contrary) I will fend him two ^ or three in your 
Ste0d: Be not afraid^ I will bothproteSi^ and 
provide for you. Then turning to one of his 
Conforts, Here Ry Anzacker, fays be^ do you 
from henceforth be Kohxvi' s JMcthcr \ and take 
Care he wants J or nothing. . jill IJhall defire 
of you ( fays he to me ) will be to look after 
. my Chejl oj Arms^ which are an hundred^ or 

more 
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more in Number-^ and fee thai my Flints, and 
Shot are all kept in Order ^ and you fkall have 
Servafits too to do the Work. Then calling a 
Slave, he gave him Direftions to build me a 
Hoqfe next to my Mother's, within the Pal- 
llfarle. In two Days I was a: Houfe- keeper. 
Ry Anzacker proved very kind to me, and I 
never walk'd out without my Gun in my 
Hand like a Freeman. 

In few Days after feveral Meflepgers came 
from Kcr Vove to Ker Moume. I was by, 
when, in their Lord's Name, they demanded 
his whiteslave : Rer Moume examined them 
firft, to know if what I had told was Matter 
of Fad} and wheh he found it was, lam 
Jorry, ( faid he ) my Kin/man is fo rajfjy and 
thougbtlefs a young Man to aSl after this Man- 
ner. Did any One 'ever fee beforey a white 
Man a Slave to a black Man* s Cook^ Slave ; 
U7ilefs it was anion^ the wor/i of Brutes in that 
unpoliJh*d Country Antf^rndrocz} It was a very 
unjufl Thing to force him from Feraingher ; 
and when be w-as here; it would have bethtbe 
Pdft t)fa wife^ and honejl Man to have pre- 
fented Robin to the Engliih Captain^ and 
made a Merit of taking Care of him. In /odd' 
ing he had done a generous ASlion\ and it wouUL 



have rtffcSied an Honour on himfelf^ and on 
all: He P^culd recolleSl the many Benefits W 
have received from the EngliCb, ani that 
we- were infulted by all our Neighbours^ till 
theyfurnifb'd us with Arms. Here^ take tins 
tVoman-Slave^ and give her to bim ; Jbt^ is 
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able todo fhore Service than'^chm^ in Cafe he 
wants Work from him : As for my Part^ IJball 
make no Slave ofbim. Tit affure you ; he may 
go when he nlotll^ and live where he will ; even 

.witbKcT Vove, if he thinks proper -, arid does 
pot care to live with me. However^ I (hall 
not cdnfent to that, unlefs J am 'Wellfatisffd 
of his beinz more courtetufly treated. Here^ 
Take the JVoman in his Stead, ' Thcjr canlc 
again the next Day with the Woman, and 
rencw'd their Yeftei day's Demand \ id which 
he gave an Anfwer i;i diredt Terms, that 
They Jhould not have me. 

I was treated here in a moft coiirtous 
Manner by all the King's Wives ; but par- 
ticularly by my Mother, Ry Anzacker:^ they 
taking greac Delight in the many Stories I 
told them of my Misfortunes, and Advert- 
tures: I us'd frequently to go with -Rt'r 
Moume to a fpacious Lake, which had Iflands 

. in it, feveral Miles round, call'd the Ke-r 
reendea. This Place was formerly drowned 
^y the Mernee's breaking its .Banks. Rer 
Moume w?s always carry *d in a Vehicle, not 

* much unlike la Sedan ; and had a Can6e krge 
enough to hold twenty Men, in Which was 
..a Seat made on purpofe for hiraj he not 
*bcing able to fit, as other People did, upon 
the Floor. Several other Canoes of tien, and 
Five Hands, ^nd fome fmall ones of two, 
us'd to accompany him. Our principal Eni- 
ploynients were Fiftiing, and Fowling j ia 
which the Virzimbers are very dexterous, 

^ making 
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making Nets of various Kinds, and alfo Fifii* 
hooks for Angling ; ^vhich was Rer Moume\ 
favourite Diverfion. His Son, Rer Cbulu 
would often divert himfelf with killing Alii" 
gators \ and the Weapon he generally us'd 
was a Hartoon^ with a Head fix'd on it, and 
a Rope faften'd to the Steel, and Staff both: i 
Being thusfurnifli'd with Tackle, they paddle i^ 
along the Water towards the Alligator^ whom ' 
they generally efpy at a Diflance; for they 
keep their Nofes above Water, and appear 
like a floating Cake of Cow-dung. When 
they come within ten, or a dozen Yarda of 
him, he finks to the Bottom, and crawls a 
good Way before he llops; but his Path is 
difcovcr'd by a Bubble that rifes up, aod 
where it ftands they ftrike \^ for they will lye 
flat on their Bellies with their Sides prefs'd 
out, where they hear ,a Noife ; fo that they 
arc often ftabb'd witlijthe Harfoon: Thp' 
fhould it light on their\Elacks, or Heads, it 
will make no more Impreflion than it would 
on a Rock. The Virzimbers make 9 Net ef i 
Ropes, with large Maflies, and wich thefe they 1 
fometimes take them , they alfo take them J 
with 'Snare? made of Spring- fticks, which ' 
draAv lip a Noofe in a Ropqj thefe they place 
at the Mouth of a Rivulet, or imaU Cana(: 
And by thefe Methods I have kyown Rtr 

fi Ckuluy and his Company kill twenty, or ^hi^y 

J Alligators in a Day. 

Rer Moume made me a Prefent of three 
H(^|; Cowj, which calv'd in four Months s he aik'd 
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ftiB, tVh I did not marry? I tofff&ftff'J^A/ 
not nvell maintain a Wife; ,4rnd that at prefent 
I liv'd very 'iodl^ and much better than I could 
'u>fth a fVGmiyf.to pro^oide for. He faid, ,j& , 
was not l^k'4np^n as decent J^ a Man to live 
^ Jingle % i^nd\ayjor .her Maintenance^ J'V.P^^' * 
xiniy put it^in your P(n&erto^p that^ but xc^r 
comme7td One Jo ym iike^i/^, SoasJ.per- 
ceiy'd he .wfi,d Tericuis, I was Toon perfuaded ; 
but with this Pirpvifo, Thflt^hejbould-notco/^-' 
pel the fFofOtiny '^ut ajk her Conjent^ and leave 
it: to kfr o^n Choice I to ^yhich he readily a- 
greed. So; fending for One who was an-At^r. 
tendantop niyiMother, he:ppen*d the Cafe^tq . 
hpr, ond^ld l|er, She fijojuldJb^^ my Wifeif (hi}. 
thought fit 5 , jnd bid her Speal^hr Mindheely y. 
for hi did not intend (he pould fubmit to tt thro* ' 
any Compul/iqn^ But with zffi, Air of Chear- . 
f^^lB^Ts ih? faid, She approved of the Motion., 
Upon thid RyAnzacker took)hi^ back again»\ 
to drefs her; up very fine with.£eads, and a.: 
new iilk Lamber, iSc. and prefented her to 
ine» X defir'd that the Prince^ would make, a , 
formal Marriajgc of it, by Taking hold of her 
Hand firfi^ and then afking us both, Ifive, 
gave our mutnal Confent ? And then by Giving 
her Hand into mine : All which he readily 
gjratify'd mc in, with Abunda,nce of AfFabi- 
Iky, and good Nature, and \v:as very merry ; 
as the Women were, likewife, according to. 
Qtiftorn on fuch Occafions. The Ladies at-^ . 
tended us Home, but not empty handed ; for 
th^J gave us a large Quantity of fuch Kind 
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of .I^roiture.as.we principally wanted. The 
Princfe 'too gave me the Day following a Plan- 
tsition with Ricey and PotatoeT^ &c. growing 
upon it, and fit to dig. He gave me, more- 
over; a Slave, a Boy about fixteen Years of 
A^e ; and in a fliort Time, he fent 15c with 
Others to fetch away fonic Cattle from a 
Man, who, upon Examination before him, 
h^d be^n found guilty of flealing feveral from 
his Neighbours; for which Fad6 be was fined 
twenty Beeves. This wai thefirfl Time I 
w^s ever fent on fuch an Errand^ the* not the 
laft ; and Peopleof the beft Rank are fbnd of 
this Employment ; for they hever fail of a 
good Pi-efent for their Troublt. He gave 
me, likewife, a Cow with hef Calf, and a 
young Bull of three Years old. Whenever I 
went on any fuch Occailons afterwards, I ne- 
ver had lefs than one Beaft for niy Labour, 
and fonietimes two ; fo that I gfew rich, and 
fetit moft of my/Cdttle four Miles offj agreo^ 
ing- with a Man- to give him the tiflic Caif of 
fuch as he fhould rear for me ; keeping three 
Cows only at Home for Milk :- So that now I 
liv^'d as happy aS the Country could afFord.md; 
nay, fp much to my Satisfadtkm, that had 1 
not a Defire to fee my Parents cfnc^ aigain, h 
que/tion whether I fhould ever have taken afty 
Pains to geit to England-^ and eve^ wh^t 
wi(h'd for it, I was perfedly eafy ; fincc 1' 
v^as affur'd that fFilL Thornbury would in-* 
form my Friends where I w^ } and how ^' 
Worl(f went with mer • •*'-

-Some, Months after this, lJ«r 
Wor4, that he. purposed to pay his tj ,,_ 
lit ; upon \yhlcb I went dircilly to RerMoume^ 
and told hmiy. I was gowg for tbne^ ^^ f^^

numghohcr. Jknow {J'^idKcr Moumc ) what 
you meati^ ititpu have MOccafion to fear.

Is he- a Slave 
ef yours tl am ajham^dofyour Impni^ence to 
fiyfo. Jts it not to the white Men^ but more 
ijpedally^to bis Country ^men the EngViCti^ that . 
we are it^debted for the Riches we enjoy? We^ 
who Jormerh were^ injulied by the Amboer- 
IzxsAyo.People^ and other Nations arouTidus^^are 
by tbefe Englifti-men? Guns made too pg^f^erftpl 
for them ; and by the Beads, Lookingrglafl?s, 
(^c. which they bring in Plenty^ our late Ene^. 
mies arejond of our Friendfhip^ and Traffick^ 
And dofCt.^'ou think it a fine Story for Will, to 
titl^ Tbhatpne of his Country^men^ who happened 
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be J^^fecJCdm tbfs Country^ was niade d 
Slave ofh'jd black Lord: of Mbrandavo ? But 
tofatisfy you^ that Idcn*t treat him like a S/aie, 
ke is at bisJLiberty to go this Moment where he 
plcafh'\\afidiakeVnW,iJe, kisSla^ce^ and his 
Cattle with him ; nay^ bad with you^ ij you 
carf^^fvail on him Jo to do ; and give tne your 
Word^ dfidHtmour^ that you will make htm a 
'freeman. ? Aner this JWtetinct he argu'd with 
his'Nepiw\v, find rcprokth'd him with Indif- 
cretfen, aswellaslrihumariity, by treating a ■ 
Man in Diftrefs with too much Severity, till 
he convinc'd him of his^Miftakc ; infomuch, 
that hedefir'dl would come, and (ce him in 
the Eveftin.g, which I did. At ifty Entrance 
into, the Houfe I lick'd hfis Knee, as a Tcfti- 
mony of my Refpeft^, but not his Feet, to 
let him. fee that I knew I was a Freeman, 
Hcus'd many Arguments to induce me to lire 
with him, and made mc very large Promifcs ; 
which, probably, he might have performed: 
For he was no vile Perfon, but only too rafh^ 
and inconfiderate. He alfo fet Guy to influ- 
ence mei if poflible, \vho made Ufc of one 
engaging Argument J namely, Ti&4/Rcr Vcvc 
intended to travel into the Dominions of other 
Princes^ oUt of Curiofity to fee their various 
Manners and Cujloms. I told Guy tl>e true 
Reafon why I would not confent to it ; whidt 
was, ^hat J was much nearer the Sea ntiw than 
when with them ; and that I did not quejlton^ 
but Rer Moume would fend me Home by toefirjl 
Ship that came. After this-l fat, and drank • 
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I'oak with them, then took my Leave, and 
was returning Homeward j but Rer Fove fol- 
lowed me, and deiir'd I would never mention 
his Amour with his Kinfman's Wife ; which 
I aflur'd him I never would whilft I liv'd in 
the Country ; and fo we parted good Friends. 
It will not be improper, I prefume, to make 
one curfory Remark here, which is, That this 
gay, young Gcntlernan was highly to be com- 
mended for fo readily conceding to his Uncle's 
Arguments, attending to what he faid with 
Reverence, and being convinced by Reafon* 

Thus I liv*d with i?^r Moume^ as eafy, 
and happy, as he could poffibly niake me ; 
and the only Misfortune that now attended 
me, was my Refidence in a Foreign Coun- 
try : But my hard Deftiny had flill one me-» 
-lancholy Scene, or Danger more, to affright 
me with before I left this Iflaild j and it was as 
Jiorrible, and fliocking to human Nature, as 
,any I had hitherto undergone ; and the more 
fo, betaufe altogether unexpedted, not only by 

* myfelf, but every One elfe j which was thus 
•introduc'd : ^bere liv'dat Moherbo, (?;?^ Fran- 
'Caico^ ariinoffcf^ve Man^ born in the Eaft In- 
:dies, of PortugueljSl*Ptfr<f;7/i ; but as black as 

• ^ofl of them. He had liv'd here many Tears 
to his Satisfadiion^ nevefpropojiug to remove 
jrom off the Jfland\ be hkd beat taken by Py- 
rates^ who^ at his R/fueJ}, Jet him a (hear. This 
. Man^ tho' a Surgeon ( as be faid) by Vrofeffiony 
yet had a mechanical Head ; ejpecially to Car- 
pi enters ^//i Joiners Bujinefs , a?2d hndfurnijlfd 

E e. him- 
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bimjelfivith Tools for his Purpofe ; and us'dfre* 
quently to oblige the Princes and Lords with ma- 
king them Chejisy &c. Rer yio\xmc fent^ and 
dejir'd him to get Leave of Rer Trimmonon- 
garevo to come^ and make him One; ivkicbbe 
did: As this Artificer /poke the Madagafcar 
Language freely^ we were agreeable Companions. 
He told me^ as Part ofhisfecret Hiftory^ that he 
was violently in Love with a young Woman ; 
whofe Parents^ tho' they were not inclirid to 
the Match J yet did not pofitively give bim a De- 
nial After he hadjlafd here near two Months, 
andfinijifd what Rer Moume bad to do^ be was 
dijmifs'd with a generous Reward. 

When be bad been fome Months at Home^ with 
Rer Moume' J Leave y I went to vijit him atMo- 
herbo, and found bim very ill, and melancholy, 
bis Miftrefs in his Abjenci having marry' d ano- 
ther Per/on, which he took to Heart. He had 
made her fever al Prefents^ during his Courts 
jhipj and received her Promife of Marriage^ 
' which y on his ill Treatment ^ be demanded of her 
Parents again y and on their Refufal complained 
to the King 5 he being in Efteemy and always 
near his Perjon. His Re^ue/i was reje^edy the 
King fay ingy He would never compel Parents 
to difpoife of their Children againft their Indi- 
nations. Upon wbicbyFr^ncKcofaidindifcretelf 
in the King* s Hearingy Thatasfoon ashe^vas 
recover'd of his lUnefs^he would leave Afo- 
berboy and live under jR^r ikf^/zw^'. I bad been 
here but a few Days bejore be began to gatbef 
Strength , and then he and I went to the Kit^} 

Couriil 
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Court: Ai Int>asjiandi?igby him the King caji 
an angry Eye upon me^ and ask'd^ Who that 
white Man was with his Gun upon his Shoul- 
der? Francifco^»/'ix;trV, It is Rer Moume's 
white Man, who came to give mca Vifit. Is 
it lb, faid be^ then I know what he wantSi 

Come hither. What's your Bufinefs here 

pray ? /, being co?ifcious of his bar bar cm Difpo^ 
Jit ion y anfwer'd in afaint^ andtrcniblingVoicey 
Only to vifit my fick Ff iend. Yes, reply d 
the King^ your Friend there , in my Hearing, 
faid he would go to your Mafter Rer Motmc^ 
as foon as he was recovered ; and, I fuppofe, 
you are come to conduft him thither; but I'll 
ipoil your Project. — Here, Mejoro^ (calling 
to the Officer) take this white Slave to the Place 
of Execution, difpatch him prefently, and 
bring his Gun to me. T^he People were (Iruck 
HS^itb Surprife as well as myfelf \ however^ I 
was led out for Execution^ and Multitudes fol- 
low* d me 3 fome bf whom dc fir d to p^ke Hands 
with mey ajid take their Leave of vie j which 
the' Executioner permitted. I was/d Jljock'd 
with the lyger-like Leap, which this favage 
Brute made at tny Lifcy that I became ftupid'^ 
not knowing whether I was in a Dream, till I 
came to the Place of Execution • where I law the 
Bones of feverallVrctches lye unbury'd: Rouzi?jg 
from my Lethargy^ I began to weep piteou fly ^ 
and to pray to God to receive my Souh What 
a fhocking Turn of Fortune was this ! That 
One, who but fome few Minutes before, was 
furrounded by his Friends ; One, whofe Mind 
E e a wav9

was innocent, and free from Evil ; whofe Ani- 
ons were inofFenfivc, and of whom no Man 
could juftly complain, ftioiildj in a Moment, 
be doom'd to die an ignominious Death by 
the Hands of a common Executioner, like a 
vileMalcfador; on no other Account, but to 
gratify the Refentment of an old doating, cho- 
lerick Savage. While I was thus iemoamng 
my hard Fate^ and the People pitying my deplo^ 
rable Cafe ; injiead of falling on the Monfier^ 
and freeing thewfelves and me from his T^yranny, 
u Voice ISO as heard at a Dijlance^ Stay — - ftay, 
don't kill Robin. The Words were /ban re- 
feated^ and the Mefjenger came forward with 
Orders to bring me back : At which the People 
gave a general Shout for Joy. When I came 
iejore the King^ not only his principal Wife^ 
but the reji of them were on their Knees j with 
Tears in their Eyes-,, nay^ fome Men too were 
expojiulating with him ; telling him he would 
bring irretrievable Ruin^ and Defolation on his 
Country \ the fatal Effedls of which his gr gat 
Grand-children would certainly feelj when the 
white Men fhould hear of his Barbarity to one 
of their Country -^men^ who had done nothing to 
deferve it. This, at Length, affwag'd the Heal 
of his Fury I tilling me, I might thank my 
Friends, or I had been Dog's;^eat by this 
Time : However, fays he, TIF mortify your 
Pride ftill. Here, fays he to three Men, take 
him, fetter'd as he is, and carry him, and his 
Gun to Rer Moume j and pray tell my Son, 
I exped he ihould treat him like a Slave as lib 

isj 
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is; and not let hina ftrut about like a Lord, 
with his Gun upon his Shoulder. Hereupon^ 
I fell proftrate on the Grou?2d, and lick'd bis 
Feet yf be People making Signs to me fo to do : 
tJpon tbis be bid me tbank his Women j I then 
paid my ReJpeSls to Ry Chemotoea, and two, 
or three more ; and didfo with all Sincerity j 
Jor it was to their Entreaties I ow'd my Life. 

We went directly on our Journey^ and e*very 
Town we pafs'd thorow, the People ajk'd with 
Ajionijhment^ What Crime the white Man 
had been guilty of, that he (hould be thus 
bound? T^o whom my Guards without palliating 
the Cafe in the King's Favour , told the Truth ; 
for which every One feem'dtopity me^ and re^ 
Jent the King's ill Ufage of me. At Nighty when 
we came to lye down to Rejl^ they ajk'd me^ 
Whether I would have my Hands unty'd, or 
not ? / i^Jk'd them J What were their Orders ? 
They /aid. Their Orders were to keep me 
bound. Then, /aid /, Tho* it is fomewhat 
painful to me, yet you (hall not hazard your 
Lives for my Eafe. So I lay as welt as I could 
ell Night, and the next Day travelled in the 
Jame Manner ; every now, and then looking be- 
hind me with Fear, lejl be Jhould change his 
Mind, and fend fome One after us to difpatch 
me\ fori could not think myfelffafe till If aw 
Rer Moume again. 

As we walk'd aloftg, my Guards told me I 
was the firjl, who ever returned alive from the 
place of Execution ; which I could not but im- 
pute to an All-wife^ ^nd Over-ruling Provi--

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dn:ce. T^hey told me likewife^ that He ftabb'd 

one of his chief Wives ( tho' when his Pafiion 

•was over he repented it ) for breaking Wind 

downwards, whilft his Head was in her Lap, 

with Intention to fleep. Another Jnjiance of 

bis Inhumanity^ tho^ ^ttended with fome Ju- 

fiici\ ivasy In Ordering one of his own Sons 

to be extended on a Mat, and his Throat to 

be cut before his Face, for being too free 

with one of his Wives. 

Wd 'could not reach toour'Jourmfs Endthh 
Eveni?ig by tivo Hour's Walk ; Jo ive rejled^ 
find the next Morning wefet out early ^ a7id ar- 
rived faje at our To7cn 5 where the People were 
■all fur prized to fee me thus bounds and guarded. 
Some ran before to inform the Prince^ who be- 
fore we came within his Pallifade^ was fitting 
with his Wives J and fever al Others round about 
him in great J^xpeSlation. j(is foon as the Men 
were f cat ed^ they told their Meffage :^ IJiood all 
ibe While with my Hands bound behind me. 
After he had examined into the Affair^ and 
jound how the Cafe was^ bis Countenance fell ; 
the T'ears one While fiootd in his EyeSy as be 
view'd me with Pity , Anon h« frowned with 
Indignation ; the Women too fhafd in my Di- 
Jlrefu And is this all, fayshe^ the poor Man 
has been fo feverely us'd for ? Robin^ Come 
hither , I'll fliew you how much I regard my 
Father's Advice in thisCafe, Ufon which he un- 
loosed my Hands ^ and ordered one ofkfs Atten- 
dants to fetch hinr-a-fne Silk Lamber^ whicb 
he would make me put on direStly ; then takit^ 
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/;/y Gnn from the Men^ be gave it me {igatn\ 
and made me a Prefent bejides of fix Cows. 1 
told him the Mejfengers bad been very civil to 
me^ for which be not only thank' d themy but 
madtthem a Prefent of an Ox. 'Tis my Fa- 
ther, I own, fays he, who has done this; for 
that Reafon I {hall r5J[lrain my Refentment, 
and fay little of it ; but had any other Mart, 
tho' a near Relation, riiy, my own Son, afted 
in this Manner, he fhoiild have felt the Weight 
of my Anger. My Wife came^ and lick'd m 
Feety exprefjing both her Concern for my til 
treatment ^ and her Joy J or my Return, This 
was about fifteen Months from the fir ft Time I 
came to Rer Moume. 

I Was now poffefs'd of near thirty Head of 

Cattle, and liv'd in Affluence and Eafe. J 

kiird a young Bullock, and the Part I kept 

to myfelf I flead, and falted after the Englijh 

Mode ; of the Tallow I made as good Candles 

as I could : That Part which I gave to my 

Neighbours had the Skin on j for we have \hp 

' fame friendly Cuftoms here, as in other Parta 

of the Ifland, neither do their Manners differ ; 

except in the idle Cuftom of the Royal Fa- 

= milies killing Cattle. Here they eat Swine^s- 

Flelh, and think it as good as other Proviiion. 

Rer Chulu kept a Pack of Dogs on Purpofe to 

hunt wild Boars ; but they are not of the 

Hound-kind. Their Religion is the fame exadfy,. 

and their fuperftitious Regard to unlucky Days 

, and Hjurs^ implicitly believing all the Umof- 

fee tells themj. infomuch, 'that Numbers of 

E e 4 poor 
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poor Children are privately murdcr'd, who 
are born on an Alhaida^ or $t Jumor^ which 
are Sunday and Friday-^ for when I came on 
board the Ship, I carefully remarked how the 
Days anfwer'd with oiirs ; and found that 
Alhatda was Sunday j Allctcniney Monday ; 
Talawter^ Tuefday; Alarrerhere^ Wednef- 
day J Comemeefkey^ Thurfday ; Junior^ Fri- 
day ; and Sarbucbee^ Saturday. Tho' thefe 
Denominations are us'd throughout thelfland, 
yet they regard no one Day more than ano- 
ther, only as they imagine fome to be lucky, 
and others unlucky ; for they have no Notion 
of a 5^^^^/^ amongfl: them. RerMoume^ hav- 
ing loft the Ufe of his Limbs, fent all over 
the Ifland, for the moft famous UmGJjees he 
could hear of, to confult with them for Re- 
lief ; they being Pbyficians as well as Prophets. 
One of them during my Stay here, confin'd 
him for two Months, bathing, fvveating, and 
cupping him to little, or no Purpofe ; how- 
. ever he made him ample Satisfadlion for his 
Trouble ; as he did all Others, who did him 
any Service. . 

I Liv'd with RerMotime about two Years, 
and a half in all j at the End of which Term, 
News was brought that two Ships were ar- 
rived at Tong'Owl io trade. I was overjoyed 
to hear it, and flattered myfelf that JV. Tborn^ • 
hury had not forgot me : They flay'd there 
feveral Days, and Slaves were fent to be fold, 
and Guns, and other Goods were jcturn'd for 
them. I was at a Lois how to. break niy Mind 
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to Rer Moume^ hoping he would fay fome- 
thing to mc of his own Accord 3 but as I was 
fitting with him one Evening, two Men came 
in with a Basket of Palmetto Leaves, few'd up, 
and deliver'd it to the Prince ; who open'd it, 
and finding a Letter, afk'd the Men, What 
they meant by giving him that ? The Capfaiuy 
they faid, gave it us for your white Man ; but 
njoe thought proper to let you fee itjirft. Pray^ 
fays he, give it him all. Here^ Robin, your 
Country-^men bave fent you a Prefent j what it 
is I don't know^ but to me^ it feems^ of very 
little Value. Accordingly I took the Basket, 
and with the Letter there were Pens, Ink, 
and Paper, in Order for my returning an 
Anfwer. The Superfcription was this ; 

I'o Robert Drury^ en the Ijland of Mada- 
gafcar. 

I was fo aftonifh'd, that at firft I had 
not Power to open it, concluding I was in a 
Dream , but at Length, recovering my Sur- 
prize, and after a little RecoUedtion, I open'd 
it; and 'found it came from Capt. William 
. Macket : The Contents whereof were to th^ 
EiFeft following. 

rHat He had a Letter on Board from my 
Father^ with full InJlruSiions as well from 
Him as his Owners^ to purchafe my Liberty j 
. Jet it coji what it would: And in Cafe 1 could 
not ppjjibly come down myfelf\ to fend him Word 
': ■ • ' the 
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the Reafon of it^ and ivhat Meafurcs heJJmli 
take tojcrve me. 

Rer Moiime percciv'd that my Counte- 
nance changed whilfl: I was reading the Let- 
ter J and alk'd me, What was the Matter ? 
I told him, That the Captain defird to /peak 
nvith me-y and that my Father had fcnt for me 
Jiome^ and hoped that he would pleafe to give 
his Ccjifcnt. How do you know all this ? Says 
the Prince ; Can you conjure ? Then turning 
tO' the Meflcngers, Have you^ p^'<^}\ heard 
any Thing like this ? Tes^ faid they, It is all 
the Dijcourfe at the Sea-fide^ Ihat Robin'x 
Father fent both thefe Ships for him ; and more 
than all this, the King, your Father, expeSts 
him there with your Leave, and de/tres tojee 
him before he goes to the Ship. Rer Moume 
took the Letter, and turning it over and over, 

: faid, He had heard offuch Methods of convey - 
ing Intelligence to one another, but ftever aSlu- 
filly faw it before ; and could not conceive 
wjjich Way it could be done without Conjura^ 
ticni^ I endeavoured to demonftrate to hipb,/ 
as well as I could, how we learn'd in our In- 

"* fancy the Charafters firft, and then we put 
them together. But, fays he, Iprefufnc ytu 
hove 710 Inclination to leave us now, Jince you 

. live here fo much at your Eaje j you have je- 
vera I Cattle, and a Slave, and if you Jlja II 

' want more you JI:^7l have them -, Toujhdil have 

, too, as many Wives as you pleafe ; and be' a 
Great Man., • I begg'd him to make my Cife 

his 
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his own, and that he would pleafe to confi- 
der, Whether he Jlootfid not he defirous ofjeeivg 
his Parents, and loathe Country ; had he 
been abfent fo long as I had ? I think IJhouldy 
he faid ; and therefore I ivill take it into Cc7t- 
fideration, and ask my Wives Advice about if, 
and give an Anpwer in the Morning. 

My Readers may ealily imagine what a 
Night of Diforder this was to my Mind ; agi- 
tated with Hopes on one Hand, and with 
Fears on the other : However, I took Care 
to attend him as foon as ever he was ftirring, 
and feated with his Wives about him. After 
he had look'd ftcdfaftly on me for fome Time, 
Robin, fays he, / have open'd your Affair to 
my Wives herey and your Mother, RyAnzac- 
ker, and one, or two more, confent to your 
Going ; but the reji are all againfi it : How- 
ever, let them Jpeak jor themfelvesr, it is out 
of ReJpeSi to you, that they aj^e' defirous you 
poould continue amongfl thetn. Upon this, I 
turn'd towards them, and without waiting 
to hear what they had to offer, begg'd them 
to confidter.as they were Mothers, Whether, 
or no, if a Child oj theirs ivas in a flrange 
Country they ftoould not have an earnejl In- 
clination to fee him, and he them ? Hereupon, 
the Prince told me. If I was filing to fay, 
he would all alongy as he had isitherto done, 
treat me like his own Son, but ie would not 
makeuji ofCompulfion\ fo that if I was re- 
folutely. . bent on going be would difmifs me. 
Moreover, he told me, ^hat my Slave Jl:ould 
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go with me\ that A^ to my Cattle^ they were 
mine to dijpofe of\ as I pleas' d. I reply *d, If 
he was fo gcod as not to take my Cattle from me^ 
thd they aoere in Fa£l his own^ they might fill 
ranain there as they were markd Jor mine\ 
For I was fully determined to make one Voy- 
age more here, in Hopes of having it in my 
Power to make him /bme Amends for the great 
Care he had taken oj me^ by bringing a Ship 
to trafick with him : ( And in this I was very 
fincere, and was afterwards as good as my 
Word.) I afk'd him, Ij he thought proper 
to demand any Confideration of the Captain for 
my Freedom. He anfwer'd, Nothing ; but if 
my Friends would make him a Prefent oj a 
good Gun^ he jkould accept of the Favour ; and 
call it Robin, m Remembrance of me. This 
Noble, Generous Anfwer, and fo Prince-like, 

. gave me fuch Tranfports of Joy, that I im- 
mediately kneel'd down, and lick'd his Feet 
with the utmofl Sincerity, as juftly thinking 
I could never exprefs my Gratitude enough 
to this Good, this Indulgent Prince. He 
would not difmifs me inltantly, but:did ina 
Day, or two after ; and order'd thcMe£fengers 
to be taken Care of in the mean Time. .When 
the Day of my Departure came, I had one 
remaining Difficulty to get over, and that 

" Mas the Parting with my Wife, the Women 
of the Prince's Family, andHimfelf; which 
I did with as much Rcludance, as when I 
left my natural Parents, at my EJteparturC' 
from thepi ; and they difcover'd-ah equal* 

■ -' -tender. 
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tender AfTedlion for me : He would not, 
however, let us go empty-handed, but or- 
dered an Ox for our Subiiftance on our Jour- 
ney J and appointed like wife two of his 
own People to accompany the other two ; 
and then we fet forward. 

I Had yet one fufpicious.Circuniftance ftill 
to pafs over, and that was to call on Rer 
^rimmonongarevo : This gave me no fmall 
Uneafinefs ; but when we came near Moherbo; 
we were informed, that he was gone to a Place 
within an Hour's Walk of the Sea-fide. As 
foon as I approached him, he inftantlymade 
an Apology for his too-warm Conftitution ; 
and confefs'd, That he had Jome'times done Mif-' 
chief in his Pajjion^ but hoped I would excufe 
him for what had pa/s'd -yZnd faid, He was 
loth to let . me go till the Ship was near upon 
Sailing • lefi IJhould prove detrimental to the 
Tirade. I told him, / had no Complaint to 
make^ Jince his Son had been fo indulgent to 
me 5 and that if he pleased to difmifs me at 
my Friends Requejl, they would take if as a 
Favour ; butjPmild he detain me^ when they 
knew I wai'^^near^ I did not know what ill 
Confequences might enfue thereupon^ He kept 
mc, however, this Night, but difmifs'd mc 
with his Bleffing the next Morning ; pray- 
ing, That Gody; and the Daemons would be 
my Guardians y and fend mefafe to my Native 
Country. So I lick'd his Feet, and took my 
laft Farewel of him, and of this odd, and 
filthy Cuftom likewife.' 

When 
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When I came .down to the Sea-fide, the 
firil Man who fpoke to me was JVilliam Pur^ 

, Jer J my old Acquaintance in Ferainghzr : 
He came away, to live in more Security and 
Plenty, as well as feveral Others • and was 
at this Time Interpreter for the Trade. Here 
were feveral Houfes, but fuch as the Bnglijh 
call Huts, crefted hy the Inhabitants, at a 
Imall Diftance from the FaSlory^ for the 
more commodious Selling oi Milk^ and other 
Provifions. There 1 met Mr. Hilly the 
Steward of the Drake^ Capt. Mafkefs, Ship, 
and two, or three more of their Crew ; who 
took me for a wild Man : And in a Letter 
he fent off by a Canoe to the Captain, he 
told him, The wild Englifli-man ivas come. 
I delir'd William Purjcr to inform them, 
that I could fpeakbut little Englip-^ and tho* 
by the Converfation I had with William 
Thornbury I had regain'd fomc 3 yet I was 
frequently puzzl'd for Words to fpeak freely 
for feveral Days. Capt. Macket foon came 
on Shore, and Capt. Bloom with him ; for 

* here were twd Ships, the Drake, and the 
Sarah. I gaz^d at them as intently, as if I 
had never feen a white Man drefs'd before 5 
and what added to the Wildnefs of my Ap- 
pearance, was, that 1 had nothing on but my 
Lamber : My Skin being fwarthy, and full 
of Freckles, and my Hair long, and matted 
together, I really- made a frightful Figure : 
But they foon reftor'd me to my Original 
Form 3 Mr. Hill cut my Hair off, and or- 

.dcr'd 
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der'd me to be fliav'd, and drefs'd in a neat 
Seaman's Habit, light, and fit for the Coun- 
try. The Captain alk'd me, What Ronfome 
ivas expected jor my Freedom ? I told him. 
Nothings but a Gun for a Prefent.:^ to- be kept 
in Remembrance of me^ He, thereuponi 
pick'd out a.handfpme, and very: good Buc- 
caneer Gun ; as alfo fpme Powder, Flints, 
and Cafe of Spirits ; as a Prefent to Rer 
Moume. He gave likewife Knives, and Beads 
to his two Men, and a fmall Gun 'to the 
Mcflengerjs, who went for me. For my- own 
Part, I prefented the Captaia with my Slave 
Anthony. ^, After this, he gave lyie the fol- 
lowing JL^tter from my Father. 

T^ Robert Drury^ on the JJland of Ma da- 
gajcar: 

Loughborough^ Fcb.2jth. 1715. 

Son Robert Drury^ ^ 

J Am informed by One Mr. Thornbury, that 
"* he left Tou in Health on the IJland of Ma- 
dagafcar; which I was glad to heat : My 
lery good Friend^ Mr. Terry, hath a Friend^ 
Commander of a ^hip^ the Bearer hereof^ that 
bath promised to do all he can to, get Tou 
your Uherty\ /, therefore^ defire you to do 
the Captain all the Service you can in the 
Country.: And fo doing, you 'will oblige our 

good 
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good Friend, Mr. Terry, and your ever loving 
Father till Death, 

John Drury; 

About three Days after I went Aboard; 
bat the Sea, and Change of Diet, made me 
very fick for fome Time ; after v/hich the 
two Captains went to Rer Trimmonongcrevo\ 
and I with them ; in Order to fettle fome 
IVIatters in Relation to the Trade. It is a 
general Cuftdm all over the Iflahd, for the 
King of each Place to make Terms, and 
fettle one iinivcrfal Price, to which all the 
People arc oblig'd to conform ; and this Me- 
thod is, doubilefs, not only very commodi- 
ous, but prevents all Quarrels, "and Dilor- 
ders; They prefented tlie King with a fine 
Gun, gilt, andjapanM. I was the Interpre- 
ter, and tho' I carry 'd on the Correfpon- 
dence,' my Drefs had fo alter 'd mc in thefe 
few Days Time, that he had no Notion who 
I was, till upon Enquiry, Who that pngliih- 
man ivas, who (pake fo well their Language? 
He was told, ft was Robin. 

A Few Day after there came Mcficngers 
from Rer Moutne, defiring the Captains to 
com.e up the River Mernee, for he had a 
great many Slaves to fell ; but being lame, 
he could not take a long Journey : However ,- 
he would come down to the Banks of that 

. River, to a Town, near enough for Trade. 
It was agreed, that the Sarah (hould go ; fo 

;they ordered a Long-boat out to found befbite 

tbemt 
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them : I went on Board, and we faiPd with 
d gentle Gale, but could find no convenient 
Harbour, or Road in the Mouth of the Mer^ 
nee-^ however, there was a convenient Place 
for Anchoring, inaSalt-waer River, about 
three Leagues on this Side : From whence 
tlic two Captains, and myfelf went up iii the: 
Boat a confiderable Way, till a C moe took 
us in, and carry'd us to the Town , where 
Rer Mouthe^ vi^ith his Wives, and People, 
were waiting for us. 'Till I kneel'd, and 
kifs'd his Knee, he did not know me \ for 
by my Behaviour, and grateful Acknowledg- 
ments for his pift Favours, hfc, and they foori 
recolleftcd qj6, and were extremely glad to' 
fee me* Here we continu'd five Days fuc- 
ceflivcly, bought all the Slaves they had, and 
agreed to fend our Long-boat once a Week 
2ts long as we ftay'd ; iiid then they virent on 
Board, wdigh'd .anchor, and returned 6 
their former Road at Tong-Owl, where there 
arriv'd that very Day a third Ship, that be- 
longed to the fame Ownfers, call'd The Mer^ 
cury\ Capt. JVUtCy Conimander: He had[ 
eight, or nine Natives of Dillagoe in Africa 
on Board him, who liv'd very merrily ; they 
were all Freemen, and went with him the 
whole Voyage ; fix of whoni liv'd to fee 
their Native Country the next Voyage he 
took \ in which I was with h:m. Soon r:t>er 
this, a Ketch came in, which was fitted out 
in Order to cruife off the Coafti and be fer-. 
viccabie in feveral Affairs ; Capt, Hmr^ Mac^ 

F f kci^ 
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ket^ the Captain's Brother, was the COm* 
mander of her : Another Ship was ftill ex- 
peded, but (he did not arrive till wc were at 
Majjeleege , otherwifc called Munnongaro t 
They how agreed to feparate for the more 
fpeedy Difpatch of Bufinefs. Capt. Bloom 
accordingly had his Choice, which was to go 
to Port Dauphine^ and Capt. Macket to Maf- 
fekege ; where we arrived in a Week's Time, 
and went feveral Leagues up a great River, 
caird Muwioubaugber : We had a Fiflierman 
for our Pilot, who inform'd us, that the 
King's Town was biit about three Hour's 
Journey up the Country, TheCaptain afk'd 
me, If I would venture to go there? I rea- 
dily anfwcr'd, That I would i and that/'ze;^7i 
not apprebenjive oj am T)anger : So the Fiflier- 
man letting us afhoar we went forward. Be- 
fore we had gone far from the Shoar, the 
Fifherman told me the King was gone out 
to War. Whereupon I flew into a great 
Paffic^n, alking him, Why be imposed upon usf 
He faid, 7be King^s Wives would trade with 
us. 1 told him, IFe did not want Provi* 
fions ; and as for Slaves^ they bad no Autho^ 
rity to dijpofe of them. The Man, however^ 
prevailed on me to go to their Town, aflb**- 
r'ng me, That Four white Men liv^d tbere^ 
who came from the Ifland of St. Mary 'i. Then 
Iprefume^ they are Robbers of Ships 5 faid I. 
No^ he reply 'd, not now-y /or they have liv'd 
there feveral Tears : Their Names are CaptM 
Burgefs^ Zachary, John Pro, and Nick^ So 
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1 walk'd forwards with my Gun on mt 
Shoulder, and the Man carry 'd another. I 
had alfo fevcral Knives, and Beads, which 
the Captain gave me to buy Provifiofis with ; 
tho' I knew how to live without buying any 
Vidnals, yet I took them, as thinking thdy 
would be agreeable PrefentSi 

When I arrived at the Town, a Man rali 
before, and informed the King*s Head Con* 
fort, whom I ftiall call Queen, that a Ship was 
arriv'd j and that one of the white Men was 
coming to fee her. At my Arrival, a Mat 
was ready placed for me to fit down on ; no 
fooner was I feated, than I heard the Queen 
afk for fome of the white Men to be In- 
terpreters between us; and One ran that Mo- 
ment to fetch them : I foon convinc'd her, 
however, that I wanted no Affiftants, and 
delivered my Meflage, as Embaflador from 
the Captain : Sayings I was afraid no Trade 
could be carry' d on^ as the King was abfenf^ 
She faid, She expeSled bim in a Fortnight \ and 
as there was a great Number of Starves to be 
fold^ (he dejird me to prevail on the Captain to 
Jlay till his Return. By this Time came /a 
two white Men abreaft, mak ng a f rmi- 
dable, and hoftile Figure ; upon which I 
cocked my Gun, laid the o^her by me, and 
planted myfelf direftly before them : One 
was John Pro^ a Dutchman, who fpoke 
good EngUpo ; he was drefs'd in a fhort Coat 
with broad Plate- buttons, and other Things 
anfwerable ; but without either Shoes, of 
F f a Stoc- 
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Stockings : In his Safli, hfe had ftuck a Brace 
cf Piftols, and held one in his Hand. The 
Other was in an Englijh Drefs, and had two 
Piftols in his Safhj and one in his Hand, like 
h'^ Companion ; they fpoke to me in Eng- 
lijh with the ufual Compliment, which I rc- 
trn'd; but Nick look'd me wlflifully in the 
Face, and, after a (hort Paufe, took hold of 
my Hand, faying, Robert Drury, Howla^ce 
you done tbife many Tears ? My Name is Nicho- 
la.s Dove {/aid he) I am one oj the jour Boys 
ivbo were fav'd with you, when our Ship's 
Company were majfacred in Anterndroea ; and 
the 'very fame of whom no ^ydings could be 
given in the Conference between Deaan Crindo, 
and King Samuel. Upon this, I went Home 
with them after I had finifh'd with the 
Queen ; in Order to know whether Captain 
Macket would think proper to ftay fo long, 
or not. John Pro affur'd me, it would cer- 
tainly be well worth his While ; ^hat there 
were a great Number of Slaves, whom they 
wanted to difpofe of; That the King, Deaan 
^oke-offu, was a very honeft, fair-dealing 
Man, as well as a Great Prince, and would 
re urn in a (hort Time,- tho* not fo foon, he 
fear'd, as the Queen faid : They were gone 
to encounter with a King to the Northward^ 
and about five, or {ix thoufand of them went 
ail the Way up the River in Canoes; that 
were large enough to contain about thirty 
]N 'en apiece, with their proper Accommoda- 
tit)ws in themy to make Fires, and drcfs Vic-' 
• - tuals; 
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tuals ; and fuch 'as I had never fcen any 
where elfe. I wrote a Letter to the Captain 
the next Morning, and fent it by the Filher- 
man- in which I gave him a fall, and par- 
ticular Account of what had pafs'd. In his 
Anfwcr, He defir'd me to fend fome Men 
to carry him up to the Town on their Shoul- 
ders, in a Hammock affix'd to two Poles. 

'John Fro liv'd in a very decent Manner, 
and his Houfe was furnifli'd with Pewter- 
Diflies, a Standing-bed with Curtains, and 
all other Things of the like Nature, except 
Chairs J a Cheft, or two, however, ferv'd 
for that Ufe well enough : He had an Out- 
houfe on Purpofe for his Cook- Room, and 
Cook -Slave's Lodging, Store -houfe, and 
Summer - houfe ; all thefe were enclosM in 
a Pallifade, as mod of the Great Mens Hou-r 
fes arc in^this Country : For he was rich, 
had many Cattle, and fcveral Slaves :' A^^V 
cbolas Dove^ indeed, was not near fo rich. 
In the Evening came C^pt. Burgefs, and Z.<i^ 
chary^ I foon underdo d that thefe were the 
Sloop's Crew, to which Arnold, and Eglajj'e^ 
the Dutchman belonged; and therefore gave 
them the heft Account I could of their Fox-.* 
tune in Ferai^her. 

Nicholas Dove^ however, told me. more 
than I knew before; viz. That he ran away, 
and got to Port Dauphine; That after the 
Expiration of two Years, he got to Matta^ 
tanna Road in a large Canoe ; and there en- 
tpr'd himfclf oji Board a Pyratft, tbatcruis'd 

F f 3 prin- 
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principally among the Moors ; from whotq 
they frequently took great Riches, and car- 
Ty d ♦ihem to St. Mary's : This Place having 
a good Harbour, they made it their Settle* 
xnent, and general Rendezvous. It is a fmall 
Illand, but th*ee I.eagups from Madago/car 
in the Latitude of i6 deg. 33 /». South i but 
as their Ship grew old, and crazy, and none 
of the Moorijb Ships, which thev had taken, 
were fit for their Bufinefs, they be ng alf<> 
vaftlv rich 5 they remQv'4 to Madagajcar, 
made One Ihomas Collins^ a Carpenter, their 
Governor, and built a fmall Fprt, whicl) 
they detended \yith ifceir Ship's Guns : But 
here they Ipd moft licentious, and profligate 
Lives, ftealing whateer they could cpme at, 
and raviftilng the Wives, and Dau hters of 
the Na i' es : Living by this Me^ps for {omp 
Time in a State of perpetual War. Upon 
this, I could not furbear reficdling, That 
i)caan Memaugha was not fp much to be 
tlam'd, in Ordering Egiaffe to be kill'd for 
threatning him ; fince he had, doubtlefs, a 
pomperent Knowledge by fom^ Means, or 
another, to what a Crew of vile, ^band(>n'4 
Wretches he once belonged. Nicholas Dove 
fald, They had not gone out a Pyrating for 
nine Years fa<pceffively, contenting them- 
felves with building a Sloop by this Gover- 
nor's Affiftance, and foon after left him, and 
Others, and fcttl'd here ; where they ha4 
continued ever fince. By him 1 underftood, 
t^^at Mr. Bembo got fafe to England:, bat 

^ Capt- 
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Capt. Drummond was kiird before Ha could 
get off the Ifland ; tho* the particular Manner, 
and Occafion, he could not inform me. fiut^ 
they told mc one remarkable Piece of Ncws^ 
namely, That this Capt. Drummond was the 
very Man, for whofe Murder, and his Crews, 
one Cap. Green, Commander of an Eafi- 
hidia Ship was hang'd in Scotland-^ whether 
it be Truth or not, I cannot determine. All 
I know of the Cafe I have already related, 
and can only obferve, that the Time, the 
Name, and the Circumftances of his being 
here, where no News of him could be had 
for feveral Years, give jufl Grounds for the 
Suppofition. But to return to my Hiftory. 

The Queen feot mc a Calf for a Prefent, 
and I in Return gave her a few Knives and 
Beads ; I went to the Shoar with John Pro^ 
to welcome the Captain to the Town : His 
Surgeon, One Mr. Strahan, was with him* 
The Queen entertained them as elegantly as 
fhe could, and mutual Prefents pafs'd in 
Form. 

We returned that Evening to the Ship, 
and built a Houfe the next Day for the more 
commodious Carrying on of Trade : The 
Natives perceiving we were determined to 
ftay, they built feveral others near it, to ac- 
commodate us with Rice^ Milk, Fruits^ and 
pther NecefJaries. I went frequently up to. 
the Town to hear what News I Could ; buC 
it was a Month, or more, before the People 
came back from the Wars ; they came down 
F f 4 th? 
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the River in Canoes, as they went up^jind 
fl[ict with great Succcfs. At Length thp King 
arriv'd with the Corps of his Bro.her^ who 
Vas kiird in the Fight. He deferred his Bu- 
rial for near a Fcr night, till he had fettled 
all his AfFaTs wi h us, and had g^ven Au- 
dience likew fe to his Brcthcr's'Embafladors, 
who were waiting for him. 

As foon as Capt. Matkei heard of his Re- 
turn, he came up to Town again with a large 
Retinue, and hi:r Trupipeier founding before 
him. They went to y, Pr^^'sHoufe^ whilft 
I Pittended on the K ng, with whom I had 
fon-.c very f< m'liar Converfation, as he had 
often heard of me ; in the Conclufion where- 
of he lold n:e, tha^ he defir'd the Captain's 
Patience, tiU he had fent for his People ar 
bout htm, and put himlelf in due Order to 
receive him \ which, in ab ut two Hour's 
Time, he did. And then all we white Men, 
as well Capt. B/trgefs^ and the reft, as thofc 
who came with us, march'd two Abreaft, 
the Trumpeter founding before the Captain^ 
having ^ Crowd of blat k Mob after us ^ the 
Shells blowing, and the Drums beating at 
the fame Time in the King's Pallifade, by 
Way of Cojtnpliment. As Deauri 'toke-offu 
well knew how to treat white Men, he had 
order'd two Stools for the Captain, and Sur- 
.geon to fit upon. After the mutual Compli- 
tnents were reciprocally pafs'd, I being their 
Interpreter, the Manner of Trade was fooij 
$sttled, and adjufled ^ and then the Captais^ 

made 
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made a Prefent to the King of a Gun, or 
two, Qfr. and the King p^efenrcd him with 
a Slav?, &c. He gave me likewife a Girl of 
twcii'ie^ Years old, whoni I f )ld immed aiely 
to John Prcu The Captain had Th ughts 
of taking his Leave this Afxrnoon, but the 
King prev^ird on him to fVay till the next 
Day ; in Order to make his Court lo. k he 
more grand when he received the Enibafla- 
dprs. " 

Accordingly the next Day \vc vcrc 
feated in Order, when the Embafladors came 
with i nun erous Retinue • making juit fuch 
an Entry as Rer Vove did before his Grande 
father, when he returned from the Wars : 
Some capering as they ad^'anc'd, and firing 
the;r Guns, and then retreating ^ Others ad- 
vancing m their Places, ^nd doing the fame. 
When the principal Embaflador approach'd, 
he kncel'd upon one Knee, and Lck'4 the 
JCing's Knee, faying, 

7yhew an Deaan TJnghorra en Zaftana 
hokefute : 

Thi^t is, 
The SUPREME GOD blefs the Proh 
geny of Deaan Lohejute. 

Others came after him, repeating the fame 

Words; This done, Bufincfs was now uq 

'more talk'd of, but the Remainder of the 

Day was fpent in Compliments, and drmk- 

;pg of TCoak J but our Captain took his Leave, 

an4 
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9od made all the Haftt he could to difpatch 
the Afl^irs of Trade, The next Day they 
fent down feveral Slaves to fell, and Capt. 
Macket fitted up Burgefs's Sloop, and fent 
her to fetch the Ketch from long-Owl:^ du- 
•ring which Time the Htnr)\ Capt^ Harvey^ 
Commander,' arrived: g Ship of five hundred 
Tuns Burthen : Whi|fc. we continued here, 
-JOeaan T^/l^'iJiJf^VBroftier was bury^d, and 
'all the Natives fbftv'd off their Hair ^ which 
is the ufual' Manner of their pnblick Mourn- 
ing all over the Ifland : And he, who does 
not comply with this, is look'd upon as dif-r 
afl^e<9*ed to the Government. When a pri- 
vate Perfon dies, the Friends, and Relations 
only do it. 

It was about the Middle of OSicber when 
we arriv'd here, and the 24th of T^Ioiembtt 
before the King returned 5 but by the Begin- 
ning of J(inuary^ we had purchased mere 
than pur Cargo of Slaves ; fo we lef: Part of 
them with the Henry^ which remain'd af.er 
us. We fail'd from the River MunnonhaU" 
gher in Mu?i7to?2garo^ or MaJJelergp^ and ar- 
rived at Tong-Ow!^ where Capt. JVhite was 
trading, not having then got his Complement 
pf Slaves. On the 20th of January we de- 
parted from thpnce, and bid Adi^u to the 
|fland of Madagafcar. ' 

We did not touch at the Cipe of Good- 
Ilope^ but at St. Helena ; where I went afhoar, 
and took all the Care I could of the Slaves, 
who were fick : Frpm thepce we went .to. 
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Bar ba dors, where we ftay'd a Week ; then 
welgli'd, and faiTd to Jamaica^ where we 
deliver d our Cargo, The Captain ^*^as not 
only very ?ender ( f me whilft on Board, but 
fupply'd me Wich Money hkewife at every 
Port we came to j tho' by the little Know- 
ledge I had of Its Ufe, I committed feveral 
^Imakes, which were Subjeas of Laughter, 
and Merrimpnt. As to Liquors^ 1 could 
fcarce relifti any, fincc I had loft Tocik ; to 
whch I had. been folong accultom'd. I was 
taken fi^k here, which prov'd very change- 
able ; but the Capta n fent me A/hoar, whcrc^ 
by h s kind Orders, I wanted for nothing. 
\A' hilft we \Yere here, the Mercury ^ Captain 
White from MadagafcaVj arrived j but wc 
were re.dy to fail with the Fleet, under 
Cpnvo oixh^fVincbe'fea^ wh'ch was a forty 
Gun Ship. On the 5rh of July we departed 
from Jamaica^ beiating thurow the Wmd- 
ward Paflage, Under the Crooked IJlands wa 
faw two Sloops, which the Wincbelfea en- 
deavoured to fpeak wirh j and imagining them 
to be Py rates, ft ruck his Pendant, in Order 
to 1' ok like a Merchant Ship, which de* 
ceiv'd rhevn fo far, that the largeft Sloop 
gave Chare, and hoifted a black Enjign and 
y^.ck': but, finding her Miftake, thought 
prorer to alter her Courfe, and ftand in for 
the I and again. Tho' the Man of War 
could no foil w her, yet our Captain, whofe 
Shi/* was a god Sailer, and mounted fixteen 
Guns^ did^ and pxchang'd feveral Broad- 

fide) 
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fides with her. He flood clofe under the 
Land, and, as Night came on, got away^ 
from us ; but hnd the Aflurance to rob two of 
the ftern-moft Ships in the Fleet: Moreover, 
they threatened, TJ? t'^e Capt. Macket to the 
Main-Maji of bis Ship^ and hum bim^ if 
ever they met with him again. 

Not long after this, we had the Misfor- 
tune to run foul of the Winchelfea^ v^hich, 
tacking about unexpectedly, flav'd our Bow to 
the Water's Edge, and carry'd our Fore- 
maft quite away ; The Man of V/ar loft his 
Head, and Sprit-fail-yard. We muft all 
have been inevitably loft had the Sea run 
l^igh, but by good Providence it was fair 
Weather 5 fo by the Affiftance of the Win- 
cheljea\ Crew, and fome Others, wc kept 
the Water out, but were forc'd to go back 
to iht Crooked ijlands^ and they accompany 'd 
US; where by the Help of them, and fome 
other Ships, cur Breach being made up we 
proceeded on our Voyage; and on Saturdoy^ 
September 9. 17 17. arriv'd in the Do'wm ; 
after I had been abfent from my Native 
Country fixteen Years, and about nine 
Months. Here, by the Captain's Direftion, 
I went Aftioar, he having firft fupply'd n:»e 
with what was neccflary for my Journey to 
London ; yet did I not fet forward, till I had 
returned GOD Thanks in the moft folcna 
Manner for my fafe Arrival; and for n*/ 
Deliverance from the many Dangers 1 h.*d. 
cfcap^d, and froip the Mifcries I had fo long- 
undergone. 1T 
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Vt ttiay not be improper in this Place td 
inforni tny Readers, by what a wonderful 
Providence, my Father came to hear of my 

being alive in Madaga/car. My Brother 

Was one Day at the Croim Ale^koufe^ at 
'Cterry- Garden- Stairs^ in Rot her hit h^ where 
William Thornbury was in the next Box ; and 
hearing him talk of that Ifland td his Friend, 
he faid, He had a Brother call away there fe- 
ver^l Tears bejore^ aitdjhoutd be glad to hear 
Jome Tydings of him. Thornbufy replfdj 
He had -never jeen but one white yian tiforf 
the JJland^ and his Name he had forgot. My 
Brother thereupon mentioned feveral Names, 
ind at laft Robert Drury ; which Thornbury 
no fooner heard, but faid, That was it^ and 
that his Father iiv'd at the King's«hcad in 
the Old Jury. 

When I came to London^ (it being 5^;?- 
day about three a Clock in the Afternoon ) I 
thought it improper to go in Sermon-time to 
the Kings-head in the Old-Jury^ the Houfe 
in which my Father liv'd before he retir'd 
into the Country ; but went to the Bell Ale'^ 
houfe ( then the Britijh CofFee-houfe ) at the 
lower End, and defir'd to be admitted; aflu- 
ring the Mafter, / was but jiijl come on Shoar^ 
He feeing me in a Sea- Jacket, and hearing 
me fpeak broken Englijh^ took me for a Fo- 
feigner, and let me in ; afking me What 
Country - man I was ? And from whence I 
camel I told him An Englifh-man ; which 
at firft he would fcarce believe^ till he recoi- 

leiled 
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Icfted mc by the Queftions I ask'd ; namcfjr. 
Who kept the KingVhcad ? Wtje.her John 
Drury did not keep it fame Tears ago ? He 
told me, Hbat John Drury nvent to live in 
the Country^ and left it to his Br otter Wil- 
liam, who dyed fotne Timejitice ; and that his 
Widow kept (be Houfe. How ! (aid I, is WiU 
Ham Drufy dead? Tes^ anfwer'd he, and 
John Drury his Brother too dy'd about a Yar 
iago. This News io dejeded me, tha I burft 
out into Tears, and afterwards bemoan'd my 
hard Fate before him ; by this he perceiv'd 
who I was, having heard of my being A- 
broad, and of my Friends expeding me foon 
in England. Hereupon he afk'd me, 1} my 
Name was not Drnry /} I anfwer'd, Itwas^ 
and that as I had been unfortunate Jor many 
Tears ^ 1 was like to continue fo ; fince my Far- 
ther was dead. As an Addition to my Sor- 
row, he told me moreover, That my Mother 
dfd with Griej not long after Jloe heard of our 
Ship-wreck ; and that my Father bad marry' a 
again. After Sermon I went to the King's^ 
head, where they foe n difcover'd who I was, 
and were over-joy'd to fee me ; and there I 
had a full Account of our wiole Family- 
Affairs. I found my Father had left me two 
hundred Pounds, and alfo the Rcverfion of 
a Houfe at Stoke-hewington, then in the Oc- 
cupation of Mr. Richard Btardjley. 1 ftay'd 
in Town till I had vilited all the Friends I 
could remember ^ and then went to Loughs 
borough to fee my Sifter, and other RelationSi 

where 
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where 1 met with a very friendly Reception, 
after they imagined I had been loft fo many 
Years before. 

As foon as I had fettled my Afiairs there, 
I returned to London : Capt. Macket conti- 
nued ftill as kind to me as ever ; and faid. 
He would take Care of me^ if Things did not 
anfwer my ExpeSiations : He afk'd mc to go 
with him again to Madagafcar ; but I had 
then agreed to live with a Relation in thfc 
Capacity of a Clerk, or Book-keeper. Aftcf 
Captain Macket was gone, and Things did 
not anfwer as fexpeded, I agreed with Cap- 
tain White^ Captain Macket\ Friend, who 
was bound for Madagafiar likewife, to go 
the Voyage with him, and aflift him in the 
Trade ; which my Knowledge of the Lan- 
guage, and Cuftoms of the Country had fuf- 
ficiently qualify*d me for. So having left 
all my Effedts in a Friend's Hands ( except 
what I thought proper to take with mc ) I 
went on Board the Mercury^ and we fail'd 
from the Downs^ September 13. 1718^ 
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Mr. Robert Drurfs

|H EN I was but a Boy, I had 
learn'd the Art of Navigation in 
fome Meafurc by going to India^ 
tlio* I had loft it again for Want 
of Praftice ; yet applying myfelf ttf a pro- 
per Mathematician for further Inftrudlion, I 
loon recovered enough to enable me to keep 
a Journal, and give fuch an Account of this 
Vovage, as may be ufeful to thofc, who 
have no Knowledge of the Ifland. 

On the iirft of Aprils ^7^9- we arriv'd at 
the Caf)e of Good Hope ; where we bought 
fuch Provifions as we wanted, and <^n the 
lOih fet Sail for Natal -^ on the 29th we favr 
the Land, in the Latitude of 29 deg. 20 m. 

Soutfav 
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Sputh, to the,. North ward of Natal^ about 
1 1 Leagues ofF. We faiPd a W. S. W. Courfe 
along the Shoar, with a gentld Brefeze : it 
Noon the Point of iSlatal hott Si \V. by W. 
about two Leagues diftant,; at two in the 
Afternoon, we came to ah AncW in 14 Fa- 
thom Water, within two Miles of the Point 
of Natal ; it bparing W,. 5. W. The Cur- 
rent fets S. S. W. and N. N.E. Here we 
traded for Slaves, with large brafs Rinc;?, or 
rather Collars^ and feveral other Ccmtnodi-^ 
ties.. In a Fortnight's Tirrie we purchased 
74 Boys, and Girls ; Thefe are better* SlaVes 
for working, than thofe of Madagafcar ; be^ 
ing not only blacker, but ftronger. 

Captain White put fix Natives of Z)///^- 
goe on Shoar here j whom he took with h'iiti 
the former Voyage : They had two, 6r threfe 
King's Dominions to pafs thorow, before 
they came to their own Country, and were 
under fome Apprehenfions of bfeing inter- 
cepted. The Captain, tbereforfc, furnifli'd 
them with Guns, Amniiinitioh, Hatchets, 
and brafs Collars. Here I faw feveral humpd 
Cattle^ like thofe in Madagafcar \ but the 
Natives have (hort woolly Hair, like Guinea 
Negroes, and not like the People of Mada- 
gafcar. 

On the 7th Day of ^urie^ vi^e made the 
Land on the Eaft-fide of Madagafcar : I went 
up to the Maft-head j where difcerning High- 
Land to the Southward, I took it for granted 
that we were to the Northward of Port 
.G g • DaU" 
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Jbauphine ; the daptain, however, fiot rely-* 
ing on what I aflerted, hdifted out the Boat j 
and fent me, and the fecond Mate in her tOr 
ward the Shoar, to fpeak with any of the 
Natives we could fee. We row'd along the 
Shoar a cbnfiderableTime, till I difcover'da 
fmall Town, and fome of the Inhabitants 
looking it us j but the Sea broke fo much 
thrce,^ or four huftdred Yards oflf the ShoSr^ 
that we durft not venture to put the Boa:t in ; 
hereupon I pull'd off my Cloaths, aind fwam : 
Two of the Natives obferving the, fwam to 
tny Affiftance, and walk*d with mc after- 
wards to a Point about a Mile farther ; where 
they go off with their Canoes. Here the Boat 
got in, and I perfuadcd one of the Fifher- 
men to accompany us. This Place is calPd 
Murmimbo^ about ten Leagues to the North- 
ward of Tort Dauphine 5 Here was a ftrong 
Current, and a large Swell againft us. The 
next Day about Sun-fct, we anchored in 14 
fathom Water, being unable to get into the 
Bay. The kuins of the Fort bore W. S. W. 
of us ; Cape Ramus S. W. by S. and the Point 
of the Seven Virgins^ or Seven Hammocks B:^ 
The next Morning we weighed, flood into 
the Bay, and anchored in 3 Fathom Water ; 
the French Fort bore S. E. by E. the Ruins 
of the Church S. S. E? we were within, a 
Cable's Length of the Shoar, on cither Side 
almoft, Land-lock'd : However, as there is 
fometiirties a ftrong N. E. Wind, it is al- 
ways beft to keep a good Anchor, and Cal^ 
without. F(^ 
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, Port Dauphine is in thcXat. of 24^. ^6m; 
South : The Bay into which you muft fail^' 
is on the Eaft-lidfe of the Point : You muft 
take Care of ai Rock on your ftalrlyoard Side. 
Your Courfe to fteer is W. N. W. Whert 
you are in, you will fee the Ruins of a fort 
On a Hili, call'dTi^^ Nofe of the Port i You 
muft keep cjto^ to this Point till you open 
the Bay, ixii when th6 Ftfrt bears S. E. by E. 
or E. S. E. you ma j^ coftie to aft Aftchor j 
and, if y6u ^Vill, rtiay moor y6ur Ship to the 
Hocks : About two Miles to th6 Sbuthward 
there is a falfe Bay, which may deceive Stran- 
gers, therefore, as it is a rocky Place, gr6at 
Care pnuft be taken; 

, I Went diredly ori Shoaf to' the KinjgV 
Brother's Town, and acquainted him, That 
we were come tff trade ^ but were in Hdjie to be 
gpne J and therefore^ if they had any Slaves io 
felly he muft difpatch the^ down forthwith : 
And this Pretcpcc muft alyi^ays be made^ for 
they have no Notion of the Expencci, that at- 
tends a long Delay. Meflengers were im- 
mediately fcnt to the King, who iivit Word 
by an Irijhman ( who had defer ted ffotft' One 
^ Capt. Ware ) That He would be with ixs the 
next JDlay ; and came accordingly •: This 
Princess Name wa^ Deadn Morroughfevea^ 
he was drefs'd in a Coat and Breeches, and 
had a Hat on his Head : The firft Day was 
/pent in the ufual Compliments, and making 
mutual Priefents. The Price was adjufted 
the next Day ; whereupoii we built a Fac- 
G g 2 • tory. 



tbry, and pallifado'd it round. Tte fcing 
Ibon returned, tho^ we ftay'd here till the 
19th of "July : At which 'I'ime the Captain 
fending me with fome Prefents to the King, 
1 ftripp'd ofFmy Cloaths, and drefs'd myfelf 
like a Native, with a Lance ift my Hand : I 
think it was not lefe than twenty Miles. The 
ICing was jufl going to Dinner with Salt-Ji/h^ 
K/ce^ and Roafi:''Beef, when I got there. He 
very courteouiiy defir'd me to fit down, and 
jpartake 6f what he had before him; faying, 
'jill white Men, except the French, were very 
ivelcome: For they hadkiirdhisGrdnd-father^ 
'and carrfd an Uncle of his away captive. 
After. Dinner he entertained me with fome 
'^dak'^ and a Dram of Brandy^ and then dil- 
,mifs.'d me with fome Prefents to the Cap- 
,tain, defiring we would return as foon as 
.cpnveniently we could ; for he was going to 
'War with Vnter Morrow Chetotk to the North- 
ward, arid hoped foon to have more Slaves 
for uSrf 

P^ the 56th I came on Board, and then 

we wpigh'dj leaving four Men, and the l^a- 

\ tat staves behind lis. Here we purchased 136, 

andfail'd with them to Af^///7/^7;7«^ Road j 

' and on the 26th we mide the Thrumb-Cap 

\ (bSMattatannay and caitie to an Anchor with- 

' ih a League Diftartce, Here is no going on 

. Shoar in our Bftats, by Resfon of the great 

. \Bar that is there, dnd the S;ea alwjiys break* 

ing upon it ; the Caftoes, howeVjbf , canicrcJff 

..to us, and I went on' Shoar with' them j «id 

after 
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after that to the King's Town, which was a 
great Way up the River, One ran before to 
inform him, that the Captain's Embafladpr 
was coming : Whereupon he put himfe)f io 
great Order, and gppear'd in State. He (peaks 
Englijh^ and French very well, and fo do Se- 
veral of his Family, He told me, ' / was weU 
come. But as Capt. Macket had been before 
us, and bought 330 Slaves in lefs than twenty 
Days, he endeavoured to raife the Price wpon 
us, I foon informed him, however, that I 
knew the Country ; and that if be h^d none 
to difpofe of, I could tell whefe to go to Mar- 
ket. At laft we agreed, and I fent theCap^ 
tain Word of what I had done : It was fo d^p- 
gerous going over the Breakers, that I did 
not care how feldom I went. I did pot like 
the Place, for they were fo harr^fs'd with a 
neighbouring Enemy, that they were always 
on their Guard, and could uot fleep in Safe- 
ty, nor get even common Neceflaries ; the 
Country being in much the fame State, apd 
Condition, as was Feraingher when Iliv'd 
there. The Captain, notwithftanding this, 
was obftinate ; and after he had fent m? a 
Cargo on Shoar, as alfo a Man to a,{rift \:ne, 
faird away to Don Mafcareeny an^ Ifland theu 
belonging to the French ^ and about loo 
Leagues to the Eaftward. 

As foon as He was gone, I remoy'd ffiy 

Factory to the King's Tow^j, as thinking it 

more fafe. I often lent the Natives Guns, 

and Ammunition to repel t^neii^ Eii?pVies; and 

G g 3 once 
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ppce I went with them. I bought 14 Slavcg 

}n three Days, but finding Provifion dear, I 

went oiore artfully to Worjc; I agreed for 

the Slaves they offered to Sale, and left fomc- 

thing as Earncft in their Hands, but would 

not compleat tjip Bargain. Here I had a 

fcurvy Trick put upon me, which I relate, 

that Others may beware of the like Impoii- 

tions. One Night, notwithftanding all my 

Care, I mifsM two Wpmen-flaves, who were 

fattened by the Arms together. I complain'd 

thereof to the King, who, pretending to know 

nothing of it, orifcrfd Ertquiry to be made af*- 

ter them ; but to no Purpofe till I publifli'd 

a Reward of 6 Pounds of Gun-powder to him 

who would reftore them. The Man who fold 

thetn to me brought them again, pretending 

he had found the Place where they had con- 

teal'd themfelves, and demanded the Reward. 

I charg'd him with impofing oh me, but not 

being then able to make good my Aflcrtion, 

he cbmplain'd' to the King, \yho threatened 

me ^ard in Cafe I did not give the Man the 

Reward. I returned his Menaces in warm 

Terms, offering to defend myfelf with my 

Fire- Arms, as I had fix ready loaded by me. 

What with Tears and Flatteries, the Women 

confefs'd before the next Morning, that their 

Jfirft Mafter had injiir'd me, and mifus'4 them 

after he had them again. I went to the King's 

Brother direAly, and aflur'd him, 1 would 

iake Care that no white Men jkould evertrade^ 

there 
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(here for the future. But in the End he dc- 
fir'd t would fpeak with the King firft ; which 
I did. He rcconcird us before our Ship re- 
turned, which was in the Middle of Septem- 
ber^ and then without Capt. White ^ who had 
been dead, and bury'd fome Time before at 
Don Mafcareen : He went there to fell Slaves 
to the French, and buy up others for the JVeJi 
India Cargo ; but there happened to be no 
Call for any. 

Capt. Chrijial^ who was then Comman- 
der, fent one of his Officers to aflure me I 
might depend- on the fame Civility, and 
Friendfliip, as I had receiv'^d from his Prede- 
ceflbr; for he approv'd my Conduft, and 
compleated the Bargains I had begun, an4 
brought my Slaves on Board. 

Mattatanna in the Lat. of 22 d. 15 ;;?,South, 
is a wild Coaft, where our Boats can at no 
Time come Aflioar ; thefe Slaves, and thofe 
of Fort Dauphine are efteem'd the beft in 
the Ifland, Before we went from hence, I 
heard, that Deaan Morroughfevea 0/ Fort 
Dauphine was kill'd in the Expe^'-tion he 
went on after I left hirn. Before I proc^d 
further in my Account of this Voyage, as I 
anj now on the Eaji-Jide of the Ifland, I {hall 
take Notice of the principal Places on it, 

About feven Leagues to the Nort^h ward of 
Mattatanna is Melancnro : Here's a River with 
8 Foot Water on the Bar, which divides the 
two Kingdoms of Mattatanna and T^ronghe :■ 
The Inhabitants of the latter aro numerous, 
Gg 4 ^ and 
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and obliging ; but cannot trade for Want of 
iCanoes. About lo Leagues from Tronghe is 
"Maninzcirce ; they would willingly trade with 
the Englifh, but as they have no Canoes, and 
it is a wild Shoar, where our Boats can't land, 
it is inipradicable. About 20 Leagues further 
tp the Northward is Mungaro ; the Natives 
whereof are always at War with the Inhabi- 
tants of Port St. Marfs^ and the Py rates : The 
King's Name is Maulaiinza. They have no 
Canoes here, but if a Captain would take, feme 
with him fromMattata^na^thcy would gladly 
trade with him. St. Mary's is an Ifland threc^ 
Leagues off the Main, inLat. 16^. 30 m. and 
has a good Harbour. Here are about 26 white 
Men, formerly Py rates, who now live on their 
ill-gotten Treafures. 

A72togeal is in the Lat. of 16 d. i^nt. Here 
is a clear deep Bay, keep the North Shoar on 
Board: At'the Bottom of it is a fihall Ifland 
of two, or three Miles in Circumference ; in 
which is a good Harbour. The Dutch had 
formerly a Fort on it. ' Here are Cramptijfes 
and Whales, which the Natives have the Art 
of taking. Barimbafs\%\nL2iX.. 15^. om. the 
Inhabitants have Canoes, and will come off at 
firft Sight of a Ship : The King is very cour- 
teous to white Men, and takes Plcafure in 
trading with them. 

OuK next Bufinefs was to go tp Port Dau-- 
phine^ where the Death of their King was con- 
firmed • we found the Country in fad Confu- ; 
fioii, and in no Condition for Trading : So ym\ 

took 
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ttook our Men, Slaves, and Goods on Board, 
and proceeded round the Soutbern-moji End 
of the Ifland. 

The Country next adjoining to Port Dau-^ 
phine, or Antenofa, is Anterndroea ; where 
the Degrave was wrecked, and which was 
the melancholy Scene of my Captivity. Join- 
ing to this is Merfaugbla y^wlnch lies a little 
to the Southward, in Lat. 26 d. South. The 
Want of Canoes in both thefe Countries ren- 
ders them incapable of Trading The next 
Port is St. Aiigujiine Bay^ in which is a frefti 
Water River, with 12 JFoot Water at Spring 
Tides ; it flows S. S. E. and N. N. W. Tulea 
lies 7 Leagues to the Northward^ and is a very 
good Harbour. 

As you fail from St. Auguftine Bay to Tong^ 
Owly there are fevcral little Iflands : The two 
firft are in the Lat. of zid. om^ about five 
Leagues diflant from the main Ifland : A little 
further is a fingle Ifland with lofty Trees on 
It ; and fl:ill further to the Norward there are 
three fandy Iflands, with Rfeakers between 
them. A Nor.E. Courfe carries you clear, and 
ialongShoar, but keep in 15, 16, or 17 Fathom 
Water. On the Banks are 9, 10, or 12 Fathom 
Water. When you are pa It the fandy Iflands, 
the Coafl: is clear to Thng-Owl: This an open 
Road in the Lat. of 2od. 20 m. There is good 
Anchoring in 16 Fathom Water not above a 
Mile from-the Shoar. •There is no High-land 
near the SVioar on all this Coaft • but there 
are high Mountains up the Country. Mun-- 

nonbaugher 
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7ionbaugher is a River, which they call Man- 
t^erroy ; in which is 14, or 15 Fathom Water : 
It flows E. and W. 1 2 Foot right up and down 
on Spring Tides ; you go up the River 6, or 
7 Leagues to the ufual Place where they traf- 
fick. A little to the Southward of this is ano- 
ther River, call'd Luna ; to which a Ship 
comes from Arabia once a Year : This Place 
is caird Majfeleege^ or the Country of Mun^ 
nongaro^ whereof Deaan Toke-ofu is the So- 
vereign ; and of which I have already given 
a fufficient Account. 

Our Bufinefs now was at Tong-Owly whferc 
we arrived on the i6th of OBober:^ the Cap- 
tain went with me up the Country to Mo^ 
herboy and took his Muficians with us : As 
foon as I came on Shoar, I was inform 'd, 
that Rer I'rimmonongarevo was dead; and Rer 
Moume fucceeded him, and liv'd at Moherbo. 
I fent a Meflenger before me to acquaint him, 
that I was coming to pay my Duty to him ; 
and had brought a Ship to trade here purfu- 
ant to my Promife. But as ioon as we came 
tp a Town on this Side Moherbo^ we faw 
Abundance of People pulling down a wooden 
Houfe, in which the Corps of Rer T^rimmo-' 
nongarevo was interred i theReafon whereof, 
as the Natives told me, was as follows : ^ihat 
Rer Trimmonongarevo had appeared to Rer 
Moume in the Night T^ime^ and ajk^d bim^ 
Why he put him above his Fatfetr Lobefutee ? 
And be feem'dto refent his Son's illConduSl^ end 
ordered his Body to be taken up^ and put lower 

than 
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(hart his Father's ; and his Houfe likewife which 
was ereSled for a Monument to be leveled with 
his Father's. When I came to Rer Moume^ 
he did not know me in my new Drefs ; I foon 
let him undcrftand who I was, for I could not 
forbear to lick his Knees: His generous, and 
human Deportment towards me made mc 
efteem him as my Father ; and he was equally 
overjoyed to fee me : His Wives likewife €X- 
prefs'd their Pleafure I went to review my 
iCattle, fpr, according to hisPromfe, he had 
kept them all for me ; and as they were now 
confiderably increased, I mark'd the young 
Ones with a particular Signet; for he infifled 
that ^hey ftill are mine. 

Vv E got our whole Complement of Slaves 
here in ten Week's Time, and fail'd from 
hence "Jan. 7. We touched at St. Helena^ and 
at Barbadoes ^ from thence we proceeded to 
Rapphanack River in Virginia, where we fold 
our Slaves, took in Tobacco^ and then fet Sail 
for England: On the iith Day of Septem^ 
ber 1720. we arriv'd in the Downs, 

Thus have I cndeavour'd to give a true, 
and faithful Narrative of what I thought moft 
remarkable in this Ifland : I have feen the 
Atlas Geographicus, which is, I prefump, a 
Colleftion of what has been wrote concerning 
this Ifland. And tho' there are fome Things 
inention'd there, of \yhich I give no Account , 
1 fee no Reafon to depart from any Particular 
• herein contain'd, nor to make any Additions. 
i have related only what I'faw, and know to 

he

be Fadt. There is an InfeB amongft them, I 
have not mention 'd, calPd the Scorpion^ a trour- 
blefom Animal, and the only venemous Crea- 
ture I ever faw there. As to what isaflerted 
in the Atlas before- mentioned, 7bat the Na-- 
thes are Mahometans ; I have read, lince I 
came to England^ fome Account of the Ma- 
kometan Religion, but can find no Conformity, 
or Similitude in it to This of Madagafcar ; 
on the conrtary, Mahomet pretended to have 
familiar Converfe with God, but thefe People 
would be fhock'd to hear, That Deaan Ung- 
horra)\ thtw Supreme God, everconvers'd with 
the greateft Monarch. There is one Cuftom 
I have omitted, and that is, T'keir Abftaining 
from their Women at certain T^imes^ as the Jews 
do. lihtVirzimbers^ whom fome imagine to 
be the firft Inhabitants of thislfland, I have 
faid before, differ in fome Points of Religion ; 
but then it is to be underftood in the Forms, 
and Manner of their Worfhip, and Ceremo- 
nies; for they have Oivleys as Others have, 
and entertain the fame Notions of a Supreme 
Gody the Lords of the four garters of the 
Worlds SpiritSy &c.
